HYDROCYANIC  ACID. 

Acidum  hydrocyanicuin.  Hydrocyanic  or  Prussic  acid ;  (Germ.),  Blau- 
saure. 

The  pure  acid  should  be  preserved  in  a  2  per  cent,  aqueous  solution ;  this 
is  the  officinal  acid,  and  is  to  be  considered  the  matrix. 

Preparation  for  use,  Dilutions  with  alcohol.

Mind. — Emotional.  After  venesection,  wild  delirium,  with  con- 
stant tossing  from  side  to  side,  biting  at  the  bystanders,  protruding  anxious 
eyes,  small  pupils,  heart  and  pulse  rapid,''l — She  exclaimed,  "  Bread,  bread," 
immediately,  and  sprang  convulsively  from  her  seat,". — Much  disconnected 
talking,"".— Occasionally  moaning  (after  about  twenty  minutes),". — Groaned 
(after  about  twenty  minutes),".— Gloominess  and  ill-humor,  in  the  after- 
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noon  (second  day),*. — Anxiety,™. — Anxious  feeliug,^ — Fretfulness  (second 
day),\ — [10.]  Loss  of  courage,'. — Fear  of  imaginary  troubles,". — Intel- 
lectual. At  first  the  patient  made  quick  answers,  but  soon  became  heavy,*". 
— ^Thought  difficult  (second  day),''*. — Inability  to  collect  the  thoughts,". — 
Complete  inability  to  think,". — Memory  very  weak,". — Unconscious  (within 
five  minutes),*'. — *Loss  of  consciounness,^^. — Loss  of  consciousness,  lasting 
two  hours  and  a  haU7^ — [20]  Loss  of  consciousness,  with  great  weakness,  . 
— Sudden  loss  of  consciousness  and  sensation,*". —  Complete  loss  of  conscious- 
ness,^'.— Stupefaction,"';  (from  the  fumes),";  (after  four  minutes,  third 
day),\ — He  was  in  a  state  of  coma  and  perfectly  insensible,"''. — Extreme 
coma  for  four  hours  and  a  half,  only  interrupted  by  occasional  sudden  con- 
vulsive movements,™. 

Head. — Coiifusioti  and  Vertigo.  Confusion  of  the  head,'"™  ™; 
(after  a  few  minutes),';  (second  day),\ — Confusion  of  the  whole  head 
(soon),'. — Confusion  of  the  whole  head,  accompanied  at  first  by  transient 
vertigo  (soon),''. — Confusion  in  the  forehead  and  dull  feeling  of  pain  (first 
day),''.^[30.]  Confusion  of  the  right  side  of  the  head,  accompanied  by 
slight  pressure  in  the  occiput  and  forehead  of  the  same  side  (after  three 
minutes,  second  day),'. — General  confusion  of  the  head,'*. — Slight  confu- 
sion of  the  head  (after  a  few  minutes),'*. — Slight  confusion  of  the  head  on 
the  right  side,  extending  from  the  occiput  forward,  and  causing  slight  pres- 
sure in  the  frontal  region  (first  day),'. — Considerable  confusion  of  the  head, 
together  with  acute  pressure  in  the  forehead  and  occiput,  worse  on  the  right 
side,  most  violent  in  the  region  of  the  right  eyebrow  (third  day),'». — Great 
confusion  of  the  whole  head,  in  the  forehead  and  occiput  (third  day),'. — 
Having  walked  a  few  paces  he  experienced  a  feeling  of  great  confusion, 
with  headache  and  loud  ringing  in  his  ears  (after  two  minutes);  he  now 
with  difficulty  retraced  his  steps,  and  leaning  forward  on  a  table  became 
insensible  and  fell  backwards;  in  this  state  he  remained  altogether  between 
three  and  four  minutes,  during  which  time  he  was  violently  convulsed, 
and,  to  use  the  expression  of  those  present,  affected  like  a  rabbit  poisoned 
with  the  acid  (sixth  day),*'. — Uneasy  confusion  in  the  head  ;  he  turned 
around,  spoke  a  few  words,  and  immediately  fell  down  ;  the  teeth  were 
tightly  clenched,'^ — -Vertigo,'"'*;  (from  the  fumes),'*. — Vertigo,  continu- 
ing through  the  day  (third  day),'*. — [40.]  Vertigo,  lasting  eight  days,'". — 
Vertigo ;  objects  about  him  seemed  to  be  moving  (after  four  minutes,  third 
day),'. — Vertigo,  so  that  he  could  scarcely  keep  upon  his  leet,". — Vertigo 
and  obscuration  of  the  senses,".' — Vertigo,  with  oppression  and  weakness, 
so  that  he  was  obliged  to  go  to  bed,'". — Slight  vertigo  (from  the  fumes),  an- 
tidoted  by  coffee,". — Violent  vertigo,  without  headache,  so  that  he  staggered 
in  the  street,  and  was  unable  to  see  distinctly,  lasting  four  days,". — Dizzi- 
ness (immediately),*' ;  (soon),". — Sudden  teeling  as  though  everything  about 
him  moved  slowly  ;  he  became  dizzy  without  reeling,  and  noticed  at  the 
same  time  a  slight  pressure  commencing  in  the  left  side  of  the  occiput  and 
extending  over  the  left  half  of  the  head  to  the  frontal  region  (after  a 
quarter  of  an  hour),*. — General  Head,  Head  strongly  inclined  for- 
ward, without  the  patient  being  able  to  hold  it  erect  (after  three  hours;,*'. 
— [50.]  Violent  congestion  to  the  head,'*. — Apoplexy,^'. — A  very  peculiar 
condition  like  intoxication  (fourth  day),*. — Feeling  as  after  a  great  and 
long-continued  exertion  with  the  head,  and  as  though  he  were  very  much 
exhausted  thereby  (second  day),*. —  Pain  and  a  feeling  of  distension  in  the 
head,  which  continued  for  the  rest  of  the  day  (sixth  day),*'. — A  sort  of 
concussion  in  the  head  (immediately),*". — Strange  disturbance  in  the  head. 
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as  if,  according  to  her  expression,  her  brain  was  on  fire;  she  fell  and  re- 
mained an  hour  in  a  state  of  debility,  without  loss  of  consciousness ;  in- 
stantly (after  second  dose),'™. — Headache,^" *^ ;  (from  the  fumes),'*;  (after 
two  minutes,  sixth  day),". — Headache,  lasting  several  hours,*'. — Headache, 
only  at  night,''^ — [60.]  Headache,  now  in  one  place,  now  in  another,  at 
different  times  (from  the  second  to  the  fifth  day),^ — Headache  and  a  kind 
of  vertigo,'*. — Very  violent  stupefying  headache  ;  on  bending  the  head  the 
brain  seemed  to  beat  against  it,°. — Violent  headache,''. — Pressure  in  the 
head,  commencing  in  the  occiput  and  extending  to  the  frontal  sinuses,  where 
it  becomes  seated  (after  one  hour),*. — Pressure  in  the  head,  extending  from 
the  vertex  towards  the  forehead  on  both  sides  and  to  the  orbits,  where  it 
became  fixed,  while  from  the  occiput  the  pressure  extended  down  the  nape 
of  the  neck ;  though  this  pressure  did  not  amount  to  real  pain,  it  became 
so  severe  that  it  caused  a  slight  confusion  of  the  head  (after  one  hour,  sec- 
ond day),*. — Pressure  and  heaviness  in  the  head,  in  the  evening  (first  day),^ 
— Pressure  and  confusion  of  the  head,  relieved  in  the  open  air,'. — Slight 
pressure  in  the  head,  commencing  in  the  occiput  and  extending  to  the  an- 
terior surface  of  the  head  (second  day),**. — Dull  pressure  in  the  head  in 
vaiious  parts,  at  one  time  in  the  occiput,  at  another  in  the  side,  at  another 
in  the  vertex,  always  extending  to  the  forehead,  never  lasting  over  one  or 
two  minutes,  and  frequently  repeated  through  the  day  (first  day),*'. — [70.] 
Weight,  and  pain,  and  heat  of  the  head,  with  some  gastric  uneasiness,*'. — 
Forehead.  Forehead  and  face  cold  and  dry,'*. — A  feeling  in  the  head 
not  unlike  slight  intoxication ;  this  did  not  amount  to  real  pain,  but  was 
simply  a  feeling  of  tension  in  the  frontal  region  (soon),'. — Heaviness  and 
a  pressive  sensation  in  the  forehead  (soon),'. — Pressure  on  the  right  side  of  • 
the  forehead  (after  a  few  minutes),'". — Pressure  on  the  right  side  of  the 
forehead,  extending  to  the  occiput  (soon),'^ — Slight  pressure  in  the  fore- 
head (after  one  hour),*. — Pressive  feeling  in  the  frontal  region,  transient 
(after  two  drops),l — A  violent  pain,  at  first  pressing  from  within  out- 
ward, and  then  gradually  becoming  a  very  violent  sticking  and  boring 
in  the  frontal  regions  and  orbits  (soon),  (second  day),'*. — Parietals. 
Pressure  in  the  head,  on  the  right  side  (third  day),*. — [80.]  Pressure  in 
the  right  side  of  the  head,  especially  in  the  frontal  region,  which  afterwards 
changed  to  the  region  of  the  left  mastoid  process,  then  to  the  left  temple, 
aftei-wards  to  the  right  (fourth  day),*. — Slight  pressure  in  the  right  side  of 
the  head,  in  the  region  of  the  crown  and  forehead  (after  half  an  hour),**. — 
Pj-essive  pain  in  the  left  half  of  the  head,  especially  in  the  region  of  the 
vertex  and  forehead,  which  at  times  changed  to  the  right  side,  and  at  times 
completely  remitted  (after  half  an  hour,  second  day),^ — Of^cijfdt.  Slight 
pain  beneath  the  skin  of  the  occiput," — Constant  slight  pains  in  the  occi- 
put, in  the  open  air,  lasting  two  hours,'^l — Violent  pressure  in  the  occiput 
and  forehead,  more  marked  on  the  right  side  than  on  the  left ;  the  pressure 
in  the  head  disappeared  after  a  few  minutes,  but  the  confusion  lasted  for 
some  hours  (second  day),'. 

lAje.— Objective.  Eyes  brilliant,^'.— The  eye  had  a  brilliant  and 
gla*y  appearance  throughout;  mere  physical  brilliancy,  without  mental 
expression,**.— Eyes  bright,  prominent,  and  glassy,  and  the  pupils  dilated 
(ai'tec  five  minutes),".— Eyes  glassy,*".— [90.J  Eyes  of  almost  natural  ap- 
pearance, dull  rather  than  bright ;  not  prominent;  pupils  large,^''. — Eyes  star- 
ing and  fixed,  almost  immediately  ;  fixed  and  glistening  (after  quarter  of  an 
hour),*'.— Eyes prominentandstaring,*'.— Eyes  prominent, fixed, and  staring 
after  five  or  ten  mmutes),**.— Eyes  half  closed,  but  prominent  and  glisten- 
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ing,  with  their  pupils  widely  dilated,  and  quite  insensible  to  light/'. — *Dis- 
tortion  of  the  ej/es," — Eyes  fixed,"*  ;  (after  twenty  minutes'),'". — Eyes  fixed 
and  closed,  and  the  pupil  somewhat  dilated,''^ — Eyes  fixed,  but  lifelike,  the 
pupils  in  their  normal  condition  (after  five  minutes) ;  at  the  moment  of 
dissolution  the  pupil  of  eye  dilated,*^ — Eyes  seem  iitimovable  and  involun- 
tarily directed  at  one  point  (after  quarter  of  an  hour),*. — Subjective. 
[100.]  Pain  deep  in  the  eyes  and  temples,  and  then  in  the  occiput,^'. — Severe 
pressure,  especially  over  the  right  inner  canthus  (third  diiy),^ — lirow. 
(Pain  above  the  left  eye),'*.^ — Lids.  Small  varicose  veins  in  the  eyelids,^^ 

—  Open  eyes,  with  fixed  eyebalk,^'. — Eyes  open  ;  eyeballs  turned  upward,'". — 
Eyes  wide  open,  fixed,  and  glazed  ;  pupils  widely  dilated  (after  eight  or 
nine  minutes),*'. — Eyes  wide  open,  staring  straight  forward  upon  vacancy, 
injected,  watery,  and  with  the  pupils  somewhat  contracted,  but  not  more  so 
than  they  are  naturally  in  persons  of  his  age  (after  one  hour),*'. — The  eye- 
lids stood  wide  open,  and  the  eyeballs  were  diiRcult  to  move,  only  after  de- 
cided exertion  was  it  possible  to  look  upward  or  downward,  to  the  right  or 
left  (fourth  day),*. — Eyes  half  open,'l — [HC]  Eyes  half  open,  clear,  and 
natural,  but  insensible  to  the  light,'*. — Eyelids  partly  closed,  and  the  eyes 
appearing  as  if  pushed  forward  between  them,  the  pupils  at  the  same  time 
being  fully  dilated,  and  quite  insensible  to  the  stimulus  of  light," — Eyes 
shut  (sixth  day),*'. — Eyelids  closed,  and  the  eyes  both  drawn  to  the  left 
side  ;  pupil  dilated,**. — Eyelids  closed,  and  on  opening  them  the  pupils  were 
found  excessively  dilated,*". —  lia/l.  Eyeballs  tense  and  very  prominent,^^ 

—  I'upil.  Pupils  dilated,"  '*  ^ ;  (after  fifteen  or  twenty  minutes),**. — Pupils 
dilated,  only  slightly  sensible,^'. — Pupils  dilated,  insensible,'^ — Pupils  di- 
lated and  wholly  insensible  (after  quarter  of  an  hour),*'. — [120,]  Pupils 
moderately  dilated,  but  afterwards  contracted,  and  remained  so  the  whole 
day  (third  day),*. — Pupils  widely  dilated,  but  before  death  they  became 
less  so,*". — Pupils  equally  dilated,  and  quite  sensible  to  the  stimulus  of 
light,**. — Pupils  of  a  natural  size,  or  perhaps  a  little  contracted  and  inseusi- 
•ble,*^ — Pupils  of  the  eyes  contracted  and  quite  insensible  to  light,"^. — Mo- 
tionless jnipil,^^. — Immobility  and  dilatation  of  the  pupil,*". —  Vision. 
Dimness  of  vision  and  a  sensation  as  of  a  fog  before  the  eyes  (soon),'. — 
Obscuration  of  vision,  with  feeling  of  intoxication  (soon),  (second  day),'". 
— A  light  veil  seemed  to  float  before  the  eyes  (after  four  minutes,  third 
day),'. — [130.]  A  cloud  before  the  eyes  (soon),'. — Clouds  seemed  to  float 
before  the  eyes ;  it  was  only  with  difficulty  that  he  could  see  distinctly ;  in 
the  afternoon  (second  day),*. — It  became  dark  before  the  eyes,*. — Com- 
plete blindness,  with  pain  in  the  forehead  ;  dilated  pupils  sensitive  to  the 
light ;  eyeballs  tense  and  prominent,  with  injection  of  the  capillaries  of 
the  lids,''.t — Sparks  before  the  eyes,'*. 

Mar. — Ringing  in  the  ears,'*. — Loud  ringing  in  his  ears  after  two  min- 
utes (sixth  dayj,*'. — Roaring  in  the  ears,'*. 

Wose. — A  peculiar  sensation  in  the  upper  nasal  cavities ;  it  seems  as 
though  mephitic  air  passed  through  them  over  the  Schneiderian  membrane, 
and  caused  a  prickling  feeling  for  a  short  time  (after  one  hour,  first  day),*. 

Face. — Wild-looking  and  bloated  countenance,*".  —  [140.]  Appeared 
like  a  man  suffering  from  an  excess  of  drink,*'.

HJxfreniities  in  General. — Extremities  seemed  bloodless,**. — 
[380,]  Limbs  quite  flaccid  (after  a  quarter  of  an  hour),*'. — The  limbs  were 
completely  lax  and  fell  lifeless  when  lifted,**. — Trembling  of  the  limbs,". — 
Trembling  and  uselessness  of  the  limbs,". — Legs,  arms,  and  chest  were 
slightly  convulsed,  the  upper  extremities  more  than  the  lower,*®. — Some 
contractions  of  the  extremities,  but  no  tetanus,"". — ^After  he  had  become  in- 
sensible and  while  lying  on  the  table,  his  thighs  were  drawn  up  on  the  ab- 
domen, and  rigid ;  the  upper  extremities  were  also  observed  to  be  rigid  ; 
and  on  drawing  them  from  the  side,  they  forcibly  reverted  to  their  former 
position;  eyes  shut;  teeth  clenched,  and  the  muscles  of  the  face  violently 
convulsed  (sixth  day),*\ — ^Movements  difBcult,  as  if  from  loss  of  power  of 
the  limbs,"*. — Such  weakness  in  the  limbs  and  loss  of  power  in  the  muscles 
that  he  thought  he  should  have  fallen,  quite  momentary  (immediately),"". — 
Paralysis  of  the  hands  and  feet  (after  three  hours),*'. — [390,]  Limbs 
paralyzed  and  lay  in  whatever  position  they  were  placed ;  and  they  were 
free  from  all  rigidity,"".

Superior  Extreniiti,es.--Arms  bent  and  the  hands  clenched  (after 
eight  or  nine  minutes),*^ — The  forearms  became  stifi"  and  inflected  on  the 
arms,*".— Trembling  of  the  right  hand,".— Hands  partially  contracted, 
fingers  rigid,  and  about  the  nails  of  a  dark-lead  color,*'.

HYDEOPHYLLUM. 

Hydrophyllum  Virginicum. 

Natural  order,  Borraginacese. 

Preparation,  Tincture  of  the  plant  when  in  flower. 

Authority.  Dr.  P.  B.  Hoyt,  Am.  Hom.,  Obs.  XI,  p.  101,  effects  of  gather- 
ing a  handful  of  the  flowers  (the  same  happened  four  years  later,  with  ad- 
dition of  headache,  and  afterward  again). 
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Dull  headache. — Eyes  began  to  water  and  burn,  with  slight  itching  (after 
fifteen  or  twenty  minutes)  ;  this  continued  until  I  reached  my  board- 
ing-house. I  was  suffering  quite  severely ;  ray  sister  at  once  asked  what 
was  the  matter  with  my  eyes,  and  going  to  the  glass,  my  eyelids  were 
swollen  and  the  sclerotica  much  injected,  presenting  fiery  redness ;  there 
was  some  sensitiveness  to  light.  These  symptoms  continued  through  the 
afternoon  and  evening,  and  kept  me  awake  for  some  time ;  in  the  morn- 
ing my  eyelids  were  agglutinated,  and  on  opening  my  eyes  they  were  quite 
sensitive  to  the  light ;  the  burning  and  smarting  were  less,  still  my  eyes 
discharged  water  more  or  less  for  two  or  three  days  ;  the  symptoms  gradu- 
ally subsided,  and  in  a  week  I  was  well  again.

twice  he  reached  out  a  hand  to  an  object  on  the  table,  and  began  to  look 
about  on  the  floor,  and  when  I  asked  him  "What  for?"  he  said,  "Oh,  I 
thought  something  had  dropped  off  the  table,  the  walls  appear  to  move  a 
little  "  (after  three-quarters  of  an  hour)  ;  he  remained  quiet,  but  inclined 
to  be  meddlesome  when  his  attention  was  not  engaged  in  conversation, 
grasping  at  objects  on  the  table,  or  in  the  waste-basket  on  the  floor,  and 
attempting  to  remove  them  before  the  hand  reached  them,  evidently  mis- 
judging the  distance  (after  one  hour)  ;  left  alone,  he  lapsed  into  a  state  of 
forgetf'ulness  and  dreamy  meddlesome  delirium,  picking  at  objects,  and, 
having  reached  them  after  several  unsuccessful  efforts,  fumbling  them  about 
until  he  dropped  them,  and  then,  in  the  attempt  to  pick  them  up,  losing

— The  legs  were  very  weak  and  he  could 
not  walk  without  assistance  (after  twenty  minutes),'. — [90.]  Legs  felt  too 
weak  to  walk  (after  one  hour),^'. — He  could  not  rise  from  his  chair,  or  walk 
without  assistance  ;  and  as  he  sat,  the  extensors  of  the  legs  were  slightly 
twitched  now  and  then,  so  as  to  advance  the  foot  with  a  little  jerk  (after 
forty-five  minutes),'. — Quite  unable  to  walk  (after  two  hours),'. 

General  Si/mptoms. — The  muscular  system  generally  was  flaccid, 
he  did  not  sit  erect  in  the  chair,  and  a  foot  was  occasionally  advanced  with 
a  little  jerk,  and  once  or  twice  the  hand  was  suddenly  prouated  and  supi- 
nated  with  a  jerk  (after  one  hour),'. — The  power  of  maintaining  the  erect 
posture  will  be  lost,  and  at  best  the  patient  reels  like  a  drunken  man,"". — 
Somewhat  restless  for  an  hour  and  a  quarter,  and  if  I  left  his  side  for  a 
minute  he  would  attempt  to  get  up,  reel  for  a  few  paces,  and  then  fall 
together  like  a  drunken  man,  upon  the  carpet  (after  two  hours),'.

Sleep, — Inclined  to  yawn  (after  one  hour  and  three-quarters),^ — Fre- 
quently yawned  and  sighed  (after  one  hour  and  a  quarter),''''. — Gapish  and 
tired  (after  three  hours  and  a  quarter),'. — [100.]  Slight  inclination  to 
sleep  (after  three  hours  and  a  quarter),'. — Somnolency  continuing  about  an 
hour  (after  ten  to  twenty  minutes),'". — Much  somnolency,  and  had  slept 
the  last  ten  minutes  (after  one  hour)  ;  had  slept  during  the  last  hour,  and 
still  experienced  somnolency  (after  two  hours),'^ — Much  somnolency  (after 
fifteen  minutes)  ;  continued  very  sleepy  (after  thirty  minutes)  ;  she  con- 
tinued to  sleep  for  an  hour  and  a  half  (after  three-quarters  of  an  hour)  ; 
when  disturbed  awaking  with  a  start,".— Great  somnolency  for  three  hours,\

and  forth,  groped  in  the  air  as  after  objects,  picked  at  the  bed,  and  either  did

Forced  laughing,  with  confused  ideas,"". — *She  sang  constantly  and  talked 
hastily,  but  indistinctly ;  was  very  violent,  and  beat  about  her  if  she  was 
spoken  to  strongly  or  taken  hold  of,'l — Very  merry  mood,  completely  de- 
lirious ;  singing  and  imitating  with  her  hands  the  occupation  of  spinning,™.

Once  a  subject  was  named,  no  matter  whether  the  attendant  circumstances 
occurred  the  previous  day  or  fifty  years  ago,  it  immediately  engaged  his 
attention  until  some  incidental  remark  or  an  allusion  suggested  other  ideas. 
If  a  subject  with  which  he  was  not  wholly  familiar  happened  to  be  men- 
tioned, he  spoke  of  it  rapidly  and  coherently  as  far  as  his  knowledge  ex- 
tended, but  then  became  confused,  incoherent,  and  a  little  irritable  and  im- 
patient. The  connecting  links  in  a  particular  train  of  thought  were  weak- 
ened and  occasionally  broken  by  illusions  and  delusions.  The  sight  of  a 
white  napkin  suggested,  through  milk,  his  former  breakfasts  in  India;  the 
milking  of  the  cow  at  the  door  of  the  house  ;  the  appearance  of  the  frothed 
milk  in  the  silver  basin ;  the  tea  freshly  imported  from  China.  His  white 
handkerchief  lying  crumpled  on  the  dark  sofa-cover  recalled  the  ivory  nut, 
and  he  entered  into  a  minute  and  faithful  description,  not  only  of  this  plant, 
its  habits  and  fruit,  but  the  characters  of  several  other  tropical  vegetables. 
Then  he  wandered  into  the  country,  and  suddenly  pulling  up  a  leg,  ex- 
claimed, "Take  care;  give  me  your  hand  ;  that  is  a  very  deep  step."  The 
next  miuute  he  introduced  himself,  with  a  loud  voice,  in  a  friend's  house  at 
Torquay,  and,  while  engaged  in  imaginary  conversation,  suddenly  raised 
the  eyelids,  and  looking  across  the  empty  space  in  the  direction  of  the  bare 
wall  said,  with  much  emphasis,  "  That's  a  fine  dahlia !"  A  few  minutes  after- 
wards he  was  engaged  in  Bristol.  Several  times  he  directed  ihe  carriage 
to  be  sent  for,  and  supposing  that  it  was  at  the  door,  made  attempts  to  rise 
from  his  couch,*^ — He  talks  about  incoherent  things,*lf — *  While  awake  he 
talks  irrationally,  as  if  a  man  was  present  (who  was  not),\ — *ife  talks  in  an 
absurd  way,^*.— [Prattling],^"-  (Case  6.) — *He  lies  naked  in  bed  and  prat- 
tles,™.

For  other  cases  Stramonium  or  Bella- 
donna is  the  exact  homoeopathic  remedy  according  to  the  character  of  the  attack. 
Belladonna  has  already  made  some  complete  cures,  and  it  would  have  made  more  if 
other  substances  had  not  been  combined  with  it  impairing  its  power,  and  especially 
if  it  had  not  been  given  in  such  excessive  doses,  and  thus  at  times  the  patient  mur- 
dered by  the  remedy.  Large  doses  of  drugs  which  are  hommopathic  to  a  disease  are 
far  more  injurious  than  others  which  have  no  similarity,  or  which  have  an  opposite 
[antipathic)  relation  to  the  disease.  In  homoeopathic  practice,  lohen  the  totality  of  the 
symptoms  of  a  disease  is  similar  to  the  sym.ptoms  of  the  remedy,  it  is  certainly  a  crime 
to  give  doses  that  are  not  very  small,  indeed,  as  small  as  possible  ;  if,  under  .such  circum- 
stances, doses  are  given  of  the  size  administered  in  the  old  blundering  way,  tliey  act  as 
real  poisons  and  are  murderous.

As  I  understand  the  case,  the  provers  were 
informed  that  the  remedy  had  a  marked  action  on  the  heart,  hence  many  imagi- 
nary heart  symptoms.     The  spurious  symptoms,  I  am  told,  were  recorded  by  one

IV.  The  editor  publishes  these  statements  in  justice  to  all  concerned  ;  he  wishes 
to  add  that  Prof.  Samuel  Jones,  of  the  Univer.^^ity  of  Michigan,  informed  him  that 
he  had  failed  to  make  the  slightest  impression  on  the  heart  by  repeated  and  large 
doses,  nor  did  the  sphygmograph  show  any  disturbance  of  the  pulse.  The  follow- 
ing note  is,  however,  adduced  as  collateral  evidence:

Jour.,  July  28th,  1847.)  Dr.  Sylvester  communicated  to  the  southeastern  branch 
of  the  Provincial  Medical  and  Surgical  Association,  at  their  last  annual  meeting, 
a  paper  on  the  virtues  and  properties  of  the  Iberis  amara,  or  Candytuft,  a  remedy 
brought  to  light  by  the  late  Dr  Williams  during  a  course  of  therapeutical  researches 
at  St.  Thomas's  Hospital.  Many  striking  and  remarkable  cases  were  related  in 
proof  of  its  salutary  power  over  asthma,  bronchitis,  dropsy,  and  more  especially 
cardiac  hypertrojihy.  It  seems  that  it  does  not  dimini.sh  the  velocity  of  the  heart's 
action  like  Digitalis,  but  that  it  possesses  the  property  of  controlling  the  violence 
and  sharp  action  of  the  organ,  and  softening  the  pulse;  hence  its  great  value  in 
hypertrophy  with  dropsy.  Dr.  Sylvester  had  prescribed  it  for  ten  years  in  numer- 
ous instances  of  the  abovementioned  diseases,  always  with  some  benefit,  and  some- 
times with  almost  magical  efficiency.  No  ill  effects  followed  its  use  ;  it  occasionally 
induced  giddiness,  sickness,  or  diarrhcea,  but  these  subsided  on  discontinuing  the 
medicine.  Its  curative  power  was  not  dependent  on  such  occasional  consequences 
of  its  administration,  inasmuch  as  its  control  over  the  abnormal  action  of  the  heart 
was  equally  evident,  whether  these  effects  were  absent  or  present ;  its  influence 
being  like  Digitalis,  Belladonna,  and  some  other  natural  agents,  of  a  purely  spe- 
cific character.  The  dose  prescribed  was  from  one  to  three  grains,  generally  mixed 
with  cream  of  tartar,  which  concealed  the  nauscousness  of  the  taste,  and  secured  a 
perfect  trituration  and  division  of  the  tough  seed.

§  If  there  is  an  alternate  action  of  Ignatia  in  which  there  is  a  sore  throat,  with- 
sticking  on  swallowing  (I  have  never  met  with  it  in  my  experience),  it  must  be  ex- 
tremely rare,  and  hence  of  little  value  as  an  indication.  I  have  never  been  able 
to  cure  with  Ignatia  a  sore  throat  in  which  stickina:  occurred  only  during  the  act  of 
swallowing,  even  though  the  other  symptoms  seem'ed  to  be  similar  to  those  of  Igna- 
tia ;  when,  however,  the  stitches  in  the  throat  are  only  felt  when  not  swallowing, 
a  cure  follows  with  Ignatia,  the  more  certain,  speedy,  and  la.'ting,  the  more  the 
other  symptoms  of  the  patient  can  be  covered  by  those  of  Ignatia.— Hahnkmann. 

II  The  Ignatia-angina,  with  internal  swelling  of  the  throat  like  a  lump  when  not

so  the  sore  throat  that  will  be  cured  by  Ignatia  must  be  characterized  (with  corre- 
spondence of  the  other  symptoms),  by  these  same  conditions,  when  it  will  be  speedily 
and  certainly  cured.

Painful  drawing  in  the  whole  left  leg,  in  bed  before 
falling  asleep ;  it  disappears  after  awhile  but  returns  with  increased  vio-

— Sensation  of  fulness 
and  moving  of  flatulence  in  the  abdomen,"''. — Griping  and  rumbling  in  the 
abdomen,  as  if  diarrhoea  would  follow  ;  afterwards  a  soft  stool,  with  emis- 
sion of  much  flatus  (fourth  day),'. — [270.]  Violent  griping  in  the  whole 
abdomen,  about  5  a.m.,  so  that  she  is  awakened  by  the  pain,  followed  by 
urging  to  stool,  and  a  profuse  semiliquid  stool,  with  cessation  of  the  pain,'.. 
— Uncomfortable,  oppressed  sensation  in  the  upper  abdomen,  on  waking 
unusually  early  in  the  morning  (second  day),"". — Cutting  pains  wandering 
about  the  whole  abdomen,  aggravated  by  pressure,  worse  in  the  rectum 
(twenty-second  day),'*.

Stool. — JJiavrhcea.  It  seems  to  promote  the  stool  in  its  primary 
action,'. — Slight  diarrhoea,  which,  however,  ceases  spontaneously  when  the 
Indigo  begins  to  be  more  easily  assimilated  with  the  digestive  organs,^'. — 
Constant  diarrhoea,'^ — After  all  inclination  to  vomit  has  ceased  a  diarrhoea 
usually  takes  its  place,  increases  rather  than  diminishes  as  the  treatment 
proceeds,  and  lasts  during  the  whole  time  that  the  Indigo  is  administered ; 
from  four  to  six  stools  of  a  semifluid  consistency  and  a  blue-black  color  are 
produced  daily,  with  accompaniment  of  slight  gastro-enteric  pains,^*. — At

— Peculiar  itching  in  the  urethra  and  on  the  scrotum  (second  day),^ — 
Micturition.  Constant  desire  to  urinate ;  the  urine  is  turbid  (second 
day),'. — Constant  desire  to  urinate,  he  is  obliged  to  go  every  hour  regularly, 
without,  however,  having  drunk  more  than  two  cups  of  cofiee ;  urine  tur- 
bid (second  and  third  day),'. — Secretion  of  urine  decidedly  increased,  so 
that  he  was  obliged  to  pass  it  twenty-four  times  during  the  day  ;  however,

(fourteenth  day),*. — -Sexual  desire  somewhat  increased  (fifth  day),'. — Sexual 
desire  greatly  depressed  (third  day),'. — Female.  Menstruation  eight  days 
too  early  (sixth  day),\ 

JRespiratory  Organs, — Larynx  and  Trachea.  Sticking  in 
the  larynx,  in  the  evening  (third  day),'*. — Sticking  and  tickling  in  the 
larynx,  with  irritation  to  cough  (first  day),'*. — [330.]  Fine  sticking  in  the 
larynx,  lasting  a  long  time  (first  day),'*. — Stitches  in  the  larynx  and  short 
paroxysms  of  cough,  a  few  times  (fifth  day),'^. — Violent  stitches  in  the 
larynx  causing  lachrymation  and  accumulation  of  saliva  (sixth  day),'*. — 
Clawing  pain  in  the  trachea,  which  gradually  extended  lower  down  until 
it  seemed  to  involve  the  smallest  bronchi,  provoking  cough  which  loosened 
small  masses  of  tenacious  mucus ;  these  symptoms  gradually  disappeared 
after  half  an  hour  (after  half  an  hour),*.

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Tt^unk. — Soreness  all  over  body ;  severe  pain  in  left  side,  making  it 
difficult  to  move;  better  after  continued  motion. — Soreness  of  whole  of  left 
side  of  body. — Body  feels  sore  all  over ;  sickish  feeling,  and  sensation  as 
though  the  bones  would  cut  through  the  flesh.

after  looking  at  an  object  for  a  little  time  could  see  it  more  distinctly,  while 
other  objects  remained  indistinct,*. — Sleepy  irritation  in  the  eyes,  in  the 
evening,'. — All  day,  a  sense  of  irritation  in  the  left  eye,  as  when  the  eyes 
are  heavy  with  sleep,  coming  and  going,  not  affected  by  daylight,  worse

3Iouth. — Pain  in  right  upper  molar  teeth,\ — When  firmly  pressing 
the  teeth  together  a  sharp  pressing  pain  was  felt  in  the  right  temple,'. — 
Smell  from  the  mouth  very  offensive,  as  from  fever,'. — Tongue  pale,  coated 
yellowish-white  on  back  part,  moist,  pale,  and  clean  on  the  edges  ;  papillse 
on  the  tip  elevated  and  reddened,*. — Soreness  of  small  spot  on  tip  of 
tongue,*. — [90.]  Tongue  moist,  with  fever  and  sore  throat,'. — Tougue 
coated  white,'. — Tongue  red,  papillse  raised  and  blood-red,'. — Small  pimple

For  several  months  under  the  influence  of  repeated  doses,  the  sexual  desire 
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and  power  was  diminished ;  emission  during  coition  too  soon,  and  thrill 
deficient,'. — Itching  of  glans  penis,*. — Female.  Slight  pains,  as  though 
preceding  menstruation,". 

Respiratory  Organs. — Habitual  expectoration  from  the  bronchia 
in  the  morning  is  freer,  and  a  little  blood  appeared  in  the  mucus,". — 
Hoareeness  on  rising,^ — Hoarseness,  with  sore  throat,^  —  [170.]  When 
Ij'ing  down,  frequent  desire  to  take  a  deep  breath ;  worse  when  lying  on 
left  side,  so  that  could  not  sleep  on  that  side,'. — Craving  for  air,  for  a  deep 
inspiration,  without  any  oppression  of  the  chest ;  worse  when  lying  down  ; 
much  worse  when  lying  on  the  left  side ;  better  when  lying  on  the  back  ;

Monatsschrift,  12,  p.  170 ;  proving 
with  the  juice  of  the  root. 

JUirid. — The  former  peevishness  changed,  from  a  slight  cause,  to  a  joy- 
ous mood  and  good  humor  (second  day). 

Head. — Confusion  of  the  whole  head,  with  nausea  rising  from  the 
stomach,  in  the  evening  (first  day). — ^Vertigo,  on  stooping  (after  three 
hours). — Rush  of  blood  to  the  head  causes  sleeplessness  for  two  nights. — 
Tearing,  throbbing  pain  in  the  forehead  and  whole  top  of  the  head,  after 
eating  (second  day). — ^Burrowing  headache  in  the  left  temple,  in  a  spot  as 
large  as  a  thaler,  in  the  evening  (first  day). — Headache  in  the  right  side, 
afterwards  in  the  left  (second  day). — Sticking  headache  in  the  right  side 
(second  day). — Jerking,  tearing  pain  in  the  occiput,  afterwards  extending 
to  the  left  side  of  the  occiput,  towards  the  ear.

Stotnach. — (Her  usual  nausea  in  the  morning,  coming  from  the 
stomach,  disappeared),  (after  second  day). — Twisting  as  with  a  ball  in  the 
epigastric  region,  above  the  umbilicus.— Sticking  pain  in  the  epigastric  re- 
gion (after  six  hours). 

Abdomen. — Hypochondria.  Violent  motion  internally  beneath 
the  right  hypochoudrium,  as  though  something  living  were  moving  about, 
during  menstruation  (after  eighteen  days). —  Umhilical.  Sticking  as 
with  two  pins  to  the  right  of  the  umbilicus  (after  three  hours). — General 
Abdomen.  [30.]  A  feeling  in  the  abdomen  as  though  menstruation  would 
occur  (seven  days  after  menstruation),  (after  twenty-four  days). — Movings 
about  the  abdomen  as  if  menstruation  would  occur  (ten  days  after  menstrua- 
tion).— Movings  about  in  the  abdomen,  as  at  the  appearance  of  menstruation, 
followed  by  yellowish  leucorrhoea  (fifth  day).

Menstruation  five 
days  too  early,  preceded  by  colic  for  three  days ;  everything  in  the  abdo- 
men is  gathered  into  a  lump  (in  two  female  provers),  (after  thirty-five 
days). — Menstruation  three  to  six  days  too  early,  with  colic,  especially  at 
night. — Menstruation  three  days  too  early,  preceded  by  pain  for  two  days. — 
Menstruation  delayed  one  day  (after  twelve  days). — Paroxysmal  clotted 
discharge  during  the  first  days  of  menstruation. 

Itespiratory  Organs.— K  child  was  attacked  with  cough  (second 
day).— Dry  cough,  with  constant  tickling  in  the  pit  of  the  throat,  difficult 
breathing,  and  a  sensation  as  though  hoarseness  would  occur  (after  two 
days).

flamed and  filled  with  tenacious  mucus ;  the  mucous  membrane  not  dimin- 
ished but  greatly  swollen,  injected,  and  showing  on  every  section  numerous 
small  points  of  (apparent)  pus,  which  however  might  be  considered  masses 
of  mucus ;  a  high  degree  of  acute  emphysema  between  all  the  lobules  of 
the  lungs.  The  whole  oesophagus  from  the  pharynx  to  the  stomach  was 
covered  with  a  continuous  false  membrane,  orange-colored,  firm  and  de- 
tachable ;  the  submucous  connective  tissue  contained  here  and  there  phleg- 
monous purulent  spots,"*.

Skin, — Objective.  Very  numerous  small  papulse  and  vesicles,  seated 
on  a  deep-red  base  of  irregular  extent  (after  about  thirty-six  hours,  or 
sooner) ;  they  become  flattened  in  a  short  period,  and  assume  the  pustular

(fourth  day),'". — Rheumatic  drawing  pain  in  right  side  of  vertex,  aggra- 
vated by  bending  head  down  to  read,  for  ten  minutes,  at  11.5  p.m.  (fourth 
day),'". — Great  weight  in  vertex  when  the  pain  in  stomach  occurs;  cannot 
sit  to  his  business  (office  work),  in  the  morning ;  pain  at  vertex  sometimes 
reaches  down  to  over  eyes,". — Sharp  shoot  into  brain  on  left  side  of  vertex, 
leaving  a  little  feeling  of  soreness  there,  but  not  sore  to  touch,  for  one  min- 
ute, at  10.10  P.M.  (sixth  day),'". 

Eye. — Slight  twitching  in  external  corner  of  left  supraorbital  ridge, 
for  half  a  minute,  at  4.30  p.m.  (seventeenth  day),'". — Twitching  in  right 
upper  eyelid  at  intervals  during  afternoon,  from  1.30  p.m.  till  7  p.m.  (twenty- 
first  day),'". — Pricking  pain  in  right  upper  eyelid,  with  fulness  of  forehead, 
mostly  on  right  side,  for  half  an  hour,  directly  after  dinner  (1  p.m.),  (sec- 
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ond  day),". — A  feeling  at  right  outer  canthus  as  if  it  had  been  bruised ;  it 
is  felt  on  working  or  rubbing  that  part ;  the  pain  is  in  the  integunaeuts, 
not  in  the  eyeball  (thirty-first  and  thirty-second  days) ;  a  small  stye  on 
inner  surface  of  right  upper  lid  near  external  canthus ;  broke  the  stye,  after 
which  the  former  pain  gradually  subsided  (thirty-third  day),\ — Eyes  very 
sensitive  to  sunlight,  on  going  outdoors  at  10  A.M.;  he  had  to  close  them 
and  walk  on  the  shady  side  of  the  street  (ninth  day),"". 

Ear. — JExtemal.  Cutting  pain  externally  behind  right  ear  (in  mas- 
toid process),  going  a  little  way  down  neck,  for  two  minutes,  at  10.15  p.m. 
(eighth  day),'^ — [20.]  A  rather  severe,  continuous,  lancinating  pain  be- 
hind right  ear,  on  a  level  with  meatus  and  about  one  inch  distant,  for  two 
or  three  minutes,  at  10.30  p.m.  (eighth  day),^ — Internal.  Stitch  in  right 
internal  ear,  from  jaw  along  Eustachian  tube,  when  chewing  on  that  side, 
for  one  minute,  at  5.20  p.m.  (seventeenth  day),' . — Continued  stitch  from 
left  ear  to  left  tonsil  along  Eustachian  tube,  for  ten  minutes,  at  10  a.m. 
(sixth  day),". — Sensation  in  left  internal  ear,  as  if  it  opened  and  shut 
twice,  at  6.45  p.m.  (fourth  day),"". — Transitory  sensation  of  fluttering  in 
right  internal  ear,  as  if  opening  and  shutting;  this  was  shortly  followed  by 
a  similar  sensation  in  left  ear,  and  afterwards  in  both  ears  at  same  time; 
relieved  by  putting  a  finger  in  each  ear;  it  disappeared  in  right  before  oc- 
curring in  left,  and  in  left  before  occurring  in  both  (within  an  hour),'. 

Face. — Right  side  .of  the  face  swollen  in  morning,  increasing  daring 
day ;  in  afternoon  cold  air  out  of  doors  increased  the  pain,  which  was  re- 
lieved by  slight  pressure  of  hand ;  pain  worse  on  laughing;  in  evening 
it  became  very  painful  (sixth  day) ;  increased ;  slight  pressure  of  hand 
and  cold  water  relieved  the  pain  (seventh  day),'. — Slight  throbbing  in  left 
cheek-bone  for  one  minute,  at  2.25  p.m.  (fourth  day), '^— Lips  dry,  on  wak- 
ing (sixteenth  day),\ — Soreness  on  pressure  under  jaw  on  right  side,  from 
angle  half  way  towards  symphysis  (eighth  day),'. 

JHoilth. —  Teeth.  Sensation  of  sharp  coldne.?s  in  first  left  upper  bicus- 
pid, increased  by  drawing  in  the  air,  during  the  afternoon  (ninth  day),'\ — 
[30.]  Dull  aching  in  first  lower  bicuspid  and  first  upper  molar,  both  of  left 
side,  slightly  relieved  by  clenching  teeth,  at  2.45  p.m.,  lasting  all  day 
(molar  is  stopped,  all  other  teeth  which  have  been  affected  are  sound), 
(sixteenth  day),"". — Stitches  in  a  decayed  second  left  upper  molar  occa- 
sionally, especially  when  touching  tooth  with  cheek  or  tongue,  or  biting  on 
tooth  (third  day);  stitches  in  same  tooth,  with  dull  pressing  pain  during 
the  interval  between  the  stitches ;  the  pains  were  worse  when  lying  on  the 
painful  side ;  when  lying  on  painless  side  they  went  off  and  he  fell  asleep  ; 
when  he  awoke  it  was  always  on  the  painful  side  (third  night)  ;  the  pains 
continued  at  intervals,  not  affected  by  hot  or  cold  drinks ;  in  evening  on 
entering  a  warm  room  the  pain  increased  to  a  throbbing,  with  heat  of  face, 
especially  left  side ;  on  going  into  a  cooler  atmosphere  the  pain  ceased 
(fourth  day),'. — Shooting  in  first  left  upper  molar  tooth,  with  sensation  of 
coldness  in  it,  for  three  minutes,  at  4.20  p.m.  (sixth  day),'*. — Pain  in  second 
bicuspid  and  first  molar  of  right  upper  jaw,  both  of  which  are  stopped,  at 
11  A.M.;  towards  evening  a  small  swelling  on  outer  side  of  the  correspond- 
ing gums  (fifth  day),". — €fuins.  After  midnight,  gum-boil  burst  with 
great  relief  to  pain,  and  towards  evening  the  swelling  of  the  face  nearly 
disappeared  (ninth  day),^ — JToutfl.  Clammy  feeling  in  mouth,  on  wak- 
ing (third  day),*. — Great  burning  feeling  in  mouth  and  fauces,  extending 
into  the  stomach,  not  relieved  by  cold  water  or  anything  else,'. — Ttiste. 
Disagreeable  taste  in  mouth,  which  lasted  some  time,  on  waking  (sixteenth 
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day),^ — Woke  at  7.30  a.m.,  with  a  bloody  taste  in  mouth,  which  went  off 
after  cleaaing  teeth  (twenty-third  day),'"- 

Stomach. — Burning,  as  from  vitriol,  in  the  stomach,^ 

Abdomen. — [40.]  Shifting  of  flatulence  in  left  side  of  abdomen,  witli 
audible  rumbling,  when  sitting  still,  going  off  after  standing  up,  for  fifteen 
minutes,  at  4.45  p.m.  (third  day),'^— Slight  pinching  and  griping  in  bowels, 
as  if  diarrhoea  were  coming  on,  causing,  however,  only  an  ordinary  stool, 
but  with  passage  of  much  flatus  ;  all  being  relieved  by  stool,  at  6  p.m.  ; 
much  shifting  of  flatus,  with  slight  pinching  pains  in  bowels,  after  getting 
into  bed ;  both  symptoms  relieved  by  lying  on  back  for  a  short  time,  at  11 
p.m.  (eleventh  day),"". — Pain  in  right  groin  as  if  inguinal  hernia  would 
protrude,  for  ten  minutes,  when  walking,  at  10  A.m.  (seventeenth  day),"". 

Rectuni  and  Anus. — Desire  to  evacuate  contents  of  bowels,  when- 
ever he  thought  about  it,  lasting  a  few  days  (third  day),'. 

Urinary  Organs. — Severe  burning  in  forepart  of  the  urethra  during 
micturition,  and  for  two  minutes  afterwards,  at  11  p.m.  (second  day),'^ — 
Urine  last  night  and  to-day  much  increased,  passed  much  at  a  time,  but 
not  more  often  than  usual ;  in  afternoon  urine  pale  (seventh  day) ;  high- 
colored,  in  afternoon  after  standing,  considerably  loaded  with  lithates  (it 
was  tested),  (eighth  day) ;  high-colored,  in  the  morning,  with  a  thick  de- 
posit, in  the  evening  (ninth  day)  ;  slight  deposit  in  evening  and  night 
urine  (tenth  and  twelfth  days) ;  rather  high-colored,  no  deposit  (fourteenth 
day)  ;  rather  more  high-colored,  very  slight  turbidity  (fifteenth  day)  ;  some- 
what high-colored  (sixteenth  day)  ;  slightly  so  (seventeenth  day)  ;  slightly 
high-colored,  but  quite  clear  (twentieth  to  twenty-seventh  days) ;  occa- 
sionally high-colored  for  six  weeks  afterwards,'. 

Respiratory  Organs. — Tickling  at  right  side  of  larynx,  as  if  fine 
dust  were  collected  there,  causing  a  dry  cough  for  three  minutes,  at  7.25 
P.M.  (thirteenth  day),". 

Chest. — Sharp  sticking  pain  in  right  lung,  as  if  knives  were  being 
thrust  into  it  from  the  front,  for  five  minutes,  at  11.15  A.M.  (fifteenth  day),". 
— Sharp  stitch  through  upper  half  of  left  lung,  from  before  backwards,  at 
9.30  A.M.  (third  day),"". — A  painful  bruised  and  empty  sensation  in  upper 
lobe  of  left  lung,  extending  into  left  axilla,  for  three  minutes,  only  when 
expiring,  when  lying  on  left  side  in  bed,  at  11  p.m.  (twenty-third  day),". — 
Sides.  [50,]  Sharp  pressure  on  right  side  of  chest,  as  if  the  chest  were 
pressed  on  right  lung,  for  one  minute,  at  8.40  a.m.  (third  day),". — Transi- 
tory stitch  in  left  side,  under  last  rib,  arresting  breathing,  at  9.30  p.m. 
(second  day),". — A  sudden  stitch  under  last  rib  of  left  side,  whilst  riding 
home  in  a  carriage,  at  11.30  A.M.  (eighteenth  day),". — Sharp  shooting  in 
right  side  of  chest,  worse  on  deep  inspiration,  for  two  minutes,  at  10.45  p.m. 
(eleventh  day),". — -A  sharp  shoot  up  right  side  of  body  from  right  hypo- 
chondrium  to  middle  of  right  side,  causing  him  to  start,  at  12.40  P.M. 
(fifteenth  day)," 

Seart  and  Pulse. — Sharp  shooting  into  heart,  from  before  back- 
wards, for  one  minute,  at  2.45  p.m  (eleventh  day),'"". — Pulse  very  soft,  more 
compressible  than  usual,  in  the  evening  (eighth  day),'. 

Neck  and  Back. — Neck,  Jactitation  of  muscles  on  left  side  of  neck, 
drawing  head  suddenly  from  right  side  (on  which  he  was  lying  in  bed), 
towards  left,  leaving  a  sensation  as  if  right  cervical  muscles  had  been 
sprained,  at  11.15  p.m.  (sixth  day),'^ — Occasional  pain  in  left  side  of  neck 
when  moving  neck,  in  afternoon  (thirteenth  day),\ — Sensation  in  left  cer- 
vical muscles,  as  if  stiff  from  a  cold  or  sitting  iu  a  draft,  for  ten  minutes, 
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between  6  and  7  p.m.  (second  day),". — [60.]  Sensation  as  if  bruised  in  left 
posterior  cervical  muscles,  for  one  minute,  at  6.45  p.m.  (sixteenth  day),'^ 
— Painful  throbbing  on  left  posterior  cervical  muscles,  for  five  minutes,  at 
10.40  A.M.  (fourth  day),"*. — Dorsal.  When  sitting  bent  over  a  table  in 
the  act  of  writing,  very  severe  aching  pain  between  shoulders,  with  feeling 
of  tightness  there,  lasting  fifteen  minutes,  going  off  gradually  by  sitting 
straight  up,  at  11  a.m.  (seventeenth  day),". — Was  awoke  by  a  violent  ach- 
ing pain  below  right  scapula,  as  if  he  had  previously  received  a  blow  there ; 
the  pain  extended  forwards  into  the  right  side  of  chest,  causing  a  sensation 
as  if  the  right  lung  was  pressed  between  the  back  and  chest,  with  momen- 
tary oppression  of  breathing  of  right  lung ;  the  pain  was  relieved  by  lying 
on  the  left  side  and  back,  aggravated  by  lying  on  right ;  it  lasted  about  ten 
minutes,  in  the  early  morning,  before  daybreak  (second  day),". — When 
washing  face  with  right  hand,  sudden  pain  about  inner  border  of  left  scapula 
as  if  sprained,  leaving  a  dull  aching  pain  there ;  the  pain  was  worse  in 
putting  nght  arm  round  to  back  in  order  to  touch  the  spot ;  slightly  so  with 
left  arm  ;  worse  on  rubbing  face  with  right  hand ;  exercising  with  left  arm 
does  not  afiect  it ;  the  farther  I  put  right  arm  around  to  back  the  more 
severe  is  the  pain  ;  when  in  the  stooping  posture  it  is  much  better  or  alto- 
gether gone ;  worse  immediately  after  rising  from  stooping  ;  not  influenced 
by  expiration  or  inspiration ;  putting  left  arm  in  front  of  chest  does  not 
affect  it ;  right  arm  very  slightly  so ;  hitting  straight  up  with  right  arm 
and  bringing  it  straight  down  again  somewhat  aggravates  the  pain,  but  not 
with  the  left;  the  pain  feels  as  if  it  would  prevent  inspiration,  just  as  a 
heavy  weight  would,  but  in  reality  respiration  is  quite  easy ;  pain  is  worse 
on  bending  right  shoulder  round  to  front  as  much  as  possible,  with  left  not 
so  much,  at  8.25  a.m.  ;  the  pain  is  not  noticed  when  at  rest ;  aggravations 
less  severe,  at  8.50  a.m.  (seventh  day) ;  still  remaining  at  10.45  p.m.,  in 
putting  right  hand  back  to  scapula,  going  off  in  course  of  day  (eighth  and 
ninth  days)  ;  when  using  right  arm  while  dressing,  sudden  pain  as  if 
sprained  at  inner  border  of  left  scapula  (just  as  on  previous  occasion) ; 
worse  on  putting  right  arm  round  to  back  so  as  to  touch  left  scapula  with 
right  hand  ;  it  left  a  dull  aching  pain  there  worse  as  before ;  not  worse  on 
touching  right  scapula  with  left  hand  ;  slightly  worse  by  hitting  up  perpen- 
dicularly with  either  hand,  especially  right ;  also  worse  on  brushing  hair, 
especially  with  right  hand,  in  the  morning ;  pain  only  felt  when  putting 
right  hand  to  back,  as  before,  and  there  it  was  less,  at  5  p.m.  (thirty-fourth 
day)  ;  only  slight  pain  as  yesterday  afternoon  (thirty-fifth  day),^ — Lum- 
bar. Weak  feeling  across  loins,  as  if  tired,  when  sitting,  with  slight  aching 
in  region  of  right  kidney,  for  ten  minutes,  at  10  p.m.  (sixth  day),'^ — Slight 
pain  in  left  lumbar  region,  for  a  few  seconds,  at  10.10  p.m.  ;  had  it  before 
during  the  evening,  lasting  a  longer  time  ;  momentary  pain  again  at  10.30 
p.m.  (first  day),^ — Stitch  in  left  lumbar  region,  during  the  act  of  stooping, 
at  9.30  A.M. ;  pain  not  felt  at  rest,  at  10  a.m.  ;  not  nearly  so  bad  on  touch- 
ing back  with  right  hand  (seventh  day),^ 

Superior  Eactremities. — Sharp  pain,  commencing  at  posterior 
part  of  left  shoulder-joint,  quickly  shooting  down  ulnar  side  of  arm  to 
wrist-joint,  continuing  all  along  the  arm  for  one  or  two  minutes,  then  sud- 
denly disappearing ;  the  place  where  it  commenced  was  tender  to  pressure 
during  the  pain,  at  6.25  p.m.  (third  day),"". — Sensation  as  if  a  knife  were 
being  thrust  into  tip  of  right  ring  finger,  for  a  few  seconds,  at  7.10  p.m. 
(thirteenth  day),"". — [70,]  Violent  throbbing  along  bones  of  right  thumb, 
for  two  minutes,  at  1  p.m.  (twenty-first  day),''. — Sensation  in  right  little 
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finger,  as  if  he  had  received  a  blow  on  it,  making  first  phalanx  feel  stiff 
and  the  whole  finger  bruised,  worse  when  trying  to  stretch  the  finger  out 
straight,  at  10  o'clock,  lasting  all  day  (twelfth  day) ;  same  sensations  on 
waking,  they  went  off  at  2  p.m.  (thirteenth  day),'*. 

Inferior  Extremities, — Sip.  Eight  hip-joint  feels  dislocated, 
causing  him  to  limp,  from  noon  to  2  p.m.  (second  day),"". — Thigh. 
Twitching  in  right  glutsei  muscles,  when  sitting,  for  two  minutes,  at  9.5 
A.M. ;  for  one  minute,  when  sitting  at  dinner,  at  8  p.m.  ;  while  sitting  on 
edge  of  chair  at  9.20  p.m.  (twelfth  day),"". — Cutting  pain  in  muscles  of 
right  leg  just  above  knee,  on  inside,  about  the  insertion  of  vastus  internus 
and  sartorius,  for  four  minutes,  at  6.20  p.m  (thirteenth  day),". — Sudden 
stinging  in  a  spot  in  outer  side  of  left  thigh  for  a  moment,  at  4.10  p.m. 
(seventh  day),*. — Leg,  Jactitation  of  muscles  of  left  lower  leg,  drawing 
entire  leg  up  towards  body,  at  11.25  p.m.  (sixth  day),'^ — Foot.  Aching 
drawing  on  under  side  of  sole  of  left  foot,  extending  half  way  to  corre- 
sponding side  of  left  calf,  increased  by  trying  to  cross  left  leg  over  right,  at 
8.20  a.m.  (tenth  day),". — Sticking  pain  in  sole  of  right  foot,  going  through 
to  instep,  for  about  five  minutes  ;  it  occurred  when  sitting  with  foot  at  rest; 
worse  by  pressing  on  ground  with  toes  by  means  of  action  of  calf  muscles, 
at  10.30  p.m.  (second  day),"". — Lancinating  pain  in  hollow  of  right  sole, 
leaving  a  sensation  of  heat  behind  for  one  or  two  minutes,  at  7  p.m.  (thir- 
teenth day),". — Toes,  [80.]  Transitory  twitch  in  second  left  toe,  causing 
the  whole  left  leg  to  jerk,  at  10.45  p.m.  (sixth  day),". 

Shin, — An  itching,  raised  blotch  on  right  side  of  forehead,  increasing 
in  size  when  rubbed,  which  relieved  the  itching ;  after  rising  from  bed,  at 
5.45  A.M. ;  nearly  gone  by  5  p.m.  (seventeenth  day),". — Pimple  began  to 
form  on  middle  of  chin,  at  10  p.m.  ;  it  became  a  boil  and  was  very  painful, 
especially  when  moving  the  jaws  (eighteenth  day)  ;  punctured  the  boil  and 
squeezed  out  pus  (nineteenth  day) ;  still  some  remains  of  boil  (twentieth 
day),'b. — On  inner  side  of  upper  thigh  (left)  rather  posteriorly,  is  a  rather 
large  red  pimple,  with  some  redness  around  it,  tender  to  the  touch  and 
painful  to  the  friction  of  the  clothing  while  walking  (thirteenth  day)  ; 
pimple  has  become  a  pustule,  which  I  opened  and  squeezed  out  pus  (fif- 
teenth day),^ — A  number  of  small  red,  circular,  not  elevated  spots,  came 
out  round  lower  part  of  left  leg,  one  being  close  to  ankle,  at  12.30  p.m.  ; 
they  itched  very  much,  and  after  rubbing  became  burning,  lasting  about 
three-quarters  of  an  hour,  and  leaving  a  scab  after  scratching  (fourteenth 
day),". — One  of  the  pimples  on  leg,  which  was  scratched  to  bleeding,  is 
still  to  be  seen  as  a  red,  elevated  spot,  without  itching,  at  5  p.m.  (seven- 
teenth day)," 

Sleep  and  Dreams. — Not  much  sleep,  restless  towards  morning 
(sixth  night),'. — "Woke  on  back,  with  clammy  feeling  in  mouth  and  slight 
perspiration  (third  day),^— Lying  on  right  side,  with  saliva  flowing  out  of 
right  corner  of  mouth,  on  waking  at  7.45  a.m.  (eighteenth  day),". — "Woke 
lying  partly  on  back,  partly  on  right  side,  with  hands  placed  flat  on  chest, 
the  right  being  higher  up  than  the  left  and  left  leg  partly  drawn  up  (four- 
teenth night)  ;  woke  on  back,  with  arms  placed  horizontally  across  chest 
(the  left  arm  being  highest  up),  at  4  a.m.  (sixteenth  day)  ;  woke  three 
times  on  back,  position  of  hands  not  noticed  (seventeenth  day) ;  on  back, 
with  arms  folded  and  entwined  across  chest  (eighteenth  day) ;  on  back, 
with  hands  under  back  of  head,  the  palms  being  directed  towards  the  head 
and  the  right  hand  between  the  left  hand  and  head  ;  afterwards  on  back, 
inclining  to  right  side,  right  hand  under  back  of  head  as  before ;  afterwards 
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on  back,  with  arras  folded  across  chest,  the  right  arm  resting  upon  the  left  in 
a  vertical  direction  (nineteenth  day)  ;  woke  on  back,  position  of  hands  not 
noticed  (twentieth  and  twenty-second  days)  ;  on  back,  hands  flat  on  body 
(twenty-third  day) ;  on  back  (twenty-fourth,  twenty-fifth,  twenty-sixth, 
and  twenty-eighth  days)  ;  on  back,  arms  lying  across  body  transversely, 
the  right  being  highest  up  (twenty-ninth  day),^ — [90-]  Various  dreams, 
among  others  that  I  had  epileptic  fits  (tenth  night),*. 

Fever. — Chilliness.  Feeling  of  coldness  of  both  external  ears,  this 
lasted  a  few  seconds,  then  suddenly  they  became  warm  again  (after  fifteen 
minutes),*. — Cold  feeling  beginning  at  back  of  cervical  vertebra,  coming 
down  spine  as  far  as  lower  dorsal  vertebrse,  then  it  spread  over  back  causing 
shivering ;  then  in  a  few  seconds  feeling  of  coldness  at  both  elbows,  it  felt 
like  a  douche  down  the  back  (all  this  was  in  a  moderately  warm  room), 
(after  thirty  minutes),*. — Heat.  Heat  of  face,  especially  left  side,  on 
entering  warm  room,  during  the  toothache  (fourth  da,y),^.-^iSweat.  Slight 
perspiration,  on  waking  (third  and  sixteenth  days),^ — Warm  sweat  broke 
out  all  over  him,  even  on  his  head,  directly  he  began  to  walk  in  the  morn- 
ing, for  two  days  (third  day),". — Broke  out  in  a  warm  sweat  all  over,  feel- 
ing as  if  in  a  hot-air  bath ;  warm  sweat  stood  in  drops  on  forehead,  when 
sitting  indoors  (after  three  hours,  first  day) ;  broke  out  again  in  a  warm 
sweat,  when  sitting  indoors,  at  1  p.m.  (third  day)  ;  again  for  ten  minutes, 
at  2.30  P.M.  and  5  p.m.  (fourth  day),'. 

Conditions.  —  Aggravation. — (Afternoon),  Twitching  in  eyelid. — 
(Evening),  Pain  in  face  ;  on  entering  warm  room,  pain  in  teeth. — (Bending 
head  rlovm),  Pain  in  side  of  vertex. — (  Cold  outdoor  air),  Pain  in  face  ;  pain 
in  teeth. — (When  expiring),  While  lying  on  left  side  in  bed,  sensation  in 
left  lung. — (Deep  inspiration),  Shooting  in  side  of  chest. — (Laughing), 
Pain  in  face. — (Lying  on  painful  side).  Pain  in  teeth. —  (Lying  on  right 
side),  Pain  from  below  scapula  into  chest. — (When  sittiiig  bent  over  table), 
Pain  between  the  shoulders,  etc. 

Amelioration, — (Cold  water),  Pain  in  fa.ce.— (Slight pressure).  Pain 
in  face.

Jfose. — ^Sneezing,  immediately,''. 

Face.- — General  appearance  of  anguish,'. — Expression  of  great  anguish 
in  the  face,'. — Flushed  face  (second  day),*. — Cracked  lips,". — Dry,  cracked 
lips,'=. — *  Waked  with  neuralgic  pains  in  the  right  side  of  the  face;  darting 
stitches  in  two  carious  teeth ;  pain  affects  especially  the  infra- orbital  nerve  ;  facial 
neuralgia  passed  off  (third  day)  ;  facial  neuralgia,  involving  the  supra-  and 
infra-orbital,  and  the  superior  maxillary,  and  the  inferior  dental  nerves ;  began 
after  breakfast,  with  stupid  or  stunning  headache,  and  lasted  several  hours,  with

(second  and  third  days),^"". — Teeth  feel  too  long  and  are  very  sore  (second 
day),'^ — Gums.  Swelling  of  gums  on  the  inner  surface  of  left  side  of 
lower  jaw,  under  the  molar  teeth^\~Tonffue.  Tongue  coated  white  (fifth 
day),'''. — Tongue  and  gums  greasy  or  slimy,  in  the  morning,". — Tongue 
feels  thick,  at  7  A.m.  (second  day),'\ — General  Mouth.  Rugse  of 
roof  of  mouth  appear  to  sight  enlarged,  pale,  and  two  on  right  side  are 
excoriated  (sixth  day),*.

— Mouth 
feels  as  if  it  had  been  scalded,  tongue  thick  and  rough,  at  4  a.m.  (fifth 
day),'. — Saliva.  ^Increased  saliva,^. — [90.]  *Profuse  flow  of  saliva  (im- 
mediately),'';  (after  three  hours,  fifth  day),  continuing  all  day  (after  fif- 
teen minutes,  fourth  day),'.^ — *  Constant  discharge  of  ropy  saliva  dropped 
from  my  mouth  during  conversation  (second  day),'. —  Taste.  Mouth  tastes 
flat,  at  7  A.M.  (second  day),'\ — Flat  taste  in  the  mouth  (second,  fifth,  tenth, 
and  eleventh  days),'^. — Bad  taste,". — Acrid  taste  of  the  plant  (first  day),^

Throat. — Rough  throat,  running  saliva," — Burning  in  the  throat, 
palate,  and  tonsils ,  increased  by  expiration,  diminished  by  inspiration 
(five  minutes  after  first  dose)  ;  increased  (after  second  dose) ;  same  symp- 
toms (after  third  dose,  first  day)  ;  increased  (third  day),".

the  aifection  was  decidedly  arrested  at  the  outset), '\— Uvula  and 
Tonsils.  Tonsils,  uvula,  and  soft  palate  bright-red,  with  engorgement 
of  larger  vessels  (second  day),". — Fauces,  Pharynx,  and  (Esoph- 
agus, Heat  about  fauces,  soft  palate  and  tonsils,  soon  changing  into 
smarting  and  burning ;  relieved  by  inhaling  cold  air ;  deglutition  not  pain- 
ful but  more  difficult ;  the  burning  lasted  over  two  hours  (after  a  few  min- 
utes, first  day),"".- — Burning  in  the  fauces  (after  first  dose)  ;  some  burning 
in  the  throat ;  burning  extends  down  the  course  of  oesophagus  to  pit  of 
stomach,  with  slight  nausea  (after  second  dose)  ;  gradually  wore  off  towards 
evening,".

No  appetite  at  dinner  (third  day),". — Mructation.  Empty  eructations 
and  pain  in  the  stomach,^ — Frequent  empty  eructations,  in  the  course  of 
the  day  (second  day),"". — Constant  eructation  of  gas  (seventh  day),^'. — 
[120.]  *Frequent  eructations  of  tasteless  gas  (third  day),'*'. — *  Constant  eructa- 
tions of  tasteless  gas  (fourth  day),*" ;  during  the  whole  period,". — Constant 
eructations  ofsour  gas  (second  day),**. — Stomach  very  sour  (second  day),*'. — 
Food  rises  very  sour  (after  seven  hours  and  a  half,  first  day),**;  (four  hours 
and  a  half  after  first  dose,  first  day),*". — Heartburn.  Heartburn,  several 
times  in  the  day  ;  a  hot  cramplike  sensation  rises  upward  from  pit  of  stom- 
ach (second  day),"°.

the  distress  is  horrible  to  endure  (after  three  hours)  ;  increasing  (after  three 
hours  and  a  half)  ;  very  restless,  cannot  be  still  one  moment ;  think  I  can- 
not live  ;  very  much  frightened  ;  copious  discharge  of  thin  water  from  the 
bowels,  but  no  abatement  of  the  awful  agony  in  the  epigastric  region ;  in- 
haled chloroform,  which  gave  a  little  relief;  another  large  stool  of  water, 
tinged  with  bile ;  the  water  ran  from  the  bowels  in  a  continuous  stream ;

— Feeling  of  fulness  of  stomach,  followed  by  eructations  of  wind, 
which  relieves  it  (eight  minutes  after  first  dose,  first  day),". — Pinching  at 
pit  of  stomach  (first  day),'"'. — Aching  pain  in  the  stomach  before  break- 
fast,''.— Aching  pain  in  the  stomach  after  drinking  cold  water,'. — Slight 
twisting  pain  in  the  stomach,"''^. 

Abdomen.  —  Hypochondria.  [150.]  Pain  of  a  dull,  aching 
character,  in  right  hypochondrium,  when  walking,^ — JJinbilical  and 
Flanks.  Rumbling  all  the  afternoon  in  the  umbilical  region  (third 
day),*"". — Great  deal  of  rumbling  in  the  umbilical  and  hypogastric  regions, 
with  desire  for  stool ;  had  a  soft  papescent  stool,  without  pain  (second 
day),*". — Awoke  at  4  a.m.,  with  great  rumbling  and  distress  in  the  um- 
bilical and  hypogastric  regions,  and  with  great  desire  for  stool,  followed 
immediately  by  a  copious,  thin,  watery  stool,  which  could  not  be  retained 
a  moment  without  pain;  another  thin  watery  stool,  with  great  rumbling  in 
the  bowels,  at  8  a.m.  (fifth  day),*. — Uterine  pain  in  the  umbilical  region, 
passing  in  successive  shocks  (like  the  effects  of  a  galvanic  battery)  upward 
to  the  epigastric  region,  followed  or  accompanied  by  nausea,  straining  and 
belching  of  wind,'. — Severe  colic  in  the  umbilical  region ;  pains  came  on 
every  few  minutes ;  lasted  two  hours,  at  5  p.m.  (eighth  day),*".— Severe 
colic,  first  in  the  right,  then  in  the  left  flank,  with  urging  to  stool,  in  the 
afternoon  (third  day),\— General  Abdomen.  Great  commotion  and 
rumbling  in  the  bowels  above  the  seat  of  the  pain,  but  little  or  none  below, 
with  no  desire  for  stool,'. — Great  rumbling  in  the  bowels  (eighth  and  ninth 
day) ;  all  the  time  (fourth  day),*".— Flatulence,".— [160.]  For  a  day  or  two 
much  fetid  flatulence,'.— A  good  deal  of  fetid  flatulence,  in  the  afternoon 
(fourth  day),*. — A  faintness  as  if  the  intestines  were  being  revolved  in  the 
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wrong  direction,  lasting  several  hours,  and  recurring  towards  evening  (soon) 
(seventh  day),""". — *Pain  in  abdomen,  which  is  relieved  by  discharge  of 
flatus,^. — Slight  pain  in  bowels,  with  heat  and  soreness,  as  after  a  cold,  and 
with  premonitions  of  diarrhoea;  this  lasted  for  three  hours  (after  half  an 
hour),". — Flying  pains  all  through  the  bowels  (second  day),^°. — *Sharp, 
griping  pain  in  bowels,  for  five  minutes,  at  6  P.M.  (second  day),". — 
Bowels  very  tender  on  pressure  (second  day),^^ — Sharp  neuralgic  pains  in 
bowels  (eight  minutes,  third  dose,  third  day),". — *  Colicky  pains  during  the 
evening  and  night,  obliging  him  to  bend  forward  for  relief,  and  attended 
with  loss  of  appetite  and  great  restlessness  during  the  night;  this  colic  con- 
tinued the  next  day,  but  was  immediately  removed  by  a  dose  of  Nux 
vomica,*.

Pain  in  abdomen  above 
the  crest  of  the  ilium,  both  sides,^ — Pain  along  posterior  part  of  crista  ilii 
of  the  right  side,^ 

Rectum  and  Anus. — Anus  feels  prolapsed;  pained  all  day  (fifth 
day),**. — *  Constant  distress  in  anus,  feeling  as  if  it  were  prolapsed  (second 
day),'. — *Severe  burning  in  anus  after  stool  (sixth  day);  diminishing  after 
each  stool  (seventh  and  eighth  days),". — *Anus  feels  sore,  or  as  if  sharp 
points  were  sticking  in  the  parts,  in  the  morning  (second  day),*. — Some  dis- 
position to  stool,  with  burning  at  the  anus  (fifth  day),". — Violent  call  to  a 
second  stool  by  a  sensation  as  if  wind  were  forcibly  distending  the  rec- 
tum ;  no  wind  was  discharged,  but  I  was  relieved  after  discharging  a  little 
greenish  dark  water,  attended  with  severe  burning  in  the  anus  (sixth  day),°. 

Stool. — Diari'hwa.  [180.]  Diarrhoea  with  colic,"". — Diarrhoea  with 
rumbling  and  cutting  in  the  lower  part  of  the  abdomen,"'. — *Thin  watery 
diarrhoea,  continuing  through  the  day  (third  day),*. — Diarrhceic  stools,  suc- 
ceeded by  pain  in  the  umbilical  region  (fourth  day),*. — After  breakfast  a 
diarrhceic  stool,  with  subsequent  pain  in  the  epigastrium,^ — Sudden  diar- 
rhceic stool  after  supper,^ — Looseness  of  bowels,". — Soft,  painless  stools, 
with  great  rumbling  in  the  bowels  (twelfth  day),**. — Six  dysenteric  stools 
during  the  night,  with  pain  and  rumbling  in  the  lower  part  of  the  abdo- 
men,"'.— Two  greenish-black  stools,  with  burning  at  the  anus  (fourth  day),^ 
— [190.]  *  Very  soft,  yellow  stool,  with  great  rumbling  in  the  bowels,  but  no 
pain  (fifth  day),*"". — Soft,  papescent  stool  (four  hours  and  a  half  after  second 
dose,  third  day)  ;  (five  hours  after  first  dose,  fourth  day)  ;  in  the  evening 
(eighth  day),***. — Soft,  papescent  stool,  with  pain  in  the  umbilical  region  at 
5  P.M.  (eleventh  day),*"". — Soft,  papescent  stool  without  pain,  but  rumbling 
in  the  bowels  (six  hours  and  a  half  after  second  dose,  first  day),"'. — Soft, 
papescent  stool,  with  great  rumbling  in  the  bowels,  at  8  a.m.  (seventh 
day),*^ — Large,  yellow,  papescent  stool,  with  great  rumbling  and  no  pain 
(after  three  hours)  ;  another  large  watery  stool ;  the  burning  in  the  pan- 
creas (?)  is  fearful  to  endure  (after  three  hours  and  five  minutes)  ;  another 
watery  stool,  with  colicky  pains  in  the  epigastric  region  (after  three  hours  and 
a  quarter)  ;  there  has  been  severe  colic  in  the  epigastric  and  umbilical  region 
for  the  last  two  hours ;  every  few  moments  copious  watery  stool,  with  great 
rumbling  in  the  bowels  (after  six  hours) ;  great  pain  and  distress  in  the 
bowels,  followed  by  a  large  watery  stool,  still  the  pain  continues  (after  six 
hours  and  a  half)  ;  *another  watery  stool ;  anus  feels  on  fire  (after  seven 
hours)  ;  *another  watery  stool,  with  a  disposition  to  strain  and  bear  down ;

of  blood  and  mucus,  at  5  a.m.  ;  another  stool,  of  mucus  streaked  with  blood, 
with  great  tenesmus,  at  5.30  a.m.  ;  stool  of  water  and  mucus  with  great 
straining,  at  7  a.m.  ;  copious  stool  of  water  and  undigested  food,  with  great 
straining,  at  9  a.m.  ;  another  of  mucus  and  water,  with  great  tenesmus  and 
rumbling  in  the  bowels,  at  10.30  A.m.  ;  small  stool  of  mucus,  with  great 
tenesmus  and  rumbling  in  the  bowels;  for  the  last  six  hoursthe  mucous 
membrane  of  the  anus  has  been  prolapsed,  with  great  smarting  pains,  at 
12.45  P.M. ;  another  small  stool  of  mucus,  with  severe  tenesmus,  at  3  p.m. 
(second  day),='.— Soft,  mushy  stool  at  evening,  with  great  rumbling,  but 
no  pain  (sixth  day),''.— Stools  lumpy,  brown,  and  very  offensive,'^— Very 
hard,  lumpy  stool  (fifth  ^,0,^),^".— Constipation.  Constipation  several 
days,*. — [200.]  Stools  costive,  and  absent  altogether  for  two  days,"". 

Urinary  Organs.— Kidneys.  Pain  in  right  kidney ;  lasted  three 
hours  (third  day),*'". —  Urethra.  Cutting  and  sticking  in  the  urethra  when 
making  water,  with  coldness  and  itching  over  the  genitals,  the  itching 
being  worse  on  scratching,'^— Sharp  cutting  pain  in  the  urethra,  when  com- 
mencing to  urinate,'^. — Micturition.  Very  frequent,  copious,  perfectly 
limpid  urine  (third  and  fourth  days),^ — Passed  water  but  twice  during  the 
day  (second  day),'^ — Urine.  Urine  increased  in  quantity,^ — Increase  of 
urine  ;  urinated  eleven  times  profusely  (twelfth  day)  ;  voided  urine  in  large 
quantities  (thirteenth  and  fourteenth  days),'^ — Urine  more  copious,^ — The 
urine  was  very  copious,  and  had  a  strongly  disagreeable  odor,  during  the 
proving,^ — [210.]  Urine  scanty  and  of  strong  odor;  very  dark  and  thick 
in  the  morning ;  it  passes  without  force,  and  only  after  some  straining,  but 
without  pain,"".

Sexual  Organs. — Male.  Inflammation  of  the  glans  penis ;  it  is 
very  much  swollen  and  red  (second  day),*'. — Discharge  of  semen  (third, 
ninth,  tenth,  and  eleventh  night),*\— Discharge  of  semen,  with  amorous 
dreams  (something  I  am  not  accustomed  to),  (first  night),*;  (second  and 
fourth  days),*''. — Female.  Meases  (always  regular  and  profuse)  appeared 
three  days  later  than  usual,  and  were  scanty,". 

Respiratory  Organs. — Larynx,  Trachea,  and  Bronchi. 
[220.]  A  good  deal  of  hawking  and  clearing  out  of  the  larynx  (first 
day),*. — Frequent  and  painful  hawking  (screatus)  of  a  tough  mucus  from 
the  larynx  (seventh  and  eighth  days),". — Frequent  hawking ;  cough  with 
soreness  in  trachea,  also  tickling  without  further  expectoration,  at  10  A.M. 
(second  day),"'. — Catarrhal  mucus  in  a  lump  rattled  up  and  down  the 
trachea ;  at  length  it  was  expectorated  with  a  sweetish  offensive  taste  at  10 
A.M.  (second  day),"". — Obstruction  and  catarrhal  soreness  of  air-passages,  at 
10  A.M.  (second  day),"". —  Voice.  Very  hoarse  (second  day),**. — Cough 
and  JSxpectoration.  Short  dry  cough,  excited  by  tickling  in  the 
larynx,'".— Slight  hacking  cough  in  the  morning,  without  expectoration, 
with  soreness  in  the  larynx  anteriorly  (third  day),'°*. — Raised  some  phlegm 
(second  morning),". 
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Chest.  Rattling  of  mucus  in  the  chest,  not  to  be  raised  by  hawking 
(after  twelve  hours)/"'. — [230.]  Soreness  of  the  chest,  across  from  nipple  to 
nipple,  with  a  tender  painful  spot  on  right  border  of  sternum  ;  pain  on  in- 
spiration; in  the  morning  (second  day),"\ — Awoke  at  night  with  severe 
tickling  under  top  of  sternum,  and  cough,  dry  and  distressing,  because 
nothing  could  be  raised  nor  the  tickling  be  reached ;  rattling  of  loose 
phlegm  low  down  in  the  windpipe  (first  day),"'. — ^Pain  in  left  side  of  chest,'. 
— Pain  in  the  left  side,  as  though  the  ribs  were  pressing  hard  upon  the  lower 
portion  of  the  lung;  unable  to  take  a  long  breath,  for  the  pain  in  the  left 
lung,  which  was  of  a  sticking  and  cutting  character,''. — Cramp  in  left  side, 
under  the  ribs,". —  Cramp  in  the  left  side,  like  a  knife,  lasting  a  few  min- 
utes, followed  after  awhile  by  darting  pains  in  the  bowels,'^ 

Heart  and  Pulse,  Action  of  heart  increased  in  force  and  frequency ; 
pulse  89  (normal  72),  (ten  minutes  after  first  dose),". — Pulse  accelerated,^ 
— Pulse  somewhat  accelerated,^ — Pulse  feeble  and  frequent,'. 

Bade.  [240.]  Stiffness  iiL  the  back,  increasing  on  sitting  down,  remain- 
ing all  the  morning  (eighth  day),"''. — Feeling  of  weariness  in  the  back  for 
several  days,^ — Pain  in  the  back  (second  day ),'^— Severe  backache  (second 
day),*'. — Very  severe  backache  (sixth  day),''. — -Back  pains  me  very  much 
(twelfth  day),*'. — Back  pains  very  severely;  very  much  worse  by  walking 
(seventh  day),*'. — DoTSal.  Stiffness  in  trapezius  muscles  (first  day),'"'. — 
Stiffness  of  trapezius  muscle  causes  constant  shrugging  of  the  shoulders  and 
desire  to  twist  the  head  from  side  to  side;  lasted  all  the  forenoon,". — 
JLutnbar.  Constant  pain  in  the  lumbar  region,  aggravated  by  motion 
(fifth  day),*'. — [250.]  Great  pain  in  lumbar  and  sacral  regions ;  almost 
impossible  to  walk  (sixth  day),*''. — Dull  heavy  pain  in  the  lumbar  region 
all  day  (fourth  and  eleventh  day),*'. — Crampy  pains  in  the  right  lumbar 
region,  in  the  evening,  continuing  several  hours  and  causing  a  sweat  to 
break  out,'. — A  violent  painful  tearing  in  the  lumbar  region  on  rising, 
making  it  impossible  to  straighten  the  body  into  an  erect  posture  for  sev- 
eral moments;  can  gain  the  erect  posture  only  very  gradually  (eighth 
day),'"'. — Feeling  of  weakness  and  weariness  in  the  lower  part  of  the 
back,l — Pain  in  the  small  of  the  back,  all  day  while  sewing  (third  day),'l — 
Considerable  stiffness  of  latissimus  dorsi  muscle  of  right  side  on  moving, 
but  not  on  touch  or  pressure  (eighth  day),'"'- 

JExtremities  in  General. — Pains  through  the  day  in  almost  all 
the  limbs,''. — Tensive,  momentary,  and  constantly  recurring  pains  in  all  the 
joints,  but  mostly  the  smaller,  which  shift  rapidly  about,  mostly  in  the  even- 
ing, that  is,  from  supper  to  bedtime,^ — Neuralgic  pains,  like  severe  con- 
striction around  left  upper  arm,  forearm,  and  thigh,  several  times  through- 
out the  day  (ninth  day),'"'. — [260.]  Severe  rheumatic  pain  in  the  whole  right 
arm  and  right  knee-joint,  worse  on  motion,  and  continuing  when  at  rest,''. 

Superior  Extremities. — Shoulder.  *Pai7is  tejisive  and  sticking 
in  right  shoulder  during  motion,  particularly  on  raising  the  arm  (this  symp- 
tom set  in  soon  after  commencing  the  proving,  continued  throughout,  and 
was  observed  for  five  or  six  weeks  after  discontinuing  the  medicine),^ — 
*Rheumatic  pain  in  the  right  shoulder,  worse  on  motion,  especially  by 
raising  the  arm,'. — Arm.  Arms  between  elbow  and  shoulder  became  very 
lame,  as  after  severe  exercise,  also  sore  to  the  touch  (after  three  hours  and 
a  half) ;  the  lameness  soon  extended  to  the  shoulders  and  back  of  the  neck, 
like  rheumatism  after  taking  cold;  the  stiffness  and  lameness  disappeared 
during  the  night,".

der (third  day),". — Hand.  Heavy  feeling  in  hands  and  elbows,  as  if  the 
prover  had  been  drinking  wine  (second  day),'^ — Pains  in  the  metacarpal 
joints  of  both  hands,  muscles  of  right  arm,  and  pectoralis  major,  mostly 
during  motion  and  in  the  evening,''. — Fingers.  Pain  in  the  fingers,"  — 
Pains  in  phalanges  of  right  hand,  and  in  the  end  of  the  index  finger  of  the 
same  hand,  in  writing  (observed  several  weeks  after  proving),^ — [270.] 
Pain  in  last  joint  of  middle  finger  of  left  hand,^ — Continuous  sharp  pain 
along  the  left  side  of  the  first  phalanx  of  middle  fingers  of  right  hand; 
sharp  pains  in  the  middle  fingers  of  the  left  hand,  succeeded  instantly  by 
a  similar  pain  in  axilla  of  same  side,  occurring  frequently  during  about 
five  minutes,^ — Sharp,  cutting  pain,  frequent,  in  the  metacarpo-phalangeal 
articulation  of  thumb  of  the  right  hand,^ — A  number  of  shooting,  shifting, 
and  momentary  pains  in  the  phalangeal  and  metacarpo-phalangeal  articu- 
lations,l 

Inferior  Extremities. — Almost  impossible  to  walk,  my  limbs  are 
so  weak  and  painful  (second  day),'^S — Mix).  Pain  in  left  hip-joint  when 
walking,^. — *Slight  coxalgia  in  left  hip  while  walking  in  the  evening  (first 
day),^°°. — Slight  sciatic  pain  (after  first  dose,  second  day),^''\ — *  Painful 
drawing  and  lameness  behind  left  trochanter,  extending  down  to  the  popliteal 
space;  it  lasted  for  an  hour,  causing  him  to  limp,  in  the  evening  (first 
day),^"". — *Sciatic  pains,  as  if  left  hip-joint  were  wrenched,  or  forced  to  re- 
main long  in  an  awkward  position,  several  times  in  the  day  (eighth  day),"'. 
— [280.]  Sciatic  (neuralgic)  twinges  in  hip-joint,  pain  as  if  wrenched,  fol- 
lowed by  a  burning  ache,  several  times  (ninth  day),""". — Violent  tearing 
pain  in  the  right  hip-joint,  knee,  and  shoulders,  very  severe,  the  most  severe 
only  lasting  about  two  or  three  minutes  (second  day),^'.— -Sciatic  twinges 
behind  left  trochanter  several  times,  quite  severe,  with  lameness,  in  the 
morning  while  writing  (fourth  day),""". — Thigh.  Sudden  rheumatic  lame- 
ness of  posterior  femoral  region,  while  exercising  in  the  morning,  causing 
a  limp  (after  twenty-two  hours),""'. — Pain  in  left  thigh,^ — In  the  course  of 
the  morning,  the  pain  took  the  direction  of  left  sciatic  nerve ;  could  not 
walk  without  limping ;  pain  shooting  from  behind  large  trochanter  down 
posterior  part  of  left  thigh  into  the  foot  on  every  motion,  particularly  while 
walking,  till  4  p.m.,  when  it  passed  off;  marked  sciatica  of  left  side ;  never 
had  anything  of  this  nature  before;  when  he  takes  cold,  it  never  assumes 
the  form  of  rheumatism  or  neuralgia  (second  day)  ;  immediately  on  rising, 
severe  pain  in  left  sciatic  nerve  only  in  walking ;  pain  more  acute,  and 
with  more  soreness  than  yesterday;  pain  only  on  motion,  with  weakness  of 
the  left  leg;  cannot  walk  without  limping,  yet  violent  exercise,  running, 
or  jumping,  does  not  increase  the  pain  more  than  moderate  exertion  (third 
•day),"'. — Knee.  Pains  in  the  right,  then  in  the  left  knee,  when  walking.l 
—Knees  weak  and  trembling  (after  six  hours  and  a  half,  first  day),\— 
Leg.  Calves  of  the  legs  pain  very  much  when  walking,  especially  the 
-right  (second  A&j),^\—Foot.  Shooting,  sticking  pain  in  right  foot,".— 
Toes.  [290,]  Sharp  pain  in  first  joint  of  great  toe  of  right  foot  when 
walking,  renewed  frequently  during  the  day,'.— The  pain  in  first  joint  of 
great  toe  occurs,  during  walking,  for  a  number  of  days,l 

General  Syni2)toms.— Objective.  General  lauguor.'fc.— Languid 
and  feverish  in  the  afternoon;  no  disposition  to  mental  or  physical  exer- 
cise,*.—Great  lassitude,^— Debility  and  loss  of  appetite  (third  day),*.— 
General  debility  with  the  headache,'.— Weakness,''.— Weakness  and  lan- 
guor, with  rumbling  in  the  bowels  (second  day),*.— Much  prostration,'.— 
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[300.]  Very  much  exhausted  (second  day),'*.^ — Worn  out  by  fatigue  and 
suffering  ;  I  got  no  relief  or  sleep  but  by  the  inhalation  of  chloroform  (fifth 
day),^ — Faint  and  exhausted  (after  six  hours  and  a  half,  first  day),'°. — 
Subjective,  General  malaise  with  the  neuralgia  (fifth  day),". — Felt  as  if 
he  had  taken  a  cold,  with  lameness  of  trunk  and  lumbar  region  (second 
day),";. 

Skin. — Several  pimples  on  lower  extremities  and  other  parts  of  the 
body,  like  mosquito-bites,*. — A  pimple  on  middle  finger  of  left  hand;  the 
next  day  the  inflammation  was  extended  over  the  hand  ;  the  day  after  it 
became  more  violent,  and  occasioned  great  pain,  and  was  afterwards  opened 
to  obtain  relief;  no  pus  was  found,  but  it  was  subsequently  formed,  and 
discharged  through  the  opening,  which  penetrated  as  far  as  the  bone.;  a 
fungous  growth  meanwhile  had  taken  place  around  the  edges ;  pain  ex- 
tended from  the  hand  up  the  arm;  there  was  much  swelling  and  painf  in 
the  part  affected,  which  had  much  the  appearance  of  a  malignant  boil ;

Sleep  and  Dreams. — Sleepiness.  [310.]  Sleepy,  dulness,  and 
dizziness  of  head  (ten  minutes  after  second  dose,  third  day),". — Feeling  of 
sleepiness,  with  great  chilliness,  only  feeling  at  all  comfortable  when  near 
a  very  hot  fire,  and  even  then  cold ;  chilly  sensations  are  felt  down  the 
back  (second  day),"'. — Great  desire  to  sleep  in  the  daytime ;  fell  asleep 
while  reading  (third  day),*. — Drowsiness  and  loss  of  appetite  (second  day),*.

This  plant  is  used  by  the  South  American  Indians  as  the  special  antidote 
to  the  bite  of  serpents  of  the  Trigonocephalus  group.

—  [30,]  Contraction  of  pupil  (nineteen  cases J,"\ — Pupil  con- 
tracted (after  fifty  minutes),'. — Pupils  slightly  contracted  (after  one  hour) ; 
additional  contraction  of  pupils  (after  two  hours  and  a  half),'". — Action  of 
pupil  rendered  sluggish  (eleven  cases),'-'. —  Vision.  Disturbance  of  vis- 
ion,*".— When  the  perspiration  and  flow  of  saliva  were  at  their  height  sight 
became  so  dim  that  he  could  scarcely  see  a  spittoon  held  near  his  mouth 
(after  half  an  hour).  Sight  still  dim  ;  cannot  distinguish  objects  brought 
close  to  his  eyes  (after  one  hour).  Vision  suddenly  restored,  quite  sponta- 
neously (after  two  hours),^ — Sight  became  blurred  ;  at  the  distance  of  four 
feet  I  could  see  my  wife,  but  could  not  distinguish  her  eyes ;  the  impaired 
vision  continued,  but  it  was  only  at  a  distance ;  near  objects  I  could  see  dis- 
tinctly enough  (after  three-quarters  of  an  hour),'^ — Mist  before  his  eyes 
(after  forty  minutes) ;  he  could  not  see  anything  on  the  other  side  of  the 
ward,  a  distance  of  about  twenty-five  feet,  but  he  could  see  any  one  stand- 
ing by  the  side  of  his  bed  distinctly;  the  pupils  were  not  altered  from 
their  normal  condition  (after  one  hour  and  ten  minutes);  no  derangement 
of  vision  (after  one  hour  and  forty  minutes),'"'. — Clouds  before  the  vision,*". 
— Everything  at  a  distance  appeared  hazy,  and  although  he  could  read 
moderate-sized  type  at  one  foot,  at  two  feet  it  was  indistinct  (similar  dis- 
turbance of  vision  was  noticed  in  several  other  cases),'*. — [40,]  Swimming 
of  distant  objects,  so  that  the  patient  does  not  recognize  one  entering  the 
room  until  he  comes  close  to  the  bed,*". — During  the  sweating  and  saliva- 
tion, appearance  as  of  numerous  white  spots  before  the  eyes  like  Hakes  of 
snow,  but  without  dimness  of  vision  (after  twenty-eight  minutes).  A  sort 
of  mist  before  the  eyes ;  in  spite  of  wiping  the  eyes  and  frequent  winking, 
the  sight  remained  dim  and  the  appearance  of  snowflakes  continued  (after 
thirty  minutes).  Sight  restored  suddenly ;  no  mist,  but  still  sonje  white 
points  moving  before  the  eyes  (after  forty  minutes).  Dimness  of  sight  re- 
turns, with  annoying  pricking  in  the  eyes,  obliging  him  to  wipe  them  hard 
(after  fifty  minutes).  The  state  of  the  vision  is  constantly  changing,  be- 
coming suddenly  more  or  less  dim  every  few  moments  (after  one  hour),^ 

S^OSe. — Nasal  discharge  begins  (after  thirty-five  minutes),'. 
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Face. — Slight  increase  of  color  (after  half  an  hour,  ninth  day),''. — 
Redness  and  heat  of  face ;  feels  throhbing  of  temporal  arteries,  and  in- 
creased warmth  in  the  face,  but  skin  still  dry  (after  fifteen  minutes),'. — 
Face  and  body  very  red  (after  twenty-eight  minutes),'. — Flushing  of  the 
face  (after  ten  minutes),"  ;  (after  half  an  hour)," ;  (after  thirty-five  min- 
utes),'^ — Flushing  of  the  face,  ears,  and  neck  (after  half  an  hour) ;  flush 
of  face  had  passed  off  (after  one  hour  and  three-quarters),'*. — In  those  in- 
stances in  which  sweating  took  place  the  face  became  flushed,  and  was

experiments,  and  in  two  cases  it  was  profuse ;  but  in  the  lad  on  whom  two 
observations  were  made  the  eflfect  on  the  salivary  glands  was  very  slight. 
The  salivation  was  much  more  profuse  in  the  lad  whose  skin  remained  dry. 
The  salivation,  when  it  occurred  to  a  marked  extent,  began  simultaneously 
with  the  sweating,  was  greatest  when  the  sweating  was  most  profuse,  and 
lasted  as  long  as  the  sweating.  When  the  increase  of  the  saliva  was  but 
slight,  it  was  diflicult  to  tell  when  the  increase  began,  or  how  long  it  lasted. 
In  the  case  of  the  lad  who  failed  to  perspire,  the  salivation  became  proftise 
in  fifteen  minutes,  and  so  continued  during  three  hours  and  a  quarter,  and 
then  in  a  less  degree  for  seven  hours,".— Flow  of  saliva  (after  ten  min- 
utes),^—Saliva  collecting  in  the  mouth  (after  half  an  hour)  ;  saliva  3 
fluid  ounces  (after  one  hour)  ;  increased  to  6  fluid  ounces  (after  one  hour 
and  a  half) ;  amounts  to  8  fluid  ounces  (after  two  hours) ;  10  ounces  (after 
two  hours  and  a  half)  ;  saliva  12  fluid  ounces  (after  three  hours) ;  thirteen 
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fluid  ounces  (after  three  hours  and  a  half);  14  fluid  ounces  fafter  four 
hours);  salivation  had  ceased  (after  four  hours  and  a  half),'". — Mouth 
began  to  fill  with  saliva  (soon  after  half  an  hour)  ;  salivation  quite  abun- 
dant (after  one  hour  and  a  half);  very  free  (after  two  hours);  much 
diminished  (after  two  hours  and  a  half) ;  saliva  12  ounces,". — [70,]  Com- 
plained that  his  mouth  was  filling  with  water  (after  forty  minutes)  ;  saliva- 
tion continued  (after  one  hour  and  ten  minutes)  ;  no  salivation  (after  one 
hour  and  forty  minutes),". — The  quantity  of  saliva  amounted  to  above  250 
c.c.,™. — Constant  spitting  of  very  alkaline  saliva  (after  twenty-five  minutes). 
Salivary  secretion  extremely  active ;  submaxillary  gland  especially  en- 
larged ;  on  pressing  it  there  is  a  gush  of  saliva  under  the  tongue  (after 
thirty-five  minutes).  On  rising,  felt  weak  ;  skin  still  moist,  with  some  flow 
of  saliva.  Sat  with  forehead  resting  on  edge  of  table,  and  let  saliva  run 
into  a  vessel  on  the  floor.  Reraaiued  in  this  position,  the  saliva  flowing 
constantly,  for  an  hour  and  a  half  (after  two  hours  and  five  minutes). 
Tried  to  sleep,  but  had  to  clear  the  mouth  of  saliva  every  two  or  three 
minutes  (after  four  hours  and  five  minutes).  Flow  of  saliva  entirely  ceased 
(after  four  hours  and  thirty-five  minutes.)  Total  amount  of  saliva,  750 
cubic  centimetres,  stringy,  but  not  very  viscid,". — Urea  in  notable  quantity 
found  in  the  saliva,^ — Taste.  Mawkish  bitter  taste  (to  the  infusion), ".—» 
Speech.  Speech  so  aflTected  that  articulation  was  both  difiicult  and  in- 
distinct/l 

Throat. — Dryness  of  back  of  throat  (after  fifty  minutes),^ — During 
the  forenoon  my  throat  felt  dry  and  inflamed;  everything  swallowed  caused 
a  scraping  sensation ;  in  the  afternoon  the  infiammation  increased  ;  the 
tonsils  were  slightly  swollen  and  the  jaws  a  little  stiff';  this  soreness  lasted 
for  two  days  (seventh  day),^'. — Quite  a  sore  throat,  smarting  pain  ;  head- 
ache, dull  pain,  mostly  on  the  left  side  ;  breathing  hurried  ;  the  sore  throat 
and  headache  lasted  all  day  and  evening  till  I  went  to  bed  (twelfth  day) ; 
the  next  morning  the  headache  had  gone,  but  my  throat  felt  so  sore  that  for 
a  time  I  seriously  feared  an  attack  of  diphtheria ;  it  gradually  wore  off", 
however,  during  the  day,  and  the  next  day  I  was  quite  welV'. — Ex- 
ternal Throat.  Moderate  swelling  of  the  submaxillary  glands  (after 
twelve  and  twenty-four  hours),™. — [80,]  Pain  in  the  submaxillary  glands 
(second  day),™- 

Stomach. — Appetite.  When  I  took  the  drug  I  felt  quite  hungry, 
but  soon  after  taking  it  the  hunger  left  me,  and  on  sitting  down  to  break- 
fast I  could  not  eat ;  about  two  hours  afterwards  became  very  hungry 
(fifteenth  day),^'. — Thirst.  Urgent  thirst  (after  three  hours  and  thirty- 
five  minutes),l — JSructations  and  Siccouf/Ji.  Eructations  and 
vomiting,^". — Hiccough,'". — Wausea  and  Vomiting ,  Felt  squeamish, 
although  I  was  able  to  attend  to  business  (second  day),". — Sickness  (in  both 
cases),'". — Sickness  of  the  stomach  (after  three  hours  and  a  half  ),'l — Was 
sick  and  vomited  a  quantity  of  saliva  which  I  had  swallowed  (after  one 
hour  and  a  half)  ;  putting  my  finger  into  my  mouth  vomiting  was  further 
excited,  until  a  portion  of  the  Jaborandi  returned,'". — They  were  a  little 
sick,  faint,  and  prostrate,". — [90.]  Vomited  half  an  hour  after  eating  sup- 
per,'".— In  some  cases  vomiting  is  produced,  either  at  the  beginning  or  end 
of  the  effect,^. — The  lad  who  failed  to  perspire  vomited  ;  the  vomiting  came 
on  suddenly  and  was  not  repeated,'^ — Stomach.  Distress  at  the  stomach 
(which  may  be  owing  to  the  alcohol  in  the  tincture,  more  than  to  the 
Jaborandi) ;  it  is  a  burning  pain,  not  that  dyspeptic  ache  experienced  yes- 
terday (fifth  day),".— Considerable  distress,  both  in  the  stomach  and  lower 
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half  of  OBSophagus,  especially  the  latter  feels  constricted,  aching  heavily 
(took  Puis.  1st,  at  3  p.m.,  which  completely  controlled  the  dyspeptic  dis- 
tress), (thirteenth  day),''^ — Dull,  heavy  distress  in  the  pyloric  portion  of 
the  stomach,  as  though  some  hard  indigestible  substance  was  lying  there, 
relieved  by  eating  a  full  meal,  at  dinnfer-time  (fourth  day),^-*. — Constrictive 
feeling  in  the  stomach,  as  though  the  rugge  were  puckered  up  (probably 
owing  to  the  alcohol  of  the  tincture,  as  it  was  taken  clear),  (seventh  day),'''''. 
Abdomen, — Empty,  gone  feeling  in  the  bowels  (twelfth  day),^l 
Stool. — Diarrhcea.  Stool  at  6.30  a.m.,  very  loose,  came  with  a  gush ; 
stool  at  7.30  A.M.,  stool  at  8  a.m.,  all  thin,  watery,  yellow,  and  came  with 
a  gush  ;  at  9.30  A.m.,  another  stool ;  at  10.30  a.m.,  another;  at  11.30  a.m., 
another ;  at  1  p.m.,  the  eighth  stool ;  has  felt  a  goneness,  an  emptiness, 
from  the  diarrhoea,  but  no  pain  whatever ;  at  3.25  p.m.,  another  stool,  which 
came  with  a  gush,  yellow,  watery,  undigested,  no  pains ;  at  5.25,  stool  like 
the  last ;  at  6  p.m.,  stool ;  felt  a  little  weak  at  night,  having  had  eleven 
copious,  watery,  undigested  stools  since  7  A.M.  (twelfth  day),^\ — Continues 
to  have  from  five  to  ten  stools  a  day,  of  a  yellow  color,  and  watery,  pain- 
less. (Took  two  small  doses  of  Qimimi  gutt.,  3d  trit.,  which  cured  the 
diarrhoea),  (sixteenth  day), ''I — [100.]  Five  painless  stools  during  the  day, 
yellow,  thin,  watery,  better  digested  (fourteenth  day),^l — Three  stools 
during  the  day  (his  usual  number)  ;  the  last  one,  at  8.30  p.m.,  somewhat 
harder,  constipated  (second  day),^l — Two  stools  during  the  day  (eighth 
day),^l — ^Two  movements  during  the  day,  more  papescent  (seventh  day),*^ 
— Two  stools  only  during  the  day,  the  first  at  7  A.m.,  more  papescent  than 
three  days  before;  the  second  at  9  a.m.,  thin  and  yellow  (tenth  day),''". — 
Stool  at  7  A.M.,  papescent  and  very  large  (ninth  day),'^^ — Stool  thin,  better 
digested,  with  more  control  over  sphincter  ani,  at  9  p.m.  (twelfth  day),''". — 
Stool  yellow,  better  digested,  but  came  with  a  gush,  at  2  p.m.  (thirteenth 
day),"". — Bowels  moved  at  7.30  A.M.,  with  this  difierence,  the  discharges 
were  less  papescent  than  heretofore;  the  first  portion  of  the  evacuation  was 
f  of  an  inch  in  diameter  and  about  5  inches  in  length ;  the  latter  portion 
was  papescent,  color  dark-brown  (fourth  day),"". — Constipation.  Con- 
stipated ;  two  motions  in  the  day  instead  of  three,  as  usual  (fifth  day),"". — 
[110.]  Stool  at  7  A.M.,  and  again  at  7  p.m.,  both  exceedingly  difiicult  to 
evacuate,  consisting  of  long,  large,  and  very  dark  faeces  (eleventh  day),"". 

Tlvinary  Organs, — Burning  in  the  urethra  in  two  cases,  with  urging 
to  urinate,"". — Secretion  of  urine  increased  (750  c.c.  during  the  perspira- 
tion),"".— When  administered  in  fractional  doses,  Jaborandi  does  not  pro- 
duce either  perspiration  or  salivation,  but  becomes  a  powerful  diuretic,". — 
The  quantity  of  urine  diminishes  in  a  very  noticeable  manner  on  the  day 
the  remedy  is  administered,  but  on  the  next  day  there  is  sometimes  a  slight 
augmentation,  sometimes  the  usual  amount,". — Urine  dark-colored,"". — 
The  urea  diminishes  on  the  day  the  Jaborandi  is  given,  increases  slightly 
again  on  the  next  day,  and  then  falls  to  the  normal  amount,". — Chlorine 
and  the  chlorides,  as  well  as  the  uric  acid,  also  undergo  the  same  quanti- 
tative changes,  and  diminish  on  the  first  day  only  to  increase  on  the  sec- 
ond,".— Augmentation  of  the  bronchial  secretions  (after  ten  minutes),". — 
We  noticed  an  increase  of  the  bronchial  secretion,  indicated  by  a  loose 
cough,  only  in'  the  lad  previously  quite  free  from  catarrhal  symptoms,  on 
whom  two  observations  were  made,  and  in  whom  but  a  slight  increase  of 
salivary  secretion  occurred  ;  the  bronchial  secretion  was  much  more  abun- 
dant in  the  first  than  in  the  second  observation  ;  indeed,  in  the  second 
there  was  very  little  cough,".— [120.]  Hurried  breathing  (after  two  hours, 
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nineteenth  day),". — Breathing  hurried,  during  the  soreness  of  throat 
(twelfth  day),". 

Chest. — Pains  in  chest  and  around  the  heart  (forty-fifth  day),". — 
Could  not  get  to  sleep  for  two  hours  after  going  to  bed,  on  account  of  anx- 
ious and  oppressed  feeling  in  the  chest  (eleventh  day),". — Pressure  on  chest, 
and  great  anxiety,  with  palpitation  of  heart,  and  pain  in  region  of  heart 
(twenty-fourth  day),". — Sense  of  heavy  pressure  on  the  chest,  hurried  beat- 
ing, and  great  prostration ;  symptoms  became  so  bad  that  I  was  obliged 
to  go  to  bed  ;  for  half  an  hour  after  going  to  bed  could  only  breathe  with 
great  difficulty  (forty-fifth  day),". — Pains  in  chest,  of  a  stitching  character 
(after  two  hours,  thirty-seventh  day),". 

Heart  and  Pulse. — Prcecordiuin.  Pain  in  region  of  heart 
(twenty-fourth  day),'\ — The  pains  about  the  heart  were  very  severe,  ac- 
companied with  severe  palpitation  ;  this  condition  lasted  two  hours  in  its 
severest  form,  then  gradually  abated  (forty-fifth  day),"-  —  Heart's 
Action.  Palpitation  of  heart  (after  two  hours,  nineteenth  day),". — 
Pulse,  [130.]  Tracing  No.  1  represents  the  normal  pulse  of  the  subject ; 
its  general  aspect  is  rectilinear,  excepting  a  very  slight  curve  corresponding 
to  a  respiratory  movement ;  the  ascending  line  is  short  and  somewhat 
oblique ;  the  descending  line  nearly  horizontal ;  the  natural  dicrotism  is 
well  marked.  At  the  commencement  of  sweat  the  pulse  becomes  more 
rapid,  and  the  tracing  assumes  a  diifereut  appearance ;  its  general  outline 
becomes  a  little  crooked;  the  rising  line  is  larger  and  more  upright;  the 
descending  line,  therefore,  more  oblique,  with  more  of  the  dicrotic  character. 
At  the  height  of  the  sweating  period,  the  general  outline  becomes  strik- 
ingly irregular;  moreover,  the  beats  are  no  longer  isochronous,  some  being 
shorter  than  others.  "When  the  morbid  activity  of  the  secretory  organs 
has  passed  ofi",  the  general  outline  becomes  regular  again,  but  the  ascend- 
ing line  is  shorter  and  more  oblique,  the  descending  line  longer  and  nearly 
horizontal,  with  hardly  a  trace  of  exaggerated  dicrotism,^. —  Sphygmo- 
graphic  tracings,  taken  at  different  stages  of  the  administration  of  this 
drug,  showed  almost  complete  asystolia,  with  a  very  noticeable  diminution 
of  vascular  tension  during  the  sweating  stage,l — ^Pulsation  was  quickened 
while  the  action  of  the  medicine  lasted  (in  both  cases),'". — In  each  experi- 
ment the  pulse  became  considerably  quicker,  the  increase  varying  from 
forty  to  fifty  minutes  ;  the  pulse  reached  its  quickest  in  twenty-five  to  eighty 
minutes  after  administration  ;  the  quickened  pulse  continued  more  than 
four  hours ;  no  close  relation  existed  between  the  rapidity  of  the  pulse  and 
the  fall  of  temperature ;  in  one  lad  whose  pulse  was  intermittent,  the  medi- 
cine entirely  removed  this  irregularity,". — ^At  the  moment  the  sweat  was 
produced,  there  was  an  increase  of  the  pulse  and  of  temperature ;  then 
during  the  period  of  active  sweating,  it  was  sometimes  noted  that  these 
two  elements  remained  at  the  same  point  as  at  the  outset  of  the  experi- 
ment ;  sometimes  there  was  a  slight  diminution  ;  but  after  sweating,  a  very 
notable  lowering  of  the  pulse  and  of  the  temperature  were  observed,  which 
sometimes  lasted  two  days  after  the  experiment  (in  thirty-two  experi- 
ments),*.— Pulse  rose  from  88  to  120,". — -Pulse  rose  from  12  to  20  beats 
during  the  first  few  hours  (the  reverse  of  temperature),  and  returned  to  its 
normal  rate  with  the  return  of  the  normal  temperature,  but  became  soft 
and  compressible,^". — Pulse  108  (normal  80),  (half  an  hour  after  80  drops), 
(seventh  day),*^ — Pulse  100  (temperature  normal),  at  6  p.m.  (twelfth  day),^l 
— Pulse  94  (an  increase  of  14  from  150  drops  of  the  tincture  taken  within  an 
hour),  (ninth  day),^l — [l^O-]  Pulse  96  (when  first  noted),  104  (afterwards) ; 
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88  on  awaking  (second  morning),  normally  80/'.— Pulse  90  (before  taking) ; 
104  (after  forty  minutes)  ;  96  (after  one  hour  and  ten  minutes)  ;  90  (after 
one  hour  and  forty  minutes)  ;  96  (after  two  hours  and  a  half),".— Pulse  80 
(before  taking) ;  96  (after  thirty-five  minutes)  ;  108  (after  one  hour  and  a 
half)  ;  112  (after  three  hours  and  a  half)  ;  90  (five  hours  and  a  half) ; 
88  at  10  A.M.  (second  day),'^— Pulse  78  (before  taking) ;  84  (after  fifteen 
minutes)  ;  86  (after  twenty-two  minutes) ;  87  (after  forty  minutes) ;  87 
(after  one  hour  and  a  quarter)  ;  76  (after  five  hours  and  a  half)  ;  70  (sec- 
ond day),'.— Pulse  75  (before  taking)  ;  90  (after  half  an  hour)  ;  108  (after 
one  hour  and  a  half)  ;  100  (after  two  hours)  ;  88  (after  two  hours  and  a 
half)  ;  80  (after  three  hours  and  a  half)  ;  78  at  10  A.M.  (second  day),''.— 
Pulse  77  (before  taking)  ;  90  (after  one  hour)  ;  93  (after  one  hour  and  a 
half)  ;  94  (after  two  hours)  ;  92  (after  two  hours  and  a  half)  ;  90  (after 
three  hours)  ;  82  (after  three  hours  and  a  half)  ;  80  (after  four  hours  and 
four  hours  and  a  half ),'".— Pulse  80  (before  .  taking)  ;  100  (after  fifteen 
minutes)  ;  96  (after  twenty  minutes) ;  100  (after  thirty-five  minutes)  ;  104 
(after  fifty  minutes)  ;  100  (after  one  hour) ;  96  (after  one  hour  and  ten 
minutes)  ;  88  (after  one  hour  and  thirty-five  minutes)  ;  90  (after  one  hour 
and  fifty-five  minutes)  ;  76  (after  two  hours  and  five  minutes)  ;  78  (after 
three  hours  and  five  minutes),''^ — Pulse  78  (before  taking)  ;  100  (after  fif- 
teen minutes)  ;  96  (after  twenty  minutes)  ;  100  (after  thirty-five  minutes)  ; 
104  (after  fifty  minutes)  ;  100  (after  one  hour)  ;  96  (after  one  hour  and 
ten  minutes)  ;  96  (after  one  hour  and  a  quarter)  ;  90  (after  one  hour  and 
fifty-five  minutes) ;  76  (after  two  hours  and  five  minutes) ;  78  (second

General  Symptoms. — Very  soon  the  face  becomes  red  ;  the  tem- 
poral arteries  throb  more  strongly ;  then  there  is  a  peculiar  feeling  of  heat 
in  the  mouth  and  on  the  face,  and  the  flow  of  saliva  begins.  In  a  little 
while  the  forehead  becomes  moist,  and  the  face  more  red  ;  then  beads  of 
perspiration  appear  on  the  forehead,  cheeks,  and  temples.  The  flow  of 
saliva  increases,  all  the  salivary  glands  successively  contributing  to  this 
effect ;  the  mouth  is  filled  with  immense  quantities  of  fluid,  and  expectora- 
tion is  incessant ;  at  the  same  time  perspiration  covers  the  face  and  neck ; 
then  the  whole  body  becomes  red  and  moist,  and  a  pleasant  warmth  is  ex- 
perienced ;  in  a  few  minutes  perspiration  breaks  out  over  the  whole  surface, 
and  soon  runs  down  on  all  sides.  Meantime  other  symptoms  have  su- 
pervened. The  eyelids  first  become  moist,  then  the  lachrymal  secretion 
gradually  augments,  and  after  collecting  in  the  canthi,  rolls  slowly  over  the 
cheeks  ;  at  the  same  time  there  is  a  copious  discharge  from  the  Schneiderian 
membrane,  increased  by  the  tears  which  escape  through  the  nasal  canal ; 
moreover,  there  is  heightened  activity  of  the  mucous  glands  of  the  back- 
throat,  trachea,  and  bronchi.  All  these  effects  reach  their  maximum  of 
intensity  in  about  three-quarters  of  an  hour  after  taking  the  drug,  con- 
tinuing thus  for  thirty  or  forty  minutes.  Lying  on  one  side,  that  the  saliva 
may  run  more  freely,  the  patient  spits  ten  or  fifteen  times  a  minute ;  the 
flow  is  so  rapid  that  he  can  scarcely  speak  ;  the  salivary  glands  are  enlarged, 
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and  the  mouth  becomes  hotter.  From  time  to  time  the  mucous  accumula- 
tions in  the  bronchi  are  cleared  away  by  a  slight  cough  ;  the  sight  is  dim- 
med by  the  flow  of  tears.  The  body  is  bathed  in  perspiration  ;  a  shirt  is 
wet  through  in  a  few  moments.  Now,  a  feeling  of  comfort,  or  of  weakness, 
as  the  case  may  be,  is  experienced.  Thirst  is  intense.  The  pupils  are 
slightly  contracted.  By  degrees  the  excessive  activity  of  the  secretory  pro- 
cesses is  diminished  ;  in  an  hour  and  a  quarter,  or  an  hour  and  three-quar- 
ters, the  lachrymation,  the  nasal  discharge,  the  bronchial  expectoration,  and 
finally,  the  flow  of  saliva,  and  the  perspiration,  are  sensibly  lessened,  and  the 
parts  involved  gradually  return  to  their  normal  condition.  When  the  per- 
spiration and  flow  of  saliva  have  ceased,  the  subject  is  prostrated  and  drowsy. 
The  parts  which  secreted  so  copiously  are  now  very  dry,  especially  the 
mouth  and  back-throat.  There  is  also  much  thirst,*. — [150.]  A  few  min- 
utes after  it  was  taken  there  was  a  subjective  feeling  of  warmth,  and  the 
face  presented  a  more  or  less  red  appearance,  and  the  skin  felt  warmer 
than  usual.  Soon  afterwards  the  salivary  glands  began  to  pour  out  their  se- 
cretion more  copiously  into  the  mouth,  and  then  a  feeling  of  nausea  super- 
vened, which,  however,  usually  disappeared  in  a  few  minutes,  although  in 
fever  patients  vomiting  sometimes  occurred.  A  few  minutes  after  the  com- 
mencement of  the  secretion  of  saliva  the  skin  became  moist,  at  first  on  the 
chest,  and  then  successively  on  the  other  parts  of  the  body,  the  upper  ex- 
tremities pouring  out  enormous  quantities  of  perspiration,  but  the  lower 
ones  being  less  aflTected.  About  an  hour  after  the  drug  was  given  there 
was  generally  a  disturbance  of  vision,  distant  objects  being  misty  and  indis- 
tinct, and  only  near  ones  being  distinctly  visible.  About  an  hour  and  a  half 
afterwards  the  patients  complained,  for  the  most  part  suddenly,  of  great 
nausea  and  retching,  often  with  hiccough,  and  these  symptoms  sometimes 
terminated  with  vomiting.  Three  or  four  hours  after  the  medicine  was 
taken  the  secretion  of  sweat  diminished  and  gradually  disappeared,  that 
of  the  tears  and  that  from  the  nose  had  already  ceased,  and  only  the  secre- 
tion of  saliva  continued,  and  usually  only  for  a  few  minutes.  The  disturb- 
ance of  vision  and  nausea  also  soon  ceased,  but  the  appetite  was  impaired, 
and  the  patients  complained  of  headache.  At  the  same  time  a  desire  for 
sleep  often  supervened,  and  the  patients  sunk  into  a  deep  slumber,  lasting  for 
several  hours,  and  when  they  woke  all  the  symptoms  generally  disappeared, 
with  a  few  exceptions.  The  most  striking  and  constant  symptom  in  the 
action  of  Jaborandi  is  the  hypersecretion  of  certain  glands  of  the  skin, 
and  of  particular  mucous  membranes,  and  the  sweat-glands  are  chiefly 
called  into  heightened  activity.  The  loss  of  fluid  by  the  skin  and  lungs 
is  estimated  at  about  five  times  the  natural  amount.  The  salivary  secretion 
is  also  notably  increased,  and  likewise  the  tears  are  augmented,  and  the  se- 
cretion from  the  nose.

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Sleep  and  Dreatns. — Sleepiness.  In  three  cases  the  medicine 
produced  considerable  drowsiness,  the  lad  falling  asleep  during  the  observa- 
tions,"— Sat  down  to  read  the  evening  papers,  and  went  to  sleep  in  spite  of 
myself;  slept  half  an  hour,  at  5  p.m.  (seventh  day),". — Feels  quite  willing 
to  retire,  and  does  so,  at  7.30  p.m.  (twelfth  day), ''I — Is  in  the  habit  of  re- 
tiring to  bed  at  about  9  p.m.,  and  laying  with  book  in  hand  and  reading 
for  an  hour  or  more ;  was  so  sleepy  he  could  not  read ;  always  sleeps  well, 
but  for  the  past  two  nights  has  slept  very  profoundly,  (fourth  day),". —

Fever, — Chilliness.  In  patients  not  suffering  from  fever  the  drug 
caused  in  only  a  very  few  cases  some  lowering  of  the  temperature  of  the 
body,  but  in  the  fever  cases,  ten  in  number,  the  temperature  fell  in  seven,''.— 
In  each  observation  a  decided  fall  in  temperature  occurred.  In  two  cases 
accompanied  by  sweating  the  fall  amounted  to  1°  Fahr.,  and  in  another, 
likewise  accompanied  by  sweating,  it  reached  2.6°  ;  but  as  this  observation 
was  begun  in  the  afternoon  and  continued  until  the  evening,  it  is  impossible 
to  tell  the  proportion  of  the  fall  assignable  to  the  medicine  and  to  the 
natural  diurnal  fall,  which  in  children  of  ten  to  twelve,  usually  begins  be- 
tween 4  and  5  o'clock.  The  reduction  of  the  temperature  persisted  for  the 
rest  of  the  day,  but  in  the  two  morning  observations  the  lowest  temperature 
was  reached  in  about  one  hour  and  a  half  after  the  administration  of  the 
medicine.  In  one  case  the  fall  began  immediately  ;  in  another  case  in  forty 
minutes;  in  another  instance  in  eighty  minutes.  In  the  lad  whose  skin  re- 
mained unperspiring,  there  was  a  fall  of  0.6°,  which,  beginning  forty-five 
minutes  after  the  administration  of  the  medicine,  lasted  ■only  two  hours  and 
a  half,". — The  temperature  was  not  taken,  but  the  depression  was  never 
very  great;  but  I  began  to  shiver  (after  three-quarters  of  an  hour),". —

— Sense  of  heat  in 
face  and  over  body  (after  fifteen  minutes),'. — The  glow  (fever)  which  com- 
menced in  the  face  has  now  extended  all  over  the  body,  at  9  p.m.  (twelfth 
day),^^ — [190.]  Felt  a  gentle  glow  upon  the  face,  as  from  exposure  to 
sun  and  wind  (after  half  an  hour,  ninth  day),''^ — Stveat.  Sweat  breaks 
out  on  the  face  and  upper  part  of  the  chest,  which  have  been  quite 
red  for  five  or  six  minutes,  (after  fifteen  minutes)  ;  maximum  of  sweat 
(after  forty  minutes) ;  sweat  begins  to  decline  (after  one  hour  and  a 
quarter);  no  sweat  (after  two  hours  and  twenty-five  minutes),'.

— Per- 
spiration runs  down  all  over  the  body ;  it  is  of  neutral  reaction  (after  twenty- 
five  minutes) ,1 — Before  taking,  I  perspired  very  easily,  but  did  not  sweat  at 
all  while  proving,^'. — [210.]  Perspiration  starts  on  the  face  (after  twenty- 
two  minutes),'. — Urea  in  notable  quantity  found  in  the  perspiration, I

— Increased  motion  of  the  stomach, 
sometimes  attended  with  a  slight  degree  of  transitory  nausea,  succeeded  by 
an  increased  activity  of  the  small  intestines  as  far  as  the  region  of  the 
coecum,  where  a  sensation  of  illness  becomes  seated  for  a  time ;  after  this, 
the  prover  experiences  a  motion  in  the  colon  and  its  flexions,  until  a  desire 
for  stool  ensues,  which  takes  place  without  any  great  irritation,  without 
being  succeeded  by  any  other  irritation  or  desire,  even  if  another  looser 
evacuation  should  take  place.

N.  S.,  23,  1852),  Mr.  Smith  in  reaching  over  the  plant  touched  his  wrist 
against  the  fine  bristly  stings. 

Numbness  and  swelling  of  the  lips. — The  action  of  the  poison  was  on  the 
heart ;  circulation  was  stopped,  and  Mr.  Smith  soon  fell  unconscious ;  the 
last  thing  he  remembered  being  cries  of  "  Run  for  the  doctor."

— Disinclination  to  talk  or  argue,  as  was  custom- 
ary with  him  ;  mental  indolence,'. 

Head.— Confusion.  Confusion  of  the  head  (second  day),' I— Con- 
fusion, at  times  vertigo,  in  the  head  (first  day),'\ — Confusion  and  heaviness 
of  the  head  (second  day),'.

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Extremities  in  General.— Frequent  sticking  and  itching  in  the 
right  leg,  and  in  the  fingers  of  the  right  hand,''. — Peculiar  drawing  pain 
in  the  first  phalanx  of  the  thumb  and  joints  of  the  left  hand,  worse  on  mo- 
tion, not  aggravated  by  pressure,  feeling  as  if  sprained,  lasting  the  whole 
evening,  and  after  going  to  bed  the  same  pain  in  the  right  great  toe ;  the 
pain  in  the  toe  disappears  after  rising  from  bed  in  the  morning,  while  that

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of  small  vesicles  with  very  violent  burning  ;  if  I  perspired  much  the  tetter 
became  much  worse  the  next  day  ;  the  perspiration  together  with  the  secre- 
tion from  the  eruption  made  a  greenish-yellow  stain  and  stiffened  the  linen ; 
the  pain  became  so  great  at  times  that  all  violent  motion  of  the  arm  was 
impossible ;  the  glands  were  not  swollen ;  in  order  to  relieve  the  itching 
and  burning  the  spot  was  at  times  washed  with  cold  water;  nothing  else 
was  used.  I  noticed  that  increased  burning  and  itching  were  always  asso- 
ciated with  aggravation  and  extension  of  the  tetter,  so  that  always  a  few 
hours  after  increased  burning  and  itching  a  new  eruption  of  vesicles  and  a 
larger  extent  of  redness  became  apparent ;  during  the  succeeding  month 
the  same  trouble  broke  out  in  the  left  axilla  but  did  not  become  so  violent ; 
another  month  later  a  small  furuncle  appeared  on  the  shoulder  (on  the 
coracoid  process),  suppurated  and  healed  after  a  few  days ;  ten  days  after- 
wards a  very  large  and  painful  furuncle  appeared  over  the  biceps  muscle, 
about  two  inches  from  the  elbow  ;  it  was  surrounded  by  a  circumscribed 
redness  and  induration ;  it  ripened  after  ten  days  and  discharged  much 
bloody  matter  and  speedily  healed ;  after  still  another  month  there  ap- 
peared two  red  spots  on  the  right  elbow-joint,  which  itched  violently,  and 
upon  which  there  developed  a  small  yellow  pustule ;  these  both  disappeared 
after  eight  days.  At  this  time  the  tetter  in  the  axillse  had  not  entirely 
healed  ;  in  the  right  axilla  there  was  almost  nothing  to  be  seen,  in  the  left 
there  appeared  a  new  eruption  of  small  burning  vesicles,  which  afterwards 
formed  a  red  moist  spot ;  perspiration  aggravated  the  burning  and  moisture 
very  much,  so  that  the  shirt  over  a  large  space  was  stained  yellow  and 
stiffened ;  about  this  time  there  also  appeared  on  the  right  side  between  the 
ninth  and  tenth  rib  another  furuncle,  with  decided  induration  and  violent 
pain,  which  ran  a  course  of  nine  days  and  discharged  some  bloody  matter, 
leaving  an  induration  for  a  long  time.  About  this  time  a  red  spot  appeared 
on  the  arm,  not  far  from  the  seat  of  the  second  furuncle,  continuing  to  en- 
large for  ten  days,  becoming  rather  hard,  something  like  a  small  cystic 
tumor  or  indurated  gland,  but  quite  painless ;  at  this  time  there  also  ap- 
peared on  the  left  instep  and  afterwards  on  the  right  (though  here  in  a  less 
degree)  a  peculiar  skin-affection,  a  redness  of  the  size  of  a  half  dollar,  with 
itching  and  eruption  of  small  vesicles,  leaving  behind  a  small  hard  scurf, 
whereby  the  whole  place  became  elevated  and  very  painful ;  the  small  scabs 
especially  caused  violent  pain,  since  they  were  pressed  in  by  the  boot  and 
rubbed  off,  so  that  the  part  became  raw  and  was  prevented  from  healing. 
This  distressing  trouble  lasted  for  a  month,  after  which  it  gradually  disap- 
peared, though  the  spot  remained  of  a  bluish-red  color,  thickish  and  swollen, 
for  a  long  time,''.

— On  rising  up  in 
bed  in  the  morning,  a  burrowing  pain  as  in  suppuration  in  the  forehead 
and  occiput,  which  immediately  disappears  on  lying  down  again  (after 
twenty-four  hours). — Pressive  headache  above  the  forehead. — Occiput. 
Bubbling  sensation  in  the  right  side  of  the  occipital  bone,  which  extends 
to  the  right  ear,  where  it  leaves  a  dull  pressive  sensation. 

Mfje. — Itching  on  the  margins  of  the  lids,  disappearing  on  rubbing. 

Ear. — [10.]  Cramplike  pain  in  the  external  ear. — Feeling  as  if  the 
inner  meatus  were  swollen. 

JVose. — Objective.  Stopped  catarrh. — Stopped  catarrh  for  four  or 
five  days. — Subjective.  He  feels  like  sneezing,  as  if  he  had  catarrh. — 
Itching  on  the  inner  surface  of  the  left  nostril. 

Face. — Pain  on  the  outer  side  of  the  upper  lip  as  from  a  splinter  stick- 
ing into  it. — Sticking-itching  pain  above  the  left  corner  of  the  mouth,  as  if 
a  splinter  were  sticking  into  it,  in  the  morning.— Unpleasant  bubbling  sen- 
sation in  the  right  articulation  of  the  lower  jaw,  where  it  leaves  a  feeling 
as  if  the  parts  were  swollen. 

Mouth.— DvlW  sticking  toothache.— [20.]  Tongue  coated  whitish- 
yellow,  with  a  slimy  taste  in  the  mouth  after  dinner. — Slimy  taste  on  the 
tongue  with  a  yellow  fur. 

Throat. — Throat  dark  and  scrapy. — He  hawks  up  much  yellow  mucus 
without  coughing,  for  several  days  (after  four  days). — Pressure  in  the 
throat  on  swallowing,  as  if  the  tonsils  were  congested  and  swollen. 

Stmnach.—^-vieWmg  in  the  region  of  the  pit  of  the  stomach.— Tight- 
ness in  the  pit  of  the  stomach,  as  if  everything  there  were  too  full  and 
swollen  (after  twenty-four  hours).— Spasmodic  pulling  pain  in  the  pit  of 
the  stomach  and  epigastric  region,  aggravated  by  pressure  with  the  hand. — 
Pressure  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach. 
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Abdomen. — Continual  rumbling  and  noises  in  the  abdomen  as  if 
diarrhoea  would  occur. — [30.]  Constant  rumbling  in  the  abdomen  obliges 
him  to  go  to  stool,  but  no  stool  follows,  only  emission  of  flatulence  (after 
four  hours). — Flatulence  accumulates  beneath  the  hypochondria  and  causes 
pressure  and  pressing  outward  (after  twenty-four  hours). — Stoppage  and 
pressure  in  the  abdomen  as  if  everything  were  too  full  (after  fourteen 
hours). — Drawing  pain  in  the  pubis  thrice  repeated,  while  sitting. — Colic 
as  if  he  had  taken  cold  and  diarrhoea  would  come  on,  in  the  evening  (after 
fourteen  hours). — Griping  colic  while  in  the  house  (after  forty-eight  hours.) 
— Pain  like  a  suppuration  in  the  right  side  of  the  abdomen. — Itching- 
sticking  pain  in  the  left  ilium  (after  thirty-six  hours). — Sharp  stitch  ex- 
tending deep  inward  above  the  crest  of  the  ilium,  taking  away  the  breath. 
— Unusual  feeling  of  relief  of  the  abdominal  symptoms  after  emission  of 
flatulence. 

Rectum. — [40.]  Itching  in  the  rectum. 

Stool. — A  thin  stool  consisting  of  small  lumps  (after  twenty-four 
hours). 

Urinary  Organs,  —  Urethra.  Slight  itching-burning  in  the 
urethra. — Tension  in  the  urethra,  with  a  sensation  as  if  something  alive 
were  crawling  about  in  it. —  Urine.  The  urine  looks  like  clay- water. — 
The  urine  deposits  a  red  sediment  after  standing  a  few  hours  (after  twenty 
hours). 

Mespiratory  Organs. — Dyspnoea. 

Chest. — -Pulling  tensive  pain  in  the  lower  portion  of  the  chest  on  in- 
spiration, lasting  several  days. — Pressure  on  both  clavicles  as  if  he  had 
carried  a  heavy  weight. — Pressive  pain  transversely  across  the  lower  por- 
tion of  the  chest,  as  soon  as  he  lies  upon  the  back,  immediately  disappear- 
ing on  lying  upon  the  side  (after  forty-eight  hours). — [50,]  Violent,  pressive 
pain  in  the  lower  portion  of  the  chest,  worse  on  expiration  and  aggravated 
by  bending  the  body  sideways  (after  three  hours). — Feeling  of  heaviness 
on  the  chest,  as  from  a  great  weight. — Pain  as  if  the  whole  chest  were 
crushed  (after  three  days). — Sticking  commencing  in  the  left  third  false  rib 
and  extending  to  the  right  nipple. — The  whole  internal  chest  pains  as  if 
suppurating,  especially  if  he  turns  from  left  to  right  or  from  right  to  left. — 
Excessive  pain  in  the  middle  of  the  diaphragm  on  hawking  mucus,  as  if  it 
were  adherent  beneath  and  inflamed  (after  seventy-six  hours). — Front, 
Pain  as  if  the  lower  portion  of  the  sternum  were  pressed  inward  (after 
three  hours). — Sticking  in  the  sternum. — Dull  sticking  pain  like  suppura- 
tion in  the  upper  part  of  the  sternum  on  expiration. 

NecU  and  Hach, — NecM.  Painful  tension  and  pulling  in  the  left 
cervical  muscles. — [60.]  Painful  paralytic  drawing  on  the  left  side  of  the 
neck  (after  seven  days).— Pressive  drawing  in  the  cervical  vertebrae  as  if 
it  would  draw  the  head  towards  the  right  side. — Spasmodic  pulling  in  the 
tendons  of  the  right  cervical  muscles. — Dorsal,  Tensive  pain  between 
the  scapulse. — Drawing  and  pulling  in  the  dorsal  vertebrse  as  if  he  would 
be  bent  backward;  frequently  repeated. — Bruised  pain  in  both  scapulse. — 
Lumbar.  Pressive  pain  in  the  small  of  the  back. — Pressive  pain  in  the 
small  of  the  back,  which  causes  anxiety. — Anxious  pressive  pain  in  the 
small  of  the  back. 

JExtremities  in  General. — Painless  cracking  in  the  joints. 

Superior  Extremities. — Shoulder.  [70.]  Dull  sticking  pain 
in  the  left  axilla,  in  the  evening  in  bed. — Visible  twitching  of  the  deltoid 
muscles. — Arm.  Pressive,  dull  sticking  pain  on  the  outer  side  of  the  right 
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humerus. — Elbow.  Painful  pressure  in  the  ligaments  of  the  right  elhow- 
joint  during  rest. — Pressive  paralytic  pain  in  the  bend  of  the  right  elbow, 
gradually  disappearing  on  stretching  out  the  arm,  but  renewed  immediately 
on  flexing  it,  lasting  several  days  (after  four  hours). — Pain  as  from  a  sprain 
in  the  right  elbow-joint  (after  twelve  hours). — Pressive  tearing  on  the  inner 
side  of  the  right  elbow-joint. — Forearm.  Drawing  pain  in  the  bones  of 
the  left  forearm. — Pain  as  from  a  blow  on  the  outer  portions  of  both  fore- 
arms, during  rest  and  motion. —  Wrist.  Painful  burrowing  in  the  bones 
of  the  wrist,  during  both  rest  and  motion. — [80.]  Tearing  in  the  bones  of 
the  left  wrist,  extending  towards  the  thumb. — Sand.  Cramplike  pain  in 
the  left  hand  while  writing  (seventh  day). — Fingers.  Cramplike  pain 
in  the  second  finger  of  the  left  hand  (after  two  hours). — Cramplike  pain  in 
the  fingers  of  the  left  hand  as  if  they  would  be  contracted,  disappearing  on 
motion  (after  twelve  hours). — Drawing  pain  in  the  right  little  finger. — 
Sticking  as  with  needles  in  the  left  index  finger. — Tearing  in  the  articula- 
tion of  the  right  thumb,  with  violent  bubbling  (like  the  beating  of  the 
pulse),  lasting  several  minutes. — Crawling  in  the  left  thumb,  which  falls 
asleep. 

Inferior  Extremities. — Sip.  "While  walking,  stiffness  in  the 
right  hip  as  if  the  tendons  were  too  short. — TJlif/Jl.  Pinching  as  with 
pincers  in  the  left  gluteal  muscles. — [90.]  Paralytic  drawing  extending 
down  the  left  thigh  (after  forty-eight  hours). — Drawing  pain  in  the  left 
thigh. — Sticking  pain  along  the  right  thigh,  followed  by  a  pressive  sensa- 
tion (after  a  quarter  of  an  hour). — -Several  successive  needlelike  stitches  in 
the  outer  side  of  the  left  thigh. — Twitching  in  the  left  gluteal  muscles,  as 
if  something  living  were  beneath  them  (after  twenty-four  hours). — Bruised 
pain  in  the  thighs  and  scapulse,  as  if  the  flesh  were  torn  loose,  lasting  two 
days. — Pain  on  the  inner  side  of  the  right  thigh,  close  to  the  knee,  as  if  he 
had  received  a  violent  blow  there  (fifth  day). — Knee,  Drawing  pain  in  the 
tendons  of  the  left  knee-joint. — Dull  drawing  pain  in  the  right  knee-joint, 
during  rest. — Sticking  in  the  right  knee. — ^[100.]  Dull  sticking  pain  in  the 
right  patella,  in  bed. — Three  successive  stitches  in  the  hollow  of  the  right 
knee,  while  walking  and  during  rest. — Twitching  pain  in  the  right  knee- 
joint,  afterwards  in  the  articulations  of  both  jaws  and  in  the  clavicles. — 
Constant  bubbling  pain  in  the  right  knee-joint. — Leg.  Heaviness  in  the 
calves  and  muscles  of  the  legs  (after  eighteen  hours). — Tension  in  the 
tendo  Achillis  as  if  it  were  swollen  and  too  short,  as  soon  as  he  bends  the 
left  foot  forward. — Painful  drawing  along  the  right  tibia. — Very  painful 
drawing  in  the  bones  of  the  lower  legs,  during  rest,  disappearing  on  motion 
(fifth  day). — Painful  pressure  and  throbbing  in  the  left  lower  leg,  in  the 
morning. — Bubbling  and  drawing  in  the  muscles  of  the  calves. — [HO.] 
Bubbling  pain  in  the  bones  of  the  left  lower  legs,  lasting  three  hours  (after 
five  hours). — Trembling  and  bubbling  in  the  tibia  and  middle  toes  while 
lying  (after  fourteen  hours). — Ankle.  Pain  as  from  a  sprain  in  the  left 
ankle  during  rest. — Pain  as  from  a  sprain  in  the  inner  malleolus  of  the  left 
ankle,  in  the  morning  (after  twenty-four  hours). — Sharp  sticking  pain  in 
the  inner  malleolus  of  the  right  foot,  which  takes  away  his  breath. — Throb- 
bing pain  in  the  inner  malleolus  of  the  right  foot. — Jerking  pain,  now  in 
the  left,  now  in  the  right  ankle. — Foot.  Crawling  as  if  asleep,  now  in  the 
sole  of  the  right  foot,  now  in  the  left  knee-joint  (after  ten  hours). 

Skin. — Itching  crawling  in  the  scar  of  an  incised  wound  received 
several  years  previous,  with  elevation  of  the  scar  as  if  it  would  break  out 
(after  eight  hours).— Itching  in  the  forepart  of  the  penis. — [120.]  Itching 
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on  tlie  scrotum,  disappearing  on  rubbing. — Itching  and  jerking  in  the  right 
knee. — Itching  on  the  upper  part  of  the  calves,  on  the  linee-joints  and  inner 
side  of  the  thighs,  disappearing  on  scratching,  followed  by  violent  burning, 
in  the  evening  in  bed  (aitei  sixteen  hpurs). 

Sleep  and  Dreams. — Wakes  very  early  in  the  morning,  without 
being  able  to  fall  asleep  again. — Vexatious,  sad  dreams. — Dreams  full  of 
hunting;  he  laughs  aloud  in  his  sleep. — He  dreams  that  his  abdomen  is 
covered  with  warts  and  ulcers,  to  which  he  is  indifferent. 

Fevev. — Chilliness  over  the  whole  body,  immediately  on  getting  out  of 
bed  in  the  morning  (after  twenty-four  hours). — On  raising  the  bed-covers 
somewhat,  and  allowing  a  little  air  to  come  to  the  feet,  he  becomes  chilly 
over  the  whole  body.-^Shivering. — Repeated  shivering. 

Conditions. — Aggravation.  —  {Morning),  All  pains  renewed,  espe- 
cially in  the  chest  and  throat;  during  partial  slumber,  anxiety,  etc.;  on 
rising  up  in  bed,  pain  in  forehead,  etc. ;  pain  above  corner  of  mouth  ;  pres- 
sure, etc.,  in  lower  leg. — {Evening'),  All  pains ;  all  pains  renewed,  especially 
in  chest  and  throat ;  in  bed,  pain  in  axilla.^ — {Bending  body  sideways),  Pain 
in  lower  chf^sX,.— {Expiration) ,  Pain  in  lower  chest ;  pain  in  sternum. — 
{Flexing  arm),  Pain  in  bend  of  elbow. — {Lying  on  bach),  Pain  across  lower 
chest. — {Pressure),  Pain  in  pit  of  stomach,  etc. — {During  rest),  Pressure  in 
ligaments  of  elbow-joints ;  pain  in  knee-joint ;  drawing  in  leg-bones. — 
{While  writing).  Pain  in  hand. 

Aftneliovation. — {Bending  forward).  Pains  in  chest. — {Emission  of 
flatulence),  Relief  of  abdominal  symptoms. — {Motion),  Pain  in  fingers. — 
{Pressure),  Pains  in  chest. — {Stretching  out  arm),  Pain  in  bend  of  elbow.

Preparation,  Tincture  from  the  twigs.

JUind. — Emotional.  During  the  paroxysm  (of  fever)  raved  inco- 
herently,\ — Delirious  (after  six  hours)," ;  (after  several  hours),*. — Moaned 
most  piteously,''.^ — Fright,'. — Intellectual.  During  the  morning  of  her 
death  she  lay  in  a  stupid  state ;  answered  no  questions,  and  did  not  appear 
to  be  sensible,^ — As  the  convulsions  continued  the  stupor  became  more 
and  more  profound,'. — At  the  end  of  an  hour  and  a  half  from  the  time  at 
which  she  was  found  the  convulsions  ceased  altogether,  leaving  her  in  a 
state  of  profound  coma,  breathing  heavily  but  regularly ,1 — She  lay  appar- 
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ently  in  a  deep  comatose  sleep  until  about  9  o'clock  next  day,  when  she 
awoke  to  perfect  consciousness,  with  no  recollection  of  what  had  occurred 
since  swallowing  the  oil,'. 

Head. — Dizzy  (after  fourteen  hours),^ ;  (after  several  hours,  and  sec- 
ond day),*. — [10.]  Head  felt  bad,*. — Head  felt  as  if  inclosed  with  an  iron 
band  (after  a  few  minutes),'. 

Eye. — Eyes  sondewhat  bloodshot,  but  as  the  patient  had  been  weeping 
I  did  not  know  but  the  sclerotic  congestion  might  in  part  have  been  caused 
by  that,". — Eyes  began  to  glare  and  twitch,*. — Eyes  felt  as  if  bursting  from 
their  sockets  (after  a  few  minutes),'. — Pupil.  Pupils  dilated,''. — Pupil 
dilated  to  one-half  of  the  width  of  the  iris,*. — Pupil  completely  dilated,'. 

Face. — Very  red  in  the  face,^ — Countenance  assumed  a  venous  as- 
pect,' *. — [20,]  Face  swollen  and  livid,". — Veins  of  the  face,  head,  and 
neck  fully  distended,".— One-half  of  the  lower  lip  and  part  of  the  chin, 
and  down  upon  the  side  of  the  neck,  were  much  swollen,  and  of  a  dark 
hue,  almost  like  ecchymoses  from  a  bruise ;  the  tongue  and  gums,  too,  were 
involved  in  a  similar  swelling  and  lividity,". — -Jaws  firmly  fixed,". 

JKouth. — Thought  it  would  take  the  skin  from  her  mouth  and  throat,'. 
— She  could  not  speak  so  as  to  be  understood ;  she  articulated  like  a  person 
laboring  under  hemiplegia,^ 

Throat. — Fauces  in  spots  denuded  of  their  mucous  covering,". 

Stotnach. — Thirst.  Thirst  (after  several  hours  and  on  second  day),*. 
— Great  thirst,'. — Nausea  and  Voiniting,  Nausea,'. — [30.]  Sick  and 
distressed  at  her  stomach  (second  day),*. — Vomited,'. — A  slight  attempt 
at  emesis,  and  a  very  little  of  the  oil  was  vomited,'. — Vomited  between  the 
fits  ;  the  matter  vomited  emitted  the  odor  of  cedar  oil,^. — Vomited  freely,*. 
— Vomiting  of  a  black  matter  and  afterwards  of  a  green  matter ;  the  vom- 
iting continued  all  day,'. — Stomach.  Considerable  distension  and  tender- 
ness at  pit  of  stomach,". — ^Distress  at  her  stomach  (after  several  hours  and 
on  second  day),*. — ^Pain  in  her  stomach,^ — On  being  requested  to  put  her 
hand  on  the  seat  of  suflTering  she  put  it  upon  her  stomach,'. — [40.]  Stomach 
burned,*. 

A-bdomen. — Abdomen  swollen  and  hot,". — Pain  in  the  bowels,'. — Com- 
plained of  intensity  of  pain  in  abdomen,". 

Stool. — Violent  purging,  which  continued  till  death,'. — Bowels  loose 
the  first  day,  but  for  the  last  twenty-four  hours  nothing  had  passed  them,". 

Urinary  Organs.— Great,  difficulty  in  passing  urine,'. 

Sexual  Orgatis. — Uterine  htemorrhage,'. 

Respiratory  Organs. — The  soft  parts  about  the  neck  were  sucked 
down  at  every  effort  at  inspiration,  and  the  lower  jaw  descended,'  *  °. — 
Stertor  continued  for  a  few  minutes;  it  was  succeeded  by  breathing  of  a 
very  different  kind ;  and  the  chief  character  of  this  was  an  unsuccessful 
heaving  of  the  chest  in  inspiration  for  breath,  and  a  limpsy  dropping  to- 
gether of  the  chest  in  expiration,'  *  ^ — [50.]  Expiration  slow  and  without 
assistance  from  the  expiratory  muscles ;  the  chest  appeared'to  fall  together 
from  its  own  weight,". 

Heart  and  JPulse.—Pnhe  less  than  60,  afterwards  sank  to  45,  then 
intermitted,'. — Pulse  55  (one  hour  and  a  half  after  she  was  found)  ;  after 
an  hour  it  began  to  rise  in  frequency,  became  more  regular,  narrow,  normal, 
and  firm ;  over  100  (after  six  hours),'.— Pulse  50 ;  afterwards  began  to 
intermit,*.— Pulse  45,  wide,  and  soft ;  afterwards  40  and  45 ;  after  bleeding 
to  the  amount  of  twelve  to  sixteen  ounces,  35,  yet  regular,^ — Pulse  flutter- 
ing, feeble,  and  slow,  not  more  than  55  in  a  minute,  and  very  irregular,". 
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Superior  Extremities. — Hands  at  times  clenched/. 

Inferior  Extremities. — Staggering,*. 

General  Symptoms. — Objective.  Twitching  of  the  muscles/. — 
Convulsions  for  three  or  four  hours/. — [60.]  A  most  violent  convulsion 
came  on,  and  all  further  consciousness  was  lost  for  twelve  hours.  Convul- 
sions rapidly  succeeded  each  other,  until  within  two  hours  she  had  eleven,". 
— Whole  body,  neck,  trunk,  and  extremities  perfectly  stiff,  all  the  volun- 
tary muscles  being  in  that  state  of  violent  contraction  called  by  Cullen 
"  ^astic  rigidity,'^  and  by  some  others  "  tonic  spasm,"  and  the  whole  body 
at  the  same  time  jerking ;  her  eyes  glaring  and  still ;  jaws  set;  hands 
clenched ;  breathing  struggling ;  choking  and  strangling ;  countenance 
bloated  and  livid,  and  her  pulse  as  low  as  60  per  minute,  very  wide,  and 
soft;  soon  her  breathing  became  more  free,  uniform,  and  active,  and  at 
each  expiration  puffed  out  blubbers  from  her  mouth,  and  at  each  inspira- 
tion hauled  them  in ;  coincident  with  the  improvement  in  her  breathing 
the  jerking  abated,  and  the  spasm  of  the  muscles  gave  way,  till  her  arms 
fell  limpsy  by  her  side ;  the  whole  system  then  became  relaxed,  and  the 
breathing  quite  easy  and  quiet,  yet  the  eye  remained  glaring  and  fixed,  the 
pulse  slow,  wide,  and  soft,  yet  the  stupor  so  profound  that  no  sign  of  con- 
sciousness could  be  elicited ;  this  paroxysm  was  soon  followed  by  another, 
which  began  by  jerking  of  the  eyes,  followed  by  jerking  of  the  head,  con- 
traction of  the  muscles  of  one  side  of  the  face  and  neck,  then  those  of  the 
other  side,  those  of  the  back  of  the  neck,  those  of  the  arms,  trunk,  and 
lower  limbs,  in  rapid  succession ;  when  the  muscles  of  the  arms  and  of  the 
body  generally  contracted,  the  arms  were  reached  out  imploringly,  which 
with  the  accompanying  groan,  if  groan  that  noise  could  be  called,  anxious 
and  strained  eye,  and  distorted  countenance,  was  the  natural  language  to 
the  bystanders  of  the  extremest  terror  and  amazement,  although  the  pa- 
tient was  entirely  unconscious ;  then  followed  violent  jerking  of  the  whole 
body,  the  breathing  being  nearly  suppressed  ;  after  a  little  time  the  jerking 
gradually  abated,  and  the  breathing  became  more  free,  and  the  symptoms 
given  of  the  latter  part  of  former  paroxysm  succeeded  and  in  the  same 
order;  followed  by  other  convulsions;  pulse  55,  intermitting,  wide,  and 
soft,l — The  whole  system  of  voluntary  muscles  tightened  with  the  most 
rigid  spasm,  the  whole  body  jerking,  the  eyes  glaring,  pupils  dilated  a  little, 
pulse  60  per  minute,  and  respiration  struggling,  catching,  and  strangling ; 
followed  by  another  paroxysm  which,  as  in  other  cases,  began  by  a  jerking 
of  the  eyes,  followed  by  jerking  of  the  head,  contraction  of  the  muscles  of 
one  side  of  the  face  and  neck,  those  of  the  other  side,  those  of  the  back  of 
the  neck,  those  of  the  arm,  trunk,  and  extremities,  accompanied  by  the 
same  imploring  reaching  of  the  arms,  groan,  if  groan  that  noise  can  be 
called,  glaring  eye,  and  natural  language  of  the  most  extreme  terror  and 
amazement,  and  this  succeeded  by  jerking  of  the  whole  body ;  so  heart- 
sickening,  and  indeed  frightful,  was  her  appearance  that  but  few  of  the 
bystanders  could  bear  the  sight ;  some  fainted,  and  others  covered  their 
faces  with  their  handkerchiefs  and  turned  away ;  so  imperfectly  did  the 
spasm  pass  off  between  the  paroxysms  that  the  patient  was  in  constant  mo- 
tion ;  two  or  three  men  tried  to  hold  her  still,  but  they  could  not  do  it  so 
as  to  prevent  the  medicine  being  spilt.  I  had  constantly  to  keep  some  hard 
substance  between  her  teeth  to  prevent  their  shutting,*. — The  patient  passed 
into  an  apparently  apoplectic  state,  accompanied  with  stertorous  breathing, 
as  the  convulsions  ceased,^ — At  the  end  of  forty  minutes  from  the  com- 
mencement of  the  convulsions  they  ceased  altogether,  leaving  the  patient 
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in  an  apparently  apoplectic  state,  accompanied  with  stertorous  breathing, 
and  a  pulse  numbering  about  50  per  minute,*. — After  the  convulsions 
ceased,  an  apparently  apoplectic  state,  accompanied  with  stertorous  breath- 
ing, twitching  of  the  voluntary  muscles,  venous  countenance,  and  pulse 
between  40  and  45,^ — When  the  fever  was  off,  appeared  much  exhausted,'. 
— Much  exhausted,  or  in  a  state  of  prostration,  when  she  made  an  effort  to 
inspire ;  when  the  air  passed  out  of  the  chest  all  strength  seemed  wanting.^ 
— Found  on  the  floor,  and  supposed  to  be  dying,l — Subjective.  Pelt 
very  strangely  (after  a  few  minutes),'. — [70.]  Sore  all  over  (after  fourteen 
hours),' ;  (second  day),*. 

Sleep. — Could  be  aroused  a  very  little,  but  would  immediately  doze 
away  again  (after  four  hours),\ 

Fever. — Chilliness.  Rigors  followed  by  fever,^ — Seat.  Feverish 
(after  fourteen  hours),^ — Considerable  fever  and  pain,  similar  to  labor 
,pains,\ — High  fever  (second  day),*. — Siveat.  Skin  dry  and  parched,^.

that  there  was  active  decomposition  of  the  urea  and  uric  acid,  thence  it  is 
very  probable  that  the  quantity  of  urea  is  increased  by  acetate  of  potash, I —

Amaurotic  weakness  of  vision  (ninth  day),'®. — Dimness  of  vision  (eighth 
day),'" ;  in  evening  in  walking,". — Sight  confused  and  dim,". — A  sudden 
feeling  as  though  a  black  plate  were  placed  before  both  eyes  at  the  distance 
of  about  ten  paces,  so  that  I  was  unable  to  recognize  any  object  at  that 
distance ;  as  I  was  looking  through  a  closed  window  I  thought  that  might 
be  the  cause  of  the  difficulty,  but  on  turning  around  and  speaking  with  a 
person  standing  about  two  paces  from  me,  I  was  unable  to  recognize  him, 
the  vision  was  so  obscured  ;  this  lasted  about  ten  minutes,  when  the  ob- 
scuration gave  way  to  a  sensation  as  though  a  veil  were  hanging  before  the

— Objective,  Swelling  and  pain  of  the  nose,'l — Swelling  of 
both  alse  of  the  nose,*^ — -A  scab  in  the  left  nostril,  which  on  removal  bled, 
immediately  formed  again  and  bled  on  every  removal,  without  marked 
pain;  it  healed  only  after  four  days;  on  the  second  day  after  a  new  dose 
the  same  place  began  to  bleed,  and  then  only  healed  after  fourteen  days,". 
*  The  whole  membrane  of  the  septum  dotted  with  minute  idcerations  (one  case),*'- 
— *A  large  and  deep  ulceration  on  the  septum,  without  perforation  (one  case),^' 
— [310,]  *Septum  narium  completely  ulcerated  away,*l — *Entire  carti- 
laginous septum  destroyed,  and  the  whole  nasal  mucous  membrane  in  a 
state  of  purulent  inflammation ;  the  disease  had  been  mistaken  for  syph- 
ilis (one  case),^". — Violent  pricking  in  the  nose  and  irresistible  sneezing ; 
in  time  the  membrane  begins  to  be  thrown  oflf,  and  portions  of  it  are  carried 
into  the  handkerchief  used  in  blowing  the  nose  ;  this  process  goes  on,  when 
once  started,  so  rapidly,  that  after  a  period  of  six  or  eight  days  the  septum 
becomes  thin,  permeated  with  openings,  and  is  ultimately  detached  alto- 
gether; this  process  of  ulceration  occurs  in  every  workman,  excepting  those 
who  take  snufii".

— Violent 
sneezing  in  frequent  paroxysms  (third  day),''\  —  [330,]  Sneezing  racks 
the  whole  body  (first  day),'^"". — Running  at  the  nose,"''. — Increased  secre- 
tion from  the  nose,  after  dinner,  with  sore  pain  on  the  margin  of  the  nos- 
tril (fifty-ninth  day),'^. — Discharge  from  nose,";  in  the  evening  (20  drops, 
second  day),'. — Discharge,  with  swelling  of  the  nose,"'. — Much  discharge 
from  both  nostrils  (eighty-fourth  day),^*. — Moist  discharge  from  the  lower 
portion  of  the  nose  (twenty-ninth  day),^l — More  moisture  than  usual  from 
the  nose,  as  though  coryza  were  imminent  (third  day),"". — Discharge  of 
much  moisture  from  the  nose,'\ — Frequent  discharge  of  moisture  from  the 
right  nostril,'*. — [340.]  Frequent  discharge  of  acrid  corrosive  moisture  from 
the  right  nostril  (seventy-fifth  day),''. — Discharge  of  thin  matter  from  the 
nose  (thirty  to  thirty-fifth  day),"'. — Much  thin  discharge  from  both  nostrils 
(eighty-ninth  day),'*. — Thin  discharge  from  the  right  nostril  (eighty-seventh 
day),'".

— [350.]  Discharge  of  water  from  both  nostrils,'* ;  (seventeenth  day),"". — 
Watery  discharge  from  both  nostrils,  with  tickling  and  itching  (twenty- 
second  day),"'. — Frequent  unnoticed  discharge  of  water  from  the  right  nos- 
tril (seventy-seventh  day),'*. — Running  of  water  from  the  right  nostril,'*.— 
Running  of  water  from  the  right  nostril ;  after  awhile  the  nose  became 
quite  dry  (one  hundred  and  fifth  day),'*. — Frequent  running  of  water  from 
the  nose,  towards  noon  (one  hundred  and  fifth  day),'*. — Constant  running 
of  water  from  the  right  nostril,  which  causes  burning  on  the  margin  of  the 
nostril  and  on  the  upper  lip  (eighty-second  day),'*. — Constant  running  of

of  the  nose  after  getting  up  in  the  morning,  when  washing  himself,^l — 
[370.]  Frequent  bleeding  at  the  nose,  which  returned  at  intervals  for  a 
year  (first  week),*", — Profuse  bleeding  of  the  nose  (about  4  ounces) ;  some 
time  afterwards  transient  burning  in  the  eyes,'^ — Sudden  profuse  bleeding 
of  the  nose  during  dinner,  soon  disappearing  but  returning  slightly  in  the 
evening,^. —  Bleeding  from  the  right  nostril  woke  him  in  the  morning 
(sixth  day),'^ — Bleeding  from  the  right  nostril,  during  the  forenoon  after 
moderate  exertion  (eighty-sixth  day),'^.

— Subjective.  *Dryness  of  the  iiose,'^ — *Dry- 
ness  towards  the  root  of  the.  nose,  extending  into  the  frontal  sinuses  (twenty- 
ninth  day),'°. — -Dryness  and  burning  in  the  right  nostril,  after  rising  in  the 
morning  (fifty-ninth  day),'l — Feeling  of  dryness  in  the  nose,  especially  in 
the  right  nostril,  although  some  moisture  is  discharged  from  the  nose  during 
the  forenoon  (twenty-ninth  day),^.

eighth  day),'^ — *  Great  dryness  of  the  nose  (fifty-secoud  day),'l — Very  great 
dryness  of  the  nose,  on  waking  in  the  morning  (forty-second  day),"''. — 
Excessive  dryness  of  the  mucous  membrane  of  the  nose  since  yesterday 
afternoon ;  the  nasal  cavities  dilated  and  the  air  streamed  easily  through 
the  nose  (one  hundred  and  twenty-sixth  day),''.

After  dinner,  cough  accidentally  forced 
some  black  coffee  into  the  nose,  which  caused  an  excessively  disagreeable 
sensation,  so  that  for  several  hours  there  was  a  distressing  dryness  and  pain 
in  the  nose  (one  hundred  and  first  day),'^ — Frequent  stoppage  of  the  nos- 
trils (thirtieth  to  thirty-fifth  day),^'. — Obstruction  of  the  nose,  in  the  morn- 
ing on  waking,^^ — Obstruction  of  the  left  nostril,  in  the  morning  on  rising, 
with  discharge  of  thick  yellow  mucus  (fourth  and  sixth  days),^ — Frequent 
need  to  blow  the  nose,  though  there  was  nothing  in  it,  after  dinner  (one 
hundred  and  third  day),'l — Unpleasant  sensation  in  my  nose,  as  if  water

— Nose  full  and  loaded  as  if  going 
to  discharge  abundantly,  on  waking  in  the  morning  (thirty-first  day),'. — 
'^A  disagreeable  sensation  in  the  7iose,  as  if  it  were  swollen,  the  mucous  mem- 
brane dry  ;  the  tualls  of  the  nose  feel  stiff  and  velvety,'''''. — Dull  pain  in  the 
nasal  bones,'*. — ^Burrowing  and  beating  inside  the  root  of  the  nose  (in  the 
ethmoid  bone?),  therewith  in  the  corresponding  portion  of  the  nose  there  were 
externally  felt  heat  and  a  distinct  throbbing  rhythmical  with  thepidse;  the  nose 
became  swollen  at  the  root  and  hot  without  being  red ;  the  nose  itself  seemed 
thick  and  full,  and  she  spoke  "  through  it ;"  was  frequently  inclined  to  blow  the 
nose  on  account  of  a  sensation  as  of  a  thick  substance  in  it,  but  nothing  was 
expelled;  the  nose  remained  dry;  it  felt  as  heavy  as  if  a  iveight  were  hanging 
from  it  (first  day),'"^ — [420.]

lent as  yesterday ;  on  the  eighth  day,  the  feeling  as  though  the  bones  rubbed 
against  each  other  ceased  ;  the  right  nostril  ivas  still  JiUed  luith  hard  masses; 
small  ulcers  on  the  external  borders  of  the  nostrils  continued;  the  ulcers  on  the 
right  side  had  not  entirely  healed  before  they  also  appeared  iu  the  left 
nostril,  where  they  burned  still  more  than  in  the  right ;  at  last  the  tip  of 
the  nose,  especially  towards  the  right  side,  became  very  sensitive  ;  the  scars 
formed  by  the  healing  of  these  ulcers  remained  for  a  long  time,'l — -[430.] 
^Soreness  in  the  nose;  at  the  lower  (outer)  surface  of  the  septum  there  is  a  yel- 
low scab,  which  is  increasing;  it  is  chieily  at  the  junction  of  the  septum 
with  the  upper  lip,^^ — Soreness  in  the  right  nostril,  the  dorsum  of  the  nose 
was  painful  to  touch  (tenth  day),'*. — The  usual  soreness  of  nose,^l — Feeling 
of  soreness  in  the  mucous  membrane  of  the  nose  (one  hundred  and  fifth 
day),'^ — Feeling  of  soreness  in  the  nose,  which  is  dry ;  especially  are  the 
margins  of  the  nostrils  dry  and  covered  with  thin  scales,  in  the  evening 
(eighty-fourth  day),'*. — ^Unusual  sensation  iu  the  nostrils,  something  of  a 
feeling  of  soreness,  as  if  the  nose  were  stiff  like  parchment  and  immovable; 
the  nose  was  also  quite  dry,  in  the  evening  (one  hundred  and  eleventh 
day),'^. — Margins  of  the  nose  feel  sore  (one  hundred  and  twenty-third 
day),'°. — Sore  pain  on  the  right  side  of  the  septum  of  the  nose,  especially 
when  touched,  after  which  it  was  most  violent  (twenty-second  day),'".

— Tickling  in  the  left  nostril 
(first  day),'''^ — Tickling  and  burning  in  the  nose  frequently  returned  after 
the  proving,'". — Tickling  and  itching  in  the  nose  (twenty-third  day),™. — 
Tickling  and  itching  in  the  nose,  associated  with  crawling  and  formication 
in  the  left  side  of  the  nose,  and  twitching  iu  the  margins  of  the  lids  of  the 
same  side  (twenty-fifth  day),'". — Disagreeable  tickling  in  the  left  nostril, 
high  up,  as  if  a  hair  were  moving  in  it,  so  that  I  was  unconsciously  obliged 
to  bore  in  with  the  finger,  in  the  evening  while  in  the  'house ;  there  was 
nothing  in  the  nose  and  it  was  quite  dry  (fiftieth  day),'^ — Distressing  tick- 
ling sensation  in  the  nose  (twelfth  and  thirteenth  day),™. — Itching  in  the 
nose  (thirty-first  day)  ;  almost  intolerable  (thirty-second  day),'". — [450.] 
Annoying  itching  and  tickling  in  the  nose,  increased  by  rubbing  (nineteenth 
day),'". — Smell.  Smell  extremely  acute  (fifth  day),'". — Diminished  sense 
of  smell  (thirtieth  to  thirty-fifth  day),''. — Smell  even  for  strong  odors 
blunted  (to  the  astonishment  of  others),  (third  day),'". — Sensation  of  smell 
for  very  strong  odors  lost  (this  symptom  was  observed  more  or  less  during 
the  whole  proving),  (thirty-first  day),'". — Destitute  of  smell,  for  nineteen 
years  (after  first  week),". — ^*Offensive  odor  in  the  nose,". — Sensation  of  a 
fetid  smell,\ — Imaginary  putrid  smells  (with  eructations,  and  taste  of 
rancid  bacon),  (after  fourth  dose),'. 
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Face. — Objective.  Expression  of  uneasiness  (0.12  grains),". — [460.] 
'Countenance  anxious/^ — General  appearance  ansemic,''^ — Yellow  color  of 
the  face  (tenth  day),'". — Face  yellow  and  earthy,''^ — Ashy  gray  color  of 
the  face  (fourth  day),'".— *i^ac6  pale,"^;  (after  half  an  hour),";  (0.12 
grains),*'. — Complexion  before  ruddy  and  fresh,  now  pale  and  yellowish,^. 
— Color  of  the  face  pale,  sickly,  with  sunken  eyes  (fifth  day),'". — Great 
paleness  of  the  face  (third  day),''". — Face  very  pale  and  cadaverous,  and 
■covered  with  cold  sweat,*^ — [470.]  Swelling  of  the  face  (in  some  cases),**- 
— Peculiar  tension  of  the  muscles  of  the  face,  which  makes  the  features 
rigid,  a  very  sickly  expression  (one  hundred  and  twenty-first  day),^°. — Face 
drawn,  pale,  and  covered  with  cold  clammy  sweat  (after  one  hour  and  a 
half),*'. — Subjective,  Indefinite  painful  sensation  in  the  right  side  of 
the  face,  especially  in  the  zygoma  and  towards  the  ear  (after  one  hour, 
second  day);  returned,  but  in  the  left  side  (tenth  day),'*. — Tension  in  the 
facial  muscles  (thirty-third  day),''*. — Aching  like  a  bruised  pain  in  the 
bones  of  the  face,  especially  on  the  facial  surface  of  both  superior  maxil- 
lary bones  (ninety-ninth  day),"*.

— Pain  in  cheek-bone,  in  the 
evening  (20  drops,  second  day),*. — ^Sore  burning  in  the  fossa,  between  the 
right  wing  of  the  nose  and  the  cheek,  lasting  half  an  hour  (fifty-second 
day),'*. — Tension  and  drawing  in  the  masseter  muscles,  and  great  accumu- 
lation of  saliva  in  the  mouth  (seventy-first  day),'*. — Drawing  in  the  zygoma 
and  in  the  bones  of  the  extremities  (ninety-fifth  day),'*. — Feeling  of  pres- 
sure.in  the  bones  of  the  upper  jaw,  just  below  the  orbits,  after  breakfast 
(twenty-third  day),'*. — Acute  pain  in  the  infraorbital  portion  of  the  malar 
bones  (twenty-seventh  day),'*. — [490.]  Violent  sticking,  extending  through 
the  right  zygoma  towards  the  forehead  (sixty-fifth  day),'*. — *  Sensitiveness 
of  the  bones  of  the  upper  jaw,  especially  beneath  the  orbit  (thirtieth  day),'*. — 
Lips.  That  portion  of  the  upper  lip  under  the  nose  is  swollen  and  sensi- 
tive, but  not  red,  in  the  forenoon  (one  hundred  and  twelfth  day),'*. — The 
upper  lip  beneath  the  right  nostril  was  swollen,  red,  and  covered  with  small 
blisters  (seventy-ninth  day),'*. — Ulcerations,  with  indurated  edges,  and 
smarting  pain  on  the  mucous  surface  of  both  lips,". — Burning  in  the  lips 
(one  hundred  and  fourteenth  day),'*. — Burning  in  the  upper  lip  beneath 
the  nostrils  (seventieth  day),'*.

Boring  pain  in  the  left  side  of  the  lower 
jaw,  in  the  evening,'*. — Constant  boring  pain  in  the  left  side  of  the  lower 
jaw,  with  some  remissions,'*. — Burrowing  in  the  rami  of  the  lower  jaw 
(first  day),"". — Drawing  in  the  lower  jaw  starting  from  the  ear,  with  accu- 
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mulation  of  saliva  in  the  moutt  (ninety-ninth  day),". — Stitches  in  left  sub- 
maxillary bones  towards  the  ear,'. 

Mouth. — Teeth.  A  carious  tooth  that  had  been  filled,  and  upon 
which  I  accidentally  bit  at  dinner,  and  which  pained  for  a  few  minutes 
afterwards  as  usual,  began  to  pain  violently  about  3  p.m.;  the  pain  gradu- 
ally increased,  so  that  I  was  obliged  to  leave  off  work ;  at  6  p.m.  it  was 
drawn,  after  which  it  bled  through  the  night  and  till  the  next  noon,  with 
very  great  swelling  of  the  gum,  so  that  no  medicine  was  taken  for  the  next 
three  days  (tenth  day),'l — Toothache,  with  profuse  accumulation  of  sali  va,'^ 
— Boring  pain  in  the  right  upper  molars,  towards  evening,''^ — Dull  burrow- 
ing pain  in  all  the  teeth  of  the  left  side,  after  midnight  (eighteenth  day),'"'. 
— Gnawing  in  the  roots  of  all  the  teeth,  at  noon  (ninety-first  day),'^ — 
[510.]  Transient  drawing  and  tearing  pains  in  the  left  teeth  and  in  various 
joints  of  the  extremities,  wandering  and  suddenly  changing  their  location 
(nineteenth  day),''^ — Transient  stitches  in  various  hollow  and  sound  teeth 
of  the  left  side  (third  day),'"'. — Transient  stitches  in  several  back  teeth  of 
the' left  side,  also  in  an  anterior  upper  incisor  (thirty-second  day),''^ — Dull 
tearing  toothache  in  the  back  teeth  of  the  left  lower  jaw,  with  stitches  ex- 
tending into  the  ears  and  corresponding  temple  (eighteenth  day),''^ — Sud- 
den drawing-tearing  pain  in  all  the  teeth  of  the  left  side,  starting  from  no 
particular  tooth,  relieved  by  neither  cold  nor  warmth,  but  only  for  a  mo- 
ment by  pressure  upon  the  lower  jaw ;  lasting  till  towards  midnight  (seventh 
day) ;  the  next  morning  there  was  no  pain  in  the  teeth,  but  a  decided  swell- 
ing of  the  gum,  which  was  painful  in  the  vicinity  of  a  last  left  lower  hol-

characterized  by  violent  tearing-digging  pain  involving  now  the  right,  now  the  lefi

Nausea  with  hot  risings  from  the  stomach  and 
accumulation  of  sweetish  flat  saliva  in  the  mouth  (second  day),™. — Nausea, 
heaving  at  the  stomach  and  shuddering,  with  flow  of  water  in  mouth, 
sensation  of  coldness  in  stomach,  and  want  of  appetite,^' — Nausea,  and 
violent  shooting  pains  in  stomach,  then  vomiting  of  the  drug,". — Nausea 
and  inclination  to  vomit  after  breakfast  (one  hundred  and  twenty-first 
day),'^ — Nausea  and  inclination  to  vomit,^'"'.

and  even  after  breakfast,  associated  with  heaviness  and  tension  in  the 
lower  abdomen,  in  the  region  of  the  symphysis  pubis,  and  a  general  feeling 
of  discomfort,  of  malaise ;  the  nausea  gradually  disappeared,  but  towards 
evening  while  smoking  there  were  frequent  spitting  and  slight  attacks  of 
nausea  (sixty-seventh  day),^^ — Nauseous  sensation  in  the  epigastric  region 
for  a  moment  (after  each  dose),  (twentieth  to  twenty-first  day),™. — Frequent 
attacks  of  nausea  (twenty-sixth  to  thirtieth  day),™. — [750.]  *Sudden  nausea, 
half  an  hour  after  a  moderate  dinner  (tenth  day),™. — Sudden  nausea  and 
headache,  soon  followed  by  vomiting  and  purging,^^ — Slight  nausea  to- 
wards noon;  excessive  nausea  in  the  evening,  with  inclination  to  vomit,^l— 
Much  nausea,  while  walking  in  the  open  air  after  breakfast  (tenth  day),^^ 
— Much  nausea  with  sour  eructations,  qualmishness,  and  at  last  violent 
griping  in  the  abdomen,  half  an  hour  after  breakfast  (ninth  dayjj'l — 
Great  nausea  with  inclination  to  vomit,  soon  after  taking  ;  indeed,  he  would 
have  vomited  if  he  had  not  taken  a  morsel  of  bread,  which  immediately  re- 
lieved all  the  symptoms,'"*^ — Great  nausea,  inclination  to  vomit,  and  such 
violent  retching  that  it  caused  pain  in  the  abdomen  (second  day),"". — 
Excessive  nausea  (immediately  after  a  new  dose),^*\ — Awoke  at  2  a.m., 
with  extreme  nausea,  but  inability  to  vomit  (three  hours  after  15  drops, 
third  day),^ — Violent  sickness  of  the  stomach,  with  great  inclination  to 
vomit,  which  continued  for  half  an  hour,  when  it  gradually  passed  off,  and 
he  fell  asleep  (after  twenty  minutes,  seventh  day) ;  sickness  of  stomach 
again,  with  a  still  greater  inclination  to  vomit,  and  slight  chilliness  (after 
half  an  hour,  eighth  day),^ — [760.]  I  attempted  to  eat,  but  had  scarcely 
taken  a  spoonful  of  soup  when  the  sickness  returned ;  solid  food  was  borne 
very  well  (three  hours  after  30  drops),  (thirty-fifth  day),™. — Dizzy  and 
sick  at  my  stomach  ;  could  not  lie  in  bed,  and  felt  sick  and  very  much  like 
vomiting  (a  thing  I  have  not  done  these  thirty  years),  (after  two  hours),^''. — 
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Deadly  sickness,  and  vomiting  of  light  yellow-colored  insipid  fluid,  whilst 
walking  in  the  open  air  (two  hours  after  fourth  dose),^ — Qualmishness 
after  breakfast,"*;  lasting  all  day,". — Qualmishness,  diminished  by  eat- 
ing,"\ — Qualmishness,  coldness,  trembling,  and  hunger,  the  qualmishness 
diminished  by  eating,^*'. — Qualmishness,  with  depression  of  spirits,  paleness 
of  the  face,  blunted  sensibility,  muscular  weakness,  with  a  very  strong  de- 
sire to  be  relieved  of  this  distress,  so  that  I  attempted  to  provoke  vomiting 
by  putting  the  finger  into  the  throat,  which  succeeded  in  ejecting  large 
amounts  of  food  and  mucus,  after  which  I  experienced  relief,''. — Slight 
qualmishness  and  pressure  in  the  stomach,  after  breakfast  (eighty-fourth 
day),'l — Squeamishness,  and  in  half  an  hour  vomiting  of  the  food,  quite 
undigested  and  not  the  least  acid ;  followed  by  nausea  on  moving  about, 
for  several  hours,". — Inclination  to  vomit  (seventh  day) ;  after  breakfast, 
soon  (thirteenth  day),'* ;  soon  after  fourth  dose,^ ;  half  an  hour  after  dinner 
(tenth  day),^" ;  lasting  an  hour  (second  day),". — [770.]  Coffee  with  milk 
was  not  only  not  relished,  but  afterwards  there  was  inclination  to  vomit, 
which  continued  with  accumulation  of  water  in  the  mouth,  so  that  vomit- 
ing was  only  forcibly  repressed  (eighth  day),'*. — Constant  straining  and 
retching,*'. — Frightful  retching,  followed  ,by  repeated  attacks  of  vomiting, 
which  completely  empty  the  stomach  (after  1  grain  1st  trit.),'*. — Repeated 
retching  and  vomiting  (0.12  grain),*'. — Severe  retchings  and  vomiting,". — 
*Vomiting,". — Vomiting ;  all  mucilaginous  liquids  administered  were  im- 
mediately rejected,*^. — Vomiting,  with  straiuing,'^ — Vomiting  was  almost 
always  produced,  and  in  a  great  measure  prevented  other  symptoms  from 
being  developed ;  sometimes,  however,  25  and  30  drops  produced  no  ap- 
parent effect,*. — I  have  become  so  averse  to  the  drug  that  it  makes  me 
vomit  whenever  taken  ;  even  the  thought  of  it  causes  accumulation  of  water 
in  the  mouth  (one  hundred  and  ninth  day),'*. — [780.]  Vomiting,  preceded 
by  frequent  ineffectual  efforts ;  this  occurred  six  times ;  the  ejecta  had  a 
slightly  yellow  color,  a  somewhat  sweetish  taste,  reminding  one  of  the  drug. 
During  the  fifth  and  sixth  repetition  of  the  vomiting  there  was  a  bruised 
pain  in  the  upper  abdomen,  and  the  ejection,  with  great  exhaustion,  of  a 
very  dark-brown  extremely  bitter  substance  (much  more  bitter  than  ordi- 
nary bile),  (one  hour  after  30  drops),  (thirty-fifth  day),*'. — After  breakfast, 
while  dressing,  the  inclination  to  vomit  suddenly  became  violent,  and  all  the 
contents  of  the  stomach  were  forcibly  ejected ;  the  vomiting  was  entirely 
without  effort,  left  behind  no  disagreeable  taste,  and  after  it  I  felt  quite 
well,  so  that  I  was  able  to  give  my  lecture  (eighth  day),'*. — Vomiting  of  all 
the  contents  of  the  stomach,  with  very  painful  contractions  of  the  stomach, 
and  persistent  retching,  even  after  the  stomach  had  been  emptied  ;  this  was 
followed  by  relief,  and  all  the  symptoms  disappeared ;  this  antiperistaltic 
action  was  confined  wholly  to  the  stomach  ;  there  was  po  bile  vomited,  not 
even  a  trace  of  a  bitter  taste,  ouly  the  taste  of  the  food  (one  hundred  and 
twenty-first  day),'*. — Occasional  vomiting,  with  violent  epigastric  pain,*l — 
Frequent  and  violent  vomiting,  without  much  retching  (after  copious 
draughts  of  milk,  soap-water,  and  oil),*\ — Profusely  sick  and  had  thrown 
up  a  serous-looking  fluid,  resembling  the  evacuations  of  rice  fluid  in 
cholera,*^ — *  Vomiting  of  thin  gkdry  fluid  {of  a  pinkish  oolor),^''. — Vomiting, 
with  much  straining,  after  breakfast ;  after  the  lapse  of  half  an  hour,  again 
vomiting  of  brownish -yellow  pappy  matter ;  in  three  hours  the  vomiting  re- 
turned, with  violent  retching,  and  very  bitter  taste  in  mouth  (40  drops),*.— 
Habitual  attacks  of  sour  vomiting,  excited  by  stooping  or  moving,  with 
pain  at  epigastrium,''. — Vertigo   while  sitting  writing,  so  that  the  pen 
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trembled  in  the  hand  ;  I  tried  to  hurry  to  the  window  in  order  to  get  fresh 
air,  but  suddenly  there  followed  the  most  violent  vomiting  of  white  mucous 
acid  fluid  accompanied  by  the  most  frightful  nausea,  violent  pressure,  and 
burning  pain  in  the  stomach,  followed  by  relief;  after  about  five  minutes 
the  vertigo  again  increased  and  the  nausea  returned  with  the  most  violent 
and  painful  vomiting  of  a  similar  fluid,  only  less  in  quantity  (immediately 
after  80  drops),'^''. — [790.]  I  had  hardly  time  to  reach  my  bed  when  vomit- 
ing began;  my  sensations,  if  I  remember  rightly,  were  precisely  like  those 
of  seasickness  ;  it  seemed  as  though  my  stomach  turned  a  complete  somerset, 
and  as  if  every  muscle  in  my  body  was  at  work  to  eject  the  ofiending  sub- 
stance ;  the  bloodvessels  of  my  head  seemed  full  to  bufsting,  the  deathly 
sickness  and  the  straining  were  an  agony ;  my  sense  of  smell  and  taste 
seemed  tenfold  keen  ;  the  Ipecac,  as  soon  as  I  took  a  teaspoonful,  seemed 
all  alcohol,  and  so  increased  my  nausea  that  I  could  take  no  more ;  the 
color  of  the  liquid  vomited  was  a  pea-green,  and  so  intensely  bitter  that  it 
reminded  me  of  the  tansy  I  used  to  chew  when  a  boy  for  worms ;  the  bitter 
taste  did  not  remain,  however,  in  my  mouth  afterwards.  I  felt  chilly  and 
shivered  all  over ;  mixed  some  Camphor  and  tried  to  take  it  by  teaspoonful 
doses ;  the  smell  and  taste  made  me  so  deathly  sick  I  could  take  no  more  ; 
again  the  vomiting  commenced ;  same  in  appearance  as  before  and  same 
distress ;  no  food  was  ejected  and  I  trembled  as  before  ;  had  cramps  in  my 
stomach.  In  my  last  vomiting,  the  sensation  in  my  throat  and  mouth  was 
so  much  like  the  peculiar  one  of  the  Podophyllum,  that  I  directed  the  2d 
to  be  prepared  immediately,  and  after  a  third  act  of  vomiting,  I  began  taking 
it  rapidly  in  teaspoonful  doses,  also  ordered  a  mustard  plaster  to  the  pit  of 
my  stomach ;  the  taste  of  the  Podophyllum  was  grateful  rather  than  other- 
wise ;  drank  freely  of  hot  black  tea,  not  strong,  with  no  milk,  and  a  little 
sugar ;  after  this  I  vomited  no  more,  and  rested,  warmly  covered  up,  for 
two  hours  (after  two  hours)  ;  felt  sore,  with  dull  ache  at  the  pit  of  the 
stomach,  and  slight  occasional  nausea  (second  day),™. — Repeated  at- 
tacks of  violent  vomiting  of  yellow,  bitter,  bilious  matter,  in  such  violent 
and  rapid  succession  that  I  could  scarcely  get  my  breath  ;  the  head 
was  very  painful,  the  whole  face  covered  with  a  fine  scorbutic  eruption 
from  the  exertion  of  vomiting ;  the  taste  was  greasy,  bitter,  and  salty ; 
thirst  very  violent,  with  external  flushes  of  heat  and  internal  chilliness,^^'. — 
Frequent  vomiting  of  pure  yellow  bile,  with  a  little  mucus,  preceded  by 
much  nausea  and  retching,  and  followed  by  sharp  hiccough  (after  one  hour 
and  a  half  ),*^ — Felt  immediately  deathly  sick,  vomited  for  eight  hours,  at 
first  the  solution,  then  greenish  bile,  then  watery  mucus,*''. — Violent  vomit- 
ing of  blood  and  mucus,  which  continued  till  within  a  few  moments  of  his 
death,  five  hours  after  commencement  of  symptoms,''*. — The  ejecta  from 
the  stomach  consisted  of  white  mucus,  containing  portions  of  bright-red 
blood  of  the  size  of  a  large  hazel-nut,'^''. — Milk  is  ejected  (pink),  and  with 
a  very  sour  smell,^^ — StOinach,  It  inflames  the  stomach  when  intro- 
duced into  that  organ,  and  when  injected  in  a  considerable  dose  into  the 
veins,*l — Swelling  of  stomach,*^ — Swelling  of  the  stomach  in  the  evening, 
with  fulness  and  pain  on  pressure ;  inability  to  bear  the  clothes  at  all 
tight;  aggravated  by  motion  ;  relieved  by  rest  (sixth day),l — [800.]  Stom- 
ach disordered,  with  heat  of  whole  body  at  night ;  yellow-coated  tongue ; 
gnawing  at  epigastrium,*. — Weakness  of  digestion,  so  that  the  stomach  was 
disordered  by  any  but  the  mildest  food,^l — Disordered  digestion  from 
meatj^l — Urgent  dyspepsia,*'^ ;  with  considerable  emaciation,'*". — Occasional 
dyspeptic  attacks  (after  the  eruption),  always  of  the  same  character,'^l — 
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Incarceration  of  flatulence  in  stomach  and  whole  lower  portion  of  abdo- 
men (forty-seveuth  day)/^ — Weakness  in  the  stomach,  immediately  after 
a  dose  (twenty-ninth  day),''. — Great  feebleness  of  the  stomach  in  the  morn- 
ing,'I — Faintness  in  the  stomach,  with  incipient  nausea  (immediately),  (fif- 
teenth day),'l — Faintness  at  the  stomach,  some  distension  in  the  abdomen, 
and  rumbling  in  the  intestines  (immediately),  (thirty-fifth  day),'^ — [810.] 
Feeling  of  emptiness  in  the  stomach,  though  want  of  appetite  at  dinner 
(seventh  day),'". — Feeling  of  sinking  in  the  stomach,  before  breakfast 
(seventh  day),l — Feeling  of  anxiety  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach  (twenty- 
second  day),". — Uneasiness  at  the  stomach,'. — Woke  in  about  two  hours 
with  great  uneasitfess  in  the  stomach,  and  soreness  and  tenderness  in  region 
of  same,  particularly  in  a  small  spot  towards  the  left  of  xiphoid  cartilage; 
the  pains  continued  for  some  time,  with  dryness  of  mouth,  nausea,  restless- 
ness, and  wakefulness,  heat  of  hands  and  feet,  then  perspiration  of  thehands, 
feet,  and  legs,  followed  by  subsidence  of  the  symptoms  for  about  two  hours, 
when  they  occurred  again  as  before,'. — Discomfort  in  the  epigastric  region, 
which  while  walking  in  the  open  air  increased  to  nausea,  and  at  last  to 
faintness,  with  a  feeling  as  though  vomiting  would  relieve,  but  without 
efforts  to  vomit ;  the  nausea  afterwards  became  less,  but  a  large  amount  of 
saliva  accumulated  in  the  mouth,  with  sour  eructations,  which  gradually 
disappeared  after  an  hour,'^. — Complains  of  indigestion,^''. — -Pains  in  the 
stomach  (after  one  hour  and  a  half),''. — -Pain  at  greater  curvature  of  stom- 
ach, with  sense  of  weight  (fifteenth  day),'. — Severe  pain  in  stomach,'' ;  last- 
ing three-quarters  of  an  hour,  on  waking  in  morning  (thirteenth  day),'. — 
[820.]  Violent  epigastric  pain,'l — Dull  pain  in  the  stomach,  with  great 
nausea,  lasting  more  than  an  hour,'". — Gastralgia,  increasing  till  towards 
evening,  with  an  anxious  feeling  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach,  and  perspira- 
tion on  the  upper  lip  ;  this  pain  is  confined  to  a  small  spot  of  the  size  of 
th^  finger-tip,  and  .seated  about  a  hand's  breadth  above  the  navel  (twenty- 
fourth  day),"'. — Burning  in  stomach  (twenty-fourth,  twenty-eighth,  and 
thirtieth  days)  ;  after  dinner  (twenty-ninth  daj^)  ;  (one  hour  after  dinner), 
(fourth  and  ninth  days) ;  in  afteimoon  (eighteenth  day),'*'. — Burning  in 
the  stomach,  once  or  twice  in  the  day  (sixth  day),'. — Burning  in  the 
stomach,  extending  up  into  the  throat  (forty-seventh  day),". — Burning 
in  the  stomach,  w'ith  accumulation  of  water  in  the  mouth  (fifteenth  day),"'. 
— Burning  pain  at  pit  of  stomach,'^ — Pain  in  the  stomach,  like  incipi- 
ent heartburn  (fifteenth  day),". — A  feeling  of  internal  coldness  in  the 
stomach  and  bowels,  which  was  very  distressing  (after  one  hour  and  a 
half),". — [830.]  Fulness  in  the  stomach,  in  the  evening,  after  eating  a 
little  (eighty-fourth  day),".  —  Distension  of  stomach,".  —  Uneasiness  at 
stomach,  which  continued  all  day,  and  was  situated  about  the  great  curva- 
ture of  the  stomach,  about  three  inches  below  the  ensiform  cartilage;  the 
sensation  resembled  most  the  feeling  of  an  overloaded  stomach  (thirteenth 
day),'. — Pain  in  the  epigastric  region,  commencing  as  an  uneasy  feeling  of 
coolness,  becoming  a  constriction,  which  even  impedes  respiration  (thirtieth 
day),'l — Sudden  violent  pain  in  the  stomach,  in  its  anterior  surface,  a 
burning  constrictive  pain,  with  incipient  nausea  and  accumulation  of  saliva 
in  the  mouth  ;  the  pain  was  aggravated  by  external  pressure,  but  passed  off 
after  a  few  minutes  ;  before  dinner  (seventy-first  day),". — Very  violent,  but 
quite  painless,  wavelike  contraction  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach,  which  after- 
wards _  changed  to  the  thorax,  and  there  ceased  ;  this  was  repeated  within 
five  minutes,_then  entirely  disappeared ;  from  the  sensation,  the  pain  seemed 
to  be  seated  in  the  stomach  and  oesophagus,  and  not  in  the  diaphragm,  at 
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4  P.M.  (seventh  day)/l — Cramp  in  the  stomach  (after  two  hours)/"; 
(seventh  day),"". — Cramp  in  the  stomach  woke  him  after  midnight,  and  de- 
prived him  of  sleep  for  two  hours  ;  it  afterwards  alternated  with  a  similar 
griping  pain  in  the  umbilical  region/^ — After  breakfast  aching  pain,  be- 
ginning at  the  navel  and  rising  up  the  throat,  lasting  half  an  hour,". — 
Pressure  in  the  stomach,"'. — [840,]  Pressure  in  the  epigastric  region,  in 
the  evening,^^ — Pressure  in  the  stomach  and  upper  region  of  the  abdomen, 
while  the  pressure  in  the  anus  ceased,  in  the  forenoon  (ninety-ninth  day),"^ — 
Pressure  in  the  stomach,  disappearing  after  smoking  tobacco,  but  soon  re- 
turning, and  lasting  till  going  to  bed  (eleventh  day),".

— An  uncomfortable  feeling  of  pressure  in  the  epigastric  region,  half  an 
hour  after  dinner  (tenth  day),^". — Pressive  pain  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach 
(after  two  hours),""". — Pressive  pain  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach,  increasing 
from  hour  to  hour  to  a  cutting  pain  ;  with  at  last  a  sensation  as  though 
the  epigastric  region  had  been  beaten,  with  slight  nausea  and  some  efforts 
to  vomit  (twentieth  day),". — -[850.]  Pressive  pain  in  the  stomach  and 
nausea,  lasting  the  whole  day,  so  that  I  could  scarcely  eat ;  indeed  in  the 
evening,  after  taking  a  cup  of  black  coffee,  I  was  obliged  to  vomit,  with 
great  effort,  as  in  the  forenoon ;  this  was  accompanied  by  vertigo,  violent 
burning  pain  in  the  stomach,  anxious  sweat  over  the  whole  upper  part  of 
the  body,  and  chilliness  to  such  a  degree  that  it  amounted  to  shivering;  the 
ejecta  in  the  forenoon  consisted  of  food,  but  in  the  evening  of  a  bilious 
fluid  (first  day);"'.

and  eructations  of  rancid  taste,  efforts  to  vomit,  and  slight  griping  in  the

Abdomen. — Hypochondria.  Aching  at  right  hypochondrium,\ 
— Boring  pain  in  left  hypochondrium  (third  day),^ — Slight  cireumscrihed, 
pressive  pain  in  left  hypochondrium  (after  first  dose),^— Stabbing  pains  in 
left  hypochondrium, ^l — Sticking  in  the  left  hypochondrium  (after  one 
hour,  second  day),™'. — Stitches  in  right  hypochondrium  (third  day),l — 
Tearing-shooting  pains  in  right  hypochondrium,  of  short  duration,^— [870,] 
Sensation  of  soreness  in  the  right  hypochondriac  region,  coming  and  going 
off  at  intervals  during  the  day  (after  seven  hours  and  a  half,  second  day),". 
— Dull  pain  in  hepatic  region,  increased  on  taking  a  full  inspiration,  and 
in  coughing  (third  day),l — Dull,  heavy  pain  in  the  hepatic  region  (fourth 
day),". — Sticking-pinchiug  pain  in  the  hepatic  region  half  an  hour  after 
dinner  (tenth  day),™. — Violent  sticking  in  the  region  of  the  liver,  aggra- 
vated by  even  slight  pressure,  in  the  evening  (thirty-first  day),™. — Slight 
shooting  pain  in  region  of  liver  (fifth  day),^ — Dull,  aching  pain  in  liver 
posteriorly  (fifth  day),".

— Cutting  in  the  left 
side  of  the  abdomen,  increasing  and  decreasing  in  paroxysms,  lasting  half 
an  hour  (first  day),™!". — Violent  sticking  pain  in  the  right  flank,  extending 
up  into  the  left  chest  as  far  as  the  clavicular  region  and  acromion  process, 
and  into  the  side  of  the  neck,  causing  a  sensation  as  though  the  parts  were 
tense  or  stretched ;  these  stitches  were  not  at  all  affected  by  breathing  or 
motion,  only  aggravated  on  stooping;  the  whole  attack  was  very  violent, 
and  lasted  an  hour,  accompanied  by  restlessness  and  depression  of  spirits 
(first  day),™'. — General  Abdomen.  Abdomen  swollen  and  tender,*"- 
— Abdomen  inflated,  and  sensitive  to  the  lightest  pressure,'*. — Very  severe 
gastro-intestinal  inflammation,  with  severe  cramp  in  various  parts  of  the 
body,  chiefly  calves  of  legs  and  inner  parts  of  thighs,''^ — Ulceration  of  the 
bowels,*". — Distension  of  abdomen,^' ;  in  evening,^ ;  after  eating,"^ — [890.] 
Distension  of  the  abdomen  and  rumbling  in  it,  as  though  a  watery  stool 
would  follow;''"'. — Great  distension  of  the  abdomen  (forty-eighth  day),'^ — 
Great  distension  and  discomfort  in  the  abdomen  after  dinner  (ninety-third 
day),''". — Rumbling  in  the  abdomen,™  '*  "l — Eumbliug  in  the  abdomen,  with 
uncomfortable  feeling  about  the  umbilicus  (fifteenth  day),". — Rumbling  in 
the  intestines,  with  emission  of  odorless  flatulence  (sixth- d ay ),'^ — Rumbling 
and  gurgling  in  the  abdomen,"^  ™  '^ — Rumbling  and  griping  in  the  intes- 
tines (ninth  day),''^ — Rumbling  and  griping  in  the  abdomen,  with  discharge 
of  offensive  flatulence  (twenty-third  day),™.

Burning  over  the  whole  abdomen  after  the  stool  (second  day),'". — Sensa- 
tion of  fulness  and  distension  in  the  abdomen  after  eating,  lasting  for 
three  or  four  days  after  the  proving,"*. — Tension  in  the  abdomen  (thirty- 
fourth  day),'^. — Tension  in  the  abdomen,  with  heaviness  in  the  stomach, 
in  the  evening  (seventy-seventh  day),'^. — Feeling  of  constriction  in  the 
abdomen  at  times  (thirty-seventh  day),'^. — [920.]  Sudden  cramplike  con- 
tractions in  the  intestines,  with  nausea,  towards  noon,  lasting  a  quarter 
of  an  hour,  and  followed  by  a  pasty  stool,  with  subsequent  burning  and 
tenesmus  in  the  anus;  a  similar  attack  about  4  and  also  at  10  p.m.  (the 
last,  however,  not  followed  by  stool),'*. — Griping  in  the  abdomen,'"'';

— Violent  cutting  colic,  but  especially  spas- 
modic constrictions  in  the  upper  abdomen, 'I — Transient  stitches  through 
the  abdomen,  extending  backward  towards  the  spine  (fifteenth  day),'°. — 
[940.]  Short  stitches  in  the  intestines  beneath  the  umbilicus  (one  hundred 
and  twelfth  day),'^ — Colic,*l — Colic,  which  suddenly  disappears  (twenty- 
sixth  to  thirtieth  day),'". — Repeated  attacks  of  colic  (thirty-third  day),'". — 
Moderate  colic,".— Severe  colic  and  diarrhosa,". — The  whole  abdomen  is 
painful  to  careless  touch,  as  if  sore  (thirty-first  day),'". — Abdomen  sensitive 
and  distended  the  whole  day  (twenty-second  and  twenty-third  days),"\ —

The  sensitiveness  of  the  abdomen  did  not  entirely  disappear  after  the  last 
proving ;  after  two  months  it  became  worse,  and  so  continued  for  several 
weeks,'".— Abdomen  very  tender  in  region  of  sigmoid  flexure,*'.— [950.] 
A  very  tender  point  midway  between  umbilicus  and  spine  of  ilium, 
evidently  the  ascending  colon,  which  frequently  bulges  out  (after  nine 
months)*K—JIypogafitrium  and  Iliac  Regions.  Griping  in 
lower  belly,  as  if  something  was  piercing  the  bowels;  worse  on  deep  inspi- 
ration; better  on  pressure;  this  lasted  for  two  days,'l — Always  awakes 
with  the  uneasy  feeling  in  right  iliac  region  (after  nine  months),*'. — Pain- 
fulness  in  the  right  inguinal  region  and  right  hip-joint,  transient  (sixth 
day),'°. — Pressive  pain  in  the  inguinal  region,  as  if  a  hernia  were  about  to 
protrude  (fourth  day),l — Strong  feeling  of  bearing  down  towards  the  right 
groin  (after  nine  months),*'. — Pain  in  left  inguinal  region,  darting  through 
to  the  right  (sixth  day),'^. 

Mectuni  and  Anus. — Painful  retraction  of  the  anus,  especially 
violent  on  the  days  when  there  were  no  stools,  lasting  several  months.'l — 
Burning  in  the  anus  after  a  normal  evacuation,^^ — Burning  in  the  anus 
after  a  pasty  stool  (one  hundred  and  twenty-seventh  day),^^ — [960.]  Burn- 
ing in  the  anus  after  the  second  rather  thin  stool  (fifth  day),"^ — Burning 
in  the  anus  for  a  long  time  after  a  scanty  evacuation  in  the  morning  (sixty- 
ninth  day),'^ — Burning  and  pressure  in  the  anus  for  a  short  time  in  the 
forenoon  (thirty-seventh  day),"l — Burning  pain  in  the  anus,'^ — Fulness  in 
the  hsemorrhoidal  vessels  (thirty-fourth  day),'l— Sensation  of  a  plug  in  the 
anus  while  sitting  in  the  afternoon  (ninety-third  day),'". — Dragging  in  the 
anus,^°. — Dragging  and  biting  in  the  anus  at  noon  (ninety-first  day),'^ — 
Dragging  in  the  anus  and  tenesmus  of  the  sphincter  at  noon  (seventy-first 
day),'^ — Dragging  and  burning  in  the  hsemorrhoidal  vessels  after  active 
exercise  (thirty-sixth  day),"l — [970.]  Much  dragging  in  the  anus  after  a 
somewhat  hard  stool,  afterwards  great  pressure  in  the  hsemorrhoidal  vessels, 
still  later,  at  times,  dragging  and  pressure  in  the  anus,  which  even  amounted 
to  acute  pain;  during  dinner  the  pain  was  so  violent  that  he  could  scarcely 
sit  (ninety-fourth  day),"^ — Great  dragging  in  the  hsemorrhoidal  vessels, 
with  a  feeling  of  soreness  in  the  anus  (ninety-second  day),'^ — Indescribable 
sensation  of  twinging  and  pressure  in  the  anus,  as  though  violent  diarrhoea 
would  ensue,  and  sudden  relief  after  the  emission  of  flatulence  (seventeenth 
day),™.

In  a  small  dose,  a  few  centigrammes,  it  acts  as  a  purgative," — Slightly 
purged,  the  evacuations  being  of  a  greenish-yellow  color,*^ — Violent  purg- 
ing, almost  incessant,  of  mucus  and  blood ;  bowels  evacuated  as  he  lay  in 
bedj'l — *Stook  bloody  and  extremely  painful,^^. — *Dysenteric  attacks  for  sev- 
eral successive  years,  lasting  about  three  weeks ;  frequent  bloody  motions, 
with  gnawing  pain  at  the  navel,  followed  by  ineffectual  straining,'". — In- 
voluntary liquid  stools  had  passed  as  she  lay  dressed  on  the  bed  (after  one 
hour  and  a  half),^\— Frequent  dejections  of  dark  coffee-colored  stools,*'. — 
Several  stools  of  natural  color  and  consistence  (second  day),". — [1000.]  Two 
liquid  stools  in  quick  succession,  in  the  morning,  followed  after  some  min- 
utes by  burning  in  the  anus  (eighteenth  day),^^ — -For  a  long  time  after  the 
proving  there  were  two  daily  evacuations  of  the  bowels,  the  first  normal 
and  the  second  diarrhoea-like,'^ — Stool  twice  during  the  day,  in  the  morn- 
ing and  also  after  dinner,  very  unusual ;  the  evacuation  was  scanty  and 
not  thin  (fifty-fifth  day),'^ — Pasty  stools,  followed  by  a  sensation  as  if  too 
little  had  been  passed  (thirty -sixth  day),'^ — Pale,  slate-colored  stools,'". — 
Scanty,  pale,  clay-colored  stools,  sometimes  twice  a  day,\ — -Violently  urgent 
desire  for  stool  woke  her  at  6  a.m.  ;  she  was  unable  to  reach  the  closet  soon 
enough ;  the  watery  contents  of  the  intestines  spurted  from  her ;  such  vio- 
lent tenesmus  followed  that  she  was  unable  to  rise  from  the  stool  (second 
day),'". — Semiliquid  stool,  after  rising  in  the  morning,  followed  by  some 
griping  in  the  intestines  (one  hundred  and  second  day),'*. — Urging  to  stool 
for  the  third  time,  only  a  scanty  evacuation,  at  most  a  spoonful  of  liquid, 
which,  however,  seemed  to  relieve  the  discomfort  in  the  abdomen,  in  the 
forenoon  (ninety-fifth  day),'". — A  profuse  evacuation,  whereby  the  abdomen 
was  very  much  relieved,  was  followed  after  an  hour  by  complete  disappear- 
ance of  the  pain,  which,  however,  returned  after  dinner  (one  hundred  and 
sixteenth  day),'^^[1010.]  Copious  loose  stool,'. — Copious  thin  stool,  with- 
out griping,  tenesmus,  or  other  painful  sensation,  about  11  a.m.;  some  time 
after  the  stool  an  uncomfortable  feeling  in  the  abdomen,  with  distension 
and  slight  pressure  in  the  anus;  after  dinner  renewed  desire  for  stool,  but 
only  emission  of  flatulence  (sixty-ninth  day),'^ — Copious  dark-colored  evac- 
uation, with  tenesmus  (fifth  day),'. — One  loose  passage  (eighth  day),".— ■ 
Soft  stool,  followed  by  burning  in  the  anus  (fifty-third  day),'*. — Pasty  stool 
(sixth  day),'*. — Stool  immediately  after  rising  in  the  morning  (an  unusual 
time),  followed  by  a, feeling  of  soreness  in  the  anus  (fifty-ninth  day),'*. — 
*Hard  evacuation,  followed  by  burning  and  pressure  in  the  anus,  in  the  morn- 
ing (ninety-first  day),'*.— Stool  very  hard,  lumpy  (twenty-second  day),"\ 
— *8tool  scanty,  lumpy ,  followed  by  burning  in  the  anus  (eighth  day),'*. — 
Constipation.  [1020.]  Disposition  to  constipation,  and  then  symptoms 
aggravated,". — Constipation;  no  stool  (seventh  and  eighth  days);  hard, 
unsatisfactory  evacuation  (ninth  day),'". — Constipation,  with  pain  across 
the  loins,". — Periodic  constipation  occurring  every  three  months,". — Gen- 
erally costive,". — Bowels  habitually  costive  (reaction  ?),*'. — Bowels  always 
costive,". — Evacuation  of  the  bowels  difficult  and  painful ;  fseces  extremely 
hard,'*. — Evacuation  of  the  bowels  hard  and  infrequent,  accompanied  by 
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protrusion  of  the  rectum,  lasting  fourteen  days  after  the  proving,^*. — Evac- 
uation from  the  bowels  scanty  and  hard  (thirty-seventh  day),^. — [1030.] 
^Scanty,  hard  stool,  followed  by  burning  in  the  anus  (thirty -fourth  day)/^ —

Violent  audible  cracking,  on  slight  motion  of  the  wrists,  ankles, 
and  spine  (third  day),^". — Loud  cracking  in  various  joints  (eighteenth 
day),^''. — Loud  cracking,  on  moving  the  extremities,  or  joints  of  the  spine 
(twenty-second  day),^". — Unusually  loud  cracking,  on  moving  the  joints  of 
the  extremities  and  vertebrse  (thirty-first  day),*^^ — Weariness  in  the  limbs,^° ; 
(twentieth  day),*". — Weakness  of  all  the  extremities  (second  day),''". — Pros- 
tration of  the  limbs,  in  the  evening,'^ — Subjective.  Pains  in  the  joints 
(twenty-first  day),*. — Pains  in  shoulders,  arms,  finger-joints,  hips,  and  knees 
(twenty-third  day),*. — Rheumatic  pains  in  nearly  all  the  joints  (twenty- 
fourth  day),*. — [1300.]  Rheumatic  pains  in  the  right  hip  and  left  elbow

Sitper^ioi'  Extremities, — Objective.  The  arms  swelled,  became 
painful,  red,  and  inflamed  as  far  as  the  shoulder  (after  three  days),^'. —

ing as  though  the  right  arm  had  fallen  asleep  or  were  paralyzed,  disturb- 
ing sleep  (ninth  day),^'.

— Great  weakness  of  the  hands, 
so  that  he  was  unable  to  hold  a  paper  without  resting  the  hand  upon  a 
table, '°. — She  let  things  fall  from  her  hands,  with  weakness  and  drawing 
inthe-arms  and  distension  of  the  veins  of  the  arms  (fourth  day),™. — Draw- 
ing in  the  left  hand,  after  dinner  (one  hundred  and  twenty-first  day),'^ — 
Drawing  pain  in  the  left  hand,  in  the  forearm,  and  nape  of  the  neck  (forty- 
seventh  day),'^ — Sticking  in  the  metacarpal  joints,  in  the  morning  on 
waking,^'. — Violent  tearing  pain  on  the  radial  side  of  the  left  hand  made 
me  groan  (fourth  day),'^ — Hands  and  arms  feel  bruised  and  lame  (sixth 
day),^''. — [1380,]  Hands  felt  at  the  bones  as  if  they  had  been  bruised  (45

drops,  fourth  day),^ — Fingers,  Twitching  of  the  little  finger  of  the  left 
hand  (third  day),''^ — Both  thumbs  are  especially  painful  (sixth  day),^^ — 
Violent  pain  in  the  thumb,  so  that  I  was  scarcely  able  to  hold  a  pen;  every 
motion  of  the  arm  or  hand  increased  the  pain  ;  externally  there  was  neither 
redness  nor  swelling  to  be  seen  ;  this  pain  lasted  during  the  whole  forenoon, 
and  was  frequently  so  violent  that  I  was  unable  to  take  my  handkerchief 
out  of  my  coat  pocket ;  it  extended  to  the  elbow,  without  the  least  external 
appearance ;  in  the  evening  the  pain  was  less,  the  joint  still  remained  sen- 
sitive to  touch  ;  it  almost  entirely  disappeared  the  next  day  (seventy-seventh 
day),^°. — Painful  tension  in  the  extensor  surface  of  the  right  thumb ;  this 
tension  diminished  towards  noon,  and  was  felt  only  on  violent  motion  of 
the  hand ;  on  pressing  on  the  place  where  the  radius  articulates  with  the 
metacarpal  bone  of  the  thumb  the  pain  was  still  felt ;  this  spot  was  sensi- 
tive to  pressure  and  on  motion  throughout  the  day  (seventy-sixth  day),'^ 
■ — Slight  aching  pains  in  the  second  joints  of  the  fingers  of  the  left  hand 
(eighth  day),^ — Drawing  in  the  right  index  finger  and  in  the  spine,  in  the 
evening  in  bed  (first  day),^*. — Drawing  in  the  little  and  ring  fingers  of  the 
left  hand,  afterwards  in  the  left  side  of  the  face  and  in  the  right  knee,  soon 
after  rising  in  the  morning  (eighty-first  day),^^ — Drawing  pain  in  the  right 
thumb  (fifty-seventh  day),^^ — Acute  pains  in  the  bone  of  the  first  phalanx 
of  the  left  little  finger,  so  that  I  was  obliged  to  rub  it  constantly,  which 
brought  relief;  this  pain  was  seated  in  the  bone  itself,  was  a  gnawing-bor- 
ing pain,  and  extended  toward  the  tip  of  the  finger,  and  lasted  an  hour, 
in  the  evening  (one  hundred  and  thirty-first  day),^^f — [1390.]  Transient 
but  piercing  sticking  through  the  bone  of  the  first  phalanx  of  the  right 
middle  finger  (thirty-eighth  day),'^. — Repeated  stitches  in  the  metacarpal 
joints  of  the  right  middle  finger,  towards  evening  (forty-eighth  day),'^ — 
Tearing  in  various  phalanges  of  both  hands,  wandering  and  transient 
(twenty-fifth  day),™. — Tearing  in  the  right  thumb,  afterwards  in  the  left 
upper  arm,  then  along  the  arches  of  the  ribs  of  the  left  side  (seventeenth 
day),'^ — Tearing  pain  in  the  right  thumb,  lasting  through  the  day  with 
transient  intervals  (twenty-fourth  day),^". 

Inferior'  Eoctremities.  —  Objective.  Trembling  of  the  lower 
extremities  (fourth  day),'". — Giving  way  of  the  legs,  with  necessity  to  sit 
down,'"". — Subjective.  Sudden  transient  cramps  in  the  lower  limbs  and 
back  of  the  neck  (0.12  grain),". — Drawing-tearing  pain  in  the  lower  limbs, 
especially  in  the  right  great  toe  (third  day),^^ — The  whole  right  leg,  es- 
pecially the  hip,  was  sensitive,  so  that  I  was  unable  to  lie  upon  the  right 
side  at  night;  in  the  morning  a  burning  pain  on  the  inner  side  of  the  right 
lower  leg ;  in  the  evening,  after  walking,  a  very  distressing,  tensive,  draw- 
ing pain  in  the  whole  right  leg  (seventy-third  day),^l — Hip.  [1400.]  Rheu- 
matic pains  in  hip,  coming  on  at  uight,^l — Aching  pain  in  right  hip-joint 
(after  three  hours  and  a  half,  third  day),*. — Aching  and  jerking  pains  in 
the  hip,  felt  only  in  the  day ,^l— Drawing  pain  in  the  right  hip,  extending 
to^  the  knee,'"'. — Pressive  pain  in  the  right  hip-joint  (fifty-fifth  day),''^— 
Violent  pressive  pain  in  the  right  hip,  after  dinner  (seventy-fifth  day),'^ — 
Drawing-tearing  pain  in  the  left  hip-joint,  lasting  a  quarter  of  an  hour 
(thirty-first  day),^". — When  sitting,  a  bruised  sensation  in  the  right  hip-joint, 
so  that  he  limps  in  walking,*". — Thigh.  Pain  in  the  course  of  the  sciatic 
nerve  (twenty-first  day),'. — Sciatica,^'. — [1410.]  Rheumatic  pains  in  right

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thigh,^'. — External  burning  and  smarting  sensation  over  the  right  trochan- 
ter major  (fourth  day),\ — Feeling  of  coldness  in  the  right  thigh,  while 
the  rest  of  the  body  was  warm  (fifteenth  day)/°. — Great  tension  on  the  an- 
terior surface  of  the  right  thigh  (fifteenth  day),'^ — Sudden  tensive  pain  in 
the  middle  of  the  right  musculus  sartorius,  worse  when  walking,  and  es- 
pecially when  ascending  steps,  relieved  when  sitting  and  lying,  lasting  till 
he  fell  asleep,^^ — Drawing  pain  on  the  inner  side  of  the  right  thigh,  in  the 
evening  (fifty-fifth  day),'^ — Darting  pain  down  outside  of  left  thigh  (t^ixth 
day),''. — Tearing  and  drawing  in  the  muscles  of  the  anterior  surface  of  the 
right  thigh  (one  hundred  and  fourteenth  day),^°. — Transient  tearing  pain 
on  the  inner  side  of  the  right  thigh  and  lower  leg  (seventh  day),'^■ — Bruised 
pain  in  the  middle  of  the  right  thigh  (one  hundred  and  fourth  day),"^ — 
Knee,  [1420.]  Rheumatic  pains  in  knee  and  hip-joints  (fourteenth  day),^ 
— Rheumatic  pains  in  knee  and  chest  (twelfth  day),^ — Acute  rheumatic 
pains  and  stifl!"ness  in  the  knees,  without  swelling,  felt  only  in  walking,  and 
not  at  night,". — Tensive  pain  in  the  right  knee  (twenty-seventh  day),'°. — 
Pain  in  the  left  knee,  as  though  it  were  sprained,  on  rising  from  sitting  a 
long  time  ;  this  feeling  lasted  the  whole  afternoon  ;  at  times  associated  with 
a  similar  pain  in  left  ankle,^^ — Sharp  pain  in  knee  (eleventh  day),^ — 
Sharp  pain  in  right  knee  and  hip-joints,  and  left  breast  and  shoulder  (tenth 
day),". — Sudden  tearing  in  the  left  knee,  in  the  evening,  very  painful,  and 
preventing  any  motion  of  the  joint,  lasting  some  minutes,  and  reappearing 
after  half  an  hour,*^ — Sore  pain  in  the  right  knee,  especially  noticed  on  sit- 
ting down  and  rising  up  (twenty-second  day),'". — Leg.  Heaviness  of  the  right 
leg  (thirty-sixth  day),''\ — [1430,]  Heaviness  of  the  lower  legs,  with  burn- 
ing pain  in  a  corn,  on  sitting  down  after  going  into  the  house  (thirty-third 
day),''^ — Heaviness  and  tension  in  the  right  lower  leg  (seventh  day),''^ — 
Great  heaviness  and  tension  in  the  right  leg,  especially  in  the  knee  (forty- 
third  day),"*. — Pain  in  the  bones  of  the  lower  leg  constant,  totally  prevent- 
ing rapid  walking,  almost  intolerable  on  bending  the  ankle  upward  (seventh 
day),^^ — Violent  pain  in  the  bones  of  the  lower  legs,  extending  to  the 
ankles,  feeling  as  though  the  feet  had  been  broken  or  bruised,  intolerably 
increased  on  moving  the  ankles  upwards,  so  that  walking  was  difiicult  (sixth 
day),''^ — Burning  on  the  inner  surface  of  the  right  lower  leg  (fifty-fifth 
day),'^ — Burning  on  the  outer  surface  of  the  left  lower  leg,  in  the  forenoon 
(twenty-fourth  day),^^ — Tension  and  heaviness  in  the  right  leg,  in  the  even- 
ing, after  a  long  walk  (fifteenth  day),'^ — Severe  tension  in  the  right  leg,  in 
the  evening  (fifteenth  day),"^ — Cramp  in  his  legs  and  thighs,*^ — [1440.] 
Drawing  and  tearing  in  the  right  lower  leg,  in  the  tibia,  as  if  in  the  peri- 
osteum ;  afterwards  in  the  bones  of  the  right  forearm  (twenty-eighth 
day),"*. — Tearing  pain  from  left  bam  down  the  leg,^ — Pain  in  the  bone  in 
the  middle  of  the  left  tibia  suddenly  appeared,  and  after  lasting  a  few  sec- 
onds suddenly  disappeared,  but  afterwards  returned ;  once  this  same  pain 
attacked  the  frontal  bone  along  the  left  eyebrow,  lasting  four  or  five  min- 
utes, and  did  not  return  (fifth  day),"l — Drawing  pain  in  the  right  tibia, 
and  drawing  in  the  right  hand,  in  the  morning  (fifty-first  day),"*. — *  Tear- 
ing in  the  right  tibia  (twenty-fifth  day),^^' — -Tearing  and  pinching  above  the 
external  malleolus  of  the  left  foot,  as  if  in  the  tibia,  in  the  evening  (third 
day),*l — Bruised  pain  in  spina  tibiae,  first  in  one  leg,  then  in  the  other 
(thirty-first  day),^ — A  pain  came  on,  in  the  afternoon,  in  the  tendons  of 
the  muscles  of  the  calf,  as  if  stretched,  much  felt  in  walking,  and  causing 
lameness ;  it  extends  up  to  the  ham  and  down  to  the  tendo  Achillis  ;  it 
continued  two  days,^ — Cramp  in  calves  of  legs,*^ — Frequent  twitches  in 
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muscles  of  calves  of  Ieg&,^\—Anlele.  [1450.]  A  small  hard  swelling  on 
the  inner  malleolus  of  the  right  foot,  only  somewhat  painful  on  hard  pres- 
sure (fifteenth  day) ;  this  swelling  increased,  was  very  hard,  and  of  a  rhom- 
boid form,  immovable,  seemed  to  be  seated  on  the  bone,  and  only  painful 
on  hard  pressure  (seventeenth  day)  ;  somewhat  decreased  (eighteenth  day),'^. 
— Pressive  pain  on  the  inner  malleolus  of  the  right  ankle  (forty-eighth  day),'^ 
—Foot,  Sudden  numbness  and  crawling  in  the  forepart  of  the  right  foot, 
while  sitting  (thirty-eighth  day),''^ — Paralyzed  feeling  in  the  right  foot 
(twentieth  day),^^ — Burning  of  tlie  feet,  especially  of  the  soles  (one  hun- 
dred and  fourteenth  day),''^ — Great  paiufulness  of  the  forepart  of  the  left 
foot  while  walking,  as  well  in  a  corn  as  in  the  hard  skin  of  the  great  toe, 
so  that  I  had  to  limp,  and  I  was  sometimes  obliged  to  stand  still  because  of 
the  pain  ;  afterwards  while  sitting  the  pain  disappeared;  in  the  afternoon, 
after  a  long  walk,  it  returned  in  the  foot,  but  was  not  so  violent  as  in  the  fore- 
noon (one  hundred  and  seventeenth  day),'".- — Feeling  as  though  the  mus- 
cles in  the  sole  of  the  foot  were  cut  across,  very  decidedly  hindering  walk- 
ing, in  the  right  foot  (after  five  weeks),^l— Soreness  in  the  heels  in  walk- 
ing, continued  for  some  days  after  the  proving,'. — Swelling  and  pain  in  the 
left  tendo  Achillis;  stepping  upon  the  toes  is  very  difiicult  (this  symptom  of 
the  foot  frequently  alternates  with  that  of  the  arm,  see  S.  1349)  ;  the  pain 
in  the  foot  always  diminished  after  a  somewhat  prolonged  walk,  and  was  less 
during  rest,  but  afterwards  it  was  always  more  severe  (fifth  and  eighth  days) ; 
the  pain  extended  to  the  right  tendo  Achillis,  so  that  walking  was  exceed- 
ingly difficult  (twelfth  day)  ;  the  left  foot  was  somewhat  better,  but  the 
right  more  painful  (thirteenth  day)  ;  the  pain  disappeared  from  the  left 
foot,  but  continued  in  the  right  as  before  (fourteenth  day)  ;  disappeared  en- 
tirely (seventeenth  day),^^ — Toes.  Pains,  heat,  and  throbbing  in  the  toes,\ 
—[1460.]  Acute  gouty  pain  in  ball  of  right  great  toe,  precisely  like  the  pain 
in  left  foot,  and  succeeding  the  other  after  an  interval  of  four  or  five  min- 
utes (fifteenth  day),**. — Acute  twinging  pain  in  ball  of  left  great  toe,  last- 
ing four  minutes  (fifteenth  day),^ — Painful  shooting  in  the  second  joint  of 
the  great  toe,  at  night,  in  bed,'. — Sore  pain  in  the  right  great  toe,  in  a  spot 
on  the  inner  side  where  the  nail  joins  the  flesh,  in  the  evening  (seventy- 
second  day),^°. 

General  Symptoms. — Objective.  Emaciation,^'. — General  ema- 
ciation (twenty-second  day),™. — Considerable  emaciation,*^ — Blood  buffed 
and  cupped,*^ — Quite  stifl^',  and  could  hardly  rise  in  the  morning,'^ — Very 
languid  (eighth  day),". — [1470.]  Weariness  and  exhaustion  (eighth  day),**. 
—Weariness,  in  evening,^ — Great  weariness  towards  evening,^''. — Unusual 
weariness  while  walking  in  the  open  air ;  the  limbs  feel  as  heavy  as  lead, 
with  prostration,  indifference,  fretful  mood,  aversion  to  the  usual  business, 
and  desire  for  rest.  I  experience  exhausting  warmth,  as  after  great  phys- 
ical exertion  ;  the  shortest  walk  overcomes  me,  and  I  always  seek  a  seat, 
very  exhausted,  indifferent,  and  taciturn,  am  not  able  to  collect  my  thoughts, 
distracted,  and  as  far  as  able  I  cut  short  conversation  to  avoid  showing  the 
fact ;  I  seek  to  be  alone  and  feel  better  in  the  open  air,*. — Remarkable 
weariness  in  the  evening  (ninth  day),'l — Weakness  of  the  whole  body, 
especially  of  the  thighs  (second  day),'*. — Weakness,  particularly  in  tlie 
region  of  the  navel  (eighth  day),". — Constant  weakness,''\ — Great  weakness, 
lasting  till  EOon,'l— Weakness,  even  to  sinking  down  (fourth  day),™.— 
[1480.]  Very  decided  weakness  and  sleepiness  (though  I  had  walked  but 
little  during  the  day),  so  great  that  I  was  unable  to  read  or  write ;  the  eyes 
closed  while  sitting,  and  I  nearly  fell  asleep  while  eating  supper  (fortieth 
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day),''. — Great  weakness,  so  that  he  was  obliged  to  give  up  wol•k,^^ — The 
attacks  of  vomiting  ceased  after  a  sleep  of  au  hour  and  a  half,  but  there 
followed  great  weakness  and  exhaustion, ''■''. — Such  weakness  in  the  morn- 
ing that  he  "was  obliged  to  lie  down  again  (second  day)  ;  very  much  weaker 
in  mornmg ;  could  scarcely  rise,  and  trembled  greatly  in  makiug  the  at- 
tempt, but  without  any  increase  of  pain  (third  day)  ;  the  debility  increased 
to  such  a  degree  that  the  patient  died  sleeping  calmly,  as  if  from  pure  ex- 
haustion (after  forty-five  hours),". — Exhaustion  (fourth  day),'". — General 
exhaustion,  especially  of  the  limbs,  after  rising  (fifty-fourth  day),'". — Gen- 
eral exhaustion  and  indolence  ;  afterwards,  as  I  began  to  work,  this  indo- 
lence disappeared,  and  I  was  able  to  work  easily,  in  the  afternoon'  (ninety- 
ninth  day),'".  —  Great  exhaustion  (twenty-sixth  day),^l — Prostration,*"; 
(fourth  day),*^ — *  Cfreat  prostration,"^'' ;  (after  one  hour  afid  a  half  ),^\ — 
[1490.]  Great  prostration  after  the  slightest  motion," — Great  prostration, 
weakness,  and  sleepiness,  with  incessant  and  distressing  yawning  (after  one 
hour,  twenty-third  day),'". — Great  prostration  with  great  excitement,  so  that 
I  was  prevented  from  falling  asleep  for  an  hour ;  it  was  a  sensation  as 
though  I  were  about  to  be  seriously  ill  (first  day),''^ — Extreme  prostration 
of  strength  (with  frontal  headache,  after  vertigo),  (30  gtt.,  1st  dil. ),'''. — 
Quite  prostrate  (after  half  an  hour),*". — Very  prostrate,''^ — Very  uneasy, 
rolling  over,  tumbling  about,  and  extremely  nervous,  for  an  hour  (after 
one  hour),*". — Suhjective.  Very  sensitive  to  the  cold  air,  in  the  after- 
noon (eighth  day),"'.- — Moderately  cold  air  was  very  distressing,  so  that 
I  hurried  to  get  into  a  warm  room,  where  contrary  to  habit  I  had  a  desire 
for  beer,  which  relieved  me  (third  day),'°. — Almost  complete  insensibility ,*l 
— [1500.]  Great  venous  excitement  at  times ;  paroxysmal,  with  great  un- 
easiness, in  the  forenoon  (one  hundred  and  thirty-second  day),"*. — (Giveu 
in  small  doses,  such  as  0.05  or  0.10  of  a  gramme,  it  is  an  immediate  irri- 
tant of  the  alimentary  canal ;  it  gives  rise  to  retching,  vomiting,  sometimes 
diarrhoea,  loss  of  appetite,  difiiculty  in  breathing,  and  slowness  of  the  cir- 
culation ;  in  larger  doses  it  produces  all  the  symptoms  of  subacute  gastritis  ; 
there  is  urgent  thirst  and  spontaneous  and  difficult  vomiting,  which  is  ex- 
cited by  the  mildest  beverage  ;  the  ejecta  are  mucous,  bilious,  yellow,  and 
sometimes  bloody  ;  at  the  same  time  the  extremities  become  cold,  there  is 
dyspnoea,  great  anxiety,  loss  of  appetite,  repeated  efforts  to  vomit ;  then  the 
breathing  becomes  stertorous,  and  death  is  preceded  by  a  state  of  utter 
prostration),*". — A  peculiar  sensation  through  the  whole  body  ;  it  seemed 
as  though  an  acridity,  an  impurity,  or  diathesis,  or  (what  would  be  an  in- 
telligible word  to  most  of  us),  as  if  psora  had  been  aroused  by  this  drug, 
and  was  giving  rise  to  all  my  symptoms  (seventy-seventh  day),'°. — Great  dis- 
inclination for  exertion,  lasting  for  four  hours  (after  fourth  dose),l — Great 
disinclination  to  rise  from  bed  and  move  about  (tenth  day),'". — Desire  to 
rest  and  sleep ;  lying  down  for  an  hour  put  an  end  to  the  suffering  (eighth 
day),'". — Feeling  of  great  weariness  over  the  whole  body,  especially  the 
lower  extremities  (thirty-fourth  day),'*. — Felt  weak  and  was  obliged  to  lie 
down,  almost  immediately ,*^ — General  discomfort,  with  uneasiness  in  the 
morning  (one  hundred  and  ninth  day),"*. — Great  discomfort  after  rising,  a 
prostration  especially  felt  in  the  extremities -(forty-ninth  day),"*. — [1510.] 
Indescribable  sensation  of  general  discomfort  (thirty-first  day),'". — Health 
gradually  declined,". — General  sick  feeling  (fourth  day),^" ;  without  defi- 
nite symptoms,  in  afternoon  (ninety-ninth  day),"^ — Very  sick  and  weak 
the  whole  day,  so  that  she  feared  that  she  would  be  really  sick,  with  pale, 
sickly  expression  ;  though  she  had  but  one  diarrhoea-like  stool  (second 
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day),™. — Awoke  with  all  the   feelings ,  of  having  caught  a  severe  cold 
(thirty-first  day)/. — Rheumatic  symptoms  (distant  pains,  etc.)  reappeared,^ 
— Rheumatic  pain  in  different  parts  of  the  body  (twentieth  day),''' ;  (twenty- 
i  second  day),^ — Occasional  rheumatic  attacks,^". — Severe  cramp  in  various 
parts  of  the  body,  chiefly  calves  of  legs  and  inner  parts  of  thighs,  with 
very  severe  gastro-intestinal  inflammation,*^ — Drawing  pains,  especially  iu 
the  extremities  and  other  parts  of  the  body,  during  the  day  (forty-second 
day),'l—  [1520.]  Drawing  pain  in  various  parts  of  the  body,  but  uniformly 
near  the  bones,  aS  if  in  the  periosteum  or  in  the  tendinous  expansion  lying 
near  it,  on  waking  in  the  morning  (thirty-ninth  day),^^ — Drawing  pains  in 
the  hands,  feet,  occiput,  and  face,  on  waking  in  the  morning;  after  awhile 
pressure  and  drawing  between  the  shoulders,  and  some  tension  in  the  pec- 
toral muscles,  before  dinner  (forty-first  day),'°. — Very  distressing  drawing 
pains  in  various  parts  of  the  body,  especially  in  the  bones  of  the  face, 
though  also  in  the  long  bones  of  the  extremities,  after  rising  in  the  morn- 
ing (forty-third  day),'l — Stitches  in  different  parts  of  the  body  (sixty-first 
day),^l — Violent,  persistent,  tearing  pains  in  the  bones ;  these  are  concen- 
trated  in  both   little  toes,  and  associated  with  very  distressing  crawling 
pains  ;  they  become  so  violent  that  it  seems  as  though  both  toes  would  be 
forcibly  torn  off;  after  a  few  hours  these  pains  gradually  diminished,  but 
continued  through  the  night  and  following  forenoon ;  there  now  set  in 
slight  pains  in  the  thighs  and  sacrum,  which,  however,  disappeared  after  a 
few  hours  ;  next  day  he  notices  the  same  pains  in  the  thorax,  which,  how- 
ever, may  be  ascribed  to  gymnastic  exercises,'*.— Drawing  tearings  here 
and  there  in  the  body,  especially  in  the  limbs,  in  the  forepart  of  the  chest 
and  between   the  shoulders,  on  waking   in  the  morning   (twenty-second 
day),'*. — Drawing-tearing  pains  alternately  in  various  parts  of  the  body, 
and  suddenly  jumping  from  one  place  to  another  (thirty-first  day),^*. — 
Wandering  pains  in  various  parts,  especially  in  the  joints  of  the  upper  and 
lower  extremities ;  a  drawing-tearing  pain,  whichlasts  for  a  short  time  in  one 
place,  and  suddenly  jumps  to  another,  and  disappears  on  moving  the  af- 
fected part  (fourth  day),^^ — The  pain  is  much  more  severe  in  winter  than 
summer,*". — All  the  pains  gradually  ceased  towards  evening  (second  day),*. 
— [1530.]  All  the  pains  disappeared  permanently,  after  dinner,*". — All  the 
symptoms  disappeared  after  a  short  but  refreshing  sleep  (seventh  day),'*. 

Skin. — Objective.  If  there  be  the  smallest  wound  (when  applied  to 
the  skin)  it  acts  as  a  caustic,  setting  up  violent  inflammation  and  destroy- 
ing all  the  tissues  down  to  the  bone,''l — If  the  skin  is  torn  or  abraded, 
however  slightly,  a  sharp  pain  is  felt ;  and  if  the  salt  is  left  in  contact  with 
the  wound  the  cutaneous  tissue  is  decomposed  and  violent  inflammation 
established ;  these  symptoms  are  accompanied  with  intense  pain,  especially 
in  winter,  when  the  cold  is  severe ;  the  action  of  the  salt  does  not  cease 
until  cauterization  has  penetrated  to  the  bone," — Several  brown  spots  on 
the  forepart  of  the  neck  looking  like  freckles,  which  I  had  never  seen 
before,  and  which  would  scarcely  be  expected  in  a  skin  as  dark  as  mine 
(seventy-seventh  day),'*. — Elevated  paiuless  induration,  where  an  ulcer  was 
four  months  before,^l — Hands  completely  covered  with  depressed  cicatrices, 
which  look  as  if  they  had  been  punched  out  with  a  wadding-cutter,^^ — 
Two  of  the  characteristic  elevated  cicatrices  on  the  right  thumb,'l — Rough- 
ness and  slight  burning  of  the  whole  skin  of  the  forehead  (fourth  day),'*.— 
Eruptions,  Drij.  Eruption  generally  comes  on  in  the  first  fourteen 
days,'l— [1540.]  Had  eruptions,  at  first,"'. — Solid  eruption,  like  measles, 
over  the  body,'".— Rash  commeucing  in  hot  weather,''.— Rash  lasted  only 
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three  days,^l — Papular  rash  lasting  three  months  (after  three  months)/^ — 
Was  attacked  with  a  papular  rash,  chiefly  affecting  the  arms,  which,  how- 
ever,'lasted  for  two  or  three  days  only  (after  one  week),". — An  eruption 
broke  out  on  the  eyelids  and  adjacent  parts  of  the  face,  lasting  two  days 
(second  day),^l — Eruption  on  the  upper  and  lower  lip  (sixty-fourth  day),"^. 
— Pimples  on  the  right  half  of  the  face  (thirty-ninth  day),''l — Appearance 
of  a  red  pimple  on  back  of  hand  (seventh  day},^ — [1550.]  Inflamed 
pimple  on  the  forehead  (fourth  day),'''.— Inflamed  pimples  on  the  back,  in 
the  evening  (twenty-sixth  day),'".— Several  inflamed  pimples  on  the  right 
side  of  the  forehead  (sixty-first  day),'^ — Several  small  inflamed  pimples  on 
the  forehead,  drying  up  and  disappearing  in  a  few  hours  (sixth  day)  ;  small 
red  points  on  the  forehead  where  the  pimples  had  been  (seventh  day),'". — 
Painful  inflamed  pimple  in  the  right  side  of  the  nose,  towards  the  dorsum 
(eighty-ninth  day),'". — *Papular  eruptions  on  forearms,  lasting  a  few  days, 
recurring  frequently,^''. — Itching  papular  eruption  on  the  forearm  and  legs, 
which  lasted  a  fortnight,  disappearing  after  he  gave  up  the  occupation,^^ — 
Heat  and  itching  of  the  skin,  at  night,  in  the  warmth  of  the  bed,  followed 
by  eruption  on  the  thighs  and  legs,  of  reddish  hard  knots,  from  the  size  of 
a  pin's  head  to  that  of  a  split  pea,  with  a  depressed  dark  scurf  in  the 
centre,  surrounded  with  an  inflamed  base,  declining  in  two  or  three  days ; 
similar  attacks  recurred  frequently,''". — There  appears  (without  any  abra- 
sion) a  small,  red  elevation  with  a  dark  centre  and  elevated  circumference, 
itching  and  slightly  painful,"'^. — Psoriasis  diffusa  of  the  hands,  which  after 
some  time,  degenerated  into  impetigo,  although  during  the  interval  he  had 
been  little  exposed  to  the  action  of  the  bichromate  solution,". — Ertip- 
tionSf  Moist.  [1560.]  Vesicular  eruption  on  a  red  and  elevated  base 
(itching  and  burning  much,  especially  when  exposed  to  steam),  in  a  few 
days  becoming  pustular,  and  in  some  presenting  a  dark  point  in  the  centre, 
invading  hands,  arms,  face,  back,  and  belly  (after  seven  days),'". — Ve- 
sicular eruption  on  the  upper  lip  (one  hundred  and  thirty-seventh  day),'^ — 
Some  vesicles  on  the  right  side  of  the  lower  lip  (fifty-fourth  day),''^ — 
Vesicles  filled  with  lymph  in  the  right  eyebrow  (seventy-fifth  day),''^ — A 
large  vesicle  filled  with  serum  on  the  sole  of  the  right  foot  (nineteenth 
day),'*. — Itching  vesicles  on  the  margins  of  the  lips,  in  the  forenoon ;  in 
the  evening  they  itched  and  burned  violently  (sixty-fourth  day),'^. — On 
the  belly,  near  the  umbilicus,  some  spots,  evidently  of  abraded  vesicles, 
presenting  a  deep  hollowed  appearance,  which  remains  after  they  are  healed 
(after  seven  days),''^ — Eruption  over  the  whole  body  of  pustules  the  size 
of  peas,  with  a  small  black  slough  in  the  centre  on  an  inflamed  base,"". — 
Small  pustules  all  over  the  body,  like  the  small-pox,  which  disappear 
without  bursting,"". — Violent  itching  of  the  skin  all  over  the  body,  then 
eruption  of  small  pustules  forming  scabs,  most  on  the  arms  and  legs  ;  the 
scabs  are  then  painful,  smarting,  and  burning  (two  cases),"". — [1570,] 
Eruption  of  papillse,  these  after  a  little  time  become  pustular,  and  at 
length,  provided  the  exposure  be  continued,  deep  sloughs  form  under  the 
pustules ;  the  sloughs  are  of  a  peculiarly  penetrating  character ;  an  in- 
stance has  even  occurred  in  which  a  complete  perforation  through  the  mus- 
cular substance  of  the  hand  has  in  this  way  been  produced,*'. — Erup- 
tions, Pustular,  A  profuse  yellow  scabby  eruption  formed  over  the 
upper  lip,"". — Suppurating,  painful  pimples  on  the  back  (nineteenth  and 
thirty-fourth  day). — The  painful  pimples  which  have  been  noticed  on  the 
back  for  two  weeks  have  enlarged,  and  one  has  already  discharged  bloody 
matter,  is  still  in  existence  and  is  more  painful  than  ever ;  the  pimples 
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continue  to  pain  for  several  days,  and  after  partly  discharging  become 
again  filled  with  matter  (thirty-ninth  day)/^ — Redness,  swelling,  and  itch- 
ing in  a  spot  on  the  wrist,  then  great  pain  ;  after  some  time,  matter  foVmed 
and  broke  the  skin,  and  continued  to  ooze  out  for  two  or  three  months, 
then  healed,  leaving  a  cicatrix,  depressed,  as  if  scooped  out  (after  some 
months), ^l — Itching  in  the  legs,  followed  next  day  by  breaking  out  of  a 
red  eruption,  which  run  together  and  formed  scabs,  discharging  their  matter 
with  aching-smarting  pains ;  it  has  lasted  above  a  year,  and  is  in  large 
pustules  on  the  front  of  the  leg ;  better  in  cold  weather,^l — Face  covered 
■with  a  profuse  eruption  like  acne  (other  parts  equally  exposed  are  not  so 
afFected),^^ — Eruption  on  the  face  like  small-pox,  for  some  weeks,  on  first 
entering  the  works, '^ — Pustules  appear  on  the  hands  (second  day) ;  (after 
merely  passing  through  the  works  during  the  boiling),''^. — An  eruption  of 
red  round  spots  broke  out  on  the  back,  arms,  and  belly ;  the  spots  then 
formed  pustules  the  size  of  a  pea,  covered  with  a  scab,  which  came  oflT  in  a 
few  days  and  left  a  small  dry  ulcer,  which  mostly  healed  up  in  about  a 
fortnight,  leaving  a  colorless  depressed  cicatrix  (after  a  few  days),^^ — 
[1580.]  Pustules  on  the  arm,  the  size  of  a  split  pea,  with  a  hair  in  the 
centre,'^''. — Small  yellow  pustules  on  the  calf  of  the  leg,  about  the  size  of  a 
split  pea,  not  unlike  small-pox  pustules,'^. — Small  pustules  made  their  ap- 
pearance at  the  roots  of  the  nails  on  both  hands,  but  chiefly  on  the  left ; 
they  extended  soon  over  the  whole  back  of  the  hand  to  the  wrist,  and  also, 
though  not  to  the  same  extent,  on  the  palm  ;  the  back  of  the  hand  was  one 
mass  of  suppuration.  The  pustule  on  the  hand  was  small  and  round,  and 
secreted  a  limpid,  watery  matter,  when  the  head  of  it  was  broken  ofi";  but 
if  left  alone,  the  secretion  consolidated  into  a  yellow  viscid  mass  (after 
three  days)  ;  since  then,  more  than  once,  after  being  in  contact  with  the 
liquor,  has  had  breaking  out  of  pustules  the  following  day,^l — Boil  on  the 
right  thigh  (thirty-seventh  day),''^ — A  furuncle  appeared  on  the  right  side 
of  the  back  near  the  last  rib,  which  was  verj'  painful  to  the  slightest 
touch,  and  lasted  five  days  (after  one  day),'"". —  JJlcers.  Decided  itching 
on  the  hairy  portion  of  the  genitals,  which  increased  to  an  inflammation 
of  the  skin  and  the  formation  of  about  twenty  pustules  as  large  as  the 
head  of  a  pin,  which  were  collected  in  a  spot  about  an  inch  in  diameter 
(second  day)  ;  the  itching,  almost  a  biting,  continued  during  the  next  day, 
so  that  I  was  obliged  to  scratch  in  order  to  get  relief,  but  the  night  was 
restless ;  on  the  fourth  and  fifth  days  the  pustules  continued  to  suppurate 
and  were  painful ;  in  the  evening  of  the  fifth  day  all  the  small  pustules 
had  united  into  one  large  ulcer,  in  which  violent  paroxysmal  stitches  woke 
me  at  night ;  on  the  seventh  day  the  ulcers  began  to  heal,  after  which  I 
slowly  recovered,'\ — When  the  workmen  are  too  lightly  clad  they  are 
attacked  with  violent  itchiugs,  followed  by  suppuration  and  ulceration  of 
the  moist  surface  of  the  penis,  around  the  glaus ;  this  condition  may  pro- 
gress until  a  disorder  not  unlike  syphilitic  ulceration  may  be  presented,". — 
There  still  remained  an  irregular  ulcer,  twice  the  size  of  a  bean,  with  a 
scab,  on  the  left  scapula,  quite  out  of  the  reach  of  contact  of  the  solution ; 
it  is  dry  and  superficial,°l — Wrists  and  arms  affected  with  deep  ulcers,**. — 
Ulcers  on  the  hand,''l — [1590.]  Some  had  ulcers  on  the  hands  and  body,^. 
— Without  his  being  aware  of  having  any  scratch  on  the  arm  or  hand, 
ulcers  formed ;  the  arm  swelled  as  high  as  the  axilla,  and  became  very 
painful,  before  the  boil-like  elevation  formed,  which  afterwards  turned  into 
a  large  ulcer,  with  a  dark  centre,  and  white  overhanging  edges,''^ — Ulcera- 
tion of  forefinger  to  such  an  extent,  that  the  two  last  phalanges  had  to  be 
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cut  off/l — After  swelling  and  redness  of  the  finger,  with  severe  throbbing 
pain,  an  ulcer  formed  over  the  point  of  the  forefinger  with  white  over- 
hanging edges,  and  dark  gangrenous  central  point ;  the  skin  and  cellular 
tissue  movable  as  if  separated  from  their  attachments," — Painful  ulcer 
under  the  thumb-nail,^l — Inflammation  of  the  feet,  and  in  twenty-four 
hours  breaking  out  of  numerous  ulcers  (fourteen  on  one  foot,-  and  nineteen 
on  the  other),  of  the  characteristic  form  ;  they  healed  in  a  fortnight  (after 
standing  for  half  an  hour  in  a  weak  solution,  with  shoes  not  water  tight),^^ 
— Peculiar  ulceration  of  the  face,**. — In  the  seat  of  a  scratch,  exposed  to 
ch.  sol.,  swelling  and  irregular  ulcer,  covered  with  a  scab,  painful  on  pres- 
sure, dry  ;  this  continued  for  months,  and  a  hard  movable  knot  is  felt  under 
the  skin,  with  an  ulcerated  spot  like  a  corn.  This  gradually  hardens,  and 
is  covered  with  a  white  skin,  and  remains  so  for  months,''l — Itchiness  of  the 
forearms  and  hands,  then  intolerable  pain  and  formation  of  numerous 
ulcers,  from  which  above  a  dozen  nearly  solid  masses  of  matter  fell  on 
striking  the  arm  firmly.  The  ulcers  were  left  clean  dry  cavities,  which 
gradually  filled  up  and  healed  in  about  a  month,  leaving  a  white  cicatrix 
(after  four  days'  exposure  to  ch.  sol.),^l — Sloughs  on  the  fingers  and  glans 
penis,*l — Subjective.  [1600.]  Stinging  in  the  skin  (twenty-first  day),^ 
— Heaviness  and  burning  in  the  skin  of  the  right  leg,  in  the  afternoon 
(thirtieth  day),^^ — Burning  in  the  skin  of  the  forehead  (seventy-sixth 
day),'^ — Burning  in  the  skin  of  the  forehead,  especially  in  the  glabella,  in 
the  morning  (one  hundredth  day),'^ — Burning  in  the  skin  in  the  middle 
of  the  forehead,  in  the  nose  and  right  lower  leg,  after  coming  into  the  house 
in  the  evening  (ninety-third  day),'^ — Burning  over  the  skin  of  the  face 
and  head,  but  without  redness  (ninety-fifth  day),^^ — Burning  in  the  skin 
of  the  face,  especially  in  the  eyes  (sixty-eighth  day),'". — Burning  in  the 
skin  on  both  sides  of  the  nose,  near  the  lower  margin  of  the  orbit  (fifty- 
third  day),'l — Burning  in  the  skin  on  the  inner  surface  of  the  right  lower 
leg  (sixty-sixth  day),'°. — Burning  in  the  skin  of  the  outer  portion  of  the 
left  lower  leg,  late  in  the  evening  (one  hundred  and  second  day),'\ — [1610.] 
Violent  burning  of  the  skin  of  the  forehead,  without  anything  to  be  seen  ; 
later  in  the  evening  this  burning  and  itching  became  very  violent,  so  that 
I  was  constantly  obliged  to  rub  the  forehead  (fifty-seventh  day),''^ — Violent 
burning  in  the  skin  of  the  face,  beneath  the  eyes,  and  a  feeling  in  the  sides 
of  the  nose  as  if  he  were  going  to  have  erysipelas,  in  the  open  air  in  the 
forenoon  (ninety-third  day),'^- — Pricking  and  stinging  pains  in  the  skin  in 
several  parts  of  the  body  (fifteenth  day),l — Ulcer  painful  on  touch,^l — 
Itching  on  the  right  cheek  (ninety-ninth  day),'^ — Itching  in  the  beard 
(one  hundred  and  twentieth  day),**". — Itching  and  burning  in  the  skin  in 
various  parts  of  the  body  at  different  times,  lasting  into  the  night,'". — 
Itching  and  burning  in  the  skin  of  the  forehead  (fifty-sixth  day),"".^ — Itch- 
ing and  burning  in  the  skin  of  the  forearm  and  hands,  a  short  time  after 
lying  down,  soon  disappearing,'^ — Violent  itching  of  the  eruption  on  the 
lips,  though  it  had  begun  to  dry  (sixty-fifth  day),'^ — [1620.]  Violent  itch- 
ing and  burning  in  the  skin  of  the  nape  of  the  neck,  after  awhile  disap- 
pearing from  that  place  and  appearing  on  the  left  shoulder,  afterwards  in 
the  left  upper  arm  and  left  side  of  the  chest,  and  at  last  on  the  back,  last- 
ing from  6  to  10  A.m.  ;  in  the  afternoon  suddenly  a  similar  itching  in  the 
skin  on  the  loins,  quickly  disappearing,'^^ — The  ulcers  were  painful  in  cold 
weather,^^. 

Sleep  and  Dreams. — Sleepiness,  Great  tendency  to  yawn  and 
stretch  (seventh  day),^■ — Frequent  yawnings  (sixth  day),^ — Very  frequent 
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yawuing,  tbough  lie  had  slept  very  well  the  previous  night  (twentieth 
day),^\ — Constant  yawning,  followed  after  half  an  hour  by  violent  pressing 
pain  in  the  stomach,  great  nausea,  and  efforts  to  vomit;  vomiting  could 
with  difficulty  be  restrained  (twenty-second  day),'\ — Sleepiness,^^ — Sleepi- 
ness during  the  day  (forty-third  day),^'. — Sleepiness  earlier  than  usual,  with 
some  pressive  headache,^^ — Great  sleepiness  and  yawning  after  dinner 
(fourth  day),^ — [1630.]  Great  sleepiness',  in  the  afternoon  (one  hundred 
and  twentieth  day),''^ — Great  sleepiness  in  the  evening  (one  hundred  and 
thirteenth  day),'°. — Great  sleepiness  and  exhaustion,  so  that  I  was  scarcely 
able  to  write  a  word,  in  the  evening  (one  hundred  and  fourteenth  day)/°. — 
Very  great  sleepiness,  constant  closing  of  the  lids,  nodding,  yawning,  and 
weariness  of  the  feet,  towards  noon,'•'^■ — Irresistible  sleepiness,  at  times 
(twenty-second  day),'". — Irresistible  sleepiness  before  the  usual  time,  with 
momentary  dropping  to  sleep  (third  day),'". — Overpowering  sleepiness  after 
dinner,''. — Overpowering  sleepiness  in  the  evening  ;  after  sleeping  for  awhile 
upon  a  lounge  I  was  waked  by  shivering,  now  in  the  upper  part  of  the 
body,  now  in  the  whole  body,  now  in  different  muscles  (eighth  day),^'. — 
Sleeplessness.  Loss  of  sleep,''. — Difficult  falling  asleep  (fourth  day),'^ 
— [1640.]  Was  unable  to  fall  asleep  for  a  long  time  at  night,  afterwards 
slept  quietly  and  soundly  (ninety-fifth  day),'°. — Nights  uneasy  (thirty  to 
thirty-fifth  day),'l — Night  restless,^"";  (second  day),*l — Night  restless,  in- 
terrupted by  dreams,  unrefreshing  (twenty-seventh  night),'l — Restless  sleep 
towards  morning,  after  subsidence  of  nausea  and  headache  (15  drops,  third 
day),'. — Suddenly  awakened  by  fright  from  a  quiet  sleep  of  three  hours, 
and  only  gradually  fell  again  into  a  doze  (first  night),^*. — Awoke  early, 
and  then  fell  into  a  confused,  heavy  half  sleep ;  in  morning  unrefreshed 
and  weary,'. — Waking  very  early  in  the  morning  (fourth  day),'". — Wakes 
very  early  in  the  morning,  and  after  falling  asleep  again  very  restless 
sleep  with  tossing  about  (eighth  and  ninth  days),'". — Waking  at  1.30  A.M. 
(afterwards  falling  asleep  again),  (second  day),'".  —  [1650.]  Waking  at 
1.30  A.M.  (third  night),'". — Feeling  in  the  morning  on  rising  as  though 
he  had  not  slept  enough  (fifty-sixth  day),''. — Frequent  startings,  tossing 
about  of  the  arms,  incoherent  talkings,  and  finally  snoring,  on  fall- 
ing asleep  at  night  (after  fourth  dose),'. — Frequent  groaning  and  much 
tossing  about  in  bed  (twentieth  night),"'. — Dreams.  Vivid  dreams,'. — 
Vivid  dreams  at  night,  particularly  towards  morning  (of  various  dangers 
and  misfortunes),". — Disagreeable  dreams  (thirteenth  day),". — Frightful 
dreams  (eleventh  and  twelfth  days),". — Very  disagreeable  sensation  at  4 
A.M. ;  it  is  best  described  as  nightmare ;  I  dreamed  that  some  one  was 
lying  across  my  chest  and  abdomen,  which  arrested  the  breathing,  so  that  I 
was  in  danger  of  suffocation  ;  I  groaned  aloud,  and  after  waking  was  cov- 
ered with  sweat ;  my  blood  was  in  a  tumult ;  after  rising  I  felt  very  weak 
(eighty-ninth  day),"'. 

Fever. —  Chilliness.  No  sensation  of  superficial  coldness,  though  the 
loss  of  temperature  was  very  marked  to  the  touch  (after  one  hour  and  a  half),". 
— [1660.]  Surface  generally  cold,  especially  of  the  limbs  (0.12  gr.),".— 
Unpleasant  coolness  of  the  whole  body,  after  the  nausea  (sixty-seventh 
day),''. — Slight  chilliness  (with  sickness  of  stomach),  (after  half  an  hour, 
eighth  day),". — Great  chilliness  in  the  evening  (twelfth  day),". — Occasional 
attacks  of  chilliness  and  shivering  (thirty-second  day),'". — Coldness  of  the 
body  (during  vomiting),". — Shivering  and  sensation  of  coldness,  chiefly  in 
the  arms  and  shoulders,  in  afternoon  (second  day),'.' — Shivering  alternat- 
ing with  flushes  of  heat,  slight  sweat  on  the  back  and  inside  of  the  thighs 
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(after  one  hour),'^. — Shivering  extending  from  the  lower  legs  over  the 
whole  body,  with  a  sensation  in  the  pericranium  as  if  it  were  beiug  tightly 
constricted  about  the  head,  in  frequent  paroxysms ;  an  hour  after  the  chill 
there  followed  heat  with  dryness  of  the  mouth  and  lips,  so  that  she  was  con- 
Btantly  obliged  to  moisten  them  ;  the  next  morning  she  first  had  great 
thirst  but  no  perspiration  (third  day),^"". — Coldness  of  the  extremities,". — 
[1670.]  Feet  and  hands  cold,*l — Feet  cold,  during  the  attack,  with  shiver- 
ing over  thighs  and  back,*". — Heat.  Skin  hot  and  dry,'^l — Heat  of  whole 
body  at  night  (with  disordered  stomach),". — Heat  over  the  body  with  feel- 
ing of  cold  (after  vomiting),". — Feeling  of  heat  over  the  whole  body,*". — 
Feeling  of  heat  over  the  whole  body,  with  increased  thirst  (soon  after  40 
grs.,  third  day),*". — Feverishness  in  the  first  part  of  the  night,**. — Febrile 
paroxysms,  night  and  morning,**. — Heat  of  the  face  (fifteenth  day)  ;  came 
on  suddenly  at  5  p.m.,  during  rest  (seventeenth  day),^*. — [1680.]  Flushes 
of  heat  in  the  face,  at  4  p.m.  (fourteenth  day),'*. — Face  and  hands  glowing 
hot,  while  the  arms  were  cold  and  deep  internal  chilliness  continued,"''. — 
Sensation  of  glowing  heat  in  the  face,  which  however  was  not  noticeably 
red,  at  4  p.m.  (ninth  day),'*. — Sweat.  Cold  clammy  skin,°*. — Sweating 
profusely,*^. — Remarkable  perspiration  while  sitting  quietly  in  the  evening 
(one  hundred  and  eleventh  day),'°. — Anxious  sweat  over  the  whole  body 
while  vomiting,'"'. — Cold  perspiration  on  the  hands  (during  vomiting),'*. — 
Hands  cold,  and  bathed  in  cold  sweat  (after  one  hour  and  a  half),*'. — Cold 
sweat  upon  the  forehead,  extending  as  far  as  the  root  of  the  nose,  while  the 
rest  of  the  body  was  dry  (twenty-second  day),"- 

Cmtditions. — Aggravation. — {Morning),  "  Haziness  "  in  head  ;  on 
waking,  vertigo ;  giddiness ;  on  rising,  heaviness,  etc. ;  on  waking  at  5 
o'clock,  heavy  pain  in  head ;  on  waking,  headache ;  on  waking,  pain  in 
circumference  of  skull ;  pressive  headache ;  lightness  across  forehead ;  on 
waking,  pain  in  left  side  of  forehead  ;  pain  in  frontal  hone ;  soon  after  ris- 
ing, pain  over  left  eye ;  burning  in  eyes ;  on  waking,  swelling  of  lids ;  dry-

Mind. — Emotional.  Delirium, ^l — General  delirium,  with  halluci- 
nations ;  delusions  about  persecution  and  violence,^*. — Decidedly  insane ; 
had  delusions  that  lewd  women  had  got  into  his  mother's  house  ;  that  he 
was  pursued  by  the  police  ;  that  his  life  was  threatened  by  members  of  the 
family;  that  he  had  thousands  of  dollars  in  gold  sewed  up  in  his  clothing, 
etc. ;  his  appearance  and  manner  were  very  similar  to  those  of  a  drunken 
man,  except  that  his  face  was  exceedingly  pale ;  his  pulse,  which  was  nor- 
mally about  80,  had  fallen  to  60 ;  skin  cool ;  pupils  contracted ;  his  man- 
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ner  was  excited  and  rambling,  and  his  hands  constantly  busy,  either  in 
fumbling  in  his  pockets,  tying  his  shoes,  picking  threads  from  his  clothing, 
or  in  searching  for  the  gold  which  he  believed  was  concealed  in  the  lining 
of  his  coat ;  his  character  also  had  undergone  a  radical  change,  from  hav- 
ing been  very  frank  and  brave,  he  had  become  excessively  timid,  and  sus- 
picious of  every  trifling  circumstance;  it  was  ascertained  that  he  had 
secreted  large  quantities  of  the  Bromide  in  various  out  of  the  way  places 
about  the  house ;  several  times  he  attempted  to  throw  himself  from  a  win- 
dow, and  battered  down  a  door  with  an  axe,  in  order  to  escape  from  some 
imaginary  danger ;  he  was  removed  to  a  lunatic  asylum,  where  the  symp- 
toms gradually  disappeared,  and  in  a  month  he  returned  to  his  home  well,™. 
- — He  imagined  that  he  had  been  specially  singled  out  for  divine  vengeance, 
and  he  spent  the  greater  part  of  the  evening  in  loudly  deploring  his  sad 
fate,  falling  suddenly  asleep  at  intervals  of  a  few  minutes ;  towards  12 
o'clock  he  became  quiet,  and  passed  the  rest  of  the  night  in  a  sound  sleep 
(first  day)  ;  he  was  walking  his  room,  groaning  and  wringing  his  hands  ; 
he  informed  me  that  he  had  been  accused  of  robbing  a  friend,  and  that  the 
officers  were  in  search  of  him  (second  day) ;  slept  from  about  6  p.m.  till  5 
A.M.,  when  he  was  quiet,  composed,  and  altogether  in  his  right  mind  (third 
morning),^". — She  had  the  erroneous  idea  that  she  was  deserted  by  all  her 
friends,  and  as  a  consequence  she  passed  all  her  waking  moments,  which 
were  not  many,  in  tears ;  another  delusion,  that  her  child  was  dead,  had 
taken  fixed  possession  of  her  mind  ;  she  declared  that  she  saw  it  dead  before 
her,  and  when  it  was  brought  to  her,  she  refused  to  acknowledge  that  it 
was  hers,  or  had  any  resemblance  to  the  one  she  imagined  was  dead 
(eighth  day),'''. — Very  soon  she  began  to  manifest  symptoms  of  melancholy, 
attended  with  delusions ;  she  was  taken  to  Long  Branch,  and  while  there 
continued  to  be  insane ;  she  fancied  that  the  boarders  in  the  hotel  insulted 
her,  and  imagined  that  the  weekly  bills  of  the  landlord  were  evidences  of 
a  conspiracy  which  had  been  got  up  against  her  father ;  on  the  way  up 
from  Long  Branch  to  this  city,  while  standing  on  the  guards  of  the  boat, 
she  suddenly  gave  a  loud  shriek,  and  declared  she  had  seen  her  brother 
fall  overboard  ;  the  administration  of  the  Bromide  was  stopped,  and  in  a 
few  days  her  mind  became  sane,  and  has  since  remained  so ;  throughout 
the  whole  progress  of  this  case,  there  was  profound  depression  of  spirits, 
and  all  her  delusions  were  of  a  melancholy  character,''*. — The  mind  was 
more  composed,  and  much  less  excitable  than  usual  (while  taking  the 
drug),"". — When  the  drug  acts  favorably,  a  sense  of  buoyancy,  comfort,  and 
relief,  rather  than  depression,  accompanies  its  exhibition,*^ — Frequently 
she  would  burst  into  tears  for  no  cause  whatever  (after  three  days),". — 
[10.]  Depression  of  spirits  for  two  months,  then  gradually  disappeariug,'^ 
— Depression  of  mind,  during  which  he  experienced  the  most  gloomy  ideas 
relative  to  his  present  and  future  condition,  if  an  opinion  could  be  formed 
from  the  signs  of  distress,  such  as  weeping,  moaning,  and  wringing  his 
hands,  which  he  continued  to  manifest ;  two  hours  after  this  he  fell  asleep, 
and  when  he  awoke  eight  hours  afterwards  was  perfectly  sane  (fourth  day),^. 
— Mental  depression,". — Marked  mental  depression  (after  a  month),". — 
Great  mental  depression,  a  feeling  of  approaching  death,*". — Fearfully  de- 
pressed, and  frequently  shed  tears,^'. — A  consciousness  that  the  currents  or 
sources  of  psychical  force  are  hampered  sometimes  makes  an  intellectual 
patient,  who  is  moderately  bromized,  reason  himself  into  depression,  but 
spontaneous  depression  is  rare,*". — Very  absent-minded,  low-spirited,  and 
childish,  giving  way  to  her  feelings,'^ — No  inclination  to  mental  excitement 
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or  amusement ;  rather  sad  and  indifferent  to  things,  lasting  for  five  days 
(sixth  day),■'^ — Painful  sadness,  profound  indifference,  and  almost  disgust 
for  life  (after  one  to  two  hours),". — [20.]  Profound  melancholy,  with  delu- 
sions,^'.— Such  intense  melancholy  and  weakness  that  I  was  obliged  to  re- 
duce the  quantity  to  20  grains,'". — The  immediate  effect  was  the  production 
of  the  most  intense  melancholy,  attended  with  fits  of  uncontrollable  weep- 
ing ;  these  symptoms  lasted  three  or  four  days,  and  were  then  accompanied 
with  periods  of  positive  delusion ;  gradually  they  disappeared,  although 
the  doses  of  medicine  were  not  reduced,'^. — Feeling  of  anxiety,  depression, 
etc.,^". — The  patient,  who  has  been  violently  excited,  glorying  in  his  imag- 
inary power  of  body  and  mind,  becomes  desponding,  sullen,  melancholic, 
and  frequently  lachrymose,  often  even  despairing,**. — At  times  he  cried 
most  bitterly,  yet  twelve  hours  previously  he  was  singing  and  dancing,  say- 
ing he  was  "  the  happiest  man  alive,"*'. — Listless,  apathetic,^". — Intel- 
lectual. Intellect  and  will  unimpaired  and  active,"".  —  Intellect  and 
emotion  may  seem  sluggish,  but  when  roused  they  act  normally,*"*. — Mind 
calm,  not  worried  and  fretful  as  usual ;  have  been  rather  disinclined  to  use 
the  mind  at  all  (fifth  day),*^ — [30.]  The  patient  was  torpid  mentally,''^. — 
Intellect  clouded ;  mind  confused ;  unable  to  concentrate  the  thoughts ; 
slowness  of  perception ;  questions  have  to  be  asked  several  times  before 
their  meaning  is  understood  and  an  answer  can  be  obtained,'*. — Dulness, 
stupefaction,**. — Dull,  depressed,  irregular  in  his  gait,  in  the  morning ;  in 
the  afternoon  completely  helpless,*'. — After  awaking,  the  will  power  seems 
lost,  and  thought  and  self-consciousness  cannot  be  regained ;  one  feels 
plunged  in  dulness  and  torpor  (after  one  to  two  hours),". — Mental  hebetude 
(after  large  and  continued  doses),*'. — Slowness  of  comprehension,". — De- 
cided weakness  of  intellect,'^ — Enfeebling  of  mental  power ;  a  little  page 
in  my  accounts,  which  I  should  usually  have  prepared  and  balanced  in 
half  an  hour,  took  me  two  or  three  evenings'  work  ;  but  the  worst  tendency 
was  to  talk  "  Mrs.  Malaprop  "  English,  substituting  one  word  ending  in 
"tion"  for  another  in  a  most  provoking  and  yet  ludicrous  way;  I  had  once 
to  write  some  letters  reminding  people  that  their  subscriptions  were  due,  and 
I  had  the  misfortune  of  having  my  letters  (I  think  one  or  two  of  them) 
brought  back  to  me  by  the  clerk,  who  pointed  out  to  me  that  I  had  written 
"  contraction  "  or  some  such  word  instead  of  "  subscription,'"". — Difficulty 
of  collecting  ideas,*\ — [40,]  *Inability  to  express  oneself,"*'. — Remarkable 
slowness  of  speech,  and  difficulty  of  collecting  the  ideas  and  expressing 
them,*^ — In  such  a  confused  state  that  I  could  not  get  on  with  my  work 
(second  morning),". — Incoherent,  full  of  delusions  of  no  fixed  character, 
and  remarkably  depressed  in  spirits  (seventh  day),'^ — Feel  as  if  everything 
that  I  feel,  see,  or  think,  had  been  experienced  before,  as  in  a  dream ;  this 
delusion  is  so  strong  that  I  could  swear  I  dreamt  it  all  (six  hours  and  a 
half  after  second  dose),". — The  effect  upon  the  mind  was  (Juite  marked  and 
decidedly  curative,  for  it  improved  the  memory,  and  dispelled  a  distracted, 
uncontrollable  state  of  mind,*'. — The  mental  and  bodily  impressions  re- 
ceived during  the  different  stages  of  the  medicinal  action  are  very  clearly 
retained  in  memory,". — Memory  impaired,".— The  memory  and  thinking 
faculty  were  impaired,*'. — Sometimes  temporary  impairment  of  the  memory 
(after  continued  doses),*^ — [50.]  Failure  of  memory,*'.' — Loss  of  memory 
for  two  months,  then  gradually  reappearing,'*. — *Loss  of  memory  to  such 
an  extent  that  he  forgot  how  to  talk ;  for  instance,  when  asked  why  he 
took  so  large  a  dose,  he  was  fully  two  minutes  endeavoring  to  frame  a  reply, 
and  was  then  obliged  to  give  up  the  attempt  with  the  remark,  "  I  can't ;" 
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in  fact,  *there  was  well-marked  amnesia  aphasia,  for  there  was  no  difficulty 
in  co-ordinating  the  movement  of  the  tongue  so  as  to  articulate  distinctly 
any  word  he  was  told  to  pronounce  (fourth  day)/'. — Memory  was  absolutely 
destroyed ;  she  could  not  recollect  the  simplest  things,  and  even  forgot  her 
own  name  and  that  of  her  husband,  though  reminded  of  both  au  instant 
before  (after  three  days),'^ — On  waking  in  the  morning  I  could  not  re- 
member anything  which  had  happened  to  me  the  night  before,  and  asked 
my  brother  what  day  it  was,  the  month  of  the  year,  etc.,". — What  he  writes 
is  almost  unintelligible,  from  the  omission  of  words,  or  parts  of  words; 
words  are  often  repeated  or  misplaced,^'. — A  hospital  patient,  who,  while 
subjected  to  the  continued  influence  of  Bromide  of  potassium,  forgot  certain 
syllables  or  parts  of  certain  words,  and  when  writing  or  speaking  did  not 
write  or  utter  these ;  thus  he  called  quelques,  q'ques,  and  sometimes  he 
duplicated  one  or  two  syllables  of  a  word,*^ — In  some  individuals  the 
memory  is  oddly  affected  ;  ^single  words  are  forgotten,  or  one  syllable  is 
constantly  dropped  out  of  a  word,  whenever  that  word  is  spoken  by  the 
patient,  or  two  words  are  invariably  interchanged ;  thus,  a  lady,  twenty- 
eight  or  thirty  years  of  age,  suffering  from  chronic  ovarian  disease,  to  whom 
I  gave  about  12  grains  three  times  a  day,  making  a  continued  daily  dose 
of  nearly  40  grains  of  the  Bromide  of  potassium,  began,  after  she  had  taken 
it  two  or  three  weeks,  to  exchange  two  words  for  each  other ;  she  called  a 
buckwheat  cake  a  comb,  and  a  comb  a  buckwheat  cake ;  at  the  hour  of 
her  morning  toilet  she  would  direct  her  maid  to  bring  her  a  buckwheat 
cake  and  arrange  her  hair ;  at  breakfast,  if  there  were  buckwheat  cakes 
on  the  table,  she  asked  for  a  comb  to  eat ;  once  during  the  existence  of 
this  peculiarity,  I  undertook  to  convince  her  that  she  had  transposed  these 
words,  and  that  a  comb  was  a  spoken  sign  of  a  comb  and  not  of  a  cake ; 
the  effort  was  unsuccessful ;  she  never  transposed  or  confused  the  ideas  of 
cake  and  comb,  only  the  words  or  signs,*".^ — Weakness  of  mind,  a  kind  of 
stupor,  especially  in  well-educated  and  actively  engaged  persons  (after  long 
use),". — Hebetude,  with  inability  to  think ;  a  kind  of  stupor,  resembling 
that  of  the  first  stage  of  typhoid  fever,''\— [60.]  Stupor,''  '*.— Moderately 
deep  coma," 

Mead. — Confusion  and  Vertigo.  Confusion  and  heat  of  the 
head,''l — Vertigo,". — Vertigo,  fainting,  and  nausea,  followed  by  sound 
sleep,^". — Great  vertigo  with  confusion  of  the  head  (after  a  few  hours),''. — 
On  attempting  to  stand  up,  and  especially  to  walk,  there  is  a  peculiar  ver- 
tigo, characterized  by  a  sensation  of  emptiness  around  one,  and  under  one's 
feet,  so  that  one  is  afraid  to  move ;  it  seems  as  if  the  ground  gave  way,  and 
the  sense  of  resistance  was  lost ;  the  gait  is  staggering,  and  at  last  walking 
becomes  almost  impossible,  or,  at  least,  one  feels  obliged  to  give  it  up  (after 
one  and  two  hours),". — Dizziness,'^ — Inability  to  stand  erect  on  account 
of  excessive  dizziness,''^ — The  giddiness  was  generally  accompanied  with, 
drowsiness  and  sometimes  with  actual  stupor,*l — [70.]  After  the  chief 
symptoms  have  disappeared,  there  remains  a  peculiar  heaviness  of  the  head, 
not  amounting  to  actual  headache,". — General  JBCead.  Headache,^ '" ; 
(after  a  few  days),'",  etc.— Dull  headache,'*;  (after  large  doses),'l— Head- 
ache, with  heaviness,  and  pressure  on  forehead  and  temples,'*. — A  remark- 
khle  headache ;  soon  after  setting  in  it  developed  a  sort  of  dulness  and 
giddiness,  such  as  may  be  observed  in  some  forms  of  tjiphus,^.— Fore- 
head. Pain  in  forehead  and  occiput  (after  one  hour),''. — Headache  in  the 
right  frontal  protuberance,  after  a  simple  dinner;  it  increases  at  9  p.m.  (sixth 
day),«. 
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Eye.  —  Objective.  Expressionless  gaze;  lustreless  eyes,^^- — Hollow, 
fixed  eyes,^*. — Eye  lost  its  lustre  (after  a  few  days),^*. — [80.]  Dull-looking 
eyes," — Bloodvessels  on  the  fundus  of  the  eye  were  enlarged,"'. — The  re- 
sults of  the  smaller  doses  were  not  altogether  uniform  ;  a  certain  degree  of 
congestion  appeared,  however,  to  be  produced.  With  half  drachm  and 
drachm  doses,  and  once  with  a  scruple  dose,  the  disk  and  retina  were  con- 
gested even  in  ten  minutes  after  administration,  and  this  state  of  congestion 
went  on  increasing,  as  long  as  examinations  were  made ;  even  after  the 
lapse  of  several  hours,  the  increased  redness  was,  still  manifest ;  the  vas- 
cularity was  found  to  be  greater  as.  the  dose  was  increased.

— Pupils 
contracted  (fourth  day),^". — Pupils  strongly  contracted,^';  (second  day),^^ — 
Pupils  greatly  contracted  (after  three  days),*". —  Vision.  Sight  became 
disturbed,*^ — Eyesight  weakened  (after  three  days),". — Momentary  weak- 
ness of  sight  and  hearing,'^ — -Very  weak  sight,^*. — [100.]  Dimness  of  sight, 
with  dilated  pupils,*^ — Sight  becomes  dim,  and  the  lids  so  heavy  that  they 
can  hardly  be  kept  open ;  there  is  a  general  feeling  of  torpor,  and  an  invincible 
drowsiness  (after  one  and  two  hours),". — The  eyes  do  not  see  (after  toxic 
doses),*". — Hallucinations  of  sight  and  sound,  with  or  without  mania,  precede 
cerebral  indifl^erence,  apathy,  and  paralysis  (after  toxic  doses),*". 

Mar. — Hearing  became  disturbed,*^ — Hearing  weakened  (after  three 
days),^'. — Hardness  of  hearing,^*. — Hearing  loses  its  usual  acuteness,  and 
it  is  only  by  speaking  in  a  very  loud  voice  that  the  patient  can  be  roused 
from  his  stupor,^^ — The  ears  do  not  hear  (after  toxic  doses),*". — At  night 
in  bed,  had  roaring  in  the  ears,  synchronous  with  the  pulse,*''. 

Wose.  [110.]  Nostrils  full  of  thick  mucus  and  yellow  scabs,**. — The  salt 
found  in  the  nasal  mucus  (after  half  an  hour),". — Smell  weakened  (after 
three  days),'^. 

Face.  —  Languid  expression,**. —  "Wearied,  anxious  look  (after  a  few 
days),®. — Looked  queer  (first  evening),  and  as  if  frightened  (second  morn- 
ing),".— Dull,  stupefied  expression,**. — General  aspect  of  hebetude  and  in- 
difference (after  toxic  doses),*". — The  expression  of  hebetude  becomes  first 
that  of  imbecility,  and  then  that  of  idiocy  (after  toxic  doses),*". — Yellow, 
cachectic  complexion,''^  —  [120.]  Dirty  yellow  complexion,**. —  Face  pale 
(second  day),'^ — Face  pale,  suffering/^ — Face  exceedingly  pale,™. — Face 
ashy  pale  (fourth  day),'l — Face  thin,**. 

Mouth. — Gums.  Painful  gums,  sometimes  red  and  swollen,**.— 
Tongue.  Tongue  red,  dry,  and  enlarged  (in  a  few  hours),**. — Tongue 
moist  and  red  at  first,  but  after  a  few  days  it  has  a  tendency  to  drying  and 
browning,'*. — Coated  tongue  (second  day),'".  —  [130.]  Foul  breath  and  a 
white  tongue,  involving  the  edges  as  well  as  the  dorsum,  and  not  necesmri/ij 
furred,  with  great  languor  and  sleepiness,*l — Tongue  presented  every  ap- 
pearance of  the  effects  of  a  corrosive  poison,''. — Disordered  action  of  the 
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tongue ;  difficult  speech,". — General  Mouth.  Fetor  in  the  mouth/'.— 
Dryness  of  the  mouth/'  **  ^l — Long-lasting  dryness  of  the  mouth  (after  the 
increase  of  saliva)  occasioning  a  desire  to  drink,  sometimes  very  urgent 
(after  a  few  minutes),". — Irritation  of  the  mucous  membrane  of  the  mouth 
and  fauces ;  the  tongue  was  painful  and  the  papillae  very  prominent,  with 
redness  and  burning  through  the  whole  of  the  mouth  and  fauces  as  after 
some  acrid  substance,". — Saliva.  Increased  secretion  of  saliva,'^ — In- 
creased secretion  of  saliva,  with  frequent  spitting  (after  a  few  minutes),". —

half  an  hour),'l — Taste.  Very  foul  taste  in  mouth  (after  a  few  min- 
utes),'*.— Slightly  salt  taste  (immediately  ),'*^ — [150.]  Taste  weakened  (after 
three  days),"'. — The  tongue  does  not  taste,**. — Speech.  After  awaking, 
speech  is  difficult,  slow,  and  not  seconded  as  usual  by  the  operations  of  the 
intellect  (after  one  and  two  hours),'*. — Hesitating  speech," — Occasional 
stammering  (after  continued  doses),*^- — Unable  to  speak,**. 

TJiTOat. — Some  patients  experience  a  peculiar  sensation  of  dryness  of 
the  throat  and  neighboring  parts/". — Irritation  in  the  mucous  membrane 
of  the  throat  and  stomach  (after  3  to  4  grammes,  60  grains  daily),*'. — 
Tickling  in  the  throat,  a  short  time  after  every  dose,*. —  Uvula.  CEdema 
supervenes  on  congestion  of  the  uvula  and  fauces  (after  a  toxic  dose),**. — 
[160.]  Insensibility  in  the  region  of  the  velum  palati  and  pharynx,'*. — 
Ansesthesia  of  the  velum  palati,  the  uvula  and  upper  portion  of  the  pharynx, 
so  that  these  parts  may  be  tickled  without  producing  nausea,  or  involuntary 
movements  of  deglutition  ;  swallowing  itself,  however,  is  unimpaired,^^ — 
Fauces,  Pharynx,  and  (Esophagus.  Mucous  membrane  of  fauces 
highly  injected,''. — Ansesthesia  of  the  fauces  seems  the  last  symptom  to  dis- 
appear,'l — Anaesthetic  effect  on  the  mucous  membrane  of  the  fauces  and 
upper  respiratory  organs,  by  which  their  reflex  action  becomes  dimin- 
ished,**.— Moderate  anaesthesia  of  the  pharynx,**. — According  to  Voisiu,  the 
local  antesthesia  of  the  pharynx  does  not  appear  after  a  less  dose  than  30 
grains  ;  it  is  not  always  produced  by  this  dose  ;  but  if  two  or  three  such  doses 
are  given  several  hours  apart,  there  will  be  impaired  sensibility  of  the

"We  should  distinguish,"  says  a  late  writer,t 
"  two  kinds  of  sensibility  in  the  region  of  the  veil  of  the  palate,  a  functional 
sensibility  and  an  ordinary  sensibility ;  the  ordinary  sensibility  varies  with 
different  individuals  ;  but  it  is  not  the  measure  of  the  functional  sensibility; 
the  latter  varies  but  little  ;  this  functional  sensibility  is  the  same  as  the  sensi- 
bility of  the  intestine ;  and  like  the  latter,  it  depends,  according  to  M.  Claude 
Bernard,  upon  a  ganglion,  the  spheno-palatine  ;  it  has  its  special  mode  of 
irritation,  which  is  neither  pricking  nor  burning,  but  the  lightest  contact;  if 
the  touching  even  \_chatouUlement']  exceeds  the  physiological  limit,  vomiting 
is  produced  ;  bromide  causes  this  to  disappear  at  once ;  movements  of  degluti-

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tion  remain  iu tact  in  bromized  individuals,  and  are  not  performed  with  less 
energy  than  previous  to  the  treatment ;  when,  by  titillation  of  the  uvula,  no 
effort  of  deglutition  or  vomiting  is  induced,  it  is  apparent  either  that  the 
pharynx  and  palate  no  longer  conduct  the  tactile  impression,  or  that  this 
impression  is  not  reflected ;  as  the  reflex  power  of  the  cord  has  lost  none  of  its 
energy,  and  there  is  no  want  of  precision  of  movement,  we  must  admit  that 
the  periphery  alone  is  affected,'"^ — Irritation  of  the  fauces  generally,  with 
oedema  and  redness,  and  sometimes  with  paleness  of  the  parts  (after  con- 
tinued doses),*^  —  Constant  dryness  of  the  oesophagus,".' — Swallow- 
ing. Difficult  deglutition,'^. — [170.]  Unable  to  swallow,**. — JEoctemal 
ThTOat.  (A  very  perceptible  enlargement  of  the  thyroid  gland  disap- 
peared), (while  the  drug  was  taken  or  immediately  afterwards),*'". 

Stomach. — Appetite.  Increased  appetite,' '"'. — Appetite  somewhat 
increased,*. — Appetite  remains  very  good,  patient  takes  his  food  very  well, 
and  dozes  off  immediately  after,". — Less  appetite  for  breakfast,  no  appetite 
for  dinner  (fifth  day),*'. — Loss  of  appetite,^l — Anorexia,*'^ ;  (second  day),"". — 
Ihivst.  Thirst,^ — Much  thirst  all  day,  but  able  to  drink  only  a  mouth- 
ful, as  the  cool  water  is  unpleasant  (fifth  day),*'.  [180.]  Great  thirst,^*. — 
Intense  thirst,  and  a  craving  for  cold  drinks,'^ — Eructation,.  Eructa- 
tions,^ '". — Repeated  eructations,^ ;  (after  a  few  minutes),". — Eructations 
without  nausea  (immediate]y),"\ — Nauseous  eructations,  and  inclination  to 
\oTait,^.— Nausea  and  Vomiting.  Nausea,^^™;  (after  one  hour),^l — 
Nausea  and  vomiting,*"  "l — Sometimes  slight  nausea  directly  after  a  dose, 
which  soon  disappears,**. — The  nausea  and  pain  in  stomach  were  most  fre- 
quent when  lying  on  left  side,''. — [190.]  Sickness  (soon) ;  (after  a  few 
days),'*. — Sick  aud  giddy,*'. — Repeated  retchings  and  emesis,'l — Vomit- 
ing,'*.— Repeated  serous  vomiting,  for  nearly  seven  hours,". — Vomiting  of 
frothy  mucus,*". — Stomach.  The  stomach  was  weak  for  a  long  time 
afterwards,'. — Some  degree  of  gastric  anxiety  (after  one  hour),". — Habitual 
gastralgia,". — Much  agony  in  region  of  stomach, 'I — [200.]  Sensation  of 
fulness  and  heat  in  epigastric  region  (after  a  few  minutes),". — When  taken 
fasting,  a  little  pinching  or  constriction  of  the  stomach  (immediately),"". — 
Peculiar  pressure  in  the  epigastric  region,  followed  at  times  by  violent 
colic,*. — Distressing  oppression  of  the  stomach  after  dinner,'. 

Abdomen. —  TJnibilical.  Violent  periodical  pains  in  umbilical 
region,  which  is  very  sensitive  to  touch,  without  being  distended  (second 
day),*'. — Colic-like  pains  in  umbilical  region  (even  after  six  or  seven 
weeks),'''. — General  Abdomen,  Rumbling,'. — Much  flatulence  (while 
taking  the  medicine),*'. — Emission  of  flatulence,'. — Frequent  emission  of 
flatulence,'. — [210.]  Emission  of  much  flatulence,'. — Feeling  of  warmth 
in  the  abdomen,^ — Violent  pain  in  the  abdomen,*'. — Pain  following  the 
course  of -the  ascending  colon,*.

Stool. — Diarrhfjea.  Increased  evacuation  of  the  bowels,'. — Diar- 
rhoea,'***.— [220.]  Diarrhoea  (in  a  few  rare  instances  after  continued  doses),**. 
— Diarrhoea ;  on  using  cloths  they  were  found  to  be  stained  of  a  violet 
color,". — Purging,".' — Purgation,  with  abdominal  pain  of  a  dull  aching 
character,**. — Hypercatharsis,  repeated  again  and  again  each  time  the  medi- 
cine was  taken  (in  two  cases),'*. — Cases  have  been  recorded  where  the 
hypercatharsis  was  so  marked  that  the  drug  was  discontinued ;  out  of  37 
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cases  treated  for  epilepsy  by  this  drugf  2  patients  had  to  discontinue  its 
use  on  this  account,**. — Soft  stools,^ — Stools  softer  than  usual,' '. — Stools 
softer  and  more  frequent,'. — Constipation.  Constipation,*  '.—[230.] 
Slight  constipation  (after  continued  doses),*l — Bowels  sluggish  in  their  ac- 
tion, but  not  very  confined,''^ — Fseces  diminished  in  weight  and  usually 
procrastinated,^^ — Dryness  of  the  excreta  of  the  intestinal  canal  follows 
its  continued  use,  and  the  stools  become  dry,  hard,  and  infrequent,*^! 

ijrinary  Organs. — Bladder.  Feeling  of-  vesical  distension  and 
irresistible  desire  to  urinate  (during  the  partial  slumber),"". — Micturi- 
tion. Disposition  to  urinate,'". — Bowels  were  regular,  with  frequent  desire 
to  pass  water,  but  which  was,  however,  rather  diminished  in  quantity  (while 
taking  the  drug),*'. — Frequent  emission  of  thin  yellowish  urine,^ — Emis- 
sion of  a  large  quantity  of  clear  yellowish  urine,'. — Frequent  and  profuse 
emission  of  urine,'. — [240.]  Discharge  of  urine  both  frequent  and  more 
copious  (eleventh  day),  also  in  the  preceding  night ;  in  the  evening  of  the 
eleventh  day  about  half  a  pint  of  urine  passed  every  half  hour  for  several 
hours ;  the  urine  was  pale,  of  high  specific  gravity,  loaded  with  what  ap- 
peared to  be  phosphates,  of  which  a  cloud  was  passed  with  the  urine ;  the 
minute  crystals  could  be  plainly  seen  when  held  up  to  the  light  in  a  beaker- 
glass  ;  on  standing  for  a  few  minutes  the  sediment  filled  one-quarter  of  the 
space  occupied  by  the  liquid  ;  heating  the  urine  precipitated  the  phosphates 
in  a  white  cloudy  sediment ;  addition  of  nitric  acid  immediately  dissolved 
it,*'. — The  quantity  of  urine  passed  in  the  twenty-four  hours  was  increased. 
This  was  not  due  to  the  increased  drinking  of  water,''. — Scanty  micturi-

— Copious  secretion  of  thin  and 
clear  urine,*. — Increased  urine,*. — [250.]  Increased  amount  of  urine,'. — 
Profuse,  thin,  pale  urine,  peculiarly  ofifensive,^. — 68  ounces  of  urine  were 
secreted  in  twenty-four  hours,  although  on  the  same  day  a  Turkish  bath 
was  taken,  and  a  considerable  portion  of  the  drug  was  doubtless  eliminated 
by  the  sweat.  The  average  daily  amount  of  urine  excreted  by  the  same 
individual,  as  determined  from  observations  on  seven  successive  days,  was 
44  ounces,*^ — Diminished  secretion  of  urine,'". — Urine  paler  and  thinner 
than  usual,'. — A  trace  of  the  drug  was  discovered  in  the  urine  (after  ten

body  was  chloride  of  potassium  ;  the  figures  of  the  three  experiments  were 
an  average  of  22.56  grammes  of  chloride  of  silver  in  twenty-four  hours  on 
the  days  preceding  the  exhibition  of  bromine,  and  24.29  on  those  days 
when  that  salt  was  taken.  Analysis  showed  in  some  of  these  cases  the 
amount  of  potash  in  the  urine  increased  from  (estimated  as  chloride)  2.5 
to  12.80  grammes,'^ — Uric  acid  especially  increased,'". 

Sexual  Organs.— More  or  less  debility  of  the  genital  organs,'".—

X  I  have  heard  of  two  cases  of  chronic  constipation  relieved  by  a  dose  of  the 
bromide,  and  where  have  been  taken  large  doses  of  the  ordinary  cathartics  without 
producing  an  intestinal  discharge ;  in  other  instances  one  or  two  doses  have  caused 
an  evacuation  of  the  bowels. 
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Decline  of  sexual  power  (after  long-continued  use)/'. — [260.]  Sexual  weak- 
ness degenerates  into  impotence  (after  a  toxic  dose),'". — It  exerts  a  most 
powerful  influence  on  the  generative  organs,  lowering  their  functions  in  a 
remarkable  degree,". — During  the  partial  slumber,  especially  if  in  bed, 
there  quickly  arises  a  greater  or  less  degree  of  sexual  excitement  (accord- 
ing to  previous  habit),  usually  accompanied  by'erections  and  emissions, 
which  awake  the  subject,  and  of  which  he  is  perfectly  conscious,"". — Re- 
pression of  sexual  desire  and  power  does  not  usually  occur  until  the  salt 
has  been  taken  for  several  days  continuously  ;  its  extent  is  exceedingly

— Hacking  cough,\ — Dry,  fatiguing 
cough,'^'. — Paroxysmal  dry  cough  at  intervals  of  two  or  three  hours,  with 
difficult  respiration,  followed  by  a  vomiting  of  mucus  or  food ;  worse  at 
night  or  when  lying  down,  and  bearing  much  resemblance  to  hooping- 
cough,**. — Renjnration.  The  carbonic  acid  of  the  lungs  was  decidedly 
decreased.  The  decrease  in  carbonic  acid  was  followed,  on  the  days  suc-

— Breath  has  a  disagreeable  odor,  which  seems 
peculiar  to  those  who  have  been  for  any  length  of  time  under  the  influence 
of  the  drug,*". — Fetid  or  bromized  breath  (after  continued  doses),**. — The 
fetid  breath  becomes  nauseous  (after  a  toxic  dose),*'. — [280.]  Respiration, 
without  the  stertor  of  opium  or  alcohol,  is  easy  but  slow  (after  toxic  doses),*'- 
— Respiration  calm  and  tranquil,  with  occasional  sighing,^'. — Anxious  res- 
piration,^^ — Difiicult  breathing,". 

Chest. — Symptoms  of  pulmonary  catarrh,"*. — Tightness  of  the  chest, 
on  breathing,^ — Oppression  of  the  chest,\ 

Heart  and  I*ulse. — Heart's  Action.  Reduces  the  action  of 
the  heart  and  arteries,'^". — Heart's  beats  lacking  in  energy,  and  its  sounds 
distant  and  feeble  (in  its  effects  on  the  heart  the  drug  seems  to  resemble 
Digitalis),'^ — Heart's  action  feeble  and  intermitting,*'. — [290.]  The  heart's 
action  gradually  grows  feebler  till  it  ceases  altogether,*". — Heart's  action 
very  feeble,*^ — Action  of  heart  slow  and  fluttering  (alter  a  few  days),^". — 
Heart's  action  slower  and  feebler  (after  toxic  doses),*". — Pulse.  Acceler- 
ated pulse,  after  awhile  it  was  at  times  several  beats  slower  than  natural,^ 
— Pulse  irritable  and  rapid,"'.' — Pulse  small  and  very  frequent,^'. — Pulse 
slower,  except  during  actual  vomiting,". — Small  and  slow  pulse," — Pulse 
weak  and  slow,'". — [300.]  Pulse  notably  slower  as  well  as  depressed,"  — 
Pulse,  which  normally  was  about  80,  had  fallen  to  60,'". — Pulse  much  low- 
ered (40  to  48),". — Pulse  very  low,  after  the  fever,"*. 

Back. — Pain  in  loins,". — Pain  in  the  region  of  the  kidneys,". — Pain, 
seemingly  seated  in  the  region  of  the  kidneys,'.

Siipeylor  Extremities, — Trembling  of  the  hands  during  volun- 
tary motion,'*. — [310.]  When  he  raises  his  hands,  as  iu  the  act  of  carrying 
something  to  his  mouth,  they  tremble  as  if  he  had  delirium  tremens,®. — 
Handwriting  shaky  and  indistinct,^*. — Hands  and  fingers  in  constant  action 
(second  day),'l — Almost  constant  twitching  of  the  fingers,  and  a  busy  oc- 
cupation of  them  in  matters  of  no  importance  (after  three  days),". 

Iiifi'i'ior  Extremities. — Gait  unsteady  (second  day),^". — Unsteadi- 
ness of  gait,  so  great  that  he  was  frequently  taken  for  a  drunken  man,  and 
ou  one  occasion  was  arrested  by  the  police,  confined  in  a  cell  all  night  and 
fined  the  next  morning,  notwithstanding  my  statement  of  the  facts  to  the 
police  superintendent,^". — Great  unsteadiness  of  gait  for  two  months,  then 
gradually  disappeariug,'l — Irregular  in  his  gait,*'. — Irregular  gait,  the  pa- 
tient reeling  as  though  intoxicated,*'. — Impaired  locomotion,  which,  when 
the  dose  is  exce>sive,  resembles  the  gait  of  locomotor  ataxia,*'. — [320.]  Reel- 
ing gait  and  general  appearance  of  intoxication,**. — On  beginning  to  walk, 
the  first  steps  are  undecided  and  staggering,  but  the  gait  soon  recovers  firm- 
ness (after  waking),"'. — Staggeriiig,*'. — Staggering  gait;  walking  is  quite 
difiicult,**. — Could  not  walk  without  staggering  very  much,'*. — By  degrees 
his  gait  becomes  altered  ;  he  rolls  and  staggers  like  a  drunken  man;  his 
limbs  shake  and  bend  under  him,-'. — Unable  to  walk  (seventh  day),". — 
Could  scarcely  stand,  and  that  only  with  support,*'. — Unable  to  stand 
(fourth  day),'''. — Weakness  in  the  lower  extremities,  and  inability  to  stand 
erect  (after  three  days),''. — [330.]  Unusual  weakness  at  the  knees  (after  a 
few  days),^*. — AVeakness  of  the  extensors  of  the  legs  and  feet,  ". 

General  SynijJtoms. — Objective.  An  increase  of  destructive, 
without  a  corresponding  increase  of  constructive  metamorphosis,  and  con- 
sequent emaciation  (after  continued  doses),*'. — Diminishes  the  retrograde 
metamorphosis  of  tissue,^". — Diminution  of  mucous  secretions  generally,*'. 
— The  capillary  circulation  is  materially  affected,  not  only  of  the  nervous 
centres,  but  of  the  whol-'^  system  ;  this,  however,  is  independent  of  the 
heart  and  lai-ge  arteries,". — Emaciation  (after  long-continued  use),*'. — 
General  emaciation,''*. — Considerable  enjaciation,'*. — Great  emaciation,''^ — 
[340.]  Vei y  emaciated  and  weak,  and  of  a  peculiar  pallid  color,'*'. — Ma- 
rasmus and  emaciation,  which  endanger  the  life,  may  set  in  alter  too  long- 
continued  use,*'. — Among  the  symptoms  caused  by  the  drug  there  are  some 
which  have  escaped  the  notice  of  previous  observers,  but  which,  if  not  rec- 
ognized, might  lead  to  serious  mistakes  iu  diagnosis.  I  refer  to  cerebro- 
spinal affections — characterized  by  general  delirium,  hallucinations,  fancies 
about  being  persecuted,  violent  actions,  ataxia  of  the  limbs  and  of  the 
tongue,  and  impeded  articulation — which  might  be  taken  as  indications  of 
general  paralysis.  All  these  alarming  symptoms  disappear  on  leaving  off 
the  medicine,™. — Better  than  usual,  less  tired,  with  more  ability  and  incli- 
nation to  walk  than  previously  (while  taking  the  drug),*". — Sedation,™. — 
Averse  to  exercise  ;  sits  and  lounges  about,'^'. — Invariably  sat  crouched  up 
by  the  fireside  all  day,  evidently  devoid  of  all  energy  and  resolution,'*. — 
Disinclined  to  talk,  read,  or  study,  to  walk  or  work  ;  quite  indifferent  to 
many  objective  annoyances  that  commonly  irritated  him  ;  in  fact,  superla- 
tively lazy,  indiiferent,  and  sleepy,  yet  by  a  strong  effort  of  will  able  to 
converse,  study,  compose,  walk,  work,  and  fret  as  well  as  ever,*'. — Languor 
of  movements,'**. — Great  languor,^l — [350.]  Unusually  quiet,  sitting  lan- 
guidly on  a  chair;  he  could  not  collect  his  thoughts  to  answer  a  question 
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properly/^ — Lassitude  (soon)/l — Weakness,^ — "Weakness  of  the  muscular 
system,™. — So  extreme  a  degree  of  weakness  that  the  medicine  had  to  be 
stopped/". — Great  feebleness,  physical  and  mental,  after  disappearance  of 
the  symptoras,'^ — General  debility ,=*. — Great  muscular  debility,"*. — Consid- 
erable prostration,  compelling  him  to  lie  down  (after  one  hour),". — Great 
bodily  prostration,'". — [360,]  Extreme  general  prostration,". — Inability  to 
walk  or  stand,". — Inability  to  hold  herself  upright,'^^ — Unable  to  move  or 
feel,'*. — After  a  time  he  is  obliged  to  keep  his  bed,''". — Extremely  adynamic 
condition," — Lies  quietly,  unable  to  move,  feel,  swallow,  or  speak  (after  a 
toxic  dose),*". — There  is  a  class  of  phenomena  dependent  on  the  bromine — 
cachexia,  which  must  be  accurately  distinguished — viz.,  those  due  to  the 
.adynamic  character  liable  to  be  assumed  by  acute  maladies  which  may 
attack  an  epileptic  patient  during  the  administration  of  the  drug.  Thus, 
a  pneumonia,  an  enteritis,  a  rheumatic  seizure,  or  a  simple  boil  may  be  ac- 
companied by  such  a  debility  of  the  vital  powers  as  shall  rapidly  determine 
a  fatal  issue,™. — Fainting,''. — Muscular  weakness  becomes  complete  paraly- 
sis (after  a  toxic  dose),'*. — [370.]  Remarkable  degree  of  restlessness  and 
fitfulness  of  motion,  as  a  consequence  of  the  giddiness  or  intoxication,  the 
patients  being  sometimes  unable  to  keep  tRemselves  on  their  feet,^'. — Sub- 
jective. Diminished  nervous  sensibility  in  general,  and  especially  dimi- 
nution of  reflex  sensibility,'*. — Mental  and  physical  lassitude,  indisposition 
to  effort,  and  indifference  to  all  slight  causes  of  nervous  irritation  ;  the  cry- 
ing of  children  in  the  house,  the  rattling  of  carriages  on  the  pavement,  the 
irritation  of  worrying  or  anxious  thoughts,  all  are  disregarded  ;  the  sweet 
carelessness  of  doing  nothing,  the  Neapolitan's  dulee  far  nieiite  is  almost 
realized ;  this  state  is  soon  succeeded  by  drowsiness,  and  drowsiness  by 
sleep  (after  20  or  30  grains),'*. — Well-marked  numbness  throughout  the 
body,  and  very  decided  diminution  of  sensibility  (after  three  days),''. — Great 
blunting  of  the  senses;  the  patient  shows  consciousness  only  when  loudly 
called  to,"'. — Sensibility  of  skin  diminished,  so  that  pinching  and  pricking 
are  scarcely  noticed,^. — Tactile  sensibility,  the  sense  of  temperature  and  of 
tickling  appear  to  be  imperfectly  conducted,  but  really  unimpaired,'*. — The 
sensibility  is  so  far  gone  that  the  skin  can  be  pricked,  pinched,  and  burned 
even  without  the  patient  being  at  all  conscious  of  it;  this  insensibility, 
however,  only  sets  in  after  the  continued  exhibition  of  enormous  doses,^''.— 
During  the  whole  period  of  the  action,  and  even  during  its  decline,  there 
is  experienced  a  profound  dulness  of  tactile  sensibility  in  all  its  forms,  but 
especially  in  those  which  are  concerned  in  reflex  manifestations.  Thus, 
tickling  of  the  feet  is  scarcely  felt,  and  no  longer  produces  its  usual  effects; 
cutaneous  sensibility,  when  tested  by  pinching,  is  found  to  be  diminished  ; 
the  perception  of  touch  by  the  hand  is  so  modified  that  prehensile  move- 
ments are  deprived  of  precision,". — Reflex,  general,  and  special  sensations 
disappear,'*. — [380.]  General  feeling  of  comfort  and  tranquillity,  predis- 
posing to  sleep,"\ — Sense  of  mental  and  physical  languor  or  weakness  (after 
continued  doses),'* 

Skill. — Surface  in  general,  and  especially  the  skin  of  the  face,  of  a 
dead-white  color," — Considerable  discoloration  of  the  skin  and  mucous 
membranes," — I.  A  partial  eruption,  resembling  both  acne  simplex  and 
indurata;  preceded  by  considerable  itching  ;  appearing  chiefly  on  the  chest 
and  face,  especially  on  the  shoulders,  forehead,  and  nose.  It  consists  of 
bluish-red  pustules,  scarcely  as  large  as  a  pin's  head,  with  a  red  areola, 
and  soon  becoming  yellowish-white  at  the  tips.  Their  bases  are  quite 
hard,  and  continue  so  for  several  days,  sometimes  for  a  month,  when  they 
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suppurate,  leaving  a  firm  nucleus  and  deep-red  flush,  with  a  slight  swelling, 
which  are  of  long  continuance.  The  number  of  pustules  is  extremely 
variable,  increasing  chiefly  with  the  dose.  Certain  conditions  of  the  skin, 
as  when  it  is  thick  and  plentifully  moistened  by  an  oily  secretion,  seem  to 
promote  the  spread  of  this  eruption,  and  lymphatic  and  sanguine  constitu- 
tions are  especially  liable  to  it.  It  is  also  more  abundant  in  youth  and 
adult  age.  At  these  periods  it  sometimes  even  covers  the  whole  face,  to 
its  great  disfigurement.  The  duration  of  the  pustules  is  also  very  variable, 
eight  days,  more  or  less  ;  depending  uniformly  on  the  continuance  of  large 
doses  ;  thus,  when  an  extensive  acne  eruption  has  arisen  from  doses  of  5 
grammes  or  over,  the  number  of  pustules  will  be  sensibly  lessened  if  the 
dose  be  reduced  to  3  grammes.  II.  The  second  species  of  Bromine  erup-. 
tion  bears  no  resemblance  to  any  other  affection  of  the  skin.  It  is  confined 
almost  wholly  to  the  lower  extremities,  where  it  appears  in  the  form  of 
oblong  or  circular  patches,  several  centimetres  in  diameter,  with  mamil- 
lated  edges,  and  generally  rose-colored  or  cherry-red,  but  spotted  yellow, 
as  if  from  subcutaneous  purulent  infiltration.  Its  favorite  situation  is  the 
calf  of  the  leg,  as  is  shown  even  in  cases  of  repeated  relapse.  In  two 
patients  who  were  each  attacked  three  or  four  times,  the  eruption  always 
appeared  in  this  locality.  The  central  portion,  as  well  as  the  borders  of 
the  patches  is  sometimes  mamillated,  the  projections,  in  this  case,  being 
formed  by  acne-like  pustules,  so  closely  aggregated  as  to  amount  to  a 
swelling;  they  rise  to  a  height  of  3  or  4  millimetres,  and  their  bases  are 
indurated  ;  the  projections,  in  a  few  days,  partially  collapse,  their  tips  dis- 
charging a  sero-purulent  fluid.  The  centre  of  each  pustule  then  presents  an 
unibilicated  depression,  exuding  a  creamy  moisture,  which  dries  with  thick 
yellow  scabs.  These  projections  are  extremely  sensitive  to  contact,  and 
sometimes  render  walking  impossible.  It  is  worthy  of  note,  that  their 
depressed,  central  portion,  on  the  contrary,  is  quite  insensible  and  devoid 
of  pain.  They  are  surrounded  by  a  reddish  areola,  with  some  tumefac- 
tion. They  collapse  on  the  escape  of  their  contents,  but  this  process  is 
extremely  slow,  and  the  discharge,  which  may  continue  for  a  year,  easily 
gives  rise  to  thick  and  tenacious  scabs.  The  eruption  is  sometimes  exceed- 
ingly obstinate,  being  kept  up  by  the  successive  appearance  of  fresh  clusters 
of  pustules,  with  the  resulting  mamillations.  I  have  seen  two  cases  in 
which  the  swellings  on  the  legs  changed  into  atonic  ulcers,  resembling 
rupia,  and  having  foul-smelling,  reddened  bases,  covered  with  vegetation. 
Pressure  on  these  ulcers  caused  a  pain  like  tliat  felt  in  cuts  on  the  fingers. 
They  afterwards  became  covered  with  thick,  dirty-yellow,  offensively  smell- 
ing scabs.  In  one  case,  the  ulcers  lasted  three  months,  and  in  the  other 
seven  months.  I  have  never  noticed  any  sympathetic  swelling  of  the 
glands,  or  fever.  When  these  eruptive  swellings,  and  this  ulceration  are 
cured,  they  leave  behind  them  indelible  traces  in  the  shape  of  yellow  spots 
covered  with  scabs;  at  first,  nuclei  can  be  felt  in  the  subcutaneous  cellular 
tissue,  and  in  the  vicinity  of  these  the  patients  are  troubled  with  itching, 
and  even  pain  and  cramps.  Generally,  the  eruption  disappears  in  not  over 
four  to  six  days  after  stopping  the  remedy.  Only  a  few  days  are  usually 
required  for  the  complete  development  of  the  tumefactions.  Their  dura- 
tion varies,  of  course,  with  the  size  of  the  dose,  but  it  would  appear,  from 
what  I  have  observed  in  patients,  that  it  is  longer  in  the  case  of  those  con- 
stitutionally subject  to  cutaneous  diseases,  especially  herpes.  One  patient, 
belonging  to  this  class,  continued  to  be  troubled  with  several  of  these 
swellings  on  his  legs  after  the  dose  had  been  brought  down  to  2  grammes. 
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I  have  observed  that  the  eruption  is  of  more  frequent  occurence  in  winter. 
III.  The  third  species  of  Bromine  eruption  is  that  which  is  least  frequently- 
observed.  I  have  seen  only  three  cases.  It  consists  of  slightly  elevated, 
flat,  smooth,  red  patches,  of  different  shapes,  long  or  oblong,  with  regular 
or  uneven  borders  ;  from  4  millimetres  to  2  centimetres  in  diameter,  and 
varying  equally  in  length  ;  in  one  case,  they  measured  6  centimetres.  They 
are  of  the  color  called  "  onion-peel "  in  the  centre,  cherry-red  at  the  circum- 
ference, and  these  colors  extend  over  a  considerable  space.  They  are  very 
slightly  raised,  like  patches  of  urticaria.  Their  bases  are  firm  but  elastic, 
as  in  erythema  nodosum,  which  this  eruption  very  closely  resembles  in  the 
shape  of  the  patches,  their  hardened  bases,  and  their  partial  reappearance 
when  rubbed.  Their  redness  momentarily  vanishes  on  pressure.  They 
become  white  by  contracting  the  underlying  muscles,  or  compressing  the 
adjacent  parts.  They  itch  at  uight,  in  bed,  and  in  a  high  temperature  ; 
and  are  nearly  or  quite  painless  when  pressed  upon.  Their  appearance  is 
preceded  by  itching  and  pains  in  the  limbs,  with  a  sort  of  stiffness.  These 
preliminary  symptoms  have  been,  in  some  cases,  so  severe  as  to  confine  the 
patient  to  his  bed  for  four  days  before  the  eruption  became  visible.  In 
one  case,  motion  of  any  limb  was  very  painful.  The  patches  appear  on 
the  extremities  and  trunk,  avoiding  the  face,  and  number  from  four  or  five, 
to  twelve  or  fifteen,  on  each  limb.  They  vanish  as  suddenly  as  they  came, 
but  always  leave  behind  them  the  subcutaneous  induration.  In  one  case, 
the  lower  halves  of  both  inferior  extremities  were  affected,  for  four  days, 
with  a  well-marked  oedematous  swelling.  In  a  single  instance,  I  observed 
an  unmistakable  febrile  reaction,  as  shown  by  a  bodily  temperature  of  38.2° 
(Cent.),  dry  skin  and  accelerated  pulse  (92  to  104).  This  lasted  five  days, 
and  was  succeeded  by  a  profuse  perspiration.  In  two  cases  only  there  was 
coated  tongue  and  loss  of  appetite.  I  have  never  known  this  eruption  to 
appear  except  in  winter.  Its  duration  was  twelve  days  when  accompanied 
with  fever,  and  in  other  cases  six  months;  declining,  during  the  latter 
period,  from  its  first  intensity,  but  never  entirely  going  off  until  the  advent 
of  the  warm  season.  For  days  or  even  weeks,  after  the  disappearance  of 
the  eruption,  and  of  all  redness,  elastic  indurations,  slightly  painful  on 
pressure,  could  be  felt  in  the  corresponding  portions  of  the  subcutaneous 
tissue.  A  yellowish  discoloration,  resembling  ecchymosis,  was  .visible  in 
one  ease,  on  the  former  seat  of  one  of  the  patches.  The  appearance  of  this 
eruption  was  always  coincident  with  the  prolonged  exhibition  of  the  remedy 
in  quite  large  doses.  IV.  Several  of  my  patients  were  attacked  with  a 
moist  eczema  of  the  legs,  and  very  extensive  pityriasis  of  the  scalp.  This 
kind  of  eczema  is  only  cured  by  giving  the  medicine  at  longer  intervals,  or 
stopping  it  altogether,**'. — Affections  of  the  skin  seem  to  be  especially 
seated  in  the  sebaceous  follicles  and  glands  and  in  the  sudoriferous  glands, 
causing  inflammation  with  an  increase  of  the  cellular  elements ;  in  one 
case  the  exanthema  assumed  a  furuncular  character,  especially  seated  on 
the  hairy  portions  of  the  face,  on  the  forehead  and  neck ;  in  another  case, 
in  a  child  of  eighteen  months,  the  eruption  affected  the  forehead  and  ex- 
tremities, and  consisted  of  scattered  pimples,  partly  of  a  dull  whitish,  and 
partly  of  a  pale  reddish  color,  from  the  size  of  milletseeds  to  that  of  peas, 
which  on  being  opened  exuded  pus  mixed  with  smegma ;  on  the  left  lower 
leg  there  was  also  a  swelling  of  the  size  of  a  half  dollar,  covered  by  a  tense 
mottled  epidermis,  surrounded  by  a  red  infiltrated  margin,  which  on  being 
opened  exuded  smegma  and  pus ;  on  the  cheeks  there  were  spots  as  large 
as  a  ten-cent  piece  covered  with  black  crusts,  which  being  removed  showed 
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a  pale  red  papillary  swelling,  which  bled  easily  when  touched,  and  seemed 
to  be  formed  by  the  stoppage  of  the  sebaceous  follicles  and  distended  by 
masses  of  smegma,"". — Acuminated  itching,  burning  spots,  in  the  skin, 
especially  in  the  shoulder  and  in  the  region  of  the  neck,  showing  some 
similarity  to  acue,". — Some  scattered  acne  pimples  with  yellow  tips,°l — 
Acne,''^ — (Dr.  C.  had  seen  an  obstinate  long-continued  acne  disappear 
entirely  while  the  drug  was  being  taken  for  a  nervous  affection),". — [390.] 
Acne  on  the  forehead,''^ — An  eruption  appeared  on  the  face  and  legs,  which 
quickly  became  copious  and  very  painful ;  it  was  like  varicella,  but  the 
vesicles  instead  of  drying  up,  became  in  many  places  confluent,  and  the 
clusters  thus  formed  showed  a  tendency  to  enlarge,  and  exhibited  numerous 
points  of  suppuration  (after  six  days)  ;  a  band  of  eruption  up  each  side  of 
the  face  and  across  the  forehead,  while  the  front  and  outer  side  of  each  leg 
were  covered  with  it  from  knee  to  ankle.  On  the  face  it  consisted  of  irreg- 
ularly circular,  elevated,  flattened,  light-brown  crusts,  varying  in  size  from 
a  pea  to  a  fourpenny  piece,  surrounded  by  slightly  red  areolae,  and  so  ad- 
herent that  they  could  not  be  removed  without  causing  bleeding.  On  the 
legs,  the  skin  between  and  around  the  spots  was  vividly  red,  exquisitely 
tender,  hot  and  painful,  the  pain  being  of  a  burning,  tingling  character. 
Movement  of  the  legs  caused  very  severe  pain  ;  the  smallest  spots,  which 
were  also  the  most  recent,  consisted  of  circular  elevated  conical  vesicles, 
filled  with  a  milky-white  semifluid  matter,  and  seated  on  a  slightly  elevated 
hardened  base ;  the  largest  spots  were  from  one  to  two  inches  long,  irreg- 
ularly oval  or  oblong,  elevated,  flattened  on  the  surface,  and  covered  with 
flaccid  moist  cuticle,  or  light-brown  crusts,  under  which  the  surface  pre- 
sented "numerous  milletseed-like  yellowish-red  prominences."  [Dr.  C. 
was  convinced  that  it  was  a  severe  and  confluent  acne  excited  by  the  medi- 
cine.] The  eruption  began  by  a  minute  red,  hot  and  tender  pimple,  on  the 
summit  of  which  there  very  quickly  formed  a  small  yellowish-white  tense 
conical  vesicle  pierced  by  a  hair;  if  the  vesicle  were  ruptured  and  gentle 
pressure  applied,  a  smooth  yellowish-white  substance  was  obtained,  which 
proved  to  be  sebaceous  matter  with  the  bulbous  root  of  the  hair ;  if  the 
vesicle  were  let  alone,  it  rapidly  enlarged,  and  then  was  found  to  contain 
pus.  The  crusts  of  the  older  spots  were  partially  dissolved  by  ether,  which, 
on  drying,  left  a  greasy  stain,  while  the  remaining  portion  of  the  crust  was 
found  to  consist  of  epithelium  and  damaged  blood-cells  and  pus-corpuscles. 
When  the  eruption  had,  after  seven  weeks,  nearly  died  away,  the  medicine 
was  again  given  in  full  doses;  and  on  the  sixth  day,  the  eruption  began  to 
come  out  very  actively,  most  on  the  legs,  movement  being  again  very  pain- 
ful,^''.— Acne  does  not  always  appear  after  taking  the  drug  ;  I  should  say 
that  two-thirds  of  the  persons  to  whom  I  have  given  it  continuously  suf- 
fered from  acne ;  I  do  not  recollect  ever  to  have  seen  it  follow  a  single 
dose;  the  number  and  continuance  of  the  eruption  are  variable;  in  some 
individuals  it  is  sparse  and  each  pustule  is  small ;  in  others  it  is  abundant, 
and  many  of  the  pustules  are  large ;  it  affects  the  face,  scalp,  and  back, 
rather  than  other  parts  of  the  cutaneous  surface ;  the  pustules  appear  in 
successive,  but  irregular,  crops ;  they  vary  in  size  from  a  milletseed  to  a 
large  pea ;  generally  they  disappear  without  suppuration,  each  individual 
pustule  lasting  only  a  few  days ;  in  some  cases,  suppuration  occurs ;  when 
this  takes  place,  each  pustule  lives  longer  than  it  otherwise  would,  and  as 
new  pustules  are  constantly  cropping  out,  the  eruption  may  become  un- 
pleasantly copious ;  a  moderate  degree  of  heat  with  some  itching  usually 
attends  the  eruption,  but  this  is  not  invariable ;  no  permanent  scar  or  mark 
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remains  after  the  disappearance  of  the  pustules,  though  a  red  spot  points 
out  where  they  have  been  for  some  time  after  their  departure,■'^ — Numerous 
acne-like  eruptions  on  the  cheeks  and  forehead  (after  one  month),"'. — Ery- 
thema and  swelling  of  the  nose ;  at  least  in  one  case  this  appeared  to  be 
its  constant  action  ;  and  in  the  experience  of  those  who  have  given  the 
drug  largely,  an  ecthymatous  eruption,". — Patches  and  pimples  on  both 
forearms,'''. — Eruption  of  red  patches  on  the  legs;  pains  in  and  around 
them  ;  they  are  mostly  about  1  centimetre  in  breadth,  some  about  the  calf 
are  as  large  as  4  centimetres  ;  the  redness  disappears  on  pressure,  but  re- 
turns immediately ;  the  lightest  pressure  is  painful.  They  are  but  little 
elevated,  and  impart  to  the  finger  a  feeling  of  a  hardness  going  deep  down 
into  the  derma  (as  in  erythema  nodosum).  There  are  ten  of  these  patches 
on  both  legs;  all  movements  of  the  legs  are  very  painful,". — Eruption  on 
the  limbs  resembling  erythema  nodosum,  itching,  especially  at  night ;  it 
consists  of  red  patches,  about  1  centimetre  in  length  and  breadth,  slightly 
raised  on  an  indurated  base;  the  redness  disappears  under  pressure;  no 
pain  on  pressure.  The  eruption  extends  all  over  excepting  the  face;  in 
some  places  it  has  disappeared  without  leaving  any  marks,  or  any  cutane- 
ous induration.  The  patches  are  of  different  sizes,  irregular  in  shape, 
cherry-red  on  their  circumference,  onion-peel  colored  in  their  centre  ;  they 
look  like  urticaria.  They  turn  white  on  exerting  the  affected  limb,  or 
pressing  on  the  surrounding  parts.  Pressure  causes  the  momentary  disap- 
pearance of  the  redness.  Itching  of  the  red  places,  in  the  evening,  when 
going  to  bed,  in  the  night,  and  in  general  on  getting  warm  ;  they  sometimes 
disappear  and  return  spontaneously ;  there  are  at  least  thirty  of  them  on 
the  arms,^l — On  each  leg,  above  a  dirty-yellow  scab  of  older  date,  is  a  red 
patch  formed  by  an  aggregation  of  acne-like  pustules,  some  of  which 
exude  a  creamy  fluid,  like  that  discharged  from  boils.  Between  the  pus- 
tules appear  yellowish-white  spots,  the  size  of  milletseeds,  and  somewhat 
elevated  ;  where  there  is  no  discharge,  the  surface  is  cherry-red  and  has  a 
doughy  feel ;  the  skin  around  the  eruption  is  light  red.  The  patch  rises  to 
the  height  of  from  0.003  m.  to  0.004  m.,  is  almost  circular,  and  measures 
0.025  m.  in  height,  and  0.02  m.  in  breadth.  Upon  the  right  cheek  is  a 
very  similar  eruption,  but  not  so  far  advanced  ;  it  is  formed  of  vesicles  and 
yellowish  white  pustules  grouped  in  an  exact  circle  around  a  cherry-red 
place  where  the  skin  is  somewhat  raised  and  flabby,  as  in  essera  ;  this  patch 
is  surrounded  by  a  deep  erythematous  flush  to  a  maximum  breadth  of 
0.003  mm.  The  base  of  the  patch  is  quite  indurated  ;  it  is  notably  pain- 
ful ;  its  diameter  is  0.015  m.  and  its  height  0.002  m.  to  0.003  m.,'>l— A 
papular  eruption  surrounded  her  forehead,  and  spread  over  the  sealp,^'. — 
[400.]  Eruption  on  the  calves  of  very  painful  red  pimples  and  tumors,  with 
smooth,  raised,  shining  edges;  a  central  depression  covered  with  a  scab, 
and  having  a  red  periphery  and  a  very  hard  and  sensitive  base,"". — On 
each  leg  are  two  places  covered  with  thick,  dirty-looking,  offensively-smell- 
ing scabs;  these,  when  removed  by  poulticing,  leave  an  uneven  surface, 
formed  by  a  kind  of  vegetation,  and  looking  somewhat  like  the  stomach 
of  an  ox.  The  patches  are  of  a  reddish  color,  and  cause  some  pain,  like 
that  of  a  cut,^'. 

Sleep  and  Dreams. — Sleepiness.  Great  sleepiness,^l — When 
given  in  large  medicinal  doses,  sleepiness  or  drowsiness  and  dull  headache 
were  occasionally  noticed,^'. — Great  sleepiness;  drop  asleep  soundly  in  a 
chair  during  daytime  ;  if  waked  up,  fall  right  asleep  again,  lasting  for  five 
days  (sixth  day),''l — Sleepiness,  even  to  coma  (after  large  and  continued 
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doses),''l— Inclined  to  doze,  and  often  dropped  off  to  sleep/'.— Drowsi- 
ness,'* 'I— Drowsiness,  somnolence,  and  constant  dropping  off  to  sleep.'l— 
Extreme  drowsiness;  she  slept  all  night,  and  would  often  fall  asleep  in  her 
chair,  and  in  most  uncomfortable  positions  (after  third  day),"'.— [410,] 
Somnolence,"  ". — More  or  less  somnolence  (after  continued  doses),*'.— Con- 
stant somnolence,". — The  continued  dose  keeps  up  a  sort  of  semi-somnolent 
state,  whereby  the  system  is  predisposed  to  sleep,  and  slumber  at  night  ren- 
dered more  profound,*'. — The  sleep  is  like  a  state  of  heavy  somnolence;  it  is 
often  broken  by  a  start ;  yet  there  is  no  actual  dreaming,  rather  a  sort  of 
vague  nightmare;  the  slumber,  however,  is  prolonged  indefinitely,  and 
waking  is  very  difficult,'*.— Sleep,™.— Deep  sleep,"*.— Sound  sleep,  lasting 
eight  hours,'".— Quiet  and  profound  sleep  (after  40  or  50  grains  at  night, 
■when  simply  wakeful  in  consequence  of  mental  labor  during  the  evening, 
but  not  exhausted),*'. — More  profound  slumber  than  usual  (after  30  grs., 
when  neither  tired  nor  wakeful),-'.— [420.]  "The  hypnotic  action,"  says 
Voisiu,t  leferriug  to  his  patients  in  the  Bic^tre,  "  was  very  remarkable 
upon  them,  both  by  day  and  night;  some  were  obliged  to  sleep  for  a  few 
minutes  at  a  time  m  the  midst  of  their  work;  none,  in  spite  of  whatever 
efforts  they  made  to  the  contrary,  could  resist  sleep  directly  after  their 
evening  meal ;  during  the  night  their  sleep  was  calm,  and  in  the  morning 
it  was  difficult  to  rouse  them,"*'.— Decided  hypnotic  action  upon  an  adult 
in  a  physiological  or  normal  condition,  whether  given  by  day  or  night  (after 
30  to  60  grains),*'.— Slept  well  after  smoking  in  the  evening,  which  is  never 
the  case  at  other  times,  as  it  causes  starting  and  nightmare,*'. — Slept  better 
at  night  while  taking  the  Bromide,  but  woke  up  frequently ;  during  sleep 
there  were  many  confused  dreams,*". — Profound  and  disturbed  sleep,  from 
which  I  woke  with  a  mental  struggle  and  effort,  not  knowing  at  first  where 
I  was,  or  what  had  become  of  me  ;  in  fact,  I  seemed  to  have  gone  far  down 
into  the  gulf  of  s\eep,''\— Sleeplessness,  Wakefulness,  not  sleep,  was 
the  result ;  but  if  sleep  did  not  follow  the  dose  the  general  quietude  and 
nervous  sedation  before  described  did  (after  40  or  50  grains  at  night,_  after 
a  day  of  hard  and  exhausting  work),*'. — If  the  brain  is  already  in  an 
ansemic  condition,  it  is  not  wise  to  deprive  it  still  further  of  blood,  by  giv- 
ing the  drug ;  if  this  is  done,  sleep  may  sometimes  follow,  but  more  com- 
monly the  result  will  be  the  opposite,*'. — Only  a  half-sleep  occurs,'*'. — In- 
somnia,".—l>/'ertHt,s.  Frequent  dreams  at  night,". — [430.]  The  slumber 
is  more  or  less  disturbed  by  dreams,  which  were  sometimes  very  heavy  and 
difficult  to  shake  off,"^ — -During  sleep  there  were  many  confused  dreams,*". 
■ — Restless  for  four  or  five  nights,  being  frequently  awakened  by  voluptuous 
dreams,  with  severe  erections,*'. 

Fever. — Chilliness.  Lowers  the  temperature,™*'. — Skin  cool,™. — 
Skin  cold  and  clammy  (after  a  few  days),". — Chilliness,^'. — Shivering  (after 
a  few  days),". — Extremities  cold,*''*'. — The  extremities  gradually  grow 
colder,". — [440.]  A  general  feeling  of  coldness,  more  or  less  marked,  about 
the  extremities  (after  one  to  two  hours),". — Heat.  Fever,^*. — Feeliiig  of 
heat  iu  face,'". — Sweat.  Perspiration  at  night,\ — Abundant  and  viscid 
sweat,  ill!  over,". 

Conditioii. — Aggravation. — (^Evening),  At  9  o'clock,  headache  in 
frontal  protuberance.

— She  springs  up  in  bed  at  night  while  sleep- 
ing, says  all  sorts  of  senseless  things  to  her  husband,  and  for  a  long  time 
cannot  collect  her  senses,  and  does  not  know  that  she  was  talking  with 
him,'. — Sensation  as  if  his  thoughts  vanished  for  a  moment,'. — At  times  a 
sensation  as  if  his  thoughts  and  memory  vanished,  with  whizzing  in  the 
head,'. — Frequently  he  is  unable  to  find  the  required  word  and  right  ex- 
pression ;  often  makes  mistakes  in  speaking,^ — Loss  of  consciousness  for  a 
few  minutes,  so  violent  that  all  his  senses  disappear,  and  he  would  fall 
down  if  he  did  not  hold  on  to  something  (after  eighteen  days),'.

Head. — Confusion  and  Vertigo.  [60.]  Confusion  of  the  whole 
head,  as  if  screwed  in,  with  sticking  in  the  brain,  with  frequent  pauses,'. — 
Confusion  of  the  head,  as  after  intoxication,  and  as  if  the  ears  were  stopped, 
with  nausea,  almost  amounting  to  vomiting  (after  eight  days),^ — Frequent 
confusion  of  the  head,^. — Frequent  confusion  of  the  head  in  the  morning, 
and  heaviness  in  the  region  of  the  eyebrows,'. — Confused  feeling  in  the 
head,  as  if  he  had  not  slept  enough,  in  the  morning  after  rising,  and  a  feel- 
ing as  if  befogged,  with  loss  of  liveliness,*. — In  the  evening,  after  falling 
asleep  and  waking  again,  she  was  confused  in  her  head,  had  no  ideas,  did 
not  know  where  she  was,  and  then  was  seized  with  frightful  anxietj',  after 
which  she  again  became  quiet,'. — Feeling  as  if  intoxicated  (fourth  day),'. 
—  *  Vertigo  on  suddenly  turning  the  body  and  head,^. — *  Vertigo  on  turning 
around,'^. — An  attack  of  vertigo  as  often  as  he  rises  from  his  chair  and 
turns  around,'. — [70.]  Vertigo,  as  if  there  were  a  depth  behind  him,  and 
he  would  fall  down,  on  turning  around,  after  looking  into  a  mirror  and 
after  reading,'. — Vertigo,  immediately  on  rising,  as  if  the  head  were  too 
light ;  she  is  obliged  to  hold  it,'. — Vertigo,  especially  after  eating,'. — Ver- 
tigo while  sitting,  like  a  swaying  to  and  fro  (before  eating),'. — Vertigo 
while  sitting,  so  that  he  dares  not  rise  for  fear  of  falling,^ — Vertigo,  as  if 
reeling,  while  standing  and  walking,  better  in  the  open  air,'. — Vertigo,  as 
if  intoxicated,  while  walking,  so  that  he  staggered  from  side  to  side,*. — 
Vertigo  while  writing  and  in  the  open  air ;  everything  turns  around  with 
him,*. — Dizziness  in  the  head,  mostly  in  the  morning  and  evening,". — Very 
dizzy,  even  while  sitting  (after  thirty  houi-s),". — [80,]  Giddiness  in  fore- 
head, as  if  she  would  fall  forwards,  on  holding  head  down,'. — Giddiness  in 
forehead  while  rising  from  lying  to  sit  up  in  bed  ;  she  then  opens  her  eyes 
wide  as  if  to  see,  for  she  does  not  reach  far  enough  forward  if  she  tries  to 
grasp  anything ;  the  same  giddiness  is  felt  during  the  act  of  lying  down 
again,  and  she  then  also  feels  as  if  she  were  descending  a  great  way ;  the 
giddiness  is  not  felt  at  rest,  whether  sitting  or  lying,^ — Frontal  lightness 
and  giddiness  on  moving,  as  if  all  things  in  the  room  were  going  round 
(not  as  if  room  were  revolving),  when  talking  or  being  talked  to  ;  feels  as 
if  she  must  lean  head  on  hand,  as  it  seems  to  hold  head  still,  and  relieves

the  giddiness  and  lightness,^ — General  Head.  A  condant  sensation  in 
the  head  as  though  something  in  it  were  loose,  and  turned  and  twisted  toward 
the  forehead/. — Painful  turning  and  twisting  within  the  head/. — The  head 
several  times  jerks  towards  the  left  side,  without  loss  of  consciousness, 
whereupon  the  nape  of  the  neck  feels  sti£F,\ — Dulness  and  confusion  in  the

— Violent  head- 
ache for  several  hours,  from  walking  in  the  open  air,'. — A  feeling  of  fulness 
in  the  head,  as  if  the  brain  pressed  hard  against  the  skull, ^ — Rush  of  blood 
to  the  head,  and  a  feeling  of  intoxication  therefrom,'. — [100.]  Rush  of 
blood  to  the  head,  at  night  while  lying  in  bed ;  at  times  it  seemed  as  though 
the  senses  would  vanish,'. — ^Warm  rush  of  blood  to  the  head,  with  orgasm 
of  blood  in  the  body,  and  after  some  hours  slight  headache  (immediately),'. 
■ — After  dinner  constriction  in  the  head  like  a  band  about  it,'. — Violent 
pressure  from  within  outward,  as  if  the  brain  would  press  forward,". — Vio- 
lent pressive  pain  in  the  whole  head,  with  shivering  chill  over  the  whole 
body,  especially  in  the  forenoon,*. — Violent  pressure  over  the  whole  skull, 
extending  down  the  nape  of  the  neck,  throbbing  in  the  head  and  whole 
body  ;  the  pain  does  not  tolerate  the  slightest  touch,  and  is  aggravated  in 
paroxysms,  with  excessive  nausea  and  vomiting  of  bile,'. — *Pressive  head- 
ache,^.— Pressive  headache  for  several  nights,  disappearing  on  wrapping  up 
the  head,'. — Shattering  headache,'. — Dull  sticking  in  the  head  (first  day),'. 
— [110.]  Stitches  through  the  whole  head,'. — Jerking-tearing  pain  in  the 
head,'. — Ulcerative  pain  in  the  head,  after  dinner;  she  was  obliged  to  lie 
down,  when  it  became  better,^ — Painful  throbbing  in  the  head  when  she 
writes,'.

— Tearing  in  the  upper  part  of  the  tibia  beneath 
the  knee,^ — Tearing  in  the  left  tibia,^ — [1370. J  Tension  in  the  calves,  as 
if  too  short,  on  rising  from  sitting  during  the  day,'. — Tension  in  the  left 
calf,  as  if  the  tendons  were  too  short,  while  standing,  not  while  sitting,^ — 
Cramp  in  the  right  calf  (after  twenty  hours),'. — Cramp  in  the  calf  and  sole 
on  drawing  up  the  leg  at  night  in  bed,'.

Paroxysms  of  ravenous  hunger,  disappearing  after 
a  drink  of  fresh  water ;  afterwards  loss  of  appetite,*. — Deficiency  of  appe- 
tite (second  day),  continuing  (fourth  day),"°.

Ui'inary  Organs. — ^Itching  in  the  urethra,".  —  Micturition. 
Unusual  desre  to  urinate,'. — Frequent  urging  to  urinate,". — Frequent  mic- 
turition (after  20  grammes  daily),^*. — Frequent  micturition  and  a  discharge 
of  nearly  double  the  quantity  of  urine,  with  considerable  of  that  sort  of 
irritation  about  the  bladder  and  urethra  which  the  experimenter  remem- 
bers having  formerly  experienced  not  only  from  Nit.  of  Potassa,  but  from 
Carb.  of  Potassa  (during  urinating),'"'. — [180.]  Inability  to  empty  the 
bladder,^'. —  Urine.  (It  acts  as  a  diuretic,  especially  in  dropsy),'". — Ob- 
vious increase  of  urine  in  the  evening  and  night,"". — Urinary  secretion 
nearly  doubled  at  night  (first  night),'". — Hsematuria,^". — (The  urine  which 
was  previously  turbid  became  clear;  it  had  become  turbid  after  doses  of  1 
grain)  ;  this  followed  a  subsequent  5-grain  dose,".

— Very  much  de- 
pressed sexual  desire,  with  chilliness  and  apathetic  mood,". 

Mespiratory  Organs. — Irritation  to  cough  in  the  larynx,". — 
Hoarseness,". — Cough,'. — Violent  cough  with  catarrh,'. 

Chest. — Rush  of  blood  to  the  chest,'. — Constriction  in  the  chest  as 
from  sulphur  fumes  (in  a  girl  suffering  from  pain  in  the  face),  repeated 
three  times  (after  hh  gr.  of  5th  trit.). — Tightness  of  the  chest,". — Painful 
pressure  in  the  left  costal  region,  superiorly,". — [200.]  Oppression  of  the 
chest,  with  violent  beating  of  the  heart,'. — Oppression  of  the  chest,  with  a 
sensation  as  if  the  lungs  were  constricted  with  a  fine  thread;  this  continued 
till  the  next  morning  when  a  new  dose  was  taken  ;  in  the  afternoon  the  paiu 
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in  the  chest  returned  with  renewed  violence,  and  in  the  evening  without  far- 
ther cause  had  become  exceedingly  annoying;  this  continued  three  days,  but 
entirely  disappeared  on  the  fourth  day,  so  that  a  new  dose  was  taken,  which 
also  caused  oppression  of  the  chest,  lasting  two  days,".

Heart  and  Pulse. — Heart's  Action.  Distinctly  perceptible  (to 
the  touch)  though  not  accelerated  beating  of  the  heart,  with  coldness  in  the 
prsecordial  region,". — Violent  but  regular  beating  of  the  heart  (80),l — Vio- 
lent, almost  audible  beating  of  the  heart,  oppression  of  the  chest  and  cold 
feet,\ — Pulse.  Pulse  increased  in  frequency,'. — Accelerated  pulse,'*. — 
Pulse  accelerated  to  80,^ — (Pulse  90  in  a  syphilitic  after  taking  116  grains 
in  seven  days),'l — [210.]  Pulse  accelerated,  86  (usually  65),'. — Pulse  70 
(usually  64  to  67),  (soon  after  5  grs.)  ;  even  after  sixty  to  seventy  hours  it 
was  still  beating  72,'. — Pulse  74  (usually  70),l — Pulse  78,  after  twenty-four 
hours  74  (usually  70),*.

— Pulse 
76,  before  taking ;  56,  small  and  weaker  (after  one  hour)  ;  56  when  perfectly 
quiet,  but  by  a  slight  exertion  or  motion  it  would  rise  to  64  (after  two 
hours);  still  smaller  and  weaker,  48  (after  four  hours);  36  (after  four  or 
five  hours),"*. — [220.]  Pulse  in  the  right  hand  full,  soft,  slow,  68,  inter- 
mitting every  25  to  30  beats,  not  harmonious  with  the  beat  of  the  heart

Neck  and  BacJz. — Slight  sense  of  pain  and  weight  in  the  lumbar 
region  (after  20  grammes  daily),'^*. 

Superior  Moctremities. — Drawing  in  the  forearms,^ — Drawing 
and  tearing  in  both  wrists,". —  Slight  tearing  in  the  right  wrist  and  along 
the  ulna,". — Greatly  inflamed  hang-nails,  quite  unusual,". — Cramp  in  the 
index  finger  of  the  right  hand,'. 

Inferior  JExtremities, — Drawing  in  the  thigh,'. — Violently  stick- 
ing pains  in  the  right  knee-joint,'. — Cramp  in  the  lower  leg,'. 

General  Symptoms. — Objective.  [230.]  Terrible  convulsions, 
followed  by  death ;  next  day  the  body  had  turned  slate-color,". — Great 
weariness  and  desire  to  sleep,  returning  after  every  dose,'*. — Weakness,"*. — 
Great  weakness,  with  the  diarrhoea,  transient, I — Subjective.  Feeling  of 
discomfort,". — Rheumatic  pains  in  difl^erent  parts  of  the  body,'. 

Skin.  —  Objective.  Congestion  of  the  surface,™.  —  JEruptions, 
Dry,  Numerous  small  red  papules,'. — Pimples  on  the  forehead,^ — Pim- 
ples on  the  lower  lip,  with  great  rush  of  blood  to  the  eyes,'. — [240,]  Pimples 
between  the  lip  and  chin,". — Pimples  on  the  thigh  and  on  the  right  corner 
of  the  mouth,'. — A  pimple  with  unusual  burning  on  the  left  cheek,". — 
Itching  in  the  skin  at  night;  on  the  next  morning  there  appeared  small 
red  pimples  on  the  legs  and  shoulders,  not  on  the  joints;  they  dry  up  after 
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forty-nine  hours,  and  are  followed  by  the  appearance  of  some  pimples  on 
the  face,". — Rash,  with  some  painful  pimples  on  the  left  shoulder,  for  ten 
days,'.

Pain 
in  right  groin,  at  9  a.m.,  passing  into  loins,  and  passing  off  towards  12 
o'clock  ;  pain  in  right  groin  made  leg  feel  stiff,  at  1.15  p.m.  (ninth  day),*-— 
Up  to  this  time  and  previous  to  taking  the  medicine,  had  a  dull,  painful 
feeling  in  back  after  nocturnal  pollution,  with  dread  of  head  work  or  any 
exertion,  which  was  replaced  by  pain  in  left  groin  (second  day),*. — Pain 
in  the  left  groin  and  hip-bone,  in  the  night  (ninth  night),*. — Pain  in  left

Fever. —  Chilliness.  Surface  of  the  whole  body  cold  and  moist 
(after 'ten  to  fifteen  minutes),'*. — [220.]  Shiverings,". — Coldness  of  the  ex- 
tremities,'"".— ^Coldness  of  extremities,  which  were  pendulous  and  without 
muscular  power,'l — Hands  cold  (soon),'l — Extremities  icy  cold,  almost 
immediately,'". — Heat.  Awoke  about  6  a.m.,  with  heat  and  disagreeable 
feverish  perspiration  over  whole  body,  excepting  legs  below  the  knees,  with 
flushed  face  (fifth  day). — Awoke  about  6  a.m.,  with  dry  heat  and  perspi- 
ration (sixth  day),*.t — Heat  in  the  head,'. — Sweat.  Hands  and  face 
covered  with  cold  perspiration,'".

Eyes  swolleu,  red,  and  painful,  with  great  lachryraation  and  photophobia.l 
— Swelling  of  the  cornea,  as  from  an  internal  tumor,  which  is  pushing  its 
way  out,l — *Siuiken  eyes,  surrounded  by  blue  rings,^^. — A  condition  of  the 
eyes  resembling  catarrhal  ophthalmia,'^ — Obscuration  of  the  cornea,  as  if 
it  was  entirely  covered  by  a  cataract,^— -Peculiar  state  of  the  eyes;  pupils 
dilated,  and  both  eyes  were  in  a  state  of  incessant  motion;  these  motions 
strongly  resembled  those  of  a  child  who  has  congenital  cataract,  that  is, 
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constant  oscillation;  he  found  himself  quite  unable  to  fix  them  on  any 
object,^ — Purulent  mucus  in  the  canthi/. — Discharge  of  purulent  mucus 
from  the  eyes  in  the  evening/. — Subjective.  Woke  in  the  morning  with 
an  uneasy  feeling  of  the  left  eye;  the  edge  of  the  orbit  at  the  external  part 
tender  on  pressure;  eyelids  swollen  and  infiltrated  on  that  side.

Painful  boring  in  the  right  ear,^ — A  violent  pain  in  the  left  ear,  as  if  one 
were  boring  about  in  it  (after  sixteen  days),\ — Cutting  pains  in  the  internal 
ear,'. — Lancinating  and  tickling  pains  in  the  ears,  with  desire  to  cough,l — 
Transient  sticking  extending  into  the  left  ear,  making  her  start  (second 
day),'. — Violent  sticking  in  the  right  ear,  frequently  during  the  day  (after 
five  days),'. — An  extremely  violent  stitch  in  the  left  ear  extending  into  the 
head,  in  the  evening  in  bed  (third  day),'. — Tearing,  now  in  the  right,  now 
in  the  left  ear,  for  a  long  time,'. — Frequently-repeated  tearings  in  the  right 
ear,  which  becomes  very  sensitive  on  account  of  them,  in  the  evening  (after 
four  days),'.

Nose.^Objective.  [160.]  Ineffectual  efforts  to  sneeze,'. — Sneezing 
(first  day),'". — Frequent  sneezing  with  running  of  clear  water  from  the 
nose  (third  day),'. — Frequent  sneezing  with  lachrymation,l — Running  from 
the  nose,'*. — Coryza  (fourth  day),'*. — Symptoms  of  severe  coryza,  and  of 
bronchitis,  with  the  exception  of  fever  and  muco-puruient  expectoration,'^ — 
*  Acute  coryza;  great  redness  of  the  mucous  membrane  of  the  eyes,  riose,  throat, 
and  palate,  with  profuse  laohrymation,  violent  sneezing ,  and  running  of  water 
from  the  nose,  frequent  irritation  to  cough  and  swelling  of  the  upper  lids ; 
this  coryza  lasted  for  a  long  time,". — Fluent  coryza,  the  head  being  badly 
stuffed  up,''. — ^He  can  get  scarcely  any  air  through  the  nose  on  account  of 
catarrh,  in  the  morning  after  waking  (after  twenty-three  days),'.

Remarkably  earnest,  wild,  uncertain  look,". — [190.]  Remarkably  sad  and 
dejected  expression  of  countenance,". — Looks  sometimes  excited,  sometimes 
depressed," — -^'Paleness  of  face  (after  one  hour),*. — (Great  paleness  of  the 
face,  with  the  spasmodic  attacks),'. — *Face  colorless  and  transparent-look- 
ing, like  a  porcelain  mask,^ — Discolored  complexion,". — Earthy-looking 
complexion,*'^. — Bistre-colored  complexion,*". — Complexion  rather  yellow,''\ 
— Yellow,  bilious  complexion,  with  black  circles  around  the  eyes,^ — -[200.] 
Complexion  more  yellowish-green  than  dead  white,". — Face  yellow,  green- 
ish, dark,  and  much  emaciated,'^.

— Swelling  of  the  face,  particularly  of  the  eyelids,  and  of  the  submaxillary 
region  (three  hours  after  third  dose),'". — Inflammatiou  and  swelling  of  the 
facial  bones,^ — Emaciation  of  face  and  neck,°l — Lena;thened  visage,". — 
Subjective.  Face  very  sensitive  to  air,  which  also  aggravates  all  the 
symptoms  of  that  part,^ — [210.]  An  indescribable  pain  extending  out  from 
the  left  ear,  and  if  she  only  moves  the  hand  towards  the  ear  without  even 
touching  it,  it  creeps  over  the  whole  side  of  the  face,  as  though  it  were  mes- 
merized ;  in  the  evening,'. — Cheeks.  Wrinkled,  flabby  cheeks,*'. — -Swell- 
ing of  the  left  cheek  for  three  days  (after  fourteen  days),'. — -Such  an 
uncomfortable  sense  of  distension  and  stiffness  about  the  cheeks  and  sub- 
maxillary spaces  that  it  had  to  be  discontinued,'".

— Grumbling  in  a  hollow  tooth,  when  walking 
in  the  open  air  (sixth  day),'. — Toothache,  with  swelling  of  the  cheek.l — 
Painful  griping  in  a  left  lower  hollow  back  tooth,  in  the  evening  (first 
day),'. — [230.]  Painful  drawing  in  a  left  lower  back  tooth,'. — Tearing  in 
the  left  upper  row  of  teeth  (fourth  day),'. — Painful  tearing  in  the  right 
upper  back  teeth  and  in  the  margin  of  the  right  orbit  (twelfth  day),'. — 
Feeling  of  tearing  in  both  lower  rows  of  teeth,  and  a  feeling  as  if  a  weight 
hung  from  the  lower  jaw,  in  the  evening  (first  day),'. — Violent  ulcerative 
pain  in  the  teeth,  beginning  in  the  evening  and  continuing  the  whole  night, 
and  even  the  next  morning  (after  five  days),'.

At  night,  after 
retiring,  but  before  going  to  sleep,  had  a  terrible  spasmodic  pain  at  root  of 
the  tongue,  extending  to  both  sides  of  the  throat ;  for  about  fifteen  or 
twenty  minutes  the  pain  was  excruciating,  causing  a  fear  that  death'  was 
impending  ;  there  was  a  sensation  as  if  a  spasm  would  close  the  phaiynx,*'. —

even  herself  nauseated  (after  fifteen  days),'. — Horrible  odor  from  the 
mouth,  almost  as  after  onions,  in  the  morning  after  rising  (sixteenth  day),'. 
— AphthjB  in  the  mouth, I — *Dryness  of  the  mouth,^. — Dryness  in  the  mouth 
with  thirst,  during  the  chill  in  the  evening  (fourth  day),'. — Mouth  dry  and 
slightly  fuliginous,*". — Dry  and  bitter  mouth  and  thi-oat,'.- — Mucous  lining 
of  the  mouth  dry,  on  waking  in  the  morning,". — Numbness  of  the  mouth, 
in  the  morning  alter  waking  (after  two  and  fifteen  days),'. — [260.]  Burn- 
ing heat  in  the  mouth,  as  if  she  had  eaten  something  hot  (fourth  day),'. — 
Scraping  all  over  the  mouth,  with  sensation  as  after  chewing  tobacco,'. — 
Saliva.  ^Increase  of  saliva,^". — Increased  secretion  from  the  salivary  and 
pituitary  mucous  membranes,'*. — Increased  flow  of  saliva,'^ — Saliva  drib- 
bled from  the  mouth  (in  two  cases),'^ — *  Copious  salivation,''*. — Abundant 
salivation  and  desire  to  vomit,  with  drawing  in  the  stomach,  and- headache 
as  if  a  nail  was  sticking  in  each  temple,'. — The  patient  was  profusely  sali- 
vated," '".

— Saline  taste  in 
the  mouth,  subsequently  giving  place  to  that  of  Iodine,'". — Taste  of  tobacco 
in  the  mouth,l — Food  has  no  taste,  or  a  taste  like  straw  (after  thirteen 
days),'. 

Throat.  —  Objective.  Inflammation  and  swelling  of  the  whole 
throat,  and  even  of  the  neck,^ — Yellowish-gray  spots  and  ulcers  in  the 
throat,^ — Subjective.  Dryness  and  frequent  cramp  in  the  throat,  with 
apprehensiveness,^. — *A  feeling  of  dryness  and  itching  ivas  experienced  in  the 
throat,  with  burning  at  the  epigastrium,  copious  salivation, ^running  from  the 
iiose,  intense  injection  of  the  conjunctiva,  and  lachrymation,''*. — Disagreeable 
dryness  and  irritation  in  his  throat  (third  day),'. — Burning  and  rawness  in 
the  throat,  as  from  heartburn  (thirteenth  day),'. — [290.]  Feeling  of  con- 
striction in  the  throat,^ — Choking  in  the  throat,  as  if  something  were  stick- 
ing in  it ;  on  hawking,  a  piece  of  thick  mucus  was  raised,  and  the  choking 
ceased  (after  six  days),'.

Bel- 
lows-murmur in  the  carotids,^*. — Muscular  pain,  extending  over  the  whole 
region  of  the  neck  (fourth  day),'*- 

Stotnach. — Aplietite.  Improvement  of  the  appetite,'''. — Appetite 
usually  increased ;  it  is  remarkable  how  soon  after  taking  Iodine  the  desire 
for  food  arises  (first  day) ;  diminishing  or  disappearing  (second  day),'*. — 
Great  hunger,  but  he  can  scarcely  eat  on  account  of  bad  digestion,  nausea, 
and  vomiting,". — Bulimy,*^ — Desire  for  milk,  wine,  and  spirits,^ — Loss  of 
appetite,". — Total  want  of  appetite ;  or  rather  she  was  convinced  she  could 
not  eat,^^ — Anorexia,'*  ^'. — [320.]  Aversion  to  all  food,' ;  (after  seventeen 
days),'. — Aversion  to  broth,'. — Thirst.  *  Thirst,^*- ;  several  evenings  in 
succession  (after  five  days),'. — Constant  thirst  (after  fourth  dose),'. — Great 
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thirst  the  whole  day  and  even  at  night  (after  three  and  fifteen  days),'. — 
JEh'UCtation  and  Miccough.  Eructations,  with  taste  of  food  long 
after  eating,l — Frequent  gulping  eructations  of  a  large  quantity  of  air,\ — 
Frequent  regurgitations  of  bitter  matter,  with  desire  to  vomit,^ — Raising 
of  phlegm  morning  and  evening,  and  often  after  meals,^ — Hiccough,  in 
the  evening  (after  four  days),^ — [330.]  Very  frequent,  empty,  hiccough- 
like eructations,^ — Constant  inclination  to  waterbrash,  without  its  really 
occurring,^ — Nausea  and  Vovniting.  *Nausea  (immediately),*. — 
Nausea  in  the  stomach,  even  vomiting,'.- — Nausea,  with  pressure  in  the 
stomach,'. — Nausea,  with  great  straining,  and  tearing  sensation  in  the 
chest,^ — Frequent  nausea,^ — Constant  nausea,  accompanied  with  frequent 
vomiting  and  smart  fever  (fourth  day),"'. —  Slight  nausea," — Retching 
(three  hours  after  third  dose),'". — [340.]  Inclination  to  vomit  after  an  em- 
brace,'.— *  Vomiting". — Vomiting  and  purging  at  the  same  time  (after 
fourth  dose),". — Copious  and  painful  vomiting,  frequently  after  meals,  with 
drawing  in  the  stomach  extending  to  the  back,  and  colic,^ — *  Violent  vmrir 
iting,  with  accumulation  of  saliva  (after  one  hour),''. — Spontaneous  vomiting 
of  a  yellow  fluid,  tasting  strongly  of  Iodine  (after  one  hour),'. — Vomiting 
of  food  and  bile  mixed  with  blood,'. — Frequent  and  painful  vomiting  of 
food,  bile,  and  blood,'. — Vomiting  of  blood,  preceded  by  heat  and  burning 
in  the  stomach,'. — Stomach.  Indigestion,". — [350.]  Digestion  constantly 
deranged,'.- — -The  stomach  feels  empty  and  hungry,  being  unable  either  to 
retain  or  digest  anything,'. — Pain  in  the  stomach  like  an  emptiness  and 
coldness,  not  relieved  by  warm  soup,  in  the  evening  (sixteenth  day),'. — 
Feeling  of  great  emptiness  and  qualmishness  in  the  stomach,  not  relieved 
after  eating  (after  twenty-one  days),'. — Sensation  as  if  the  stomach  were 
full  of  bile,'. — Constant  "  cracking  and  crying"  in  the  stomach  (seventeenth 
and  eighteenth  days),'. — Discomfort  in  the  stomach,'. — After  the  pains  in 
the  abdomen  have  lasted  for  some  time,  the  stomach  also  begins  to  pain, 
and  both  then  together  disappear,'.

— Violent  burning  externally  in  the  left  hypochondrium,  and  afterwards 
in  both  groins  (after  six  days),'. — Sensation  of  swelling  and  distension  in 
the  hepatic  region,  with  throbbing  and  cramplike  pains,'. — Sensation  of 
fulness  and  heaviness  of  the  spleen,'. — Painful  constriction  in  left  hypo- 
chondrium, on  a  line  with  the  cardiac  orifice  of  the  stomach  (soon  after); 
this  sensation  was  felt  after  each  daily  dose  of  a  spoonful,  for  five  days,". 

— Sharp  stitch  in  the  right 
hypochondrium,  and  at  the  same  time  in  the  left  side  of  the  chest,  on  talk-

umbilicus  and  raovings  in  the  abdomen,  followed  by  two  soft  stools  (six- 
teenth day)/. — Great  painful  distension  beneath  the  umbilicus,  disappear- 
ing after  a  stool,'. — [380.]  Gripings  and  movings  about  the  umbilicus,^ — 
Griping  and  burning  about  the  umbilicus  (after  eighteen  days),\ — Cutting 
and  burning  about  the  umbilicus,  with  qualmishness  in  the  stomach  and 
inclination  to  eructate,  which  afterwards  even  occurs  ;  violent  itching  ex- 
ternally about  the  umbilicus,  and  inclination  to  emission  of  flatulence ;  in 
frequent  attacks,  lasting  a  quarter  of  an  hour,  in  the  afternoon  (after  seven- 
teen days),'. — Cutting  pain  in  the  left  side  near  the  umbilicus  (second  day),'. 
— Stitches  in  the  left  side  of  the  abdomen  at  the  side  of  the  umbilicus 
(fourteenth  day),'. — Violent  tearing,  extending  from  both  sides  of  the  ab- 
domen towards  the  umbilicus,  as  if  the  flesh  would  be  torn  ofl^,  in  the  after- 
noon (fourth  day),'. — General  Abdomen.  Swelling  of  the  abdomen 
as  in  ascites,  with  emaciation,  constipation,  constant  thirst,  and  scanty, 
turbid,  red,  and  brown  urine,^. — '^Sudden  distension  of  the  abdomen  as  if  it 
would  burst,  disappearing  after  emission  of  flatus,  afterwards  diarrhoea 
twice,  in  the  morning  after  waking  (seventh  day),'. — Inflammatory  infla- 
tion of  the  abdomen,  with  inactivity  of  the  bowels  and  great  constipation,^. 
— Inflammation  of  the  bowels,  with  burning,  crampy,  and  tearing  pains 
extending  to  the  loins,^. — [390,]  Much  incarcerated  flatulence,^ — Moving 
as  of  flatus  in  the  abdomen,  followed  by  tension  in  both  groins  (after 
four  days),'.— Moving  about  and  rumbling  in  the  abdomen  from  time  to 
time,'. — Rumbling  in  the  abdomen  as  though  something  alive  were  moving 
in  it,  so  that  she  started  up  (sixth  day),'. — Loud  gurgling  in  the  abdomen, 
especially  in  the  stomach,  audible  at  a  distance  (after  sixteen  days),'. — 
Great  emission  of  flatus,'. — Respiration  is  strongly  felt  in  the  bowels,l — 
Indescribable  uneasiness  in  bowels,  especially  at  night,  without  anorexia  or 
dyspepsia,^\ — Griping  in  the  abdomen  and  groins,  with  a  feeling  as  if  some- 
thing would  come  out  through  the  pudenda  (second  day),'. — Pain  as  if  the 
bowels  were  perforated, I — [400.]  Great  pressure  in  the  abdomen  and 
loins,^ — Cutting  and  tearing  from  above  downwards  in  the  abdomen,^ — 
Lancinations  in  the  abdomen,  with  sensation  as  if  it  were  distended  and 
torn,l — Colic  (second  day),'*. — Colic  and  lancinating  pains  in  the  abdomen, 
extending  down  to  the  legs,^ — Burning  colic,  passing  from  the  abdomen  to 
the  loinSjl — Flatulent  colic,  with  spasms  and  contractions  of  the  abdomen  ; 
he  is  obliged  to  twist  about  in  every  direction,  so  severe  is  thepain,l — Irri- 
tation of  the  bowels,". — The  pains  in  the  abdomen  and  stomach  disappear 
in  the  evening  after  lying  down,  but  return  in  the  morning  after  waking,'. 
— In  the  open  air  there  is  no  trace  of  the  pain  in  the  abdomen,  but  im- 
mediately on  going  into  the  house  the  cutting-burning  pains  return,  for 
several  days  (after  sixteen  days),'. — Hypogastrium  and  Iliac  Me- 
ffions.  [410,]  Feeling  of  heat  in  the  lower  abdominal  region ;  she  could 
keep  nothing  warm  upon  it,  during  menstruation,'. — Pinching  on  the  right 
side  of  the  lower  abdomen,  extending  up  above  both  groins,'. — Pressure 
and  dragging  pain  in  the  lower  abdomen,  as  if  in  the  uterus,  while  walk- 
ing, disappearing  while  sitting,'. — Sudden  burning  as  from  a  glowing  coal 
in  the  left  groin  (sixth  day),'. — Drawing  in  the  left  inguinal  region,  with  a 
feeling  as  though  something  living  were  in  it,'. — A  sudden  extremely  pain- 
ful dragging  in  both  groins,  so  that  she  was  obliged  to  bend  together,  after 
taking  the  usual  cold  milk  in  the  morning ;  frequent  yawning,  great  weari- 
ness in  the  thighs,  violent  griping  in  the  abdomen  extending  to  the  thighs, 
extreme  restlessness,  so  that  she  could  not  remain  in  any  position,  chilli-

ness,  with  gooseflesh  ;  anxiety  and  warmth  in  the  head  ;  followed  by  eructa- 
tions and  rumbling  in  the  abdomen.  The  menstruation  which  had  just 
commenced,  partly  stopped  ;  afterwards  nausea  and  pressure  in  the  stomach, 
with  inclination  to  vomit,  aggravated  by  moving  about ;  shivering  in  the 
face  and  hands,  with  heat  and  perspiration  of  the  face  (after  fourteen 
days),\ — A  cutting  and  extremely  painful  stitch  in  a  small  spot  in  the 
right  groin,\ — Pressive  bruised  pain  in  both  groins  and  in  the  small  of  the 
back,  during  menstruation,'. 

— Inflammation  and  swelling  of  the  rectum 
and  anus,^ — Hemorrhoids,  with  very  painful  pimples  at  the  anus,l — 
[420,]  Great  itching  at  the  anus,  especially  at  night,^ 

Stool. — DiarrluBa.  Diarrhoea  (second  day),". — Serous  diarrhoea, 
unattended  by  febrile  action,'". — Diarrhoeie  stools  mixed  with  glairy  matter, 
bile,  and  blood,  with  anorexia,  great  weakness,  emaciation,  and  strong  and 
painful  beating  of  the  heart,^ — Purging  and  vomiting  at  the  same  time 
(after  four  doses)  ;  purging  lasted  several  days,  notwithstanding  the  exhi- 
bition of  demulcents  and  opiates,'. — Red,  dark,  semiliquid  stools,  as  if 
caused  by  intestinal  hEeniorrhage,^ — *Light  green  and  yellow  watery  stools,^. 
— Slimy  and  bloody  stools,^ — Stools  with  constant  tenesmus,  and  spells  of 
weakness,^ — Stool  hard  (fifth  day),'. — First  hard,  then  soft  stool,  preceded 
by  some  colic  (third  day),'. — Constipation.  [430.]  Constipation,^"'*^. 
— Obstinate  constipation  followed  by  diarrhoeie  stools,l — Stool  very  bard; 
it  is  only  with  extreme  exertion  that  she  can  pass  a  few  small  faeces  (first 
day)  ;  after  five  days  the  stools  became  more  natural  and  occurred  more 
frequently,'. — Stool  omitted  (second  day),'. 

ijrinary  Organs. — Kidneys  and  Mladder.  Burning  and 
throbbing  pains,  as  from  an  abscess,  passing  from  the  kidneys  into  the  ab- 
domen,^ — Cramps  in  the  kidneys,  with  yawning,  nausea,  vomiting,  raising 
of  phlegm,  urging  to  urinate  and  desire  to  remain  in  bed,l — Digging  in 
the  kidneys,  with  heat  and  distensive  pains,^ — Lancinating  and  burning 
pains  in  the  kidneys,  inefl^ectual  urging  to  urinate,  and  tenesmus,'.' — Ne- 
phritic colic,  with  inclination  to  ease  the  pain  by  clenching  and  grinding 
the  teeth,  digging  and  weakness  in  the  spine,  and  complete  retention  of 
urine,'. — Sensation  of  congestion  and  heaviness  in  the  neck  of  the  bladder, 
with  priapism,'. — [440.]  Contraction  of  the  neck  of  the  bladder  just  as 
urination  begins,  and  during  its  continuance,'. — Irritable  bladder,^. — 
UretliVf:.  Muco-purulent  discharge  from  the  urethra,  of  a  gummy  con- 
sistency, with  inflammation  of  the  penis,'. — Discharge  resembling  blennor- 
rhagia,  with  tearing  and  burning  pains  in  the  penis,  constant  priapism, 
colic,  and  feeling  of  exhaustion,'. — Burning  and  tearing  pains  in  the  urethra, 
frequently  with  emission  of  blood,'. — 3Iictnrition.  Frequent  urging  to 
urinate,'. — Painful  urging  to  urinate  (fifth  day),'. — (The  urging  to  urinate 
which  usually  accompanied  menstruation  was  wanting),'. — She  is  obliged 
to  rise  at  night  to  urinate  (after  four  days),'. — Frequent  and  profuse  dis- 
charge of  urine  as  clear  as  water  (after  three  days),'. — [450,]  Greatly  in- 
creased discharge  of  urine  (sixteenth  day),'. — The  emission  of  urine  was 
materially  increased,  the  patient  passing  from  forty  to  fifty  quarts  in  the 
course  of  twenty-four  hours,  drinking  in  the  same  proportion  ;  each  time 
the  loduret  of  Potas.  was  suspended  this  accidental  supersecretion  ceased,  but 
it  was  reproduced  as  soon  as  its  use  was  resumed,'". — The  absolute  quantity  of 
urine  discharged  was  not  increased  unless,  owing  to  the  dryness  of  the  throat, 
more  water  was  ingested,".— The  bladder  is  full  and  swollen,  but  cannot 
be  emptied,'.

— [470.]  *  Extensive  swelling  of  the  glans 
penis,  with  paraphimosis,". — Erection  even  after  an  ejaculation,". — Chancre- 
like ulcers,  with  raised  edges  on  the  penis,  with  burning  in  the  urethra,".— 
Raised,  suppurating,  syphilitic-looking  condylomata  on  the  penis,". — The 
penis  is  excoriated  by  the  least  friction,".— The  left  testis  had  almost  entirely 
disappeared;  it  was  reduced  to  the  size  of  a  pea,"'. — The  right  testicle  was 
found  to  have  disappeared  ;  the  left  was  about  the  size  of  an  almond  ; 
coition  was  accompanied  by  pain,  erection  taking  place  slowly  and  lasting 
a  long  time ;  the  duration  of  the  venereal  act  was  much  prolonged,  and  no 
emission  of  semen  took  place  (after  twelve  months),"'. — Descent  of  the  tes- 
ticles, with  serous  effusion  into  the  scrotum,". — Compressive  pains  in  the 
testicles,  with  sensation  as  if  they  were  returning  into  the  pelvis,". — Lan- 
cinating and  throbbing  pains  in  the  scrotum,  frequently  after  coition,". — 
[480.]  Greatly  increased  sexual  desire,". — Seminal  losses,  and  frequent 
profuse  nocturnal  emissions,". — Tardy  or  premature  ejaculation  of  semen,". 
— Female.  Inflammation  and  swelling  of  the  uterus,  with  sensation  as 
if  its  walls  were  being  scraped,". — The  cervix  uteri  is  swollen  and  con- 
tracted,".— Chancre-like  tumors  on  the  cervix  uteri,". — Cramps,  burning, 
and  contractions  of  the  cervix  uteri,". — Constrictive  pains  in  the  uterus, 
impeding  parturition,". — Severe  burning,  tearing,  and  twisting  pains  in  the 
ovarian  region,  especially  on  the  right  side,". — Sensation  of  congestion  and 
swelling  in  the  ovaries,  with  pain  as  from  a  corrosive  tumor  there,". — [490.] 
Biting  in  the  pudenda  with  leucorrhoea,'. — Leucorrhoea  for  several  days,  so 
acrid  that  it  corrodes  the  skin  (after  twenty-five  days),'.

Hespirato)^  Organs. — Larynx,  Trachea,  and  Brmichi. 
Accumulation  of  mucus  in  the  larynx  and  bronchi,^. — Considerable  accu- 
mulation of  mucus,  and  of  what  seems  like  false  membranes,  in  the  throat 
and  larynx,  with  difficult  respiration  and  rattling,^ — Affection  of  the 
mucous  membrane  of  the  air-passages,'l — All  the  symptoms  of  severe 
spasmodic  croup  (fourth  morning),'. — Sticking  in  the  air-passages  and  a 
feeling  of  rawness  in  them,  which  obliges  hawking,  whereby  she  expectorates 
mucus,\ — *Raw  pain  in  the  larynx,  as  if  from  granulations,^— Foice. 
[510.]  Occasional  and  trifling  alteration  in  the  sound  of  the  voice,^ — 
Voice  as  in  catarrh,'. — Hoarseness  and  frequent  aphonia,  with  much  ob- 
struction in  the  throat  and  larynx,  and  weakness  of  the  chest,l — Her  voice 
is  short,  like  her  answe^s,°^ — ^ Voice  feeble,  at  times  rather  tremulous,"'. — 
*Loss  of  voice  (third  night),';  for  a  longtime,". — Cough  and  Expec- 
toration, Inclination  to  cough,^ — Constant  provocation  in  the  larynx 
to  a  dry  cough  (after  six  days),'. — Cough  worse  in  the  evening  or  at  night 
and  preventing  sleep,^ — Severe  cough,  especially  towards  eveuing,^— [520.] 
Short  hacking  cough  caused  by  rawness  in  the  throat  (soon),'. — Whistling 
cough,  as  in  croup,  or  spasmodic,  as  in  hooping-cough,l — Dry  cough,  sev- 
eral mornings  in  succession  (after  six  days),'. — Dry  cough,  with  a  feeling 
of  soreness  in  the  larynx,  in  the  evening  (after  fourteen  days),'. — Dry 
cough,  morning  and  evening  (after  sixteen  days),'. — *Deep,  hollow  cough, 
with  whitish  and  greenish  expectoration,  and  tearing-out  pain  starting  from 
the  emifw)-m  cartilage^.

Oppression,  with  cramplike  pains  in  the  chest,  and  suff"ocative  paroxysms; 

inability  to  remain  lying,  especially  at  night,^ Constant  oppression  of  the 

chest,". — Pains  in  the  chest  as  if  cut  to  pieces,  in  the  evening  (third  day),'. 
— Dull  sticking  in  the  middle  of  the  chest,  disappearing  on  moving  about 
(after  five  days),'.— Sharp  sticking  in  the  left  side  of  the  chest,  in  the 
evening  (fifteenth  day),'. — *Fine  transient  stitches  deep  in  the  middle  of  the 
cAesi,'.— [540.]  Sharp  stitches  in  the  upper  part  of  the  left  chest,  while 
sitting  bent  over,  disappearing  after  becoming  erect,'. — Sharp  stitches  in 
the  right  costal  region,  behind  the  breast,'. — An  extremely  violent  stitch 
in  the  middle  of  the  chest,  while  walking,'. — Sore  pain  with  sticking  low 
down  in  the  chest,  in  the  lowest  right  ribs,  at  8  p.m.,\— Front.  Sharp 
sticking  and  pressure  in  the  middle  of  the  sternum,  in  the  afternoon  (sixth 
day),'.— *  Fiofen*  stitches  in  the  middle  of  the  sternum,  extending  to  the  shoul- 
ders,\ — Sides,  Several  sharp  stitches  in  the  right  side  of  the  chest,'.— 
Pain  in  the  left  side  of  the  chest,  as  if  sore  externally,  worse  when  touched 
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(after  twelve  days),'. — Ma-mmfe.  The  breasts  began  to  diminish  in  size, 
but  the  supply  of  milk  was  especially  diminished  (soon),". 

Heart  and  Pulse.— Prmcordium.  Heart  feels  as  if  enlarged 
and  heavy,  and  beats  very  slowly,^ — [550.]  Sensation  as  if  all  the  vessels 
of  the  heart  were  dilated,  with  inclination  to  take  deep  inspirations,  and 
to  sigh  as  if  fetching  breath,^ — All  the  symptoms  of  endocarditis ;  oppres- 
sion, faintlike  exhaustion,  tumultuous,  violent,  intermitting,  and  irregular 
action  of  the  heart  and  pulse,  with  tensive  pain  across  the  chest,  especially 
affecting  the  right  ventricle,  which  gradually  became  dilated  (after  two 
weeks),". — Lancinating,  cutting,  and  burning  pains  in  the  heart,^. — Lan- 
cinating, burning,  and  rheumatic  pains  in  the  heart,  with  sensation  as  if  it 
were  surrounded  by  water,^ — A  few  sharp  stitches  in  the  region  of  the 
heart,  frequently  while  walking  (fifth  day),'. — He  is  afraid  to  stir ;  the 
least  movement  aggravates  the  pains  in  the  heart,^ — Heart's  Action, 
Palpitation,''^  ^  "  *^ — Strong  palpitation  of  the  heart,l — Very  annoying 
palpitation,^^. — (Cure  of  palpitation  of  the  heart,  which  she  had  previously 
been  subject  to),^. — [560.]  Intermitting  beats  of  the  heart,  with  lancina- 
tions,  cramps  in  the  chest,  stupor,  and  loss  of  breath,^ — Pulse,  Acceler- 
ated pulse,'' ;  (tenth  day),'*.- — Pulse  rapid  and  small,^'. — Pulse  very  rapid 
and  irregular,"". — Quick  and  very  full  pulse  (after  four  doses),'. — Pulse 
almost  always  strong  and  quick,l — Pulse  quick  and  small,"". — Pulse  very 
quick,  at  least  120,  but  varying  every  moment,**. — Pulse  130,'°. — Pulse 
hard,  tense,  not  frequent,*. — [570.]  Pulse  small,  soft  (after  three  hours),'^ 

Jfech  and,  SacJ^. — INech.  Hard,  painless  tumor,  like  a  wen,  on  the 
nape  of  the  neck,'. — Stiffness  and  swelling  of  the  neck,  with  cramplike  pains 
and  great  difficulty  in  moving  the  head,^. — Sticking  in  the  right  side  of  the 
nape  of  the  neck,  while  lying  down,'. — Sack.  Curvature  of  the  back,  with 
weakness  of  the  chest,'. — Lancinating  and  burning  pains  in  the  back, 
with  inability  to  remain  lying,'. — Dorsal,  Throbbing  several  times  be- 
tween the  shoulders  (after  seventeen  days),'. — Ltimhar.  Pain  in  the 
small  of  the  back  like  that  before  menstruation,  with  two  diarrhcea-like 
stools  (after  fourteen  days),'. — Violent  pain  in  the  small  of  the  back,  so  that 
she  could  not  lie  quietly  anywhere  (after  sixteen  days),'. — "^''Feeling  as  if 
screwed  in  in  the  small  of  the  back,  very  painful  (after  three  days),'. — [580.] 
Frequent  sharp  stitches  in  the  small  of  the  back,  while  sitting  (third  day),'. 
— Constant  pain  in  the  small  of  the  back  almost  as  if  beaten,  especially 
when  sitting  bent,'. — Violent  pain  in  the  small  of  the  back  the  whole  night 
as  if  beaten,  so  that  she  does  not  know  how  she  shall  lie  (after  five  days),'. —

Extremities  in  General, — Objective.  Burning,  red  swelling 
of  the  arras  and  legs,  with  great  tendency  to  suppuration,'. — Gouty  swelling 
of  the  joints,  with  inability  to  move  them,'. — Rapid  growth  of  the  nails,'. — 
Tremor  of  the  limbs,^ — Trembling  of  the  limbs  and  unsteadiness  of  the  ex- 
tremities, as  in  an  intoxicated  person,  so  that  the  patient  was  obliged  to  lie 
down,^ — [590.]  Spasms  and  convulsive  movements  of  the  arms,  hands, 
and  legs,'. — Jerkings  of  the  limbs,  especially  violent  in  the  left  arm,  also 
in  the  whole  of  the  face,  especially  on  the  left  side,  with  great  anxiety,  ap- 
prehensiveness,  and  palpitation  ;  this  attack  was  repeated  six  times  on  the 
first  day  and  twice  on  the  second  day,  but  was  more  violent  and  lasted  an 
eighth  of  an  hour  and  ended  with  vomiting  and  violent  headache  ;  on  the 
second  day  violent  rolling  of  the  left  eyeball,  both  pupils  contracted,  the 
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facial  muscles  contracted,  the  left  corner  of  the  mouth  drawn  downward, 
the  mouth  opened  and  closed  numberless  times  while  uttering  unintelligible 
words  ;  violent  palpitation,  short  rapid  respiration,  pulse  hard  and  full,  fore- 
head, neck,  and  chest  covered  with  perspiration,  face  fiery  red,  with  loss  of 
consciousness  ;  after  the  paroxysm,  trembling,  weeping,  complaints  of  heavi- 
ness of  the  left  arm,  abdomen  small,  soft,  tongue  white  rather  than  yellow  ; 
efforts  to  vomit  relieved  by  vomiting ;  these  attacks  were  repeated  on  the 
two  following  days,  after  which  there  were  no  spasms,  only  cramp  in  the 
throat  with  a  sensation  of  dryness,". — Subjective.  Pains  in  the  joints  as 
if  dislocated  and  bruised, I — ^Sprained  pains  in  the  joints  of  the  arms  and 
legs,^ — Tearing  just  above  the  right  malleolus,  in  the  left  index  finger  and 
right  arm,  though  not  in  the  joints  (tenth  day),^ 

Superior  Extremities. — Paralytic  rigidity  of  the  arms,^ — Arms 
lost  all  power  (fourth  day),". — Lancinating  and  eramplike  pains  in  the 
arms,  with  oedematous  swelling,^ — Shoulder.  Pain  in  the  tendons  of 
the  right  shoulder,  on  motion  and  touch,  like  a  tension  and  as  if  swollen,^ — 
Paralytic  pain  in  the  shoulders,  only  on  moving  them  (after  four  days),'. 
■ — -[600.]  Transient  tearing  in  the  right  shoulder  and  afterwards  extremely 
violent  tearing  in  the  right  ear,'. — Violent  tearing  in  the  left  shoulder,'. — 
Transient  bruised  pain  in  the  left  shoulder,'. — Elbow.  Tearing  in  the  left 
elbow,  now  in  the  shoulders,  now  in  the  right  elbow  (after  seventeen 
days),'.

Tearing  in  the  right  wrist,  afterwards  itching  on  it,  not  relieved  by  scratch- 
ing, followed  by  the  appearance  of  an  itching  vesicle  (after  twelve  days),'. — 
Sand.  Swelling  of  the  hands  as  if  from  chilblains,^ — Very  characteristic 
trembling  of  the  hands,"*. — Tearing  in  the  metacarpal  joints  of  the  fingers 
of  the  left  hand,  in  the  evening  (third  day),'. — [610.]  Bruised  pain  in  the 
margin  of  the  right  hand  above  the  little  finger,'. — Fingers.  Very  pain- 
ful swellings  on  the  fingers,  like  paronychia,^ — Pinching  on  the  first 
(metacarpal)  joint  of  the  left  thumb,'. — Tearing  in  the  index  finger,  from 
the  base  to  the  tip,'. — Tearing  in  the  inner  surface  of  the  right  ring  finger, 
which  is  thereby  involuntarily  flexed  and  for  a  long  time  cannot  be  ex- 
tended,'.— Painful  tearing  in  the  right  thumb  as  if  it  would  be  torn  out 
(fifth  day),'. — Violent  tearing  on  the  inner  margin  of  the  right  thumb,'. — 
Violent  tearing  on  the  left  middle  and  ring  fingers,  in  the  evening  (thirteenth 
day),'. — Extremely  violent  jerking-tearing  and  sticking  in  a  very  narrow 
line  on  the  outer  side  of  the  left  thumb,  as  if  in  the  bone,'. 

Inferior  Extreniities.—The.  gait  is  disturbed,".— [620.]  Affected 
in  his  lower  limbs;  his  legs  gave  way  under  him  (fourth  day),'". — Legs  stiff, 
or  very  weak  and  unable  to  support  the  body,l — Painful  weakness  of  the 
legs,*^ — Hip.  A  sharp  stitch  in  the  left  hip  on  every  step,  so  that  she  was 
obliged  to  limp,'.— Gnawing  in  both  hip-bones,'. — Thiijh.  The  upper  part 
of  the  thighs  seem  to  be  compressed  during  menstruation  (after  fourteen 
days),'.— Some  sharp  stitches  in  the  upper  part  of  the  left  thigh  (after  six- 
teen days),'. — ^A  stitch  frequently,  now  in  the  thigh,  now  in  the  tibia 
(eleventh  day),'.— Tearing  in  a  small  spot  in  the  middle  of  the  left  thigh, 
whereupon  the  thigh  as  far  as  the  knee  was  painful,  as  if  paralyzed  (third 
day),'. — Tearing  and  sticking  in  the  posterior  portion  of  the  right  thigh 
(third  day),'.— [630.]  Tearing  pain  in  the  left  thigh-bone  (second  daj').'-— 
Extremely  painful  tearing  in  the  right  thigh,  extending  to  the  knee,  dis- 
appearing when  lying  upon  the  sound  side ;  lying  upon  the  painful  side  or 
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the  back,  was  intolerable,  on  and  after  waking  at  11  p.m.  (after  thirteen 
days),\ — A  gnawing  pain  in  the  middle  of  the  right  thigh,  while  sitting  in 
the  evening  with  the  right  thigh  over  the  left  (first  day),\ — Knee.  Tear- 
ing twitching  in  the  right  knee,'. — Tearing  above  the  hollow  of  the  knee, 
immediately  afterwards  also  below  it  (second  day),'.  —  Tearing  in  both 
knees,  at  night  (after  six  days),'.

10  grains  a.m.,  second  day;  15  grains  at  9.40  and  10  grains  at  11.30  a.m., 
third  day;  10  grains  2.30,  20  grains  6  p.m.,  and  20  grains  8.30  p.m.,  fourth 
day;  30  grains  7.35  a.m.  and  11  a.m.,  eighth  day;  30  grains  9  a.m.,  ninth 
day;  30  grains  10.30  a.m.,  tenth  day;  30  grains  at  2  p.m.,  eleventh  day;

Sead. — Head  feels  full  (one  hour  after  second  dose,  fourth  day),'. 
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Eye, — Profuse  lachrymation  (fifteen  minutes  after  first  dose,  third 
day),\ 

Ear. — Sharp,  piercing  pain  extending  from  the  throat  to  the  left  mas- 
toid process  of  temporal  bone,  apparently  along  the  course  of  the  Eusta- 
chian tube  (fifty  minutes  after  first  dose,  third  day),\ 

JSose. — Thin  discharge  from  the  nares,  which  smarts  and  irritates  the 
mucous  membrane  (eleventh  day),^. — Sanious  discharge  from  the  nares,^. — 
Sanious  discharge  from  the  nose ;  nares  feel  stuflfed  and  full,  as  in  catarrh  ; 
the  discharge  is  blood-streaked,  although  I  had  no  catarrhal  symptoms 
(two  hours  aud  a  half  before),  (one  hour  after  second  dose,  third  day),\ — 
Discharge  from  the  nares  and  larynx  streaked  with  blood  (third  day),'. — 
Nasal  haemorrhage  (half  an  hour  after  second  dose,  eighth  day),\ — Slight 
haemorrhage  from  the  nose  (one  hour  after  second  dose,  fourth  day),\ —

the  cold  air  (nine  hours  and  a  half  after  second  dose,  third  day),'. — Increase 
of  flow  of  saliva,  which  runs  out  of  the  mouth  almost  constantly,  with  more 
pain  and  difficulty  of  deglutition  than  ever  (half  an  hour  after  second  dose, 
eighth  day),'. — Profuse  flow  of  saliva,  with  a  burning,  raw,  smarting,  nau- 
seating pain  in  the  fauces,  pharynx,  larynx,  and  extending  down  the  oesoph- 
agus to  the  stomach  (half  an  hour  after  third  dose,  fourth  day),'. — Dur- 
ing the  last  hour  a  profuse  flow  of  saliva  from  the  mouth  (so  much  so  as 
to  attract  my  attention,  although  I  have  had  more  or  less  all  day,  but  I 
was  not  sure  it  was  caused  by  the  drug),  with  the  same  constant  inclination 
to  swallow  manifested  after  each  dose  of  the  drug,  but  has  now  become 
very  painful  (two  hours  aud  a  half  after  first  dose,  fourth  day),'. — Profuse 
discharge  of  saliva  (after  half  an  hour,  eleventh  day),'. — Profuse  saliva- 
tion,'.— Speech  painful  aud  difficult;  hoarse,  as  though  I  had  tonsillitis 
(half  au  hour  after  third  dose,  fourth  day),'. 

Throat. — Objective.  The  throat  was  primarily  affected,". — [20.] 
Throat  swollen  and  very  painful  (sixth  day),'. — Small  ulcerated  spots  here 
and  there  on  the  walls  of  the  throat,  with  stiuging,  burning  pains  (tenth 
day),'. — Everything  that  is  hawked  up  from  the  throat  is  streaked  with 
blood  (half  an  hour  after  third  dose,  fourth  day),'. — Constant  hawking  up 
of  a  thick,  blood-streaked,  tenacious  mucus,  which  appears  to  be  abundant, 
but  in  reality  is  very  little  (two  hours  and  a  half  after  first  dose,  fourth 
day),'. — Subjective.  Constant  inclination  to  hawk  up  something,  which 
is  ineffectual  (one  hour  and  twenty  minutes  after  first  dose,  third  day),'. — 
Throat  dry,  painful,  with  incessant  attempts  at  deglutition,  from  which  it 
seems  almost  impossible  to  refrain  (eighth  day),'. — Throat  very  dry  and 
raw  (one  hour  after  second  dose,  third  day),'.

— [40,]  Rough,  raw,  scraping  sensation  in  the  throat,  with 
a  constant  inclination  to  swallow,  which  is  very  painful  (twenty  minutes 
after  first  dose,  third  day),'. — Posterior  nares  painful  (half  an  hour  after 
third  dose,  fourth  day),'. —  Uvula.  Uvula,  soft  palate,  and  fauces  are 
mottled  of  a  dark-red  color,  with  livid  spots  here  and  there  (two  hours  and 
a  half  after  first  dose,  fourth  day),'. — Uvula  oedematous  and  very  much 
elongated  (eighth  day),'. — Soft  palate  swollen,  uvula  swollen,  and  looks 
oedematous  and  of  a  dark-red  color  (after  three  hours,  ninth  day),'. — 
Fauces  and  JPharynoo.  Fauces  red  and  inflamed  (one  hour  and 
three-quarters  after  second  dose),'. — The  fauces  and  pharynx  are  red  and 
very  painful,  and  the  efibrts  of  deglutition  almost  incessant,  with  a  profuse 
flow  of  saliva,  which  is  allowed  to  escape  from  the  mouth  on  account  of  the 
pain  produced  by  swallowing  (thirty-five  minutes  after  second  dose,  fourth 
day),'. — The  mucous  membrane  of  the  fauces  and  posterior  wall  of  the 
pharynx  feels  thickened  (two  hours  and  a  half  after  first  dose,  fourth  day),'. 
— Burning,  nauseating  pain  in  the  fauces,  extending  down  the  oesophagus 
to  the  stomach,  attended  with  a  dryness  and  constant  inclination  to  swal- 
low (a  quarter  of  an  hour  after  second  dose),'. — Swalloivlng.  Desire 
to  swallow  increasing  (one  hour  and  three-quarters  after  second  dose),'. — ■ 
[50.]  Constant  painful  urging  to  swallow,  with  the  cough  (fifteen  minutes 
after  first  dose,  third  day),'. — Constant,  intense,  painful  inclination  to  swal- 
low, but  cannot  do  so  (half  an  hour  after  third  dose,  fourth  day),'. — Throat 
so  painful  that  it  was  with  difiiculty  that  I  could  swallow  (second  day),'. 
— Could  eat  no  solid  food  on  account  of  the  swollen  and  painful  condition 
of  the  throat  (fifth  day),'. — External  Tliroat.  The  muscles  of  the 
neck  feel  sore,  particularly  the  digastric  and  stylo-hyoid,  and  the  cervical 
glands  opposite  the  hyoid  bone  swollen  and  very  painful  (tenth  day),'. — ■ 
Considerable  difiiculty  in  opening  the  mouth,  on  account  of  soreness  of 
parotid  gland  and  muscles  of  neck  (half  an  hour  after  third  dose,  fourth 
day),'. 

Stomach. — Apj^etite.  Loss  of  appetite  (second  day),'. — Have  been 
unable  to  eat  for  two  days  (sixth  day),'. — Did  not  feel  inclined  to  take  any 
more  of  the  drug  (fifth  day),'. — Thirst.  Thirst,  but  inability  to  drink 
(fourth  night),'. — Eructation.  [60.]  Almost  constant  flow  of  ropy 
mucus  from  the  stomach,  which  is  ejected  without  pain,  but  does  not  in  the 
least  relieve  the  nausea  (one  hour  and  a  half  after  third  dose,  fourth  day),'. 
— Nausea  and  Vomiting.  Nausea,  and  constant  inclination  to  swal- 
low (fifteen  minutes  after  firso  dose,  third  day),'.

— Deepseated  pain  in 
lower  part  of  the  larynx,  particularly  in  the  region  of  the  cricoid  cartilage 
(one  hour  and  three-quarters  after  second  dose),'. — A  sensation  in  hawking

Cough 
day  and  night,  with  sore  pain  in  the  chest,  followed  by  catarrh,  with  stop- 
page and  itching  of  the  nose  (thirteenth  day),''. — Cough,  with  stupefying 
headache,  wakes  her  at  night,  about  3  o'clock;  if  she  raises  herself  or 
moves,  the  cough  becomes  worse  (twenty-second  day),". — Cough  caused  by 
tickling  in  the  middle  of  the  chest,  after' coming  into  the  house,  persistent,". 
— Cough,  with  soreness  in  the  chest,  pain  in  the  head  and  throat  (seven- 
teenth day),". — Cough,  which  was  persistent  and  annoying,  called  for  three 
doses  of  Ipecac  3d,  after  which  it  entirely  disappeared  (third  day),^°.

Violent  beating  of  the  heart  while  lying  upon  the  back,  so  that  she  awoke 
at  midnight,  and  sat  up  full  of  anxiety  (thirteenth  day)  ;  violent  palpita- 
tion at  midnight,  while  lying  on  right  side  (fourteenth  day),". — Palpita- 
tion on  sudden  motion  and  on  standing  up,  with  heat  of  the  face  and  op- 
pression of  the  chest,".

lUxfreinities  in  General,  —  Objective.  Trembling  of  the 
limbs,^'  '*. — Trembling  of  the  hands  and  feet,^'*. — Painless  jerkings  in  the 
arms  and  legs  in  the  evening  in  bed  (fifth  day),". — Great  weakness  of  the 
lirabs  (ninth  day),^. — Lameness  of  the  limbs,  with  weariness  (third  day),^. 
— Paralysis  of  the  limbs,". — Subjective,  Pains  in  the  right  hip  and  left 
shoulder  and  ankle-joints,  especially  on  walking,  also  tensive  pains  in  the 
sterno-cleido-mastoid  muscle,'"''. — Drawing  in  the  upper  and  lower  extrem- 
ities,'^.— [810.]

— On 
strongly  flexing  the  forearm,  pains,  a  kind  of  drawing,  in  the  right  elbow- 
joint  in  the  inner  side,  as  if  starting  from  the  ulnar  nerve  (recurring  soon 
after  a  new  dose,  and  lasting  the  whole  afternoon),  (twelfth  day),''". — Draw- 
ing, tension,  and  burning  in  the  bend  of  the  left  elbow  (after  two  hours),'\

— Limbs  very  weary 
(fourteenth  day),'^ — Weakness  of  the  limbs,  with  drawing  pain  from  time 
to  time,'^ — Weakness  and  painfulness  of  the  legs,  in  the  evening  (during 
menstruation),". — Extreme  weakness  of  the  lower  extremities,  with  yawn- 
ing (twenty-third  day),". — Subjective.  Dull  pressive  pain  in  the  bones

— Twitch ings  of  the  muscles  came  on, 
with  many  involuntary  motions;  while  sitting  in  a  chair,  she  would  sud- 
denly leap  up,  and  when  in  the  act  of  doing  one  thing  would  instantly  turn 
to  do  another ;  the  muscles  would  act  quite  contrary  to-  the  will,  and  do 
that  which  she  neither  wished  nor  had  power  to  prevent ;  her  symptoms 
afforded  every  character  of  Chorea  St.  Viti,  as  laid  down  by  Cullen  ;  the  left 
arm  and  leg  chiefly  affected  (after  fourteen  days),".

Rheumatism  returned  in  the  afternoon  (eleventh  day),". — ^Aching  of  the 
left  leg  down  to  the  heel,^ — [410.]  Tearing  in  the  left  limb,^ — Teariug  in 
the  bones  of  the  hips  and  lower  extremities,  down  to  the  feet,^ — Tearing 
in  the  flesh,  down  the  whole  left  leg,*. — Hip.  Sticking  pain  in  the  hip  and 
sacral  region  (seven  hours  after  second  dose,  fourth  day),'^*. — Stitches  shoot 
from  the  right  side  into  the  hip-bones,  in  the  evening,''. — Tearing  in  the  hip- 
bones, extending  down  to  the  feet,^ — Thigh,  Pain  in  the  forepart  of  the 
thighs,  during  menses,". — Pain  in  the  right  thigh,'^ — Pain  in  the  right 
nates,". — Sticking  pain  in  the  thigh,  extending  to  the  knee  (first  day),". 
—Knee.  [420.]  Pain  in  the  knees,".— Pain  in  the  left  knee," ;  (third 
day),^^ — Pains  in  the  left  knee  and  foot,  and  also  in  the  right  foot  re- 
peatedly (third  day),".

On  stand- 
ing, a  weakness  below  the  knees,  with  a  feeling  as  though  I  would  fall  down 
(six  hours  after  first  dose,  fourth  day),". — Pain  in  the  lower  legs,'*. — Pain 
below  the  knees,  extending  to  the  feet,'°^ — Neuralgic  pains  in  the  leg,  be- 
tween ankle  and  knee-joint  (first  day),". — Numbness  in  the  shins,  in  the 
afternoon,". — Pain  in  the  left  tibia,'°^ — Neuralgic  pains  in  leg  along  the 
tibia  (this  symptom  I  have  felt  during  the  whole  proving)  ;  at  times  very 
severe  pain  in  the  ankle  (fourth  day),". — Pressure  in  the  left  tibia,'^  '^^ — 
Pressing  in  the  left  shin,  at  8  a.m.,  and  in  the  left  shoulder  at  10  A.m.  (first 
day),". — Ankle.  Aching  in  the  right  tarsal  bones,". — Foot.  [440.]  Pain 
in  the  feet,".— Pain  in  the  right  foot,"  '"''.

A  feeling  of  lassitude  over  the  whole 
body  (after  first  dose,  fifth  day),". — Feel  very  tired,  can  hardly  walk,  in 
the  evening  (eleventh  ^M^l''-~3^^^P''^  °f  M^^^  fatigue  in  all  the  mus- 
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cles,  especially  when  exerted ;  this  appeared  first  in  those  of  mastication, 
which  were  excessively  affected  by  a  very  moderate  exertion,'. — Faint  feel- 
ing, which  left  me  with  vertigo  (soon  after  first  dose,  fourth  day),". — A 
faint  feeling,  with  violent  palpitation  of  the  heart  (second  day),^. — A  feel- 
ing all  over  the  body  as  if  I  had  been  exposed  to  a  soaking  rain  (first 
day),^'. — ^Rheumatic  pains  all  over  the  body  (sixth  day),'*. — Slight  rheu- 
matic pains  over  the  whole  body,  but  of  no  particular  moment  (first  day),'*. 
— Pressing  pains  in  the  whole  body  (in  one  hour  and  a  half  after  taking 
the  third  dose  of  six  globules,  which  had  been  repeated  every  fourth  day),'^ — 
Sticking  pains  in  different  parts  of  the  body(third  day),"*. — Bruised  feeling 
all  over  the  body  (one  hour  after  first  dose,  eleventh  day),'*. — [470.]  (Re- 
lief of  pain  and  watchfulness),*. — Want  to  stretch  myself  (first  day),'^. — 
The  symptoms  subsided  gradually  and  successively,  having  all  disappeared 
on  the  sixth  day,'^- 

Skin, — Objective.  Holding  the  flowers  in  the  hands  caused  an  ery- 
sipelatous itching  eruption  similar  to  Rhus,  first  on  the  hands,  then  spread- 
ing, with  dangerous  respiratory  troubles  (observed  in  a  young,  delicate  girl, 
who  afterwards,  every  year  at  the  same  time,  had  a  roughness  of  the 
cheeks),''. — Red,  inflamed  spots  in  different  places  on  the  body,  which  ap- 
pear like  the  beginning  of  blood-boils,  very  painful,  and  continued  for 
several  weeks,". — Roughness  of  the  cheeks  every  summer,". — A  red  spot, 
about  the  size  of  a  pea,  appeared  on  the  outside  of  the  left  leg,  a  little  be- 
low the  knee,  which  itched  excessively  and  was  followed  by  a  burning  pain ; 
this  was  succeeded  by  a  second  on  the  outside  of  the  leg  close  to  the  knee, 
with  excessive  itching  (from  the  afternoon  of  the  sixth  to  the  seventh  day) ; 
on  the  morning  of  the  seventh  day  a  small  spot  appeared  on  the  right 
knee,  also  with  some  itching  of  short  duration,'*. — An  itching  red  spot  first 
on  the  left,  afterwards  on  the  right  knee,"'. — Subjective.  Pricking  sen- 
sation in  the  skin  generally,°\ — Slight  prickling  sensation,  such  as  I  have 
felt  often  in  the  spring,  attended  with  increased  tendency  to  sweating,  im- 
mediately ;  coQsiderably  increased,  and  was  most  conspicuous  in  the  scalp;

(ninth  day),'^ 

Sleep  and  Dreatns. — Sleepiness.  Sleepiness  (thirteenth  day),'* ; 
lasting  four  hours  and  a  half  (after  three  hours),'. — Sleepiness  increased,*. 
— Considerable  sleepiness,'. — Began  to  be  sleepy  (after  half  an  hour) ; 
went  to  sleep  in  twenty  minutes  more,  and  slept  till  awakened,  one 
hour,'. — Very  sleepy  (half  an  hour  after  first  dose,  eighth  day),'*. — [490.] 
Very  sleepy,  cannot  study  because  of  the  sleepiness  (fourteenth  day),'*. — 
Feel  very  drowsy,  at  3  p.m.  (ninth  day),'*. — Very  drowsy,  almost  falling 
asleep  while  at  study ;  cannot  concentrate  my  thoughts  on  my  books,  at 
2.30  (after  four  hours  and  three-quarters,  sixth  day),"*. — Perhaps  some 
somnolency,^*. — Considerable  somnolency, I —  Sleeplessness.  Restless 
sleep;  unpleasant  dreams;  awoke  about  4.30  a.m.  with  a  dull  headache; 
after  that  could  only  sleep  a  few  moments  at  a  time ;  awaking  from  fright- 
ful dreams  (fourth  night),'*. — After  retiring  restless ;  could  not  sleep  for 
two  h6urs ;  tossing  about  in  bed ;  felt  as  though  I  had  worked  too  hard,  and 
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could  not  sleep  (sixth  night),^*. — Very  restless  after  retiring,  could  not 
sleep  (eleventh  night) ;  awoke  at  4,  after  which  I  could  not  sleep  very  well, 
only  a  few  minutes  at  a  time ;  would  awake  out  of  annoying  dreams  (twelfth 
morning),^*. — Talking  in  sleep,". — Getting  up  and  walking  while  asleep,". — 
Dreams.  [500.]  Fantastic  dreams,"  ^*. — Fantastic  and  busy  dreams," 
— Unpleasant  dreams," — Wild,  unpleasant  dreams  all  night  (second 
night),". 

Fever. — Chilliness.  Skin  cool,  covered  with  cold  sweat  (after  two 
hours),'. — Chill  (this  symptom  was  felt  before,  but  I  attributed  it  to  the 
weather,  but  I  find  it  is  a  regular  chill),  (thirteenth  day),'^*. — Cold  and 
shivering  on  two  successive  days,". — Shivering,  without  coldness,". — A 
momentary  shivering,  without  coldness,  about  10  p.m.,  in  bed,  which  seems 
to  pass  from  the  top  of  the  head  to  the  neck,  under  the  scalp,  attended  with 
a  cracking  noise,  and  at  the  same  time  alarm,  without  palpitation  of  the 
heart ;  a  sensation  as  if  the  body  were  surcharged  with  electricity ;  this 
sensation  was  repeated  four  times  in  the  course  of  half  an  hour,  and  the 
whole  ended  with  the  sound  of  a  horn  before  the  ears,". — Rapid  alterna- 
tions of  chill  and  heat  all  over  the  body  (third  day),^^ — [510.]  Creeping 
over  the  back,*. — Creeping  over  the  back  and  weariness  in  the  limbs,^ — 
Coldness  of  the  extremities,^' ;  (after  half  an  hour),^l — Seat.  Feeling  of 
heat  all  over  the  body  (soon),  (sixth,  seventh,  and  eighth  days),^*. — Heat 
and  burning,  with  pains  in  the  loins,". — After  taking  the  medicine,  heat 
all  over  the  body,  flushed  face  (first  day),^^ — Great  heat  all  over  the  body 
(half  an  hour  after  first  dose,  eleventh  day),". — Alternate  heat  and  cold 
over  the  body  (second  day),''^ — Alternate  flushes  of  heat  and  chilliness  all 
over  the  body  (after  30  drops,  second  day),". — Heat  in  the  head,  in  the 
morning  (fifth  day),". — [520.]  Heat  in  the  left  shoulder,  extending  to  the 
forearm,  and  from  there  to  the  tips  of  the  fingers  (first  day),". — Sweat. 
Sweating  more  freely  than  usual,'  ^ — Moderate  sweating,*". — Skin  dry,". — 
Dry  skin  and  cracked  lips,". 

Conditions. — Aggravation. — {Morning'),  On  waking,  pain  in  fore- 
head ;  inflammation  of  eye ;  lips  swollen  ;  on  waking,  pain  in  shoulders ; 
pains  in  legs. — {Forenoon'),  Towards  noon,  vertigo ;  {Afternoon),  Towards 
evening,  head  and  eye  symptoms,'^ ;  cracking  in  elbow-joints. — {Evening), 
Confusion  of  head  ;  obstruction  of  nose ;  pains  in  teeth  ;  pain  in  region  of 
submaxillary  gland  ;  cough  ;  pain  across  loins ;  pain  in  arm,  etc. ;  {Night), 
Stitches,  etc.,  on  side  of  neck  ;  pain  on  arm  ;  after  retiring,  pain  in  knee, 
etc.;  itching  in  face;  at  10  o'clock,  in  bed,  shivering. — {in  open  air), 
Head  and  eye  symptoms,'^ — {Ascending  stairs),  Pain  in  temple. — {Sitting 
bent),  *Pressure  in  pit  of  stomach,  etc. — {While  looldng  down),  Vertigo. — 
{Mental  effort).  Dull  headache. — {Motion),  The  pains,";  pain  in  epigas- 
trium ;  pain  in  lumbar  region. — (  While  stooping).  Vertigo. 

Amelioration. — (  While  lying),  The  pains," ;  pain  in  left  arm,  etc.

Deafness  (soon). — Violent  pain,  lasting  a  week  (soon). — Partial  paraly- 
sis of  limbs  (soon). — When  warm  water  was  applied,  he  did  not  feel  any 
warmth  from  it. 

KATIPO. 

Latrodectus  Katipo  (Trans.  New  Zealand  Inst.,  1870,  vol.  3,  p.  56). 

Natural  order,  Arachnida. 

Native  name  (New  Zealand),  Katipo  ;  the  venomous  spider  of  New  Zeal- 
and and  parts  of  California. 

Times  and  Gaz.,  1870,  p.  570,  effects 
in  a  man  bitten  on  the  shoulder ;  2,  Rev.  Mr.  Chapman,  case  of  a  girl 
bitten  on  abdomen  (from  the  last) ;  3,  same,  a  boy  was  bitten  in,  the  fleshy 
part  of  the  thigh  ;  4,  Dr.  E.  J.  Fraser,  Med.

JUind. —  Delirium,  half  smothered  by  imperfect  intoxication  (third 
day),*. 

Face, — Anxious  expression  of  countenance  (third  day),*. —  Counte- 
nance and  general  surface  of  the  body  assumed  a  hue  of  extreme  pallor, 
which  gradually  turned  a  blue  tint,^. — On  attempting  to  eat  found  he  could 
not  open  his  mouth,  nor  was  scarcely  able  to  articulate,  in  consequence  of 
stiffness  about  the  jaws,  very  soon  ;  it  was  diflBcult  to  understand  what  he 
had  to  say,^ 

Stomach. — Lost  all  desire  for  food  (after  a  fortnight);  lingered  in 
this  way  about  six  weeks,  and  then  died,^ 

A-bdouien. — Very  severe  drawing  or  crampy  sensation  in  the  abdo- 
men (second  morning),*. 

Sespiratory  Organs,  —  Respirations  almost  ceased,'.  —  Almost 
pulseless  ;  pulse  usually  slow,  scarcely  counting  more  than  12  or  14  beats 
in  a  minute,^ 

Inferior  Extremities. — Severe  shooting-burning  pains  ran  from 
the  bite  on  the  foot  up  the  limb  to  the  back,  accompanied  by  nervous 
twitching  all  over  his  body  (soon);  the  pain  was  felt  almost  equally  in 
both  limbs,  and  seemed  to  centre  about  the  heel,  before  evening  (second 
day),*. — [10.]  The  foot  felt  as  if  it  had  been  rudely  lacerated  by  some  dull 
instrument,  waking  him  from  sleep  (immediately),*. 

General  Symptoms, — He  suffered  long,  wasting  and  losing  all 
energy,  soon  having  the  appearance  of  one  going  into  a  decline ;  if  I  rec- 
ollect correctly  it  was  three  months  before  he  rallied,  and  probably  another 
three  before  he  recovered,^ — Nervous  twitching  all  over  his  body,  soon,'. — 
Could  not  return  to  his  work  for  several  days,  but  complained  of  great 
lassitude  and  nervous  depression,  which  he  was  sensible  of  for  many  days 
after,\ — Faint,\ — Suddenly  became  faint  and  pallid  (after  a  fortnight),^ — 
Large  quantities  of  whisky  produced  but  little  impression,  except  a  feeling, 
as  he  described  it,  as  though  the  affected  side  was  drunk  (second  day),*. — 
Severe  pain,^. 

Skln.—SmaAl  red  spot  resembling  a  fleabite,*.— Bitten  surface  raised 
to  an  extent  as  large  round  as  a  teacup ;  this  elevated  surface  was  white, 
and  was  surrounded  by  a  halo  of  red,  not  unlike  an  exaggerated  wheal  of 
the  nettl crash  ;  he  complained  of  considerable  pain  in  the  bitten  part; 
swelling  and  pain  relieved  by  spirits  of  ammonia,\ — [20.]  Swelling,  of  the 
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size  and  shape  of  the  obtuse  end  of  a  hen's  egg ;  strong  ammonia  lessened 
the  pain,  but  failed  to  decrease  the  swelling,^ — The  point  that  was  bitten, 
■which  up  to  this  time  remained  a  small  purple  point,  began  on  the  tenth 
day  to  swell,  turned  white  like  the  swelling  which  follows  the  sting  of  a 
wasp  or  bee ;  the  swelling  was  so  painful  and  so  rapid  that  within  three 
hours  the  white  spot  was  nearly  as  large  as  a  twenty-five  cent  silver  coin, 
the  whole  dorsum  of  the  foot  and  ankle  became  very  much  swollen,  the 
foot  was  like  a  puffball,  and  a  red  streak  was  observed  running  up  the 
leg,*. — The  tendency  of  the  swelling  to  extend  up  the  limb  ceased  as  soon 
as  the  escharotic  began  to  act  with  energy,*. — In  about  three  days  the  eschar 
sloughed,  but  in  removing  it,  which  was  covered  by  adhesive  plaster,  fully 
a  teaspoonful  of  straw-colored  fluid  escaped  ;  in  less  than  five  minutes  the 
cavity  filled  again  with  the  same  kind  of  fluid  ;  the  discharge  being  con- 
tinued the  wound  was  dressed  with  bread-and-milk  poultices,  which  readily 
absorbed  it;  the  swelling  diminished  rapidly  and  all  symptoms  improved, 
so  that  in  about  ten  days  he  was  able  to  go  to  his  office  ;  the  wound  did  not 
fully  heal,  but  was  covered  over  by  a  dark-red  film  ;  I  opened  it  two  months 
after  he  was  bitten,  when  several  drops  of  reddish  fluid  escaped,*. — A  bright, 
scarlet,  papular  eruption  appeared  upon  both  lower  extremities,  which 
stung  and  burned  like  fire  (fifth  day),*. 

Fever, — Extremities  cold  and  flaccid,^ — A  cold  clammy  perspiration 
covered  the  left  lower  extremity ;  in  the  morning  the  perspiration  covered 
both  lower  limbs,*.

One  of  the  lighter  (probably  the  lightest)  products,  obtained  by  distilla- 
tion from  the  crude  oil  obtained  from  Albatite  from  Nova  Scotia,  Keroso- 
lene  being  the  trade  name  given  by  the  "  Downer  Kerosene  Oil  Company," 
Boston,  Mass.;  nearly  or  quite  identical  with  "Gasolene,"  the  lightest  oil 
from  petroleum.

Mind.— As  you  breathe  the  vapor  you  seem  to  float  away  into  a  wavy 
maze,  with  a  sense  of  complete  loneliness ;  there  appears  to  be  but  one  object 
in  the  universe,  and  that  object  is  yourself;  on  recovery  the  first  thing 
seen  is  deemed  the  next  only  existence  in  the  universe ;  it  takes  some  little 
time  to  regain  all  the  faculties,^ — He  began  to  laugh  and  opened  his  mouth, 
in  a  miuute  or  two  recovered  his  sensibilities  ;  he  knew  nothing  of  the  ex- 
traction except  by  the  blood  in  his  mouth  ;  he  was  very  lively  and  "  chip- 
per," and  expressed  himself  as  having  had  a  pleasant  dream,". — "  Lost 
himself,"  but  was  inclined  to  laugh  and  would  not  keep  still ;  a  second  time 
it  was  administered ;  both  fingers  were  opened  to  the  bone,  which  he  seemed 
just  to  feel ;  on  coming  to  himself  he  said  he  did  not  suflfer  anything," 
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Jfead. — Peculiar  lightness  of  the  head,'. — Slight  headache/. 

Eye. — Eye  a  little  unnaturally  open  and  staring/". 

Face. — Countenance  flushed/". — Momentary  dusky  redness  of  the  face 
at  each  convulsion,  similar  to  that  which  occurs  in  epilepsy,'". — Certain 
degree  of  purple  color,'. 

Month. — [10.]  Observed  a  taste  similar  to  the  smell  of  gas-works,''. 

Throat. — Slight  smarting  of  the  fauces,'^ 

Mesjiifatortf  Organs. — More  cough  than  I  had  expected,". 

Chest. — During  the  convulsions  a  moderate  check  of  the  respiratory 
movement,  in  consequence  of  the  rigid  contraction  of  the  muscles  of  the  chest,'". 

Pulse. — Pulse  somewhat  accelerated  (in  one  or  two  instances),*. — Pulse 
during  forty-five  seconds  remained  at  80  (normal),  then  increased  during 
two  minutes  and  a  half,  reaching  100,  and  during  the  next  minute  subsided 
to  80,  and  at  the  end  of  the  sitting  to  70,'°. — More  intermittence  of  pulse 
than  usual  in  favorable  anaesthesia,". — ^Feeble  and  intermittent  pulse,'. — 
Some  diminution  of  the  volume  of  the  pulse  with  the  insensibility,^ 

Extremities  in  General, — Weakness  of  the  limbs,'. 

General  Symptoms. — [20,]  Moderate  convulsions  (after  each  of 
three  trials),'". — More  muscular  rigor  than  usual  in  favorable  ansesthesia,". — 
He  immediately  succumbed  to  its  influence,^ — Quickly  went  off  to  sleep,'^ 
— They  become  partially  or  wholly  insensible,  but  rapidly  recover  when 
brought  to  the  open  air,  and  in  ten  or  fifteen  minutes  are  able  to  resume 
their  employment,". — Wholly  insensible,". — Complete  insensibility,  lasting 
several  minutes,  with  some  diminution  of  the  volume  of  the  pulse,^ — Be- 
came totally  insensible;  on  being  withdrawn  he  expressed  himself  as  hav- 
ing had  a  very  fine  "drame,"'. — Asphyxia,  with  its  attendant  spasm,'. — 
The  insensibility  to  surrounding  impressions  was  complete,  although  the 
eyes  were  not  closed  ;  pinches  and  the  prick  of  a  pin  were  unnoticed,^ —

Immediately 
the  effect  began,  and  continued  to  increase  during  fifty  seconds,  when  it 
gradually  declined,  and  in  two  minutes  more  was  entirely  gone,  leaving  a 
sensation  or  taste  in  the  fauces  and  about  the  molars  like  that  from  the 
contact  of  two  metals  in  the  mouth,  which  wholly  subsided  in  a  quarter  of 
an  hour.  Experiment  repeated  with  like  result,'*. — The  first  impression  is 
sudden,  powerful,  and  pleasant;  almost  immediately  I  passed  into  a  state 
of  pleasurable  insensibility,  which  at  no  time  was  perfect;  at  least  there 
would  be  responses  to  the  prick  of  a  pin,  and  the  muscles  were  not  quiet, 
although  afterwards  I  had  no  recollection  of  any  such  thing ;  I  grasped 
the  napkin  on  which  the  kerosolene  was  found  with  my  teeth  so  strongly 
that  it  could  hardly  be  taken  away;  the  stimulus  of  the  vapor  penetrated 
the  whole  frame,  even  to  the  tips  of  the  fingers,^

— Stopped  catarrh, 
which  after  twelve  hours  became  fluent,  with  an  acrid  feeling  of  rawness  be- 
neath the  sternum,'. — Bleeding  of  the  nose,'. — Bleeding  of  the  nose,  several 
times,l— Nosebleed  of  thin  bright-red  blood,  in  the  morning,'.— Nosebleed 
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of  thick  and  hlackhhod,^.— Subjective.  It  seems  as  though  she  had  ca- 
tarrh ;  a  sensation  as  though  the  mucous  membrane  of  the  nose  would  be- 
come swollen  (after  one  hour),'. — [160.]  Pressive  sensation  above  the  root 
of  the  nose,  for  ten  days,'. — Smell,  On  waking  in  the  morning  she  had 
an  offensive  odor  in  front  of  the  nose  (after  twenty  hours),". — Offensive 
odor  in  the  nose,  which  she  cannot  exactly  specify,  with  loss  of  appetite,". 

Face. — Objective.  *  Paleface,^. — Paleness  and  puffiness  of  the  face,". 
— Countenance  very  pale,". — Countenance  fuller  and  more  flushed  than 
natural,". — Subjective.  Tearing  in  the  right  side  of  the  face,  that  com- 
mences in  the  angle  of  the  lower  jaw,  and  extends  up  into  the  temple  ;  in 
the  evening,". — Dryness  of  the  lips,  as  if  he  had  much  internal  heat,  though 
without  thirst,". — Dryness  of  the  lips ;  the  upper  lip  desquamates,  is  con- 
stantly hot  and  causes  tension,". — [170.]  Upper  lip  feels  sore  and  is  cracked,". 
— A  contractive  tension  and  burning  about  the  right  corner  of  the  mouth, 
with  a  feeling  as  if  the  right  half  of  the  lower  lip  were  drawn  towards  the 
right  corner  of  the  mouth ;  in  the  evening,". — Tearing  in  the  angle  of  the 
right  lower  jaw  at  night  wakes  her  from  sleep  several  times,  it  extends 
towards  the  ear  and  then  causes  sticking,". 

Motith, — Teeth.  Drawing  toothache  diffused  itself  over  the  temporal 
region,". — Drawing  toothache  in  the  upper  and  lower  incisors  the  whole 
day,". — Drawing  toothache  commences  in  the  left  lower  back  teeth,  and 
then  involves  the  upper  back  teeth ;  as  soon  as  the  pain  ceases  here  it 
begins  in  the  upper  front  teeth,". — She  woke  at  5  a.m.  with  drawing-tearing 
toothache  in  the  left  upper  jaw,  afterwards  involving  the  muscles  of  the 
face  and  temple  of  the  same  side,  and  lasting  till  noon  ;  therewith  the  teeth 
are  swollen  and  seem  too  long,". — Dull  throbbing  pain  in  the  third  upper 
back  tooth,  which  is  beginning  to  decay,**. — Jerking  pains  in  a  somewhat 
hollow  back  tooth  of  the  left  lower  jaw,  with  frequent  yawning,". — Gums. 
Drawing  pains  in  the  gum  of  the  left  upper  jaw  ;  the  gum  looks  inflamed,". 
—Tongue.  [180.]  *  Tongue  coated  white,^. — Tongue  clean,  but  pale,  and  as 
if  withered,  with  thin  saliva  in  the  mouth,  no  appetite  but  much  thirst ; 
the  throat  was  constantly  dry,  on  which  account  she  was  obliged  to  drink 
much  (after  twenty-four  hours),". — Gene7^al  3Iotlth,  Mouth  and  throat 
white,  having  the  same  appearance  as  parts  to  which  the  drug  had  been 
intentionally  applied  (after  two  hours),". — Burning  in  mouth,  throat,  and 
stomach  (after  three  hours  and  a  half),". — Saliva.  Accumulation  pf 
water  in  the  mouth,'". — Mouth  slimy  ;  constantly  obliged  to  spit  much,  in 
the  evening,". — Frothing  at  the  mouth,". — Taste.  Flat  taste;  taste  of 
straw  in  the  mouth,". — Bitter  taste  in  the  mouth,  in  the  morning  (after 
twenty-four  hours),'. — Bitter  taste  in  the  throat,  in  the  evening,  on  account 
of  which  she  cannot  relish  her  food  (after  twelve  hours),". — [190.]  A  sour 
taste  on  the  back  part  of  the  tongue,  as  if  he  had  had  muriatic  acid  in  his 
mouth  (after  ten  minutes),". — Taste  on  the  tongue  like  cubebs,  and  a  feel- 
ing of  coldness,*  °. — No  taste  in  the  mouth,".— Everything  that  she  eats 
tastes  bitter  on  swallowing,". 

Throat. — Throat  presented  a  diphtheritic  appearance  ;  the  burnt  parts 
sloughing  away  (after  twenty-four  hours),". — Some  sensation  of  dryness  in 
the  throat,  with  scraping,  lasting  for  several  hours,". — A  feeling  as  if  mucus 
were  seated  in  the  throat,  which  constantly  provokes  hawking  ;  after  a  time 
expectoration  of  whitish  sweetish-tasting  mucus  (after  half  an  hour),". — 
Pain  in  the  throat  (after  twenty-four  hours),",— A  retching  painful  sensa- 
tion low  down  in  the  throat,  extending  through  the  chest  as  far  as  be- 
hind the  dorsal  vertebra,".- Burning  in  the  throat,".— [200.]  Pressure  on 
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the  right  side  of  the  throat  when  swallowing,'. — A  sore  pain  on  swallowing 
on  the  left  side  of  the  throat  internally,  with  a  feeling  as  though  something 
were  hanging  there,  which  he  could  not  swallow  easily,^ — Scraping  in  the 
throat,'. — Scraping  in  the  throat,  as  after  brandy  containing  fusel  oil,'. — 
Scraping  and  rawness  in  the  throat,'. — Scraping  in  the  throat  when  cough- 
ing, with  thick,  lumpy  expectoration,  in  the  evening,'. — Tonsils,  Sore- 
ness of  the  left  tonsil  on  swallowing  (after  six  hours),". — Fauces  and 
CEsophagus.  Dryness  in  the  fauces  ;  they  seem  agglutinated  the  whole 
afternoon,^ — Burning  pain  along  (Esophageal  tract,". — It  was  almost  impos- 
sible for  her  to  swallow  (after  twenty-four  hours),". 

Stomach.  —  Appetite.  [210.]  Great  appetite,". — Gnawing  feeling 
of  hunger  (after  two  hours),'. — She  has  an  appetite,  but  no  relish  for  food, 
together  with  a  feeling  of  fulness  as  if  she  had  already  eaten  a  great  deal  (after 
twenty-four  hours),'. — Desire  for  tobacco  at  an  unusual  time,". — Loss  of  ap- 
petite (after  three  days),^ — Complete  loss  of  appetite,'. — The  hunger  which 
he  had  before  taking  the  drug  disappeared  afterwards,  for  several  hours,'. 
— Thirst,  Thirst  after  the  chill,'. — JEructation.  Eructations  (after 
quarter  of  an  hour),'. — Violent  eructations,  soon  after  a  dose,*. — [220.] 
Empty  eructations,". — *Eructations  of  air  (after  half  an  hour),". — Eruc- 
tations of  air  after  dinner,  followed  by  spitting  of  frothy  saliva,  and  a  scrap- 
ing raw  sensation  in  the  throat,  lasting  a  quarter  of  an  hour,'. — Eructations 
of  tasteless  white  froth  one  or  two  days  before  menstruation  ;  if  these  eruc- 
tations do  not  occur,  a  mucous  vomiting  follows,'. — Acid  eructations,'. — 
Nausea  anil  Vomiting,  Stomach  inclined  to  be  sick,". — Nausea 
and  efforts  to  vomit,". — Nausea  immediately,  as  if  she  would  vomit  (which 
she  did  not  do),  with  burning  in  the  mouth,'. — She  becomes  nauseated, 
with  spitting  of  saliva  and  chilliness  through  the  whole  body,  without  sub- 
sequent heat  and  thirst,'. — Retching,". — [230.]  Violent  urging  (to  vomit) 
every  few  minutes,  nothing  but  saliva  resulting,'*. — Retching  (like  that  she 
had  formerly  had  during  the  first  months  of  pregnancy),  in  the  morning 
fasting  (after  half  an  hour),'. — Retching  of  water  and  mucus  without  taste, 
with  dryness  of  the  nose,  heat  in  the  forepart  of  the  head,  as  if  everything 
would  press  out  at  the  forehead,  coldness  of  the  hands  and  feet,  with  thirst 
in  the  morning  on  rising,'. — *  Vomiting,^-  '^ — Vomited  and  brought  up  the 
piece  of  lint,  with  some  food  (after  a  few  minutes),'*. — *  Vomiting  of  sweetish 
water,  in  the  morning  fasting  (after  a  quarter  of  an  hour),'. — Ejecta  bore  a 
strong  smell  of  creosote,'". — Stomach.  Burning  pain  in  stomach, '^^ 
She  was  obliged  to  wear  her  clothes  very  loose,  on  account  of  tightness  in 
the  stomach  and  pit  of  the  stomach,'. — Pain  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach,  at 
3  P.M.,  as  if  a  thread  were  drawn  through  it,  or  a  small  muscular  fibre  were 
torn  out,  which  shoots  through  all  her  limbs,  during  rest  (after  five  hours),'. 
— [240.]  Pressure  iu  the  epigastric  region,". — If  she  does  not  breakfast, 
she  is  attacked  with  gnawing  in  the  stomach,  followed  by  retching,  which  dis- 
appears after  eating,'. 

Abdomen, — Hypochondria.  Pressive  pain  in  the  hepatic  region, 
and  a  gnawing  beneath  the  left  short  ribs,  as  if  a  worm  were  gnawing,'. — 
When  she  rises  in  the  morning  and  immediately  sits  down,  she  is  attacked 
by  a  pressive  pain  in  the  region  of  the  spleen,  which  is  associated  with 
other  symptoms,  and  makes  her  quite  weak  ;  but  if  she  walks  around  and 
does  not  sit  down  the  pain  does  not  occur ;  the  pain  is  also  caused  by  even 
slight  external  pressure,'. f — A  constant  sticking  pain  in  the  right  side

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beneath  the  false  ribs,  in  the  hepatic  region,  not  affected  by  inspiration, 
lasting  six  hours  (after  thirty-six  hours),". — Pain  in  the  upper  anterior 
lobe  of  the  liver,  as  if  bruised,  which  caused  a  feeling  of  fulness,  so  that 
she  was  constantly  obliged  to  loosen  her  clothes  in  that  place,". —  TJnihil- 
ical  and  Sides.  A  quiet  pain  about  the  umbilicus  that  she  was  often 
subject  to  after  eating  acid  things,". — A  quiet  pain  above  and  about  the 
umbilicus,  which  cannot  be  easily  described,  or  a  feeling  as  though  she  had 
drunk  some  acid  (carbonated)  water,  with  ill-humor,  lasting  thirty-six 
hours  (after  twenty-four  hours),". — A  pain  as  from  a  cold  in  the  umbilical 
region,  as  if  diarrhcea  would  occur,". — Clawing  about  the  umbilicus,  with  a 
pain  as  from  ulceration  in  the  whole  abdomen,  lasting  five  days,". — [250.] 
A  clawing  and  griping  pain  about  the  umbilicus,  relieved  by  stooping,  the 
day  before  menstruation  ;  as  the  pain  ceased,  some  white  mucus  was  dis- 
charged from  the  vagina,  that  colored  the  linen  white,". — Woke  between  2 
and  3  a.m.,  on  account  of  a  contractive  sensation  in  the  abdomen  ;  a  feeling 
as  though  a  lump  were  lying  in  the  umbilical  region  and  had  twisted  itself 
tightly  together,". — A  grasping  and  griping  pain  about  the  umbilicus,  that 
extends  up  into  the  throat  and  causes  nausea,  with  efforts  to  vomit  (after 
thirty-six  hours),". — A  painful  lump  is  felt  in  the  umbilical  region,  as  if  it 
were  tightly  twisted  together,". — A  zigzag  sticking  about  the  umbilicus  (the 
lightning-like  stitches  shoot  now  downward,  now  upward,  now  backward, 
now  forward),  followed  by  a  sudden  stitch  shooting  towards  the  left  mamma, 
where  it  ends  ;  lasting  half  an  hour  (after  three  days),". — Colic  about  the 
umbilicus,  as  if  diarrhoea  would  occur ;  she  was  obliged  to  crouch  quite 
together ;  it  omits  for  awhile  and  then  recurs  at  different  periods,". — A  fre- 
quently recurring  pain  in  the  right  flank,  extending  upwards  and  down- 
wards and  into  the  right  testicle  (after  one  hour),". — Periodic  sticking  in 
the  left  flank,  above  the  crest  of  the  ilium,  which  shoots  down  into  the  left 
leg  (after  three  days),". — Some  violent  stitches  on  the  right  side  of  the 
abdomen,  between  the  umbilicus  and  crest  of  the  ilium,  which  took  away 
her  breath,  so  that  she  was  obliged  to  cry  aloud;  during  rest  (after  four 
hours),". — General  Abdoinen,  *I)istension  of  the  abdomen  {after  three 
days),". — [260.]  Distension  of  the  abdomen,  as  if  she  had  eaten  very 
much,". — Distension  of  the  abdomen  after  menstruation,". — The  abdomen  is 
distended  and  tense,  without  pain  (after  twenty-four  hours),". — Great  dis- 
tension of  the  abdomen  before  menstruation,". — After  the  pains  in  the  arms 
and  legs  had  lasted  sixty  hours  they  all  at  once  ceased,  but  immediately 
the  abdomen  became  greatly  distended,  as  if  menstruation  would  come  on, 
with  weakness,  though  she  was  in  a  lively  mood ;  in  the  evening,  she  went 
to  bed  with  this  distension  of  the  abdomen,  slept  well,  and  was  quite  well 
in  the  morning  (after  three  days),". — The  whole  abdomen  was  very  much 
distended  and  tense,". — ^The  whole  abdomen  is  very  much  distended  but 
soft,  with  shortness  of  breath  the  whole  day  (after  a  few  hours),". — In- 
creased peristaltic  action  and  emission  of  flatus,^ — Flatus  smelling  like 
bad  eggs,  during  menstruation,". — [270.]  Many  flatulent  troubles,  the  flatus 
especially  passed  with  the  stool  and  was  very  offensive,'". — The  whole  ab- 
domen was  painful,  not  aggravated  by  touch  (after  forty-eight  hours),". — 
Pain  in  the  abdomen  mingled  with  stitches  about  the  umbilicus,  as  if  she 
had  eaten  fruit  and  drank  afterwards,". — A  quiet  searching  pain  in  the 
abdomen,  that  cannot  be  described,". — A  painful,  cold  feeling  in  the  abdo- 
men, with  scanty  secretion  of  urine,". — On  the  third  day,  during  the  menses, 
at  5  A.M.,  a  thumping  and  clawing  in  the  abdomen,  like  dull  shoots,  fol- 
lowed by  very  urgent  desire  for  stool,  with  painless  diarrhoea,  and  during 
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the  day  seven  diarrhoea-like  stools  without  pain  (seemingly  the  secondary 
action),  (after  ten  days),'. — -Tension  of  the  abdomen,  with  scanty  discharge 
of  urine,'. — Griping  and  discharge  of  flatulence,  with  relief,'". — Three  to 
four  days  after  menstruation  violent  cramp  in  the  abdomen,  especially  in 
the  hypogastric  region,". — Drawing  pain  in  the  abdomen  during  menstrua- 
tion,".— Painless  drawing  in  upper  abdomen,  which  extends  to  small  of 
back,  and  there  causes  labor-like  pains,  with  pressure  downward  towards 
the  lumbar  vertebrae,  as  in  child-birth  ;  therewith  the  face  becomes  hot 
(flushes  of  heat),  palpitation,  frequent  pulse,  and  frequent  ineffectual  urg- 
ing to  urinate,  which  at  last  takes  place  after  much  pressure,  is  hot  and 
scanty ;  after  such  an  attack  she  becomes  chilly,  cannot  get  warm,  without 
thirst ;  these  attacks  occur  every  quarter  or  half  an  hour,  and  continue 
twenty-four  hours;  they  are  also  associated  with  the  eye  symptoms  93,  111, 
in  such  a  way  that  the  eye  symptoms  cease  when  the  labor-like  pains  set 
in ;  when  the  pressure  ceases,  a  milky  discharge  drops  from  the  vagina 
without  pain,". — [280.]  Sticking  pains  in  the  abdomen,''. — Prickling  pains 
in  the  intestines  (after  two  hours),\^ — The  whole  abdomen  was  painful  on 
motion,  as  if  suppurating,  disappearing  during  rest ;  these  pains  lasted 
twenty  hours  and  did  not  permit  good  sleep  at  night,  so  that  she  was 
obliged  to  turn  her  whole  body  here  and  there;  she  would  at  one  time  fall 
asleep  and  soon  again  wake  (after  twelve  hours),". — An  ulcei-ative  pain  in 
the  abdomen  on  deep  breathing,". — Some  days  after  menstruation  a  drag- 
ging and  pressing  downward,  as  if  menstruation  would  appear,". — Hypo- 
gastriiim  and  Iliac  Kegions.  Pressure  in  the  lower  abdomen,".-— 
Pains  in  the  abdomen  ;  pain  like  a  boil  low  down  in  the  abdomen,  mingled 
with  electric-like  stitches  in  the  internal  genitals,  which  cause  constrictive 
spasmodic  pains  in  the  pudenda  externally,  so  that  she  gathers  herself 
together  every  time  when  the  pains  come,  with  a  periodic  pressure  starting 
from  the  small  of  the  back  and  extending  forward,  with  frequent  urging 
to  urinate,  with  only  scanty  and  clear  urine ;  ineffectual  urging  to  stool 
and  anxious  restlessness  through  the  whole  body,  so  that  she  broke  out 
into  an  anxious  sweat,  with  ill-humor,  so  that  she  quarrelled  with  every 
one  and  would  .strike  them  ;  when  these  attacks  occurred  while  sitting  she 
was  obliged  to  rise  and  walk  about,  whereby  the  pains  were  relieved ;  last- 
ing four  days  (after  twenty-four  hours),". — Dull  pains  in  the  left  iliac 
region,  lasting  half  an  hour  and  returning  after  four  hours  (after  six 
hours) ,^ — Tensive  pains  in  both  inguinal  regions,  while  walking,". — If  she 
presses  during  the  stool,  the  spasmodic  pain  extends  from  the  lumbar  ver- 
tebrse  into  the  right  inguinal  region,  and  into  the  hip-joint  of  the  same 
side,  making  walking  difficult  (after  twenty-four  hours),". — [290.]  Stitches 
in  the  region  of  the  crest  of  the  ilium,  which  shoot  transversely  through 
the  abdomen,". — The  crests  of  the  ilia  are  painful  to  pressure,  as  if  she  had 
carried  something  heavy  or  hard  upon  them,". 

JSectnni, — Large  painful  hemorrhoids  (after  four  days),". — Cramp- 
like pains  in  the  rectum,  which  extended  upward  into  the  flank,  so  that 
she  was  obliged  to  walk  quite  bent  over,  and  to  sit  down  very  cautiously 
(after  forty-two  hours),". — Pressure  on  the  rectum  necessitating  a  stool,  but 
emission  of  only  flatus,'. — Several  successive  stitches  in  the  rectum  during 
menstruation,  which  shoot  upward  to  the  left  flank  and  there  remain  for 
awhile,  so  that  she  is  obliged  to  stand  up,". — Drawing,  tearing,  and  sticking 
inthe  rectum,  with  frequent  pressure  to  stool,  without  being  able  to  accom- 
plish anything ;  but  a  hard  stool  followed  after  thirty-six  hours,  with  much 
pressure,  after  which  all  pains  ceased  (after  twenty-four  hours),". — An  un- 
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easiness,  a  crawling  or  dragging  in  the  rectum,  which  returns  several  times 
a  day  and  only  disappears  after  a  stool,"". 

Stool. — Diarrhdea.  Stool  more  frequent  and  more  easy  than  usual, 
so  that  I  generally  had  one  or  two  copious,  soft,  often  pasty  evacuations 
(was  usually  constipated,  with  a  movement  every  two  to  four  days),'". — 
Two  or  three  stools  a  day,  not  diarrhoea-like,°. — [300.]  Two  normal  stools 
in  the  morning,  without  pain,'. — She  has  two  quite  natural  stools  a  day, 
contrary  to  habit  (in  a  constipated  person),'. — Constipation.  *  Consti- 
pation, for  five  days,^ — During  menses,  stool  and  flatulence  accumulate  in- 
the  rectum  for  a  longer  time  than  usual  (feels  there  a  pressure  with  emis- 
sion of  flatus)  ;  after  which  the  menstrual  blood  always  flows  very  profusely, 
and  is  frequently  in  clots,'. — Stool  hard,  dry,  nodular,  with  much  pressure 
and  only  every  three  or  four  days,'. 

Urinary  Organs. — 3Iicturition.  ^Excessive  urging  to  urinate, 
she  cannot  get  out  of  bed  quick  enough;  with  constrictive  pain  in  the  vagina 
(after  twelve  hours),'. — Frequent  emission  of  hot  urine,'. — She  was  fre- 
quently obliged  to  urinate,  but  passed  very  little  clear  urine  each  time,'. — 
*She  urinates  six  or  seven  times  a  day ;  always  with  great  haste,  and  always 
passing  a  great  deal,'. — *  Was  obliged  to  urinate  every  hour,  and  each  time 
passed  much  clear  urine  (she  usually  urinated  but  twice  daily),^. — [310.]  *She 
was  obliged  to  urinate  every  half  hour,  from  4  a.m.  till  noon ;  each  time  she 
fossed  over  half  a  pint  (after  five  days),*. — Micturition  at  night,  she  was 
obliged  to  rise  frequently  on  account  of  it,'. — -Urging  to  urinate,  towards 
evening,  she  was  also  frequently  obliged  to  rise  at  night  to  urinate,'. — Pres- 
sure on  the  bladder  at  night,  that  she  always  had  shortly  before  childbirth, 
which  causes  a  sensation  through  the  whole  body  as  if  in  labor  ;  she  was 
obliged  to  rise  three  times  at  night  to  urinate,  and  each  time  she  passed 
much  hot  clear  urine  (after  three  days),'. — Obliged  to  rise  every  hour 
at  night  to  urinate,  and  always  passed  much  clear  urine,  without  having 
drunk  anything  (after  twelve  to  eighteen  hours),'. — Frequent  micturition, 
but  only  a  spoonful  passed  each  time,'. — Although  she  drank  more  than 
usual,  she  passed  scarcely  half  the  usual  amount  of  urine,'. — She  was  obliged 
to  rise  frequently  at  night  to  urinate,  but  passed  only  a  little,'. — The  urine 
spurts  from  her  during  each  cough,'. — The  urine  passed  in  a  weak  stream,'. 
— [320.]  Strangury,'^ — Strangury  (in  a  woman  who  had  taken  a  drop 
by  accident).  (Kuster.) — Very  scanty  discharge  of  urine,'. — Neither  blad- 
der nor  bowels  evacuated  for  twenty-four  hours;  Nux  3d  seemed  to  relieve 
all  morbid  symptoms  except  those  of  the  throat  (after  twenty-four  hours),". 
—  Urine.  *  Increased  secretion  of  urine,^'. — Urine  diminished,  with  pain- 
ful micturition,*. — Secretion  of  urine  much  too  scanty,  she  passed  scarcely 
half  the  usual  amount,'.— Urine  chestnut-brown,'. — Reddish  urine  deposit- 
ing a  red  sediment,'. — Urine  colorless,  *offensive,^. — [330.]  The  urine  is  hot 
and  has  an  offensive  smell,  almost  like  cooked  cedar  (after  four  days),'. — 
Urine  hot;  it  steams,  has  a  strong  smell,  and  deposits  a  red  sediment,'. — 
Urine  very  hot,  causing  burning  between  the  pudenda,'. — Urine  turbid ; 
after  awhile  it  looks  like  light  beer  yeast  (after  four  hours),'. — The  urine 
deposits  a  copious  white  sediment,'. — The  urine  deposits  a  red  sediment,'. 

Sexual  Organs. — During  coition  both  the  man  and  woman  experi- 
enced burning  pains  in  the  genitals,  and  the  first  became  affected  with  impo- 
tence ;  after  some  days  there  appeared  a  swelling  on  the  penis,  and  in  the 
woman  menstruation  occurred,  with  profuse  dark-colored  blood ;  after  the 
menses  had  lasted  four  days  she  had  leucorrhoea,  which  stained  the  linen 
gray,  associated  with  swelling  of  the  external  genitals,  itching  and  corrod- 
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ing,  burning  pains,'. — Pain  as  from  an  ulcer  in  the  neck  of  the  womb 
during  coition  ;  oji  the  neck  and  below  thei-e  is  a  hard  lump  ;  in  the  evening 
she  had  less  pain  in  those  parts  than  in  the  morning,'. — (Prolapsus  of  the 
vagina),'. — A  white  painless  discharge  from  the  vagina,'. — [340.]  A  pain- 
less white  discharge  from  the  vagina  lasting  several  days,'.t — A  white  dis- 
charge from  the  vagina,  preceded  by  pain  in  the  small  of  the  back  and 
heat  of  the  face ;  it  runs  from  her  as  though  she  were  having  her  menses 
(after  five  days),'. — *The  discharge  from  the  vagina  frequently  looks  quite 
white,  and  then  has  the  odor  of  green  corn,'. — The  frequent  urging  to  uri- 
nate is  always  preceded  by  a  white  discharge  from  the  vagina,  which  colors 
the  clothes  yellow,  and  is  not  acrid,'. — A  periodic  white  discharge  from  the 
vagina  between  the  menses,'. — Discharge  of  mucus  mixed  with  blood  from 
the  vagina,  on  rising  in  the  morning  (after  seventy-two  hours),'. — *Leucor- 
rhoea  of  a  yellow  color,  also  staining  the  Linen  yellow,  with  great  weak- 
ness of  the  limbs,'. — A  constant  discharge  of  leucorrhoea  for  four  days, 
without  sensation,'. — The  leucorrhoea  stains  the  linen  like  the  washings 
of  meat,  and  has  an  offensive  odor,'. — The  leucorrhoea  forms  a  whitish- 
yellow  spot  as  large  as  a  quarter  of  a  dollar  on  the  linen,  *is  acrid,  causes 
itching  and  biting  on  the  external  genitals,^ .^[ZbO.']  After  the  leucorrhcea 
had  lasted  twenty-four  hours,  it  ceased,  and  then  she  felt  very  weak  (after 
three  days),'. — (The  leucorrhcea  becomes  less  and  has  not  so  strong  an 
odor),'. — Spasmodic  pain  in  the  external  genitals,  lasting  se,veral  hours,'. — 
^Burning  between  the  pudenda  on  urinating,'. — Two  days  after  menstrua- 
tion, a  contractive  pain  in  the  vagina  that  causes  her  to  start,  followed  by 
a  whitish  discharge  from  the  vagina  (after  twenty-two  hours),'. — A  spas- 
modic drawing  extending  from  the  lumbar  vertebra  forward  into  the  gen- 
itals, very  disagreeable  (after  nine  hours),'. — *Stitches  like  electric  shocks 
shoot  fr'om  the  abdomen  to  the  vagina,  repeated  after  a  few  hours,'. — 
*  Electric- like  stitches  in  the  vagina,  which  seem  to  come  from  the  abdomen,  so 
that  they  always  make  her  start,  and  jump  up,  lasting  the  whole  day,'. — 
*Soreness  between  the  pudenda,  with  biting  pains,'.— *Soreness  between 
the  thighs  and  pudenda,  with  burning  biting  pains,  as  in  little  children,'. 
— [360.]  *  Violent  itching  of  the  vagina,  so  that  she  is  obliged  to  rub  it ; 
posteriorly  there  is  a  smarting ;  the  external  genitals  become  swollen,  hot, 
and  hard  ;  on  urinating,  the  vagina  pains  as  if  sore;  in  the  evening  (after 
twelve  hours),'. — *Violent  itching  and  biting  between  the  labia,  she  could 
not  refrain  from  rubbing ;  posteriorly  it  is  a  burning,  as  if  pepper  were 
sprinkled  upon  a  sore  place,'. — *  Voluptuous  itching  deep  in  the  vagina^. — 
*Corrosive  itching  between  the  pudenda  and  in  the  vagina,  so  that  she 
was  obliged  to  rub  them;  with  a  feeling  of  burning  and  swelling  in  the 
pudenda ;  this  corrosive  itching  recurred  every  quarter  or  half  an  hour, 
and  lasted  four  days,'. — Menstruation  every  three  weeks;  it  comes  on  easily, 
lasts  four  or  five  days,  and  flows  profusely ;  then  a  discharge  of  bloody 
matter  for  two  to  four  days,  which  has  an  acrid  odor,  and  causes  itching 
and  biting  on  the  ge.mt&h^.—* Menstruation  eight  to  ten  days  too  early,  the 
■  blood  looked  dark,  was  very  profrise,  and  lasted  eight  days,^. — Menstruation 
nine  days  too  early,'.— Menstruation  four  days  too  early,  lasted  three  days 
very  profusely,  then  omitted  for  one  day  and  returned  the  next  day  very 
profusely,'. — Menstruation  is  often  paroxysmal  and  very  profuse,'. — Men- 
struation that  had  stopped  for  forty-eight  hours  returned  with  violent  pain 
in  the  abdomen;  the  discharge  of  thin  and  bright-red  blood  lasted  twenty- 

■f  After  two  doses  of  Kreosote  Gth,  in  a  woman  who  had  never  had  leucorrhoea. 
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four  hours,  and  then  ceased,  with  all  the  other  troubles,^ — [370.]  For  a 
long  tircie  the  menses  were  not  so  profuse  as  had  always  been  her  habit,'.— 
Menstruation,  which  usually  occurred  nine  days  too  soon  and  was  usually 
associated  with  pain  in  the  small  of  the  back,  flowed  very  profusely  and 
lasted  eight  days  ;  this  time  was  less  than  usual,  lasting  scarcely  three  days, 
and  was  not  accompanied  by  any  pain  in  the  back,". — Menstruation  omitted 
for  sixty  hours,  and  then  returned  during  the  forenoon,  without  pain  in  the 
back  or  abdomen,  after  it  had  flowed  five  days  and  a  half,  as  usual,". — On 
the  third  day  of  menstruation,  at  8  A.M.,  she  took  I  a  drop  of  Kreosote  6th  ;

Respiratory  Organs. — Larynx  and  Sroncjii.  Secretion  of 
mucus  in  the  larynx,  which  provokes  coughing  (four  hours  after  second 
dose),*. — A  crawling  in  the  lower  portion  of  the  larynx,  provoking  cough,". 
— A  crawling  in  the  uppermost  bronchial  tubes  towards  evening,  which 
provokes  cough  (after  seven  hours),". —  Voice.  Hoarseness  in  the  morning, 
which  disappears  after  sneezing,". — [380.]  Voice  raw,  hoarse,  with  scrap- 
ing in  the  throat,". —  Cough  and  JSx2fectoration.  Cough,  caused 
by  a  sensation  as  if  mucus  were  seated  in  the  middle  of  the  chest,  which 
was  not  loosened,". — Cough,  with  retching,". — Cough,  with  efforts  to  vomit, 
but  only  a  discharge  of  some  saliva,". — Cough,  with  emission  of  urine,". — 
Incessant  cough,  with  much  sleepiness,  chilliness  for  an  hour  followed  by 
dry  heat,  during  which  the  child  continued  to  sleep  ("  grippe"),". — Con- 
stantly mucus  in  the  throat,  easy  to  loosen,  provokes  an  incessant,  hollow, 
and  rough-sounding  cough,". — Dry  cough,  with  scraping  in  the  throat,  and 
soreness  in  the  chest,". — A  crawling  and  tickling  in  the  middle  of  the  chest, 
provoking  a  dry  spasmodic  cough  that  persists  until  retching  follows;  in 
the  morning,". — Whistling  dry  cough,". — [390.]  Cough  difficult  to  loosen,". 
— Cough,  with  white  mucous  expectoration,  easily  loosened,  and  a  scraping 
feeling  in  the  throat,". — Cough,  with  expectoration  of  very  firm  gelatinous 
mucus  (after  half  an  hour),\ — A  scrapy  raw  sensation  beneath  the  breast- 
bone obliged  her  to  cough,  and  after  coughing  several  times  she  expectorated 
some  gray  tasteless  mucus,  whereupon  the  cough  ceased  (after  seventy-two 
hours),". — (Hooping  cough),". — Respiration.  He  is  frequently  obliged 
to  take  a  deep  breath,". — She  is  very  frequently  obliged  to  take  a  deep  in- 
spiration, on  account  of  a  feeling  of  heaviness  in  the  chest  (after  twenty- 
four  hours),". — Anxious  and  difiicult  respiration,". — Respiration  difficult,  as 
if  the  chest  were  compressed,  on  which  account  she  is  constantly  obliged  to 
take  a  deep  breath,  without  pain ;  lasting  half  an  hour  (after  half  an  hour),". 
— She  is  unable  to  take  a  sufficiently  deep  breath  on  account  of  a  feeling 
of  heaviness  in  the  middle  of  the  chest;  it  seems  as  though  she  could  not 
get  the  breath  into  the  chest,". — [400.]  *Shortne8s  of  breath;  she  cannot  get 
her  breath  completely ;  it  seems  as  though  the  lower  portion  of  the  chest 
were  held  tightly,". — When  ascending  steps,  the  catching  respiration  (in  one 
usually  short-breathed)  disappears,  with  an  easily  loosened  expectoration, 
in  the  morning,". 

Chest.— 'H.ea.ymess  on  the  chest,  with  transient  stitches  (after  a  quarter 
of  an  hour),^ — Feeling  of  heaviness  in  the  lower  portion  of  the  chest,  so 
that  expiration  was  difficult,". — A  sensation  of  heaviness  in  the  middle  of 

f  In  a  young  girl  who  had  her  menses  too  often  and  too  prolonged. 
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the  chest,  with  shortness  of  breath,  so  that  she  was  frequently  obliged  to 
take  a  deep  breath  (after  half  an  hour),l — A  burning  as  if  she  had  drunk 
brandy,  extending  from  the  middle  of  the  chest  up  into  the  throat;  even 
the  tongue  is  painful  as  if  it  had  been  burnt,  with  heat,  redness,  and  ten- 
sion in  the  face  (after  half  an  hour),'. — *Dreadful  burning  in  the  chest; 
wanted  water  to  quench  the  burning  in  the  lungs  (after  a  few  minutes),'*. 
— Fulness  and  oppression  of  the  chest  appeared  on  deep  breathing,  lasting 
several  hours  (after  three  hours),^ — Dull  pain  in  the  che.st  from  12  to  1 
o'clock,".- — The  whole  internal  chest  is  painful  as  if  pressed  inward;  not  at 
all  affected  by  inspiration  (after  twenty-four  hours),'. — [410.]  A  very  pain- 
ful dull  sticking  pressure  in  the  middle  of  the  right  chest,  an  inch  from  the 
nipple  towards  the  sternum,  that  extends  through  the  chest,  and  is  felt  on 
the  inner  margin  of  the  scapula  (after  half  an  hour),'. — Sudden  oppression 
of  the  chest,  with  some  transient  stitches  in  the  middle  of  the  left  side  of  the 
chest,'. — ^Sticking  in  the  left  chest,  most  noticed  on  turning  over  in  bed,'.— 
Periodically  recurring  sticking  pains  in  various  places  between  the  ribs,'. — • 
Painful  sticking  transversely  across  the  middle  of  the  chest,  commencing 
in  the  morning  as  soon  as  she  rises  and  ceasing  towards  noon,'. — A  con- 
tractive pain  in  the  chest,  on  deep  inspiration,^. — Drawing  sticking  beneath 
the  left  short  ribs,  during  rest  and  motion ;  towards  evening  (after  four 
days),'. — Frequent  sharp  stitches  in  the  middle  of  the  chest,  that  are  worse 
on  inspiration  ;  from  thence  these  stitches  spread  over  the  right  shoulder, 
and  extend  with  a  paralyzed  feeling  to  the  elbow-joint;  the  pains  in  the 
shoulder  are  worse  on  raising  the  arm,'. — *  Violent  stitches  in  the  chest  just 
above  the  heart,  which  do  not  permit  free  respiration  ;  the  pains  are  relieved 
by  pressure  with  the  hand ;  lasting  an  hour ;  in  the  afternoon  (after  four 
days),'. — Violent,  persistent,  and  very  painful  stitches  in  the  right  chest, 
which  occur  after  several  days  and  also  last  several  days,  and  are  very 
much  aggravated  by  inspiration  and  expiration,'. — [420.]  A  bruised  pain 
in  the  middle  of  the  chest,  on  inspiration,  with  shortness  of  breath,'. — Paia 
in  the  chest  internally,  as  if  beaten,  on  inspiration,  on  which  account  she  is 
unable  to  take  a  deep  breath,'. — A  pain  as  from  rawness  in  the  lower  por- 
tion of  the  chest,'. — Throbbing  pain  in  a  small  spot  behind  the  pectoralis 
minor  muscle  (after  three-quarters  of  an  hour),^ — (A  pain  in  the  left  chest 
that  had  lasted  five  years  was  very  much  relieved),'. — Front.  Pain  in 
the  chest,  as  if  the  sternum  were  pressed  inward  (after  two  hours),'. — A 
painful  feeling  in  the  sternum  as  from  hard  pressure,  noticed  more  during 
expiration  than  inspiration,'. — Pain  in  the  centre  of  the  sternum  caused  by 
external  pressure,  as  if  the  sternum  were  pressed  by  something  hard ;  this 
was  also  felt  on  inspiration,  and  extended  up  to  the  clavicles  and  involved 
the  muscles  of  the  nape  of  the  neck  and  throat,'. — Sides.  Violent  throb- 
bing constrictive  pain  in  the  right  side  of  the  chest,  appearing  after  eight 
hours  and  lasting  till  he  goes  to  sleep,*. — (Knifelike  painj  in  the  right  side 
of  the  chest,  that  goes  away  but  always  returns,  both  in  the  daytime  and 
also  at  night ;  he  is  then  unable  to  sleep  the  whole  night,  and  the  pains  are 
so  violent  that  he  involuntarily  utters  loud  cries ;  these  violent  stitches  are 
somewhat  relieved  by  firm  pressure,  and  by  tightly  holding  the  place  with 
the  hand,  but  as  soon  as  the  hand  is  taken  away  they  return  as  violent  as 
ever),'.

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the  umbilicus,'. — -A  drawing-sticking  in  the  right  side  near  the  sternum, 
between  the  second  and  third  ribs  (after  fifty-six  hours),". — Some  stitches 
internally  in  the  right  side  of  the  chest,  which  arrest  the  breath,". — Stitches 
in  the  right  side  of  the  chest  and  beneath  the  right  scapula  at  3  p.m.,  so 
that  it  took  away  the  breath  and  she  thought  she  would  die,". — A  sharp 
stitch  in  the  left  side  of  the  chest  on  inspiration,  which  soon  disappears 
and  seats  itself  in  the  right  side,'-". — Violent  stitches  in  the  lower  portion  of 
the  right  side  of  the  chest,  lasting  several  hours,". — ■3fainmm.  A  feeling 
as  if  milk  came  into  the  breasts,  just  as  though  she  were  nursing  a  child  ;

— Violent  stick- 
ing in  the  heart,  which  extorts  an  involuntary  crj',  disappearing  often  for 
three,  four,  or  even  eight  days,  and  then  returning  during  the  day  as 
well  as  the  night,". — Heart's  Action.  Heart's  action  remarkably  slow 
and  weak,". — Pulse.  Pulse  148,  strong  and  wiry  (after  two  hours),". — 
Pulse  regular,  rather  full,  about  80," — Slow  pulse  (after  1  drop)  ;  at  an- 
other time  slow  pulse,  reduced  from  81  to  63  (after  1  drop  in  the  evening),". 
— Slow  pulse  the  whole  day,  60  to  the  minute,*. — Slow  pulse,  47  to  the 
minute,  for  two  days,*. — Pulse  slow  and  labored,". — [450.]  Slow,  weak 
pulse,'l — Pulse  small  and  suppressed,". 

Week  and  Hack. — JVeck.  Rheumatic  stiffness  in  the  nape  of  the 
neck  (after  twenty-four  hours),'. — Rheumatic  stiffness  in  the  nape  of  the 
neck,  lasting  the  whole  afternoon,^ — Hack.  Pains  in  the  back  (after  one 
hour  and  a  half),'. — Pain  in  the  back  at  night,  so  that  she  could  scarcely 
lie,  that  extended  over  the  left  hip,  became  seated  in  the  flank,  and  also 
involved  the  left  inguinal  region,  so  that  she  could  scarcely  become  erect ; 
the  pain  in  the  back  was  worse  during  rest  than  during  motion  (after  thirty- 
six  hours),". — Dorsal.  Pain  behind  the  left  scapula,  lasting  an  hour,". — 
Dull  pain  behind  the  right  scapula,  with  a  feeling  as  of  a  plug,  at  times 
throbbing,  lasting  all  day  (after  one  hour),". — Drawing  tension  between 
the  shoulders,". — Pressive  pain  two  inches  beneath  the  right  scapula,*. — 
[460.]  Some  stitches  coming  and  going  between  the  scapulse,'. — The  scap- 
ulae are  painful  as  if  they  had  been  beaten,". — A  drawing  pain  in  the  upper 
posterior  right  side  of  the  ribs,  extending  forward  and  causing  a  sticking 
above  the  mammary  gland  of  the  same  side  (after  sixty  hours),". — Lum- 
bar. Pain  in  the  lumbar  vertebrae  like  that  usual  before  menstruation,". — 
Painfulness  of  the  lumbar  vertebrae  and  both  iliac  crests,  as  if  she  had  run 
a  long  distance  ;  this  painfulness  or  bruised  feeling  extended  into  the  thighs 
and  down  to  the  calves,  where  it  ended  like  an  electric  shock ;  a  stiffness 
and  inflexibility  remain  in  the  lumbar  vertebrae,  in  the  morning,". — One  of 
the  upper  lumbar  vertebrae  pains  as  if  suppurating,  or  as  if  the  flesh  were 
torn  from  it,  and  causes  a  sensation  (on  standing  up)  as  if  something 
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would  fall  out  there,'. — Violent  pains  in  the  lumbar  vertebrae  like  a  sup- 
puration, with  pressure  downward  towards  the  rectum,  as  if  flatus  would 
pass,  which  does  not  follow,  during  menstruation ;  before  this  the  pains 
in  the  back  were  relieved  by  motion,'.- — Pain  in  the  small  of  the  back,  that 
almost  made  her  sick,  worse  during  rest  than  during  motion,'. — Pain  in  the 
small  of  the  back  that  extends  from  below  upwards,  with  heat  in  the  palms 
of  the  hands  and  soles  of  the  feet,'. — She  lay  in  bed  from  9  p.m.  to  2  a.m., 
with  some  pain  in  small  of  back,  internal  chilliness,  and  violent  pulsation 
in  head,  on  account  of  which  she  could  not  sleep,  and  tossed  about  (after 
forty-eight  hours),'. — [470,]  Labor-like  pains  in  small  of  back,  causing  in- 
efiFectual  urging  to  stool,  with  distension  of  the  abdomen  (after  four  days),'. 
— Pain  in  the  small  of  the  back,  as  if  she  had  stooped  a  great  deal,  aggra- 
vated by  motion  and  by  stooping,'. — A  burrowing  in  the  small  of  the  back, 
as  if  something  would  come  out,  during  rest  and  motion  (after  six  hours),'. 
■ — Drawing  pains  in  the  small  of  the  back,  extending  along  the  sacrum 
down  into  the  rectum  and  vagina,  which  cause  spasmodic  contractive  pain 
mingled  with  stitches ;  the  pains  are  relieved  on  standing  up,  return  at  in- 
tervals (like  labor  pains)  ;  after  such  attacks,  leucorrhoea  looking  like  milk 
and  water  flows  from  her  by  paroxysms  (after  twenty-four  hours),'. — Pains 
in  the  small  of  the  back  in  the  morning  as  she  woke,  which  became  more 
violent  after  rising,  extending  forward  to  the  abdomen,  and  causing  a  pres- 
sure outward  in  the  genitals  and  extending  down  into  the  thighs,  causing 
anxiety  and  trembling  through  the  whole  body,  with  internal  chilliness 
(like  false  labor  pains  in  the  external  genitals  mingled  with  stitches),  re- 
lieved by  lying  down,  worse  when  sitting  and  walking  (after  a  few  days),'. 
— Pain  in  the  small  of  the  back  as  if  broken  ;  it  extended  up  to  between 
the  shoulder-blades,  so  that  she  could  not  move  the  arms  without  pain  (as 
if  a  baud  were  between  the  shoulders),  which  made  stooping  difficult,  last- 
ing the  whole  day,'. — A  sticking  pain  in  the  external  muscles  in  the  region 
of  the  left  kidney,'. 

ISxtreniitu-s  in  General. — Weary  and  weak  in  the  limbs  as  if 
she  had  walked  a  long  distance,'. — She  feels  sick  in  all  the  limbs,  as  if  she 
were  going  to  be  attacked  with  catarrh,'. — Sensation  of  heaviness,  with 
weariness  as  from  sleep,  in  all  the  limbs,'. — [480.]  All  the  limbs  ache  as  if 
beaten,'. — All  the  limbs  feel  beaten  as  if  she  had  run  a  long  distance,'. — 
Jerking  and  pinching  pains  in  all  the  joints,'. — Tingling  and  whirring  in 
the  limbs,'. 

Sii2>erior  JExtremities. — Shoulder.  Pains  in  the  shoulders,  as 
if  they  had  been  uncovered  at  night,'. — Pain  in  the  right  shoulder  on  mov- 
ing it,  lasting  the  whole  day,^ — An  acute  drawing  on  the  posterior  portion 
of  the  shoulders,'. — Pains  in  both  shoulders  as  if  they  were  pressed  against 
sharp  corners,'. — Stitches  in  the  posterior  portion  of  the  shoulder-joint, 
which  shoot  through  the  whole  arm  to  the  fingers;  in  the  fingers  they 
cause  a  sensation  as  if  asleep,  with  a  powerless  sensation,  and  actual  loss  of 
power,  so  that  she  cannot  hold  anything  tightly  with  the  hands  as  usual ; 
when  there  are  no  stitches,  there  is  a  jerking  in  the  hands  with  crawling  and 
heat  in  them  (after  thirty  hours),'. — Stitches  in  the  right  shoulder  about 
4  P.M. ;  half  an  hour  later,  several  stitches  in  the  left  side  of  the  chest, 
and  about  6  p.m.  very  violent  drawing  pain  in  the  left  foot  (after  three 
ARys),\—Arm..  [490.]  Paralytic  heaviness  of  the  right  upper  arm,'.— 
Dull,  almost  gnawing  pain  in  the  bone  of  the  right  upper  arm,l — Pinch- 
ing pain  in  the  inner  side  of  the  left  upper  arm,'. — JElbow.  A  cramp- 
like sensation  in  the  tip  of  the  right  elbow  while  writing,  so  that  she  is 
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almost  unable  to  write  (after  half  an  hOur),°. — Periodic  pains  in  both 
elbow-joints,  as  if  the  ligaments  were  drawn  together  and  were  too  ishort,".— 
A  pain  on  the  inner  side  and  lower  portion  of  the  upper  arm,  as  if  she  had 
bruised  it,  noticed  only  on  touch  (after  forty-eight  hours),". — A  spasmodic 
bubbling-like  pain  ou  the  inner  and  lower  portion  of  the  left  elbow-joint,  re- 
turning at  various  intervals;  in  the  afternoon  (after  eight  hours),". — Fore- 
arm. Paralytic-like  pain  shooting  like  lightning  towards  the  left  hand, 
so  that  she  constantly  lets  everything  fall  (after  twenty-four  hours),". — A 
cramplike  pain  in  the  region  of  the  lower  portion  of  the  left  ulna,  that  ex- 
tends into  the  fingers,". — Drawing  pains  in  the  left  forearm,  extending  to 
the  fingers,". — Painful  drawing  in  the  left  arm  along  the  ulna,l — [500,] 
On  the  lower  posterior  portion  of  the  right  arm,  in  the  muscles  of  the  ulna, 
a  painful  drawing  extending  towards  the  fingers,  so  that  she  cannot  grasp 
anything  as  usual  with  the  hands,  and  giving  rise  to  a  paralytic  sensation ; 
it  returns  every  half  an  hour,  or  every  hour,". — Violent  drawing  in  the  left 
forearm,*. — Sand,.  A  fine  sticking  pain  on  the  back  of  the  left  hand  be- 
tween the  thumb  and  index  finger  (after  one  hour),". — Fingers.  Dead- 
ness  of  the  first  phalanges  of  all  the  fingers ;  they  look  quite  white  and 
have  no  sensation,". — The  two  first  phalanges  of  all  the  fingers  go  to  sleep 
in  the  morning,  a  quarter,  of  an  hour  after  rising ;  crawling  in  them  as 
from  ants, and  they  look  quite  white  like  dead  hands;  she  is  obliged  to  put 
the  right  index  finger  into  hot  water,  because  no  sensation  at  all  would  re- 
turn to  it  (after  forty-eight  hours),". — A  paralytic-like  pain  in  the  left  index 
finger,  which  occurs  during  rest  and  ceases  on  motion,". — Drawing  pains  in 
the  right  ring  finger,". — Drawing  pains  in  the  tips  of  the  fingers  of  the  left 
hand,  with  a  feeling  as  though  they  were  swol!en,".^*Th.e  left  thumb  pains 
as  if  sprained  and  stiff,". — *Pain  as  from  a  spraiji  in  the  second  joint  of  the 
left  thumb,^. — [510.]  Pain  in  the  ball  of  the  left  index  finger  as  if  something 
had  been  stuck  into  it  and  it  would  suppurate,". 

Inferior  Extremities. — Weakness  of  the  left  leg ;  he  had  no 
steadiness  in  it,". — Drawing-tearing  and  sticking  pains,  now  in  the  right 
calf,  now  above  the  knee,  now  in  the  region  of  the  hip-joint,  lasting  five 
minutes,  then  disappearing  for  as  long  a  time,  and  then  again  returning ; 
the  pains  always  appeared  with  great  violence,  so  that  she  started  every  time, 
together  with  itching  and  burning  in  the  eyes,  so  that  she  was  obliged  to 
rub  them ;  afterwards  there  was  burning  in  the  eyes,  and  much  accumula- 
tion of  fatty  matter  in  the  inner  canthi,  so  that  she  must  frequently  cleanse 
them,". — Hip.  A  pain  in  the  left  hip-joint  as  though  it  were  dislocated ; 
if  he  stands  on  the  right  foot  there  is  a  sensation  in  the  left  limb  as  if  the 
foot  were  too  long,". — Thiffll.  A  painful  tension  in  the  fascia  lata  of  the 
left  thigh,". — Tensive  pain  in  the  posterior  portion  of  the  thigh,  as  if  she 
had  taken  a  long,  walk,  especially  felt  while  walking  and  on  stooping,". — 
A  pain  in  the  muscles  of  the  thigh  three  inches  above  the  left  patella,  as  if 
they  were  too  short,  worse  on  stooping  and  when  walking,  not  aggravated 
by  touch  or  external  pressure,". — A  drawing  pain  as  if  in  the  bone  extend- 
ing from  the  right  ischium  down  into  the  middle  of  the  thigh,  on  the  outer 
side,  with  chilliness  (after  eight  hours),". — Drawing  pains  extending  from 
the  head  of  the  right  femur  into  the  knee-joint,  so  that  she  can  scarcely 
ascend  steps ;  noticed  more  during  rest  than  motion,  and  lasting  several 
days,". — Painful  drawing  mingled  with  stitches  commencing  in  the  thigh 
and  extending  through  the  limb  to  the  sole  of  the  foot,  worse  in  the 
right  leg  and  very  much  aggravated  by  motion,". — [520.]  Cramplike  draw- 
ing extending  from  the  lumbar  vertebrae  forward  and  down  the  thighs ;  it  is 
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quite  similar  to  labor-pains ;  with  great  uneasiness  in  the  whole  body,  as  if 
she  were  about  to  have  a  labor/. — A  pain  in  the  middle  of  the  muscles  of 
the  left  thigh  as  if  she  had  received  a  hard  blow  or  bruise,  worse  while  sit- 
ting (after  twenty-four  hours),'. — Dull  gnawing  pain  on  the  outer  side  of 
'the  left  thigh  and  leg,  worse  while  sitting  (after  ten  hours),^ — A  jerking 
pain  three  inches  above  the  left  knee,  in  the  fleshy  parts;  during  rest,'. — 
A  piercing  jerking  in  the  middle  of  the  left  thigh  ;  during  rest  (after  eight 
hours),'. — Knee.  Weakness  in  the  knee-joints,  so  that  they  gave  way 
during  motion,  lasting  an  hour  (after  forty-eight  hours),'. — The  parts  from 
the  middle  of  the  left  thigh  to  the  middle  of  the  left  leg  are  painful,  as  if 
there  had  been  a  tearing  in  them  and  they  were  stiff;  on  motion,'. — A  ten- 
sive pain  in  the  muscles  from  just  above  the  knee  to  three  inches  above; 
the  parts  were  painful  to  pressure  with  the  hand,  as  if  the  flesh  had  been 
beaten  loose  ;  it  was  not  felt  during  rest ;  worse  in  the  right  than  in  the  left 
leg  (after  second  day),'. — Pain  as  from  a  sprain  in  the  left  knee-joint,  so 
that  he  could  not  stand  on  that  leg  alone ;  it  also  had  a  sensation  as  if  it 
would  give  way,'. — A  sharp  pressive  pain  beneath  the  right  patella,'. — 
[530.]  (Tearing,  boring,  and  sticking  pains  in  the  left  patella,  which  began 
towards  evening,  with  chilliness,  and  continued  incessantly  the  whole  night 
until  morning,  when  they  disappeared),'. — Jerking  tearing  in  the  right 
knee  during  rest  (after  a  quarter  of  an  hour),'. — Lec/.  Heaviness  in  the  legs 
from  the  knees  to  the  ankles,  during  motion,  in  the  morning,'. — A  painful 
tension  during  motion,  extending  from  the  knees  to  the  ankles,  but  especi- 
ally in  the  calves;  not  during  rest,'. — A  contractive  pain  like  a  cramp  in 
the  right  calf,  extending  down  to  the  malleoli  (after  five  days),'. — A  para- 
lytic-like drawing  through  the  left  leg,'. — Pain  as  from  a  sprain  in  the  left 
tendo  Achillis,'. — Tearing  in  the  legs,  extending  from  the  ankles  up  to  the 
knees,  and  causing  a  tension  in  the  calves  (after  sixty  hours),'. — A  throb- 
bing like  a  boil  in  the  legs  from  the  knees  to  the  toes,  worse  in  the  soles 
of  the  feet,  during  rest  and  motion,'. — A  painless  jerking  through  the  left 
leg,  that  throws  the  foot  upward,'. — AnJele.  [540.]  A  twisting  pain  from 
within  outward  in  the  right  external  malleolus,  during  rest,'.— Sticking  in 
the  right  ankle,  worse  on  motion  than  during  rest  (after  forty-eight  hours),'. 
— Foot.  The  left  foot  is  somewhat  swollen,'. — Edematous  swelling  of  the 
foot  (after  six  days),". — The  feet  are  swollen  from  the  calves  to  the  toes,  the 
left  more  than  the  right;  the  swelling  was  oedematous,  looked  white;  the 
foot  was  constantly  cold  and  heavy,  so  that  she  had  to  make  an  exertion  in 
order  to  move  it,'. — Heaviness  of  the  feet  while  walking,  not  at  all  felt 
during  rest  (after  thirty-six  hours),'. — Several  successive  stitches  in  the 
right  ankle  that  extend  to  the  toes  and  involve  the  whole  foot  (after  thirty- 
six  hours),'.' — Burning  in  the  soles  of  the  feet  from  2  p.m.  till  2  or  3  a.m.  ; 
these  pains  return  for  four  successive  days  about  the  same  time  (after  fifty- 
two  hours),'. — A  working  in  the  soles  of  the  feet  as  if  she  had  walked  a 
long  distance ;  with  great  weakness  ;  the  weakness  was  felt  more  in  the  left 
than  in  the  right  side,'. — Burning,  drawing,  and  sticking,  commencing  about 
the  ankles,  extending  through  the  soles  of  the  feet  and  toes ;  the  pains  are 
worse  in  the  soles,  and  are  there  during  both  rest  and  motion ;  they  begin 
in  the  forenoon  and  cease  only  in  the  afternoon  (after  four  days),'. — [550.] 
Tearing-drawing  and  sticking  pains  starting  from  the  heels,  extending 
through  the  soles  of  the  feet  to  the  toes,  during  rest  and  motion ;  these 
pains  began  towards  evening,  lasted  till  she  went  to  bed,  when  she  fell  asleep 
with  them,  and  on  awaking  in  the  morning  and  endeavoring  to  step,  the 
heels  felt  like  balls,  which  disappeared  during  the  forenoon,'. — A  feeling  of 
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suppuration  in  tl\e  soles  of  the  feet  (after  four  days)/. — Violent  stitches  in 
the  left  heel  on  moving  it,  so  that  she  started  up  and  was  obliged  to  remain 
standing,". 

General  Symptoms. — Objective.  Appetite  not  diminished,  but 
I  lost  flesh,^°. — Twitching  of  the  muscles  of  all  parts  of  the  body,  and  spas- 
modic jerking  of  the  whole  body  (after  two  hours),". — "Weariness,  as  though 
she  had  not  slept  enough,  with  a  feeling  of  warmth  in  the  eyes  (after  a 
quarter  of  an  hour),''. — *  Weakness  and  prostration  (after  thirty-six  hours),*. 
— *  General  weakness  and  prostration  (after  five  days),". — She  was  obliged  to 
rise  half  an  hour  eai'lier  than  usual  in  the  morning  ;  was  then  attacked  with 
faintness,  which  lasted  an  hour  before  she  again  felt  well,'. — She  is  unable 
to  fall  asleep  in  the  morning  in  bed,  on  account  of  restlessness  through  the 
whole  body,'. — -[560.]  Uneasiness  of  the  whole  body ;  twitching  of  all  the 
limbs  (after  one  hour),^ — Uneasiness  with  chilliness  through  all  the  limbs, 
while  sitting  and  walking,  so  that  she  frequently  felt  as  if  obliged  to  take  a 
deep  breath,  which,  however,  was  not  possible,'. — Subjective.  Insensible  ; 
whilst  in  this  state  a  diseased  molar  tooth  was  extracted  without  apparently 
causing  any  pain  ;  she  did  not  knoiu  the  tooth  had  been  taken  out,^*. — Great 
excitement  of  the  whole  body,'. — A  feeling  as  though  all  parts  of  the  body 
were  in  motion,  during  rest,'. — Felt  myself  going  very  low  (in  a  few  min- 
utes),".— Felt  numb  all  over  (after  a  few  minutes),". — Pinching  pain  here 
and  there,'. — Drawing  in  the  whole  body,'.- — Pulse  natural,  but  when  she 
was  quiet  she  felt  a  pulsation  in  all  parts  of  the  body,'. — [570.]  Violent 
pulsation  over  the  whole  body,  with  a  feeling  as  if  the  whole  body  wavered, 
during  rest,  not  during  motion,'. — Shocks  through  the  whole  body  causing 
her  to  start,  in  the  night  during  sleep,'. — All  symptoms  disappeared  in  a  few 
hours  under  Kali  bich.,". 

Skin. — Objective.  The  skin  in  the  hollows  of  the  knees  was  red  and 
scaly  like  a  tetter,'. — Blue  spots  on  the  thighs  as  if  caused  by  pinching,'. — 
The  place  becomes  white  without  pain  and  without  inflammation  ;  after  a 
few  days  it  becomes  dry  and  the  epidermis  scales  off  (from  the  external  ap- 
plication),\ — Mruptions,  Dry.  The  whole  forehead  is  covered  with 
pimples  of  the  size  of  millet-seeds ;  (sometimes  causing  sticking  pains,  but 
always  remaining  the  same,  and  never  filled  with  serum),'. — The  whole 
right  hand  is  covered  with  pimples,  which  are  more  felt  than  seen,  and  itch 
so  violently  that  she  is  obliged  to  scratch  them  ;  the  itching  is  worse  to- 
wards evening,  and  in  the  evening  in  bed,'. — A  pimple  as  large  as  a  pea  on 
the  spine  of  right  scapula,  painful  to  the  pressure  of  the  clothes  ;  after  three 
days  it  became  covered  with  a  crust,  which  soon  fell  oflp,^'. — An  eruption  of 
urticaria-like  nodes ;  they  lasted  two  or  three  days  and  then  disappeared, 
during  which  time  new  ones  constantly  made  their  appearance,'. — JErup- 
tions,  MIoist.  [580,]  A  vesicular  eruption  (as  from  the  bite  of  a  bug) 
breaks  out  over  the  whole  body,  excepting  on  the  calves,  chest,  and  face, 
which  are  free  ;  the  itching  is  worse  in  the  evening  between  5  and  7  and  in 
the  night,'. — Hydroa  beneath  the  nose  (without  any  coryza),". — JEriip- 
tions,  Pustular.  The  whole  body  became  covered  with  large  and 
"fatty"  pustules  (like  small-pox),'. — (The  whole  body  became  covered  with 
"  fatty  "  itching  pimples ;  the  feet  were  somewhat  swollen  and  quite  stiff),'. — 
A  small  pustule  in  the  wing  of  the  right  nostril,'". — "  Fatty  "  pimples  on  the 
chin  and  on  the  right  cheek,  upon  which  form  yellow,  honeylike  crusts,'. — 
Subjective.  Itching  over  the  whole  body,  she  cannot  refrain  from  scratch- 
ing; on  the  body  the  itching  ceases  after  scratching,  which  causes  no  further 
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sensation,  but  on  the  arms  and  limbs  is  followed  by  violent  burning,'. — 
*  The  itching  in  the  evening  became  so  violent  that  she  was  almost  crazy, ^. — She  is 
unable  to  sleep  the  whole  night,  while  in  bed,  on  account  of  itching  and  burn- 
ing all  over,'. — Tearing  in  the  skin  of  the  hands,  which  became  quite  rigid 
and  stiff,'. — [590.]  A  crawling  in  the  skin  externally  beneath  the  chin,  so 
that  she  was  constantly  obliged  to  rub  it  with  the  hand,  though  it  did  not 
go  away,'. — Itching  and  biting  on  the  eyelids  and  about  the  mouth,  which 
is  still  worse  after  rubbing,  and  then  becomes  red ;  after  eight  days  these 
places  desquamate,  the  whole  lasting  twelve  days,'. — Itching  that  is  rather 
agreeable  in  the  palm  of  the  right  hand  between  the  thumb  and  index 
finger,  lasting  an  hour ;  it  is  not  quite  removed  by  rubbing  (after  four 
hours),'. — Burning  itching  on  the  soles  of  the  feet,'. 

Sleep  and  Dreams. — Sleepiness.  Yawning  the  whole  day,  with 
lachrymation,'. — Yawning  and  stretching  as  before  the  paroxysms  of 
ague,'. — Frequent  yawning,  in  the  morning,  as  though  she  had  not  slept  at 
night,'. — Frequent  yawning,  with  pressive  pain  in  the  forehead  and  weari- 
ness,'.— Frequent  yawning,  with  chilliness,'. — Very  frequent  yawning,  with 
watering  of  the  eyes,'. — [600.]  Sleepiness  and  much  yawning,  with  a  bad 
taste  in  the  mouth  and  little  appetite  (after  six  days),'. — Much  sleepiness ; 
she  constantly  desired  to  sleep,'. — (She  slept  the  whole  night  without  con- 
sciousness, which  was  not  usually  the  case,  and  in  the  morning  was  quite 
well) ;  (after  sixteen  hours),'. — Sleeplessness.  She  could  seldom  fall 
asleep  before  midnight ;  she  had  a  feeling  as  if  she  was  unable  to  fall  asleep 
on  account  of  weariness,  with  pain  in  all  the  limbs,'. — She  is  very  weary, 
yet  cannot  sleep,  but  tosses  about  in  bed  all  night  till  4  a.m.,  when  regular 
menstruation  sets  in,  after  which  she  sleeps  for  an  hour,'. — For  three  nights 
she  did  not  sleep  before  1  or  2  o'clock,  and  then  her  sleep  was  mingled  with 
many  dreams ;  on  waking  at  7  both  arras  as  far  as  the  elbows  were  asleep 
(after  three  days),'. — Sleep  restless,^ — She  had  no  rest  after  3  o'clock  at 
night ;  she  tossed  about  from  place  to  place,'. — Sleep  bad ;  she  cannot  lie  to 
suit  her;  in  the  morning'the  eyes  are  agglutinated,'. — Sleep  bad;  she  tossed 
about  in  bed  the  whole  night,  turning  from  one  side  to  the  other,  and  knew 
no  reason  why  she  could  not  sleep;  in  the  morning  on  rising  the  whole  body 
felt  weary,  and  on  the  slightest  physical  exertion  warm  perspiration  ran 
down  all  over  her  ;  she  was  frequently  obliged  to  sit  down  to  rest ;  while 
standing  she  sank  down ;  lasting  twelve  hours  (after  six  days),'. — [610.] 
She  woke  suddenly  about  2  a.m.,  as  if  called  ;  she  was  quite  wide  awake, 
and  menstruation  had  come  on,'. — She  woke  three  or  four  times  at  night 
without  any  cause  ;  after  tossing  about  in  bed  for  awhile  she  fell  asleep  again, 
and  in  the  morning  did  not  feel  weak,'. — Although  she  frequently  woke  at 
night,  yet  in  the  morning  she  seemed  to  have  slept  enough  and  was  quite 
lively;  all  the  head  symptorasf  had  disappeared,  and  her  thoughts  were  again 
composed,'. — Starting  up  in  fright  from  sleep,'. — In  the  morning  she  had 
not  slept  enough  (during  the  first  days  of  the  proving) ;  all  the  limbs  felt 
lame,'. — Dreams,  Dreams  of  erections  and  desire  to  urinate,  and  as  he 
wished  to  urinate  in  sleep  the  glans  penis  broke  off,'. — Anxious  dreams  the 
whole  night  (though  as  a  rule  she  did  not  dream  at  all),'. — She  had  scarcely 
fallen  asleep  when  she  had  anxious  dreams,'. — Anxious  dreams ;  she  saw  a 
small  object  which  constantly  became  larger  and  larger,'. — Anxious  dreams; 
large  men  were  following  her  and  wished  to  violate  her,  without  sexual  ex-

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citement/. — [620.]  She  dreamed  that  something  had  happened  to  her 
children,  on  which  account  she  wept,  and  was  very  anxious,  and  on  waking 
was  wet  with  perspiration, I — She  dreamed  that  it  was  snowing ;  that  she 
was  in  the  open  air  and  had  her  little  child  with  her,  on  which  account  she 
was  anxious,'.-^Dreams  of  a  fire,  which  burned  brightly,  which  made  her 
very  anxious  and  woke  her,'. — She  laughed  in  her  dream  after  midnight ;  as 
she  woke  she  knew  nothing  more  of  it,  but  was  lying  uncovered  and  cold  ; 
without  chilliness,". — Feeling  of  stoppage  in  the  throat  in  a  dream  at 
night,". — She  dreamed  of  dirty  disgusting  linen,". — She  dreamed  that  she 
had  taken  poison,  and  had  become  very  much  emaciated  on  account  of  it,". 
— She  dreamed  of  falling  from  a  height,". 

Fever.— Chilliness.  Chilliness  (after  six  hours),*;  the  whole  fore- 
noon,*.— As  soon  as  she  became  quiet  she  felt  chilliness  through  the  whole 
body,". — [630.]  Chilliness  over  the  whole  body  ;  the  skin  seemed  dead,  with 
a  feeling  through  the  whole  body  as  if  she  had  revelled  all  night  and 
had  not  slept;  in  the  morning  after  two  hours  chilliness  over  the  whole 
body,  so  that  she  really  shivered,  with  great  heat  in  the  face,  bright-red 
cheeks,  icy-cold  feet  and  a  feeling  of  heaviness  from  the  shoulders  to  the 
elbows,  so  that  she  was  unable  to  carry  them  to  the  head ;  during  rest  the 
pains  were  not  felt,  but  only  on  motion,  with  great  fretfulness,  lasting  from 
10  A.M  to  10  P.M. ;  during  the  night  she  slept  well  and  was  quite  well  in 
the  morning  (after  four  hours),". — Much  chilliness,  without  heat  and  with- 
out thirst,  during  the  menses,". — Internal  chilliness,  with  red  cheeks,  in  a 
warm  room,". — She  easily  became  chilly,". — She  was  chilly,  the  hands  icy 
cold  (after  two  hours),". — Chilly  for  three  days  in  succession,  without  thirst 
or  subsequent  heat,". — She  was  constantly  chilly,  but  still  more  during 
menstruation,". — Shaking  chill  in  the  morning  on  rising  from  bed,  with 
bright-red  blood  from  the  nose  (after  twenty  hours),". — Shaking  chill  for 
five  hours,  followed  by  heat  of  the  face,  hot  hands  and  cold  feet,  mingled 
with  chilliness,  from  2  to  11  p.m.  (after  four  hours),". — Shaking  chill,  with 
flushes  of  heat,  without  thirst,  drawing  and  sticking  pains  in  the  forepart 
of  both  temporal  bones,  pressure  in  the  eyeballs  and  an  appearance  as  if  a 
veil  was  before  them,  impairing  vision,  and  on  account  of  which  she  was 
obliged  to  rub  the  eyes ;  followed  by  hot  and  acrid  tears  and  appearance  of 
inflammation  of  the  white  of  the  eye  (after  two  hours),". — -[640.]  Shivering 
over  the  whole  skin,". — Alternations  of  chill  and  heat,  with  much  thirst, 
weakness  in  all  the  limbs,  uninterrupted  cough,  partly  dry  and  partly 
loose,  but  very  painful  and  racking,  caused  by  irritation  in  the  lower  por- 
tion of  the  chest,  and  by  a  crawling  in  the  middle  of  the  chest  up  into  the 
throat;  the  epigastric  region  was  very  much  shaken  by  the  cough;  it  was  ac- 
companied by  pressive  pain  in  the  middle  of  the  vertex,  which  was  aggra- 
vated by  touch,". — Chilliness  between  the  shoulders,  extending  up  the  back, 
so  that  she  could  not  get  warm  by  the  stove ;  during  menstruation,". — Chilli- 
ness, commencing  between  the  shoulders  and  extending  to  the  middle  of  the 
small  of  the  back,  where  it  disappeared ;  followed  by  pain  in  the  small  of 
the  back,  so  that. she  could  neither  sit  nor  lie,  but  was  constantly  obliged 
to  walk  about,  which  relieved  the  paiUs  in  the  small  of  the  back,  but  then 
new  pains  appeared  in  the  hips,  which  extended  to  the  middle  of  the  thighs, 
and  did  not  allow  her  to  lie  quietly  in  bed,  and  were  only  relieved  by  ex- 
ternal warmth  ;  contact  with  the  external  air  aggravated  the  pains  in  the 
hip,".-]-— Chilliness  about  9  p.m.,  first  in  the  feet,  then  in  the  back,  head,  and 

■\  Nux  vom.^°  speedily  relieved. 
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arm,  where  she  was  chilly  to  the  fingers,  with  a  feeling  as  though  the  parts 
were  cold,  which  however  was  not  the  case,  lasting  only  a  minute  (after 
thirty-six  hours),'. — She  was  chilly  from  the  backs  of  the  feet  up  to  above 
the  knees,". — Cold  feet,". — Heat.  She  woke  after  midnight,  and  felt 
too  warm  in  bed ;  but  if  she  put  her  feet  out  of  bed  she  became  cold,'. — 
Periodic  flushes  of  heat,  the  cheeks  became  bright-red,  the  redness  sharply 
defined,'. — Burning  heat  flashing  over  the  whole  body  and  limbs  (after  two 
hours),".

— Great 
irritability;  soothing  poetry  moved  him  to  immoderate  weeping ;  he  was 
obliged  to  cry  for  joy  ;  as  for  example,  when  reading  in  Schiller's  Tell,  he 
could  not  proceed ;  an  unmanly  rapture  compelled  him  to  desist ;  in  ex- 
citing scenes  he  broke  into  tears,  and  so  on  for  a  great  many  days ;  after 
much  crying,  pain  above  the  eyes,'*. — *3hich  talking  during  the  febrile  con- 
dition, in  the  evening,'. — [10.]  *Loquacity ;  in  the  evening,  with  physical 
laxity,  sleepiness  without  being  able  to  fall  asleep ;  without  sitting  up  he 
talks  a  great  deal,  wishes  to  tell  stories,  constantly  goes  from  one  to  another; 
during  this  he,  however,  recollects  himself  and  soon  knows  when  he  has 
mixed  and  distorted  anything ;  he  then  corrects  himself,  but  repeats  the 
same  mistakes ;  thus  he  is  tormented  half  the  evening  (first  day),'*. — An 
unusual  inclination  to  be  commuDicative,l — *  Great  inclination  to  be  com- 
immicative,  extraordinarily  vivid  imagination ;  therewith  extremely  impatient 
at  tedious  and  dry  things,^^.

new  things  constantly  throng  in  his  mind ;  also  next  day,  after  very

— Dizziness,  almost  like  vertigo, 
with  pressure  in  the  eyes,*. — Dizzy  while  sitting  (first  day),°. — Dizzy  while 
sitting  after  walking  (second  day),'^ — Dizzy  while  standing,  disappearing 
on  sitting,  in  the  morning,". — Dizzy,  pressive  headache,^. — A  condition  simi- 
lar to  intoxication  (bite). — General  Head.  [100.]  Swelling  of  the 
head  and  face,  so  that  the  eyes  are  closed,'.

the  whole  face,  so  that  the  eyes  became  closed;  the  face  was  painful,  itching 
much,  as  also  the  head  and  whole  body ;  worse  in  the  afternoon  and  even-' 
ing,  relieved  at  night,'.t — Blue  rings  under  the  eyes,  in  the  morning  (in  a 
healthy  man),'. — Subjective.  The  eyes  feel  stiff,^ — Feeling  of  dryness 
in  the  eye,'. — Painful  dryness  of  the  eyes  and  sensitiveness  to  the  light  in 
the  evening,". — Pain  in  both  inner  canthi,^ — Violent  pain  in  the  right 
eye,  in-  a  person  who  had  been  blind  more  than  ten  years,  though  without 
pain,°. — The  eyes  are  painful  on  reading,''. — Burning  in  eyes  (after  eighth 
doseyi — Painful  burning  in  the  eyes,'. — [220,]  Some  aching  burning 
of  the  eyes,^ — The  eyes  seem  to  be  thicker  (swollen?)  than  usual,  even  to 
other  people;  they  look'  as  though  one  had  been  weeping,  in  the  even- 
ing,*.— Aching  of  the  eyes,  especially  of  the  left,^ — Aching  and  burning 
in  the  eyes,". — *A  sticldng  drawing  pain  in  the  right  eye  extending  up  to 
the  vertex,  in  the  afternoon,  lasting  several  minutes,". — Pressure  in  the 
eyes,  aggravated  on  moving  them,  as  though  the  orbits  were  too  small,*. —

— Stitches  as  with  knives 
from  the  head  to  the  eyes,  nose,  and  temples,  with  sharp  pains,  especially 
in  the  forenoon,  in  the  temples,  upper  and  lower  jaws  and  eyes  ;  swelling  of 
the  eyes  and  face,  etc.,'. — Sudden  smarting  of  right  eye,  causing  it  to  water, 
for  a  few  minutes  (after  eleven  hours  and  three-quarters),^'. — ^Feeling  as 
though  dust  had  got  into  the  eyes,^. — Itching  in  the  eyes,'. — Itching  in  the 
eyes,  with  pains  in  the  limbs,^ — Itching  in  and  about  the  eyes,  with  heat 
in  them,  in  the  afternoon  and  evening ;  was  obliged  to  rub  them  a  great 
deal,*.

— Pains  near  the  right  eye  (second,  fourth,  and 
eighth  days)  ;  above  the  right  eye  (fifth  day)  ;  external  to  the  left  eye 
(seventh  day)  ;  above  the  left  eye  (eleventh  day)  ;  frequently  with  conges- 
tion of  the  head,'. — Pains  above  the  eyes  after  weeping,'*. — Pressure  about 
the  eyes,". — Aching  pressure  about  the  eyes,  on  the  right  side,  extending 
towards  the  occiput,  or  general,  with  heaviness,  confusion,  and  congestion, 
especially  on  stooping  (second  to  seventeenth  day),^ — Pressive  pain  in  the 
right  orbit,  on  moving  the  lids  (fifth  and  sixth  days),'^■ — Tearing  pains 
above  the  orbits,'. — Lids.  Inflammation  of  the  right  upper  lid,  as  if  a 
stye  would  form,  in  the  evening,'. — Lids  of  both  eyes  inflamed,  with  burn-

— Flickering  in  the  evening 
when  reading,  with  weariness  of  the  eyes,'. — *  Flickering  and  jerking  in  the 
right  eye,  with  violent  congestion  to  the  head,  relieved  by  moving  about  in

— A  feeling  of  numbness  in  the  concha  with  good  hearing,  and  with- 
out roaring,  and  on  pressing  upon  it  it  is  also  felt  in  the  inner  parts ;  after- 
wards followed  by  ordinarily  painful  pressure  and  heat,^ — A  cutting  pain 
in  the  upper  part  of  the  left  outer  ear,  not  very  perceptible  except  when 
touched,  in  the  evening,  most  painful  during  the  first  night,  lasting  over 
eight  days,'. — [280.]  Pain  in  a  small  spot  when  touched  in  the  petrous 
bone  behind  the  ear,'. — Throbbing  in  the  bones  behind  the  ear,*. — Widllle. 
Pains  in  the  ears,  with  nasal  catarrh,'. — *Pains  in  the  ears,  with  a  sore 
throat,'. — In  the  evening,  whilst  walking,  pain  deep  in  the  left  ear,  or  be-

Cracking  in  front  of  the  earSj'.f — [300.]  (Cracking  in  the  ears  at  times, 
and  poor  hearing),'. — Ringing  in  the  ears,  and  some  whizzing  as  from  in- 
sects, and  tearing,". — Roaring  in  the  head,  with  the  pains,'^ — Roaring  in 
the  left  ear  (first  day),^ — Roaring  in  the  ears,  usually  associated  with  cold 
feet;  very  often,^. — Roaring  in  the  ears  and  dulness  in  the  head  with 
the  fever,l — Beating  roaring  in  the  ears,  with  rush  of  blood  to  the  head,'. — 
Beating  roaring  in  the  morning  after  waking,  in  the  right  (hearing)  ear,  in 
very  frequent  attacks  ;  it  disappears  after  shaking  the  finger  in  the  ear,  but 
soon  returns,  especially  in  the  evening  (fifth  day),''.

— (The  mucous  follicles  in  the  outer  skin  of  the 
nose  become  inflamed),'. — The  left  nostril  is  internally  somewhat  swollen 
and  painful ;  worse  on  repeating  the  dose ;  at  last  a  scab  on  the  painful 
spot,^. — Sneezing  and  very  violent  catarrh  (third  day  after  third  dose), 
lasting  several  days  ;  at  one  time  the  nose  was  quite  stopped,  at  another 
only  one  side,  and  then  again  open  and  fluent,'. — Sneezing  and  fluent  ca- 
tarrh, late  in  the  evening  (second  day),  (second  experiment),''. — Sneezing 
and  fluent  coryza,  with  head  troubles,'*.

— Nasal  ca- 
tarrh comes  on  in  the  afternoon  and  is  fully  developed  by  evening,  with 
much  sneezing,'. — Many  symptoms  end  with  nasal  catarrh,^. — [330.]  Nasal 
catarrh,  with  red  sore  margins  of  the  nostrils  and  lachrymatiou,  without 
coryza,'. — Catarrh  ;  on  the  preceding  day  fever  and  a  condition  lilse  an  in- 
fluenza,'.'— *Catarrh  and  sticking  headache,'. — *  Catarrh,  with  sticking  head- 
ache;  stiffness  of  the  neck,^. — *  Catarrh,  with  soreness  of  the  ?2ose,'.— Catarrh 
and  cough,  with  easily  loosened  expectoration,  with  moderate  heat  of  the

Face. — Objective.  Expression  of  pain  in  the  face,  with  coma  (bite). 

He  has  an  extremely  suffering  look,  face  sunken,  and  as  if  he 
had  been  up  nights,  till  the  fourth  week,^ — Paleness  of  the  face  during  the 
attack  of  exhaustion,'. — Paleness  of  the  face,  with  faintness,  before  eat- 
ing,'*.— Very  bad  color  of  the  face  and  general  discomfort,'. — *Earthy,  gray 
color  of  the  face,  with  abdominal  troubles,^. — ^ Yellow  color  of  the  face  during 
the  fever,'. — Swelling  of  the  face,  with  much  heat  and  redness,". — (Leprous 
swelling  of  the  face  aggravated),'*. — Eh'ysipelatous  swelling  of  the  face;  the 
right  eye  is  almost  closed  up  (after  six  or  seven  days),'". — Face  swollen, 
generally  puffy  (bite). — [390.]  (The  face  swollen,  especially  in  spots  and 
at  the  root  of  the  nose ;  aggravation  in  a  leprous  person),''.^ — Blood  rushes 
to  the  face  and  head  with  the  cough,'. — Subjective.  Burning  pains  in 
the  face,". — Drawing  in  the  bones  of  the  face,  during  the  febrile  heat,'. — ■ 
Pressure  in  the  side  of  the  face,  upper  jaw,  and  head,^ — Pain  in  the  face, 
tearing  above  the  orbit,  with  vomiting  of  food,'."}" — Cheeks.  Swelling  of 
the  cheeks  and  redness  of  the  whole  face ;  repeated  after  the  second  dose,".

— Drawing  in  the  bones  of 
the  cheek  and  lower  jaw,l — [400.]  -Pressive  pain  on  the  right  malar  bone, 
more  towards  the  eye,  also  on  the  right  knee  towards  the  inner  side  (twelfth 
day),". — A  feeling  as  though  something  were  screwing  and  burrowing  in 
the  right  zygoma,  also  in  the  flesh  (fourth  day),^ — *Tearing  in  the  zygoma 
extending  into  the  ear  (seventh  day)/. — Lips.  Swelling  of  the  lips  and 
gum,". — (Upper  lip  thick),'". — Dry  lips,^ — Hot  lips,'. — Burning  of  the 
upper  lip,  with  nasal  catarrh,'. — Burrowing  beneath  the  left  ear  near  the 
jaw  and  in  the  sterno-cleido-mastoid  muscle,  as  in  erysipelas,  followed  by 
the  same  sensation  on  the  other  side,  in  the  evening  (fourth  day),^ 

Wodth. — Teeth.  The  destruction  of  a  bad  tooth  goes  on  more  rap- 
idly than  usual,  but  without  pain  (third  week),^ — [410.]  He  can  easily 
crush  a  hollow  tooth,l — Remarkable  brittleness  of  a  carious  tooth ;  while 
eating  large  pieces  break  off/. — Breaking  and  crumbling  of  a  hollow  tooth,". 
— A  piece  breaks  off  from  a  hollow  tooth,'. — Every  diseased  tooth  is  felt, 
but  not  painful,  with  congestion  to  the  head,^ — *The  teeth  feel  too  long 
when  biting  them  together,'. — A  partly  broken,  hollow,  last  back  tooth 
seems  too  long,  so  that  she  cannot  bite  the  jaws  together ;  a  boring  in  it 
extending  into  the  jaw,  especially  after  eating  ;  the  gum  about  it  is  swollen 
and  painful  as  far  as  down  into  the  throat ;  at  last  a  discharge  of  pus  from 
the  tooth,  when  the  pain  ceased,'.

— Itching-drawing  in  some  teeth 
of  the  left  side,^ — *  Raging,  jerking,  tearing,  dull  sticking  in  the  roots  of  the 
lower  teeth,  often  extending  through  the  upper  jaw  to  the  ear,  periodic, 
always  after  waking  from  sleep,  soon  after  eating,  also  from  warm  and 
cold  drinks,'. — Transient  stitches  in  the  front  teeth,l — Crawling  in  a  tooth 
of  the  right  upper  jaw,^ — Gums.

— Urine  of  a  strong  odor;  with  perspiration  in  the  axillae,*.— ^Red 
sediment  in  the  uriue;  it  is  never  burning  and  never  very  turbid,^ — A  few 
days  before  and  after  the  menses,  a  dirty  mucus  passed  with  the  urine ;  at 
first  the  urine  was  clear,  but  after  standing  awhile  it  deposited  a  thick 
sediment  like  a  beaten  egg,  together  with  a  peculiar  sensation  in  the  blad-

— Red  spots  on 
the  glans  penis;  the  margin  is  congested  in  two  places,'.— A  red  pimple, 
with  itching,  beneath  the  margin  of  the  glans  penis  (fourth  day),^. — Profuse 
secretion  beneath  the  prepuce,^. — [870.]  Pressive  pain  in  the  right  side  of 
the  scrotum,  in  the  morning,  lasting  about  two  hours  and  a  half  (seventh 
day),'. — The  testicles  seem  quite  hard,  with  relaxed  scrotum,*. — Pressing- 
dragging  upon  the  testicles,  not  violent,  lasting  two  hours  in  the  evening,". 
— A  pressive  sensation  from  above  upon  the  testicles,  as  if  a  hernia  would 
protrude,'. — Increased  irritability  of  the  sexual  desire,*. — Increased  sexual 
excitement;  this  lasted  several  days  (after  four  days), ''I — Very  much  in- 
creased sexual  desire,  without  amorousness;  when  controlled,  it  caused 
great  inclination  for  mental  labor  (second  week),'\ — Great  sexual  desire 
and  amorousness  (first  day),  (second  proving),'\ — Amorous  in  the  morning, 
with  relaxed  penis,'. — Amorousness  in  the  morning  after  waking,  with  pains 
in  the  loins  and  a  bruised  feeling,'*.^[880.]  Amorousness  in  the  morning 
on  waking,  with  pain  in  the  loins  and  great  prostration  (sixth  day),'*. — 
Amorousness  after  the  midday  nap  (fourth  day),'*. — Frequent  transient 
amorous  thoughts,  without  the  slightest  physical  excitement,^ — Very  many 
voluptuous  thoughts  during  the  day,".

(in  a  married  roan),^ — Emissions  two  nights  in  succession,". — Emissions 
three  evenings  in  succession,  which  never  happened  before,  followed  by 
decided  weakness  and  even  headache,'. — Emission  at  night  (fourth,  fifth, 
and  sixth  days),  with  vivid  and  somewhat  disagreeable  dreams,  but  with- 
out any  unnatural  admixture  of  imagery,  with  complete  waking,  and  weak- 
ness following  only  after  a  few  hours,^ — Emissions  several  times  at  night,'. 
— Emissions  several  times  at  night,  and  profuse  sweat,'. — Emission  during 
the  midday  nap,'. — Difficult  emission  of  semen,'. — The  semen  possesses  a 
penetrating  odor,'. — Female.  Tickling-itching  extending  from  the  thighs 
into  the  genitals,  which  become  swollen,  with  a  voluptuous  sensation,  sexual 
desire,  and  tickling;  then  a  cramplike  contraction  in  the  uterus,  extending 
into  the  right  side  of  the  abdomen,  thence  into  the  breast  (in  a  circular 
direction),  with  heat  and  apprehensiveness ;  together  with  these  sensations, 
there  is  a  tickling  in  the  anus,  which  extends  into  the  region  of  the  kidneys, 
and  thence  up  to  between  the  shoulders,  as  if  between  the  skin  and  flesh,^J

Hespiratory  Organs. — Liarynx  and  Trachea. — The  larynx 
affected  (after  fourth  Aosa)^''.^^ Larynx  swollen,  sore,  raw,  scraping,  some- 
what also  on  pressing  upon  it;  at  the  same  time  is  obliged  to  swallow  (after 
ninth  dose)  ;  the  same  on  the  following  day,  rather  increased,'^ — ^Dimin- 
ished secretion  of  mucus  in  the  larynx,^ — Secretion  of  mucus  in  the  larynx 
is  diminished,  while  in  the  nose  and  fauces  it  is  increased  (second  and  fol- 
lowing days),'^ — It  seems  as  though  something  should  be  hawked  up  which 
cannot  be  loosened,'. — The  larynx  feels  obstructed  by  a  foreign  substance,*. 
— A  feeling  as  though  a  plug  were  fixed  in  the  larynx,  which  moved  up  and 
down,  with  a  short  cough  ;  is  unable  to  lie  down  ;  blows  bloody  and  puru- 
lent matter  from  the  nose,'. — [910,]  Pain  extending  from  the  pit  of  the 
throat  to  the  root  of  the  tongue  and  hyoid  bone,'. — The  larynx  seems  ten-

lying  down,  afterwards  during  sleep,  sometimes  awakened  thereby ;  cough  with- 
out expectoration  sometimes  causing  vomiting),^ — Troubled  every  evening,

— Oppression  of  the 
chest,  with  nightly  attacks  of  vomiting,'. — Oppression  of  the  chest,  alter- 
nating with  clawing  in  the  anus,l — Oppression  of  the  chest,  with  cold  feet,^ 
— Stitches  in  the  chest,'l — Stitches  through  the  chest  from  the  abdomen  to 
the  shoulder,^— Stitches  through  the  chest,  when  coughing,'^ — Stitches  in 
the  left  chest,  not  much  worse  on  inspiration  and  coughing;  afterwards 
some  drawing  pains  in  the  right  metacarpus,  soon  disappearing,'^ — [1000.] 
Soreness  of  the  chest,". — The  whole  chest  seems  sore,  as  in  violent  catarrh ; 
extending  to  between  the  shoulders,  especially  after  eating,'. — Throbbing 
in  the  chest,'*. — Throbbing  in  the  chest  and  abdomen,'*. — Bubbling  sensa- 
tion in  the  chest,*. — Some  jerks  in  the  chest,*. — Tickling  in  the  chest  pro- 
voking cough,^ — Front.

—  Frcecorditim.  *Feeling  of  constriction 
about  the  hearty. — *Craiiiplike  pain  in  the  prsecordial  region,  causing 
palpitation,  with  anxiety, I— Pressure  towards  the  heart  from  the  stom- 
ach,'.— Pressure  about  the  heart  during  fever,'. — *She  feels  the  beating  of 
the  heart,  with  weakness,  even  to  sinking  down,''. —  Heart's  Action. 
*  Palpitation,'-. — ^Palpitation  causing  anxiety  (soon  after  a  dose),l — Pulse. 
[1030,]  Pulse  increased,  full  and  hard,  after  moderate  exertion,  with  pro- 
fuse sweat,  in  the  evening,". — Pulse  small  and  rapid,  with  hot  skin  (bite). 
— Pulse  full  and  hard,  with  headache,  catarrh,  and  drawings  in  the  lower 
legs,"- 

Necli  and  JBack. — Neck.  *■  Stiffness  of  the  nape  of  the  neck,  with  ca- 
tarrh,'^.— Sticking  in  the  nape  of  the  neck  and  back,". — Stitches  in  the  nape 
of  the  neck  and  in  the  whole  back,  for  three  days  ;  sticking  in  the  right  arm, 
with  a  feeling  as  if  it  were  asleep,  with  violent  itching  in  both  arms,  hips, 
and  lower  limbs,  disappearing  gradually  in  ten  days  after  second  dose,^ — 
Tearing  in  the  cervical  vertebrae,'. — *Nape  of  the  neck  sensitive  to  external 
pressure,'-''. — Sack.  After  stooping,  he  could  with  difficulty  become  erect,^ 
— Pain  in  the  back,  as  if  sprained,  during  the  fever  heat,^ — -[1040.]  Stick- 
ing in  the  back  from  below  upwards  (first  day),'.— Sticking  in  the  upper 
part  of  theback,^ — Dorsal.  Constant  pressive  pain  between  the  scapulse 
and  on  the  chest,^ — Sticking  between  the  scapulae,'.

small  of  the  back,  extending  upward,'. — *  Drawing  pains  in  the  small  of  the 
back,'''. — Drawing  across  the  region  of  the  kidneys,  with  a  feeling  of  warmth 
during  the  fever,'. — *Intolerable  drawing  in  the  small  of  the  back  and  down

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into  the  legs,  especially  noticed  in  the  isohia,  frequently  in,  the  evening ;  draw- 
ing ext  eliding  from, the  small  of  the  back  up  the  back;  drawing  extending  from 
the  back  to  the  hips,  with  urging  to  urinate,".

Stretching  of  the  limbs  and  a  feeling  about  the  heart  as  if  it  were  constricted 
(after  acids),'. —  Stretching  of  the  arms  and  legs,  with  feve^,^ — Limbs 
stiffly  outstretched,  head  bent  back,  eyes  distorted,  for  half  a  minute,'. —

—  Great  inclination  to  lie  down,  especially  after  eat- 
ing,\—Yerj  great  inclination  to  lie  down,  sitting  is  almost  intolerable 
(sixth  day),'\ — Aversion  to  motion/. — [1280,]  *Feeling  of  weariness, \ — 
Feeling  of  weariness  drives  him  to  sleep  early,'». — *A  decided  sensation  of 
weakness  in  the  morning  in  sleep ;  on  waking  general  sick  feeling,  vertigo-, 
feeling  of  lead  in  the  occiput,  can  scarcely  raise  the  head  from  the  pillow ;  all 
the  joints  seemed  sprained;  pressure  in  the  small  of  the  back  and  fulness  in 
the  abdomen  ;  after  half  an  hour  everything  disappeared  ;  afterwards  re- 
peated in  a  less  degree,^. — *Feeling  as  though  the  body  were  overwhelmed  by 
a  disintegrating  tendency,  with  sinking  of  all  the  forces,^. — Paralyzed  feeling, 
especially  in  the  knee-joints,  which  gradually  disappears  while  walking,"- 
— Feeling  as  if  paralyzed,  cannot  bend  the  feet  or  close  the  hands ;  at  times 
only  on  the  left  side,^ — Feeling  of  faintness,  spasmodic  yawning,  while 
waiting  for  a  meal/'. — Feeling  as  if  he  would  become  faint,  caused  by  ach- 
ing sensation  in  the  stomach,". — He  is  in  a  suffering,  emaciated  condition, 
very  weak  and  prostrated,  and  is  constantly  inclined  to  rest,^. — He  became 
very  sick  after  drinking  wine,  also  after  strong  beer  (during  the  curative 
action),^ — [1290.]  Constantly  very  sick  for  ten  days  before  the  menses  ; 
constant  beating  in  the  temples^  headache,  and  cutting  in  the  abdomen,,  so 
that  she  feared  the  occurrence  of  the  menses  every  moment,'. — Began  to 
feel  great  heaviness  and  lassitude  all  through  the  body,  but  particularly 
the  back  and  legs,  soon  after  noon  (about  three  hours)  ;  the  feeling  of  las- 
situde  had  increased,  and  walking  tired  me  much  more  than  usual,  at  3.30 
P.M.;  this  feeling  partially  passed  off  after  supper  (first  day)  ;  general  las- 
situde more  marked  (second  day) ;  lassitude  continued  (third  day) ;  in- 
creased (fourth  day),^^ — Pains,  here  and  there,  when  coughing,^ — Intol- 
erable pains  extending  from  the  hand  that  is  bitten  to  the  chest  (bite). — 
Rheumatic  pain,  first  in  the  left  side,  then  in  the  right,  and  frequently  alter- 
nating ;  at  times  from  right  to  left  and  back  again,  but  always  in  different 
places,  in  the  shoulder,  arm,  wrist,  hand,  lower  extremities,  knee,  calf,  foot, 
and  teeth,*. — Tearings,  now  in  one  place,  now  in  another,  in  the  flesh  ;  after- 
wards, here  and  there,  in  the  body  (third  day);  all  over  the  body,  after- 
wards in  the  limbs,  here  and  there  (fourth  day)  ;  in  all  the  limbs  (seventh 
day),^ — Tremulous  sensation  over  the  whole  body  as  from  anxiety,  without 
real  anxiety/. — Faintlike  sensation  of  trembling,^ — Sticking  sensation 
over  the  whole  body,  loins,  face,  in  the  evening,  worse  in  the  night,  also 
lasting  the  next  day  (after  three  doses),''.^Some  needle-like  stitches,  often 
very  violent,  in  various  parts  of  the  body,^ — [1300.]  Feels  bruised  all 
day,'. — Feels  bruised,  in  the  morning  after  waking,\— Always  after  sleep, 
day  or  night,  bruised  and  stiff,\ — Bruised  feeling  after  the  midday  nap,'". 
— Feels  very  much  bruised,  with  pains  in  his  loins,  between  the  shoulders 
and  in  the  spine,  after  sleep  (sixth  day),'".— Weary,  bruised  feeling,  with 
catarrh,  cough,  sore  throat,  morning-nausea,  rumbling  in  the  upper  abdo- 
men, etc.,  as  often  in  warm  spring  weather,'^. — Feels  beaten  the  whole  day 
(first  day),'». — The  whole  body  feels  beaten  and  weak,  in  the  forenoon,  as 
after  a  night's  debauch,  also  mentally  very  indolent  (sixteenth  day),^ 
— Slight  touch  is  intolerable,  almost  puts  him  into  a  rage,^ — After  confine- 
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ment,  all  her  former  troubles  (pain  in  the  left  side  beneath  the  breast,  tear- 
ing in  right  foot,  violent  headache,  and  attacks  of  colic)  became  again 
more  violent,  though  only  transient,'. — [1310.]  After  seven  doses  of  La- 
chesis  30th  (the  last  in  water),  the  symptoms  became  violent  and  constant, 
especially  the  headache  and  catarrh ;  he  then  smelled  of  Lachesis  30th, 
whereupon  everything  was  speedily  relieved,  especially  the  catarrh,  and 
after  three  to  four  days  it  disappeared,'*. — (Acids  diskirh  the  curative  ac- 
tion)^.— The  symptoms  occur  in  the  afternoon,^ — Numerous  symptoms  a  few 
hours  after  eating^. — Symptoms  occur,  are  renewed,  or  are  aggravated  after 
drinking  wine,'.^ — Wine  seems  to  have  less  effect  than  usual  upon  him,'^ — 
Great  longing  to  go  into  the  open  air,\ — ^Obliged  to  open  the  clothes, 
which  affords  relief,  with  faintness". — *Obliged  to  wear  the  clothes  very 
loose,  especially  about  the  stomach ;  even  in  bed  is  obliged  to  loosen  and 
raise  the  night-dress,  in  order  to  avoid  pressure  ;  she  dares  not  even  lay 
the  arm  across  the  body  on  account  of  the  pressure,'. 

Skin.  —  Objective.  *Sore  spots  became  fungoid,  dark-red  to 
brownish,  with  ivhitish  spots ;  burning  on  wiping,''-. — EfUjrtiOflS,  Dvy, 
[1320.]  Small  tubercles  on  the  right  forearm  (fifth  day) ;  these  gradually 
extend  over  the  whole  body,  excepting  the  face,  chest,  and  abdomen  ;  very 
violent  itching  at  night  in  bed  ;  afterwards  the  eruption  assumed  a  different 
character,  partly  larger,  like  nettles,  hives,  or  insect-bites ;  partly,  after 
scratching,  becoming  like  scarlatina,  or  roseola,  or  prickly  heat;  and  dis- 
appears the  second  day  (in  June),". — Pimples,  especially  on  the  hairy 
portion  of  the  genitals  (second  day),'. — Several  pimples  on  the  body  (eighth 
day) ;  afterwards  here  and  there  ;  in  the .  morning,  on  the  genitals,  arms, 
face,  etc.,'. — Red  pimples  here  and  there  on  the  body,  with  at  times  tick- 
ling in  them  ;  scratching  causes  pain  ;  the  tickling  is  worse  in  bed  ;  she  is 
unable  to  sleep  on  account  of  the  biting-itching ;  is  frequeutly  wide  awake 
(first  night) ;  she  slept  well  (second  night),^ — (Hives  in  a  leprous  person, 
caused  after  Lachesis),'*. — In  the  forenoon  the  whole  body  began  to  bite 
and  itch,  especially  on  the  upper  arms ;  after  scratching,  thickish  elevated 
spots  appeared  (hives),  which  soon  disappeared  (second  day),'^f — Desqua- 
mation of  the  skin  of  the  forehead,  with  biting-itching,^ — The  skin  of  the 
face  and  scalp  desquamates  more  than  usual,  for  three  or  four  days,'. — A 
small  wound  beneath  the  nose  bleeds  unusually  profusely, '^ — (A  red  spot 
on  the  p.repuce,  without  itching),^ — [1330.]  Scarlet-red  spot  as  large  as  the 
hand  on  the  right  chest,  shoulder,  and  arm,  with  great  thirst,  rapid  pulse, 
short  breath,  coated  tongue,'. J — The  whole  arm  of  the  diseased  side  and 
the  shoulder,  and  also  the  chest,  became  covered  with  scarlet-red  spots  as 
large  as  the  hand ;  pulse  rapid  ;  thirst  great ;  breathing  short,  and  moan- 
ing ;  tongue  coated,'. — A  red  burning  spot  on  the  thumb,  followed  by  a 
large  hard  vesicle,'. — Itching  on  the  sides  and  on  the  short  ribs  towards 
the  umbilicus,  in  the  morning,  where  there  are  red  spots  like  bug-bites ; 
the  itching  is  increased  in  the  evening  while  walking,  still  worse  in  bed ; 
at  the  same  time  there  are  white  hives  on  the  left  scapula,  also  involv- 
ing the  whole  back ;  on  the  next  morning  these  hives  were  red  (third 
and  fourth  days),". — *Pain  as  if  burnt  on  different  places  on  the  tibia,  at 
first  itching,  but  after  rubbing  there  appeared  rather  sensitive  spots  as  large  as 
a  quarter  dollar,  with  dark  blue-red  margins  and  dry  scurf,^". — Small  red

X  Within  twenty-four  hours  after  the  administration  of  Lachesis  for  cancer  of 
the  right  breast,  after  a  shalting  chill  and  dry  heat  with  thirst. 
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points  here  and  there  on  the  fingers,  which  itch  very  much  (fourth  day),'» 
— Itching  on  the  lower  legs,  obliging  him  to  scratch  ;  red  wheals  appear,'. — 
After  incessant  itching  there  appears  a  round,  red,  very  hard  bunch  on  the 
back  of  the  middle  finger,  lasting  a  long  time,  without  vesicles  and  with- 
out suppuration ;  a  small  deep  point  of  pus  slowly  forms,  of  which  very 
little  exudes ;  only  on  allowing  the  hand  to  hang  down  there  is  a  sticking 
pain ;  six  weeks  later,  after  a  blow  on  the  bunch  (which  had  almost  en- 
tirely disappeared),  it  bled  unusually  profusely,'.— A  warty  elevation  on 
the  back  of  the  left  middle  finger,  after  some  days,  following  itching  vesi- 
cles ;  it  afterwards  disappeared,  leaving  a  scar,'^— A  small  group  of  flat 
warts  appeared  on  the  outer  side  of  the  left  thumb  (ninth  day),  remaining 
for  a  year,'\ — [1340.]  Soft  cartilaginous  nodes  in  the  skin  about  an  ulcer,'. 
— A  large  number  of  small  flat  warts  suddenly  appear  on  the  hands  of  one 
who  already  had  several  very  large  ones,  which  do  not  disappear,'. — Erup- 
tion on  the  eye,'. — Eruption  on  the  left  side  of  the  upper  lip,*.— Biting  in 
the  lobule  of  the  ear,  afterwards  pimples  on  it,^— Pimples  on  the  arms,''.— 
Small  pimples  on  the  face,'. — A  small  pimple  on  the  outer  portion  of  the 
right  thigh,  around  which  for  some  distance  it  is  extremely  painful,'. — Some 
very  small  pimples  on  the  left  arm  (fourth  day),'. — Very  small  pimples 
with  white  pus  on  the  upper  lip,  also  on  the  face  (fourth  day),'. — [1350.] 
Several  small  pimples  on  the  forehead  and  cheeks  (some  days  after  the 
dose),l — Small  red  pimples  on  the  forehead  not  far  from  the  root  of  the 
nose,'*. — Small  pimples,  not  unlike  the  vesicles  of  scabies,  on  the  face,". — ■ 
Papulous  eruption  on  the  right  forearm,  afterwards  over  the  whole  body,'. 
— Itching  and  a  papulous  eruption  on  the  elbow-joint,'". — Eruption  like 
nettlerash  over  the  whole  face  (twenty-sixth  day) ;  it  disappeared  and  re- 
turned,'.— Hives  on  the  shoulders,". — Itching  hives  on  the  legs,'. — Hives 
on  the  back,". — A  sticking-burnlng  inflamed  tetter  as  large  as  a  pea  on  a 
toe  of  the  right  foot  that  was  somewhat  exposed  to  pressure ;  the  pain 
lasted  eight  hours,  the  spot  three  days,'. — [1360.]  *  Erysipelatous  eruption 
beneath  the  left  eye,  which  first  itches  at  night ;  she  was  wakened  with  fright 
about  trifles;  in  the  morning  the  skin  began  to  redden  and  swell,  and  became 
worse  after  the  midday  nap ;  the  next  morning  very  thick  and  red,  with  inces- 
sant itching  scarcely  to  be  endured;  the  whole  loiver  lid  was  swollen,  red, 
and  itching;  preceded  and  followed  by  beating  headache,  on  stooping,'.f — 
Eruptions,  Moist.  Vesicular  eruption  on  the  left  nostril,". — Itching- 
burning  and  vesicles  on  the  hands  and  fingers,'. — Small  clear  vesicles  on 
the  right  fourth  finger,'. — Violent  itching  on  the  right  heel,  afterwards  on 
both  heels,  then  on  the  right  hand  and  fingers,  on  the  top  of  the  foot,  and 
toes;  always  worse  and  burning  after  scratching,  followed  by  small,  hard, 
white,  deeply  seated  vesicles, '^.^-Mauy  itching  vesicles  on  the  outer  margin 
of  the  right  hand,  with  voluptuous  burning  after  scratching  (during  second 
week),". — Itching  in  several  places  between  the  fingers,  where,  after  scratch- 
ing, hard  shiny  elevations  appear,  followed  by  small  vesicles  with  burning 
and  tension,  often  lasting  a  week,''. — Small  itching  vesicles  on  the  backs  of 
both  feet,'. — Small  itch-vesicles  here  and  there  on  the  fingers  (fourth  and 
following  days),'*. — Groups  of  deep  hard  itch-vesicles  on  the  right  hand,'. 
— (A  blister  on  the  tip  of  the  left  second  toe  breaks  and  is  moist),'. — 
Eruptions,  Pustular,  [1370.]  Pustules,  especially  on  the  thighs,  as 
large  as  the  head  of  a  pin,  surrounded  by  a  red  areola,  some  of  them  as 
large  as  the  cornea,'. — Pimples  half  as  large  as  the  head  of  a  pin  on  the

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face,  with  pus ;  afterwards  also  on  the  upper  lip  beneath  the  nose,  on  the 
brows,  and  on  the  chest ;  they  disappear  on  the  next  day  but  return ;  also 
on  other  parts,  on  the  arm  ;  for  a  week,*. — A  red  spot  as  large  as  the  hand 
appears  on  the  left  shoulder  and  exudes  moisture ;  small  vesicles  suppurate 
and  break,'. — Some  pustules  filled  with  matter  on  the  right  brow  and  face,*. 
— *Boils  half  an  inch  in  diameter  near  the  spine,  with  violent  burning-throb- 
bing pain;  disappearing  without  suppuration,*. — A  large  boil  on  the  heel, 
with  violent  shaking  chill  on  the  formation  of  matter ;  caused  by  very 
slight  rubbing  of  the  shoe,  in  one  who  had  never  before  had  anything  like 
it  (after  eight  weeks),\t — Ulceration  of  a  nail  after  a  bruise,^ — Small  ulcers 
on  the  elbow,''. — (Ulcers  become  cleaner,  and  the  areola  painful  to  pres- 
sure),\ — *The  slightly  hrownish-red  areola  about  the  ulcer  became  blackish- 
blue,^. — -[1380.]  *  Old  red  ulcer- sears  reopened ;  after  a  blow  the  epidermis 
easily  loosened  and  would  not  again  heal;  suppurated;  then  vesicles  formed 
and  the  epidermis  loosened  all  about ;  the  open  spots  were  dark-red,  looking  like 
a  flat  gponge,  here  and  there  whitish  ;  burning  after  wiping,'. — (A  cancer- 
ous ulcer  had  on  the  next  morning  dark-red,  almost  black,  streaks  of  blood, 
like  injected  vessels  on  its  base),  (after  the  30th),'. — Bleeding  of  ulcers, 
which  then  became  cleaner,^ — (The  opening  of  a  cancerous  ulcer  bled  very 
profusely ;  next  day  the  base  seemed  bluish),'. — The  place  of  the  bite 
became  gangrenous,  the  hands  and  fingers  became  swollen  and  insensi- 
ble ;  the  inflammation  extended  to  the  arm,  the  swelling  to  the  shoulder ; 
here  and  there  gangrenous  blisters  (the  arm  was  amputated),  (bite). — 
Subjective.  Burning  in  the  skin  (after  taking  acids),^ — Sticking-burn- 
ing  everywhere  in  the  skin,  especially  starting  in  the  small  of  the  back,^ 
■ — A  sticking  in  the  skin,  commencing  rather  deep  in  the  flesh  and  sticking 
outward  through  the  skin,^ — Very  fine  stitches  deep  in  the  skin,  extending 
outward  through  it,.^ — Biting  in  various  parts  of  the  skin,  as  from  ants,*. — 
[1390.]  *Itching  over  the  whole  body,'*. — ^*Sleep  prevented  by  itching,^ — 
Itching,  especially  on  the  thighs  (third  day),'*. — Itching  in  various  places, 
especially  the  lower  leg  and  loins  ;  also  on  the  upper  arm  ;  in  the  evening,'". 
— Itching  on  the  body  as  from  ants,  especially  on  the  loins  (eighteenth  and 
nineteenth  days) ;  (following  Phosphoric  acid  as  an  antidote)  ;  the  itching 
was  the  same  as  had  occurred  in  a  former  proving,  immediately  after 
Lachesis,". — Sticking-itching  in  various  parts  of  the  body,*. — Sticking-itch- 
ing  in  various  parts  of  the  face  and  body,  in  the  afternoon  (after  two 
hours),'. — Sticking-itching  over  the  whole  body,  face,  and  scalp,  as  from 
ants,  in  the  afternoon  ;  worse  at  night,  accompanied  by  burning  pain,  and 
lasting  till  the  next  forenoon,  but  then  without  the  burning,'. — Pain  as  if 
a  pimple  would  form  between  the  outer  canthus  and  the  temple  (fifth  day) ; 
disappearing  (sixth  day),'*. — Pain  in  and  about  a  scar  remaining  from  a 
fistula  on  the  thigh  healed  the  year  previous,'. — [14.00.]  A  sand-flea  (SikaJ) 
causes  unusual  pain  (first  day)  ;  the  small  wound  remaining  after  removing 
it  will  not  heal,  and  is  painful  to  touch  for  several  days;  moreover,  the 
skin  cracks  between  the  toes  (fifth  day),'*. — *{Buming  in  ulcers  at  night, 
so  that  he  was  obliged  to  rise  and  wash  them  with  cold  water),'. — The  skin 
about  the  ulcerated  spots  on  the  legs  feels  tense  as  if  too  short,'. — A  crawl- 
ing about  in  the  arms  and  jerking  in  the  flesh,  also  in  the  legs,  in  fever,'. 
— Crawling  in  the  fingers  and  calves,l — Crawling  in  the  right  shoulder, 
upper  arm,  and  beneath  the  shoulder,^— Crawling  and  prickling  in  the  left

hand  and  toes,  especially  violent  in  the  latter ;  at  times  in  the  whole  left 
side  from  the  vertex  to  the  toes,^ — Crawling  and  prickling  in  the  left  toes/. 
— Itching  near  the  left  eye/. — Itching  in  theface,^. — [1410.]  Itching  in  the 
face  about  the  eyes  and  on  the  cheeks,  relieved  after  scratching,  from  morn- 
ing till  evening,'\ — Itching  on  the  loins,'". — Itching  between  the  fingers 
and  on  the  knees,'. — Itching  on  the  upper  arm,'". — Itching  of  the  hands,'. 
— Itching  in  the  bend  of  the  fourth  finger,'. — Itching  on  the  lower  leg,'". — 
Violent  itching  on  both  arms,  hips,  and  lower  limbs,". — Violent  itching  on 
the  left  arm,". — Violent  itching  on  the  hips  and  lower  limbs,". — [1420.] 
Violent  itching,  as  though  an  insect  had  pierced  the  flesh,  in  a  very  small 
point  on  the  instep,'". — Itching  as  from  burning  nettles  on  the  left  thumb 
and  index  finger;  followed  by  formation  of  two  pimples,  as  from  insect 
bites  (though  there  had  been  no  insect),  with  violent  burning  after  scratch- 
ing, lasting  three  days,*. — Sticking-itching  on  the  hands  and  feet,  in  the 
right  ear;  in  the  afternoon  (after  one  hour),". 

Sleep  and  Dreams. — Sleepiness.  Yawning  (third  day),^ — 
Yawning  with  stretching,^ — Yawning  with  nausea,  and  dryness  of  the 
throat,  as  if  thirsty,^.— Frequent  yawning,  toward  evening,". — Spasmodic 
yawning,  in  the  morning,'. — While  obliged  to  wait  for  dinner  he  was 
attacked  by  spasmodic  yawning,  became  pale  and  faint,  had  to  sit  down 
quietly  and  eat  something,  when  he  felt  better,''. — Sleepiness  in  the  fore- 
noon,'*.— [1430.]  Sleepiness  after  breakfast,".- — Sleepiness  with  the  head- 
ache,".— ^Sleepiness  without  being  able  to  sleep,^^. — Unusual  sleepiness  in  the 
morning  after  breakfast,  with  great  prostration,  stretching,  and  much  spit- 
ting of  saliva,^ — Great  sleepiness,  after  supper ;  he  can  scarcely  keep 
awake,  and  in  the  morning  he  wakes  late,'.- — Overpowering  sleepiness  in 
the  evening;  even  during  very  interesting  conversation  with  his  friends,  he 
can  hardly  keep  awake,". — Overpowering  sleepiness  before  eating,l — Over- 
powering sleepiness  after  eating,'. — Sleepy  in  the  evening  earlier  than 
usual,". — Sleepy  after  supper,'. — [1440.]  Sleepy  in  the  evening,  immedi- 
ately after  supper,  with  much  weariness,'. — Sleepy  and  weak  after  dinner,^. 
— Very  sleepy  in  the  forenoon,  after  walking  in  the  open  air ;  sleeps  for 
some  hours,  during  which  he  dreams  constantly;  it  seemed  as  though  the 
dreams  had  consisted  solely  of  very  important  things,  though  everything 
was  forgotten  on  waking ;  he  woke  refreshed  by  sleep  (second  day),'". — 
Very  sleepy  in  the  afteruoon,'" ". — So  sleepy  after  dinner  that  he  could 
scarcely  keep  up  in  spite  of  pressing  business  ;  contrary  to  his  habit,  he 
slept  for  an  hour ;  afteriuards  the  troubles  in  the  abdomen  were  worse,^. — So 
sleepy  after  dinner  that  he  could  not  keep  up ;  slept  an  hour,  which  was 
very  unusual ;  after  sleeping  the  oppression  in  the  stomach  was  worse,'. — 
Inclination  to  sleep,  with  weakness  in  all  the  limbs,  in  the  forenoon  (third 
and  ninth  days),". — Frequent  inclination  to  sleep  at  midday  (after  the  first 
week) ;  during  the  first  week,  sleep,  in  the  forenoon,'. — She  could  sleep 
while  walking  and  standing,'. — Necessity  of  sleeping  before  dinner,  at 
times  quite  irresistible;  this  sleep  did  him  good  (during  the  first  three 
weeks),^ — [1450.]  Falls  asleep  early  in  the  evening,'". — Sleep  sound  and 
refreshing,  even  if  he  wakes  with  bad  feelings,^— Good  sleep,  with  vivid 
dreams,  without  emissions  (following  a  dose  at  4  p.m.),". — Sleeps  over  the 
usual  time  the  next  morning,*'. — She  lies  constantly  slumbering,  as  if 
stupefied,  after  the  pains  have  passed  off,'. — Sleeplessness.  Constant 
sleeplessness;  very  much  exhausted  (bite). — *Lively  and  wide  awake,  for 
a  long  time,  in  the  evening,^. — *In  the  evening  very  wide  awake  and  talkative, 
only  somewhat  disturbed  by  pain  in  the  back  (second  day  of  second  prov- 
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ing),''. — One  evening  he  does  not  think  of  sleep,  the  next  evening  over- 
powering sleepiness/'. — Very  wide  awake  before  midnight  (first  day)/'. — 
[1460.]  Late  falling  asleep/. — Difficult  falling  asleep  for  a  week,'. — He 
was  several  times  unable  to  fall  asleep ;  during  the  third  week, I — After 
going  to  bed  sleepy  he  is  unable  to  fall  asleep;  becomes  wide  awake

from  sleep,  with  a  scream,  at  midnight  (second  day),'". — Stinging  pain  in 
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the  muscles  of  the  abdomen,  at  4  p.m.  (second  Jay)/°. — Mypofjastri/iim. 
Pain  across  lower  part  of  bowels  on  the  right  side  (fourth  day},'". — Colic  in 
the  lower  part  of  the  abdomen,  which  nothing  seemed  to  relieve ;  stool 
normal  (second  day),*. 

Itectuni  and  Anns. — Protrusion  of  piles  after  a  stool,  very  painful ; 
had  to  sit  down  two  or  three  times  ;  could  not  walk  (thirteenth  day),"^ — 
Severe  aching  pain  in  the  anus,  waking  out  of  sleep;  relieved  by  stool,  at 
2.30  A.M.  (fourth  day),^— [170.]  Tenesmus  (third  day),'"- 

Stool, — Diarrhoea,  preceded  by  sharp  pain  across  the  lower  abdomen 
(second  day),"'. — Diarrhoeic  stool,  hurrying  to  the  closet,  without  pain  in 
the  rectum,". — Loose  bowels,  with  transient  pain  in  the  abdomen  after  the 
stool  (fifth  day),''. — Soft  stool,  with  hard  lumps,  in  the  evening  (second 
day),'".

— Rises  four  times  in  one  night  to  urinate;  urine  light  straw- 
color  (third  day),".— Seemed  to  be  fast  turning  to  urine,  and  running  away 
through  his  penis ;  had  to  stop  proving ;  a  renewal  of  the  proving  brings  it 
on  again,  with  the  sore  stretched  feeling  in  the  bladder,". — Before  proving, 
troubled  with  a  desire  to  urinate  every  half  hour ;  since  taking  the  drug, 
has  urinated  only  four  or  five  times  in  twenty-four  hours,". —  Urine. 
Urine  white  and  thick,  in  the  morning  (second  day),™. — Urine  high-colored, 
but  clear  (tenth  day),''. — Uriue  light-reddish,  but  clear  (second  day),'' ;

— Menses  scanty,  seventeen  days  too  late  ;  in  the  morning  had  pain 
across  the  small  of  the  back,  and  in  the  lower  part  of  the  abdomen  ;  menses 
appeared  at  11  p.m.,  with  a  very  distressed  feeling  across  the  lower  part  of 
the  abdomen ;  back  pained  all  day  and  night ;  flow  scanty  and  pale," 

Mespiratory  Organs. — Larynx.  Dryness  and  burning  of  larynx 
(after  twelve  hours,  second  day),'. — Dryness  and  rawness,  extending  to 
larynx,  the  rim  of  the  glottis  being  particularly  affected  (fifth  day),'. — 
Rawness  and  swelling  increased,  with  spasm  of  the  glottis,  awaking  me  from 
sleep  and  causing  severe  jsain  and  suffocation  (fourth  night),'. —  Voice. 
For  an  hour  and  a  half  after  rising,  my  voice  was  entirely  without  control, 
whispering  and  squeaking  when  expecting  to  speak  loud ;  croaking  and 
deep  voice;  this  continued  more  or  less  through  the  day  (sixth  day) ;  and 
with  the  other  symptoms  gradually  disappeared  the  day  after,'.

Chest. — Left  lung  and  back  of  the  breast  sore  all  day,  but  did  not  pain 
(fifth  day),'". — Pain  in  the  lower  part  of  the  left  side,  extended  around  to 
the  back,  soon  passed  off,  after  eating,  at  6  p.m.  (fourth  day),'"'. — Woke 
at  midnight  with  a  scream,  and  pain  and  cramp  in  the  muscles  of  the  left 
side,  with  jerking  and  sharp  cutting  pain  in  the  muscles  of  the  abdomen 
(second  day),'". — Sharp,  transient  pain  in  the  lower  part  of  the  left  side,  at 
10.30  P.M.  (second  day),'". — At  9  a.m.,  a  severe,  sharp,  cutting  or  sticking 
pain  in  the  upper  third  of  the  right  side  ;  worse  from  motion  ;  most  relief 
from  folding  the  arms  across  the  chest ;  it  becomes  so  severe  that  he  is 
obliged  to  take  Bryonia,  which  relieves  him,  but  the  side  remains  very  sore ; 
after  another  dose  of  Lactic  acid,  the  pain  and  sorene-ss  returned  ;  is  com- 
pelled to  keep  the  arm  close  to  the  side  to  avoid  pain ;  it  is  very  difficult  to 
put  bis  coat  on  or  off;  repeated  in  subsequent  proving,'*. — Pain  in  the  back

Pulse  98,  full  and  soft,™\— [220.]  Pulse  96,  full  and  soft,".— Pulse  90  and 
full  (third  day),™.— Pulse  90,  feverish  (third  day),'^— Pulse  62,  small  and 
feeble  (second  day,  half  an  hour  after  a  dose),'°. 

Neck  find  liack. — Rheumatic  pain  in  the  right  side  of  the  neck  and 
right  breast,  worse  from  stooping  the  head  ;  continued  about  an  hour  (sixth 
day),'". — Great  distress  in  the  region  of  the  kidneys  (tenth  day),'". — Pain 
in  the  lower  part  of  the  back  and  head  all  night ;  the  pain  extended  to  the 
shoulders,  especially  the  right,'". — Pain  in  the  small  of  the  back  at  11  a.m.  ; 
extends  up  the  left  shoulder  and  side  of  the  neck ;  did  not  last  long  in  the 
neck  and  shoulder,  but  continued  in  the  back  all  day  (second  day),'". — • 
Pain  in  the  small  of  the  back  about  noon  ;  continued  all  night  (fourth  and 
fifth  day),'"\ — Pain  in  the  small  of  the  back  all  night,  could  hardly  lie  in 
bed  (first  and  second  day)  ;  extends  to  the  shoulders  (third  day),'"\ — [230.] 
Pain  in  the  region  of  the  kidneys,  from  11  to  12  a.m.  (fourth  day),'". — On 
retiring,  a  severe  pain  in  the  left  lumbar  region,  more  a  weak  feeling,  which 
is  relieved  by  turning  on  to  the  side  (first  and  second  day),*. — Aching  in 
the  lower  part  of  the  back,  from  3  to  10  p.m.  (first  day),'". — Sharp  pain 
across  the  small  of  the  back  and  shoulders,  worse  when  walking  (fifth 
day),'".

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Extremities  in  General. — The  attempt  to  take  the  acid  was 
always  followed  by  pains  in  the  joiuts/\ — Pains  in  the  joints,  in  the  even- 
ing (second  day),™.

— Rheumatic  pains 
in  both  shoulders,  running  up  the  muscles  of  the  neck  to  the  mastoid  pro- 
cess, and  into  the  ears,"*. —  Wrist.  Slight  rheumatic  pains  in  the  wrist- 
joint  (half  an  hour),*. — Flying  pains  about  the  joints  for  four  days,  after 
which  he  was  disturbed  at  night  by  severe  pain  in  the  right  wrist,  which  in 
the  morning  was  red,  swollen,  painful,  and  hot,  and  was  a  typical  specimen 
of  a  rheumatic  joint,™.

— Index 
finger,  right,  swollen,  two  bright  red  spots  on  it,  one  between  first  and  sec- 
ond, the  other  between  second  and  third  joints;  the  last  itched  once  or 
twice  during  the  day ;  from  2  to  10  p.m.,  it  itched  and  burned  like  a  bee- 
sting;  on  the  fifth  day  it  was  sore  between  the  first  and  second  joints,  but 
not  red  ;  between  the  second  and  third  joints  red,  but  not  sore  ;  the  red  spot 
looked  like  a  blister," — [250.]

Cramp  in  the  calf  of  the  leg  early  in  the  morning,  before  leaving  the  bed, 
also  after  rising  a  feeling  of  soreness  in  the  part  (third  day),^ — Foot. 
Sensation  as  though  the  feet  were  perspiring,  and  the  stockings  soaked 
full,"\ 

(reneral  Symptoms. — Objective.  Great  jerking  of  the  muscles, 
and  rigor  all  over  the  body,  in  evening  (second  day),". — Spasm  of  different 
muscles;  it  is  difficult  to  eat  or  write  (second  day),". — Weakness  on  rising 
in  the  morning,  with  pain  in  the  head  (third  day),''. —  Subjective.  Sen- 
sitive to  cold  air,  hoarse,  etc.  (second  day),". — [270.]  Very  tired,  felt  as  if 
he  had  walked  a  long  distance,  during  and  after  motion  (fourth  day),'. — ■ 
Felt  weak  during  the  morning  (fifth  day),". — Felt  sick  all  over;  relieved 
by  eating  lunch,  at  noon  (third  day),"^ — Rheumatic  pains  in  the  bones, 
worse  on  motion  (fourth  day),'. 

Skill. — Objective.  Red  spots  on  the  left  arm,  left  hip,  left  hand,  in 
the  morning  (third  day) ;  on  the  scrotum,  with  itching  (third  day),". — 
Several  distinct  bright-red  blotches  (as  large  as  a  raspberry)  on  the  anterior 
portion  of  the  lower  third  of  the  left  leg,  with  slight  burning,  but  no  itch-

— Emissions  twice  during  sound 
sleep,  without  his  knowledge  (first  night),'. — Female.  It  promotes  men- 
struation," ". — Menstruation  six  days  too  early,'l — Menstruation  occurs

Hoarse  and  raw  in  the  throat  in  the  morning  (second  day),*. — Hoarseness" 
in  the  evening  (first  and  second  days),^ — Cough  and  Expectora- 
tion.

— Op- 
pression of  the  chest,  with  dull  pain  beneath  the  sternum  (after  eleven 
hours),'. — Feeling  of  oppression  of  the  chest;  she  is  often  obliged  to  take 
a  deep  breath  and  to  rise  from  her  sitting,  bent  position,  and  stretch  up  the 
upper  part  of  the  body  in  order  to  relieve  it  (first  day),". — Slight  oppres- 
sion of  the  chest  from  both  sides  and  beneath  the  sternum,  followed  by  a 
feeling  of  warmth  in  the  rest  of  the  thoracic  walls  (after  half  an  hour),*. — 
Great  oppression  of  the  chest,  with  periodic  twinging  pains  in  various  parts 
(third  day),'. — Anxious  oppression  of  the  chest,  with  inclination  to  take  a 
deep  breath  and  yawn  (first  and  second  days),''. — [360.]  Transient  stitches 
at  times  in  the  left  lobe  of  the  lungs,  with  difficult  breathing  (fourth  day),^ 
— Some  transient  stitches  in  the  region  of  the  cartilages  of  the  upper  false 
ribs  (after  one  hour),'.

Pulse. — Pulsations  81  (before  taking),  88  (after  taking),  80  (next 
morning),  (average  of  all  cases),". — Kather  frequent  pulse  (half  an  hour 
after  1  drachm  of  Lactucarium),". — Pulse  not  remarkably  changed,  per- 
haps a  few  beats  slower  than  usual,\ — Pulse  retarded,™. — Pulse  slower 
(from  10  to  15  grains  of  Parisian  Lactucarium),". — Pulse  slow  and  tense 
(after  twenty-four  hours),\ — Pulse  a  few  beats  slower  than  usual  (first 
day),^  ^^ — Depression  of  the  pulse  from  75  to  62  within  an  hour  and  a 
half,'*.

— Drawing  and  tension  in  the 
nape  of  the  neck,  shoulders,  and  cervical  muscles  (first  and  second  days),^ 
— Back,  Pain  in  the  spine,  extending  into  the  cauda  equina,  and  also 
streaming  through  the  coccyx  (after  two  hours),^ — Pinching  pain,  period- 
ically extending  through  the  back,  in  various  directions,'. — Drawing,  fre- 
quently extending  from  the  small  of  the  back  to  the  groin  towards  evening 
(first  day),'°. — Bruised  pain  in  the  lumbar  region  (after  ten  hours  to  fourth 
day),«. 

JExtretnities  in  General. — Heaviness  of  the  limbs  (first  day),". — 
[400.]  Limbs  tremulous  and  weak  (first  day),'.— Great  weakness  of  the 
limbs,  and  disinclination  to  work,  in  the  morning  after  rising,  for  fourteen 
days,*. — The  limbs  frequently  fall  asleep  (first  and  second  day),". — Pain  in 
the  limbs,'". — Cramplike  pains,  here  and  there  (elbows,  hands,  fiugers, 
lower  legs),  which  impede  the  function  of  the  limbs ;  they  do  not  last  long, 
and  soon  reappear  in  other  places,^ — All  the  limbs  feel  bruised,  obliging 
lying  in  bed  the  whole  day  (fourth  day),^ 

Superior  Extremities. — Drawings  in  the  arms,  especially  start- 
ing from  the  elbow-joints,'. -^Frequent  drawing  and  jerking  in  the  arms 
(soon),'^- — Periodic  drawing  and  jerking  in  the  arms  (soon),'^ — Fine  stitch 
beneath  the  right  arm  (soon),*. — Shoulder.  [410.]  Transient  paralytic 
feeling  in  left  shoulder-joint  (second  day),*. — Pains  in  the  shoulders  and 
limbs  (from  10  to  15  grains  of  Parisian  Lactucarium),". — Sticking  in  the 
right  axilla,  as  from  a  small  sharp  instrument,  lasting  several  days ;  the 
pain  is  aggravated  by  pressure  and  by  raising  the  arm,*. — Wandering  tear- 
ing pain  as  if  in  the  bones  in  the  joints  of  the  right  shoulder  and  elbow,  in 
the  open  air ;  it  afterwards  extends,  now  into  the  wrist,  now  into  the  knees, 
now  into  the  leg,  now  into  the  ankle,  neck,  temples,  etc.,  for  a  short  time, 
lasting  till  the  eighth  day  (after  eight  hours),".

Bade. — Pain  in  the  small  of  the  back,  as  if  it  had  been  beaten,^ — Dull 
stitches  in  the  region  of  the  right  kidney  on  taking  a  deep  breath  (after  ten 
hours),'. 

Extremities  in  General. — A  drawing  tearing  here  and  there  in 
the  upper  and  lower  limbs  (after  twenty-four  hours),'. 

Superior  JExtremities.— Heaviness  and  weakness  of  the  right 
arm,  especially  during  rest  (after  four  hours),'. — Bruised  pain  on  the  inner 
surface  of  the  arm,  especially  at  the  bend  of  the  elbow,  mostly  noticed  on 
stretching  out  the  arm,\ — Crawling  numbness,  and  a  feeling  as  if  asleep,  of 
the  back  of  the  hand  and  ball  of  the  thumb  (sensitive  to  touch),  with  a 
painfulness  of  the  skin  of  these  parts,  only  on  moving  the  hand,  and  a  fine 
sticking  smarting  as  if  they  had  been  switched,'. — Craraplike  tearing  in  the 
muscle  of  the  right  thumb  (after  three  hours),*. — [80.]  Drawing  tearing 
in  the  first  phalanx  of  the  left  index  finger  (after  three  hours),'. — Drawing 
tearing  on  the  first  joint  of  the  two  last  fingers  of  the  right  hand  (after  six 
hours),'. 

Inferior  Extremities. — Intermitting,  drawing,  pressive  tearing  on 
the  lower  posterior  muscles  of  the  right  thigh  (tvhile  sitting),  (after  fourteen 
houre),*. — Pain  in  the  bend  of  the  thigh  as  if  bruised,  or  as  if  he  had  walked 
a  long  distance  (on  moving  about  and  when  sitting),  (after  eight  hours),'. — 
Tension  across  the  middle  of  the  calves  while  walking,  as  if  they  were  un- 
yielding,^ — A  cramplike  pain  and  a  bruised  sensation  externally  in  the 
right  fibula,^ — Gnawing,  pressive  pain  in  the  lower  portion  of  the  tibia 
and  in  the  ankle,  with  a  sensation  of  heat  and  a  feeling  as  if  the  part  were 
swollen, I — Cramplike  pressive  pain  on  th§  ball  of  the  left  great  toe,  while 
sitting  (after  two  hours  and  three-quarters),*. 

General  Symptoms. — Uneasiness  of  mind  and  body,  so  that  he 
took  up  a  book  and  laid  it  down  again,  sat  now  here,  now  there ;  always 
according  to  involuntary  fancies  (after  two  to  ten  hours),'.

— A  blister  forms  on  the  heel 
from  slight  rubbing  while  walking,  which  breaks  and  becomes  a  long-lasting 
ulcer,  superficial,  with  a  red  and  swollen  areola,  and  painful  like  a  smart- 
ing and  fine  sticking  and  afterwards  a  biting;  in  the  morning  in  bed ;  it  is 
painful  in  the  evening,  smarting  and  sticking,  worse  while  lying  (after 
twenty-four  hours),'. — A  corroding,  fine  sticking-itching  on  the  arms,  hands, 
and  neck,'. 

Sleep  and  Dreams. — Wakefulness  and  restlessness ;  she  was  unable 
to  fall  asleep  in  the  evening  and  frequently  woke,'. — Difiicult  falling  asleep 
at  night,  and  after  falling  asleep,  a  vivid,  anxious  dream,  which  woke  her ;

Fever. — Chilliness.  Paleness  of  the  face  and  chilliness  over  the 
whole  body,  with  internal  trembling,  at  4  p.m.;  the  wh'ole  body  was  covered 
with  gooseflesh,  especially  painful  as  if  sore  and  abraded  when  touched  on 
the  upper  arm,  on  the  outer  side  of  the  thigh,  together  with  anxiety  and 
uneasiness,  she  tosses  about  here  and  there,  wanted  to  sleep  but  could  not,\ 
^Heat.  [100.]  Burning  heat  of  both  cheeks,  without  redness  or  thirst 
(after  twenty-four  hours),*. — Burning  heat  of  the  cheeks,  with  cold  hands, 
without  thirst  (after  twenty-four  hours),*. — Siveat.  Perspiration  in  the 
morning  in  bed,  together  with  chilliness  and  gooseflesh,  with  anxious  heat 
on  the  slightest  motion  or  exertion  of  even  talking,  immediately  disappear- 
ing when  at  rest  or  on  ceasing  to  talk,  whereupon  the  chilliness  immedi- 
ately returned  ;  therewith  the  hands  were  sweaty  internally,'. 

— Aggravation.— (il/or?iMi5r),  On  waking,  headache;  in 
bed,  worse  while  lying  down,  disappearing  on  rising,  headache;  in  bed,  per- 
spiration, etc. — {Evening),  Itching  in  canthi ;  waterbrash. — {In  open  air).

This  is  doubtless  the  old  officinal  Lapathum  acutum,  now  known  as  E.  ob- 
tusifolius, from  the  blunt-pointed  lower  leaves.

Sadness  and  moroseness  alternating  with  gayety. — Headache  at  the  ver- 
tex.— Pressive  headache,  in  the  morning  ;  it  seems  as  though  tlie  head  were 
swollen. — Headache  in  the  top  of  the  head,  as  after  intoxication. — Bleeding 
of  the  nose. — Blowing  of  blood  from  the  nose. — Pain  in  the  pit  of  the  stom- 
ach, with  loss  of  appetite,  and  weight  in  the  stomach. — Feeling  of  disten- 
sion in  the  left  hypochondrium.

Paralysis  of  the  lower  extremities  with  tremulous  tottering  gait ;  the  skin 
of  the  paralyzed  limbs  is  sometimes  hyper£esthetic,^ — Paralysis  of  the  lower 
extremities,  the  sensibility  remaining  intact ;  sometimes  persons  who  go  to 
bed  healthy  wake  with  stiff  limbs,  and  in  a  few  days  the  paralysis  is  com- 
plete,*.f — Numerous  cases  of  lameness ;  the  patients  averred  they  had  all 
become  paralytic  during  the  rains,  in  most  cases  suddenly  so,  and,  in  many, 
during  the  night ;  there  was  no  pain  or  splenic  enlargement,". — The  younger 
part  of  the  population  of  this  and  the  surrounding  villages,  from  the  age 
of  thirty  and  downwards,  began  to  be  deprived  of  the  use  of  their  limbs 
below  the  waist  by  paralytic  strokes,  in  all  cases  sudden,  but  in  some  more 
severe  than  in  others  ;  about  half  the  youth  of  this  village,  of  both  sexes, 
became  affected  during  the  years  1833  and  1834,  and  many  of  them  have 
lost  the  use  of  their  limbs  entirely,  and  are  unable  to  move ;  the  youth  in 
the  surrounding  villages  have  suffered  in  an  equal  degree;  no  person  once 
attacked  has  been  found  to  recover  the  use  of  the  limb  affected ;  all  stated 
that  their  pains  and  infirmities  were  confined  entirely  to  the  parts  below 
the  waist ;  they  described  the  attack  as  coming  on  suddenly,  often  while 
the  person  was  asleep,  and  without  any  warning  symptoms  whatever;  and 
stated  that  a  greater  proportion  of  the  young  men  were  attacked  than  of  the 
young  women,'. — The  gluteal  muscles  and  those  of  the  lower  extremities 
were  plainly  emaciated,  while  the  upper  limbs  retained  their  natural  ap- 
pearance. While  lying  in  bed  they  mo%'ed  their  lower  limbs  with  consid- 
erable facility,  and  the  legs  could  be  fully  extended ;  abduction  was  well 
performed,  but  flexion  was  difficult ;  and  it  was  especially  difficult  for  them 
to  lift  up  the  limbs.  In  the  case  of  the  oldest  patient,  the  left  extremity 
was  decidedly  weaker  than  the  right.  The  youngest  could  stand  and  walk; 
to  do  either  was  difficult  for  the  oldest,  and  impossible  for  the  remaining 
patient,  without  a  firm  support.  All  three,  when  walking,  threw  the  chest 
well  forward,  the  haunches  projecting  behind,  so  that  they  seemed  literally 
to  fall  from  one  foot  to  the  other.  They  also  misplaced  the  feet,  which,  by 
two  of  them,  were  brought  too  close  to  the  median  line,  and  sometimes 
passed  beyond  it,  causing  their  legs  to  cross  each  other  and  tangle  up ;  the 
third  and"  worst  affected  walked,  on  the  contrary,  very  bow-legged.  The 
whole  weight  of  the  body  rested  on  the  metatarso-phalangeal  articulations, 
the  heel  never  touching  the  ground.  Walking  backward  was  similarly 
effected,  but  was  still  more  difficult.  When  told  to  stand  steady,  two  of 
them  obeyed  with  great  difficulty,  and  for  a  few  minutes  only,  if  not  firmly 
supported  ;  they  swayed  widely  forwards  and  sideways,  and  seemed  in  con-

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stant  danger  of  falling ;  they  instinctively  sought  to  keep  their  balance  by 
pressing  with  the  hands  upon  the  hips.  If  they  shut  their  eyes  while  stand- 
ing or  walking,  their  attitudes  and  movements  were  in  no  wise  modified,'. — 
Paralysis  of  the  legs  or  knees,^ — Knees  stiflT,  and  flexed,  with  weakness  of  the 
feet  and  lameness,  without  pain/. — Stiifness  of  the  ankles  with  lameness/.

— Hall,  A 
sensation  as'of  a  band  around  the  eyeball,  mingled  with  some  stitches,". —

dilated  than  the  left,". —  Vision.  *  Obscuration  of  vision ;  she  did  not  see 
objects  very  distinctly  (after  a  quarter  of  an  hour),".

— Frequent,  dull,  aching  pain 
in  the  lower  part  of  the  right  hypochondriac  region,  near  the  gall-bladder, 
with  dull,  aching  distress  in  the  umbilical  region,  and  rumbling  in  the 
bowels  (four  hours  after  first  dose) ;  dull,  aching  distress  in  the  whole  of 
the  liver,  that  extends  to  the  spine ;  the  most  distress  in  the  region  of  the 
gall-bladder ;  great  distress  in  the  whole  of  the  bowels,  with  sharp,  cutting 
pains,  rumbling,  and  desire  for  stool  (after  second  dose,  third  day),^ — [50-] 
Sharp,  cutting  pains  near  the  gall-bladder  (four  hours  after  first  dose,  first 
day),^ — Umhillcal.  Slight  distress  in  the  umbilicus,  with  dull,  slight 
headache  (three  hours  after  first  dose,  second  day),\ — Great  distress  in  the 
umbilicus  (after  third  dose,  second  day),l — Constant  aching  distress  in  the 
umbilical  region  (after  second  dose,  second  day), \ — Constant,  aching  distress 
in  the  umbilicus,  with  sharp  pain  by  spells  (four  hours  after  first  dose,  and 
after  third  dose,  first  day),^. — Dull,  aching  sensation  in  the  umbilicus, 
with  slight  frontal  headache  (after  second  dose,  first  day),^ — Dull;  aching 
distress  in  the  umbilical  and  hypogastric  regions  (five  hours  after  first  dose, 
fourth  day,  and  three  hours  after  second  dose,  third  day),\' — Dull,  aching 
distress  in  the  umbilical  region,  with  very  sharp  pains  by  spells  (after  sec- 
ond dose,  second  day),^ — Dull,  aching  distress  in  the  umbilicus  (five  hours 
after  second  dose)  ;  there  has  been  a  great  deal  of  distress  in  the  umbilicus, 
with  a  great  burning  distress  in  the  back  part  of  the  liver  and  spine  (six 
hours  after  second  dose,  first  day),*. — Constant,  dull,  aching  distress  in  the 
umbilicus ;  at  times  there  are  very  sharp  pains  in  the  same  region  (after 
third  dose,  first  day),'.

makes  me  feel  very  weak  and  faint  (after  third  dose,  third  day),\ — Fre- 
quent pains  in  the  umbilical  region  (sixth  day),^ — During  the  night  have 
had  frequent  pains  in  the  umbilicus,  with  much  rumbling  all  day  (fourth 
day),'^ — Severe  pains  in  the  umbilical  region,  all  the  afternoon  (fifth  day),'.

gave  great  relief,  but  did  not  stop  the  pain  altogether  (eight  hours  after 
second  dose,  fourth  day),'. — General  Abdomen.  Great  distress  in  the 
small  intestines,  and  desire  for  stool ;  stool  soft,  very  fetid,  and  black 
(three  hours  after  first  dose,  first  day),^ — Had  a  restless  night,  after  mid- 
night ;  the  pains  and  distress  in  the  bowels  prevented  me  from  sleeping 
(second  night),'. — Frequent  pains  in  the  bowels  all  day,  with  severe  head- 
ache (fifth  day),^ — Frequent  pain  in  the  bowels,  with  heat  and  dryness  of 
the  skin  (fourth  morning),'. — [70,]  Dull,  aching  distress  in  the  bowels 
(fourth  day),l — Hijpogastrium  and  Iliac  Regions.  Great  rum- 
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bling  and  distress  in  the  hypogastric  region,  with  a  profuse,  black,  very 
fetid,  soft,  papescent  stool,  with  slight  pain  in  the  bowels  afterwards 
(fourth  morning),\ — Constant,  dull,  and  aching  pain  in  the  right  inguinal 
region,  which  passes  down  to  the  right  testicle  ;  it  is  very  hard  to  endure 
the  pain  in  the  testicles  (after  third  dose,  third  day),^. 

Stool. — Diarrhoea  of  clay-colored  evacuations,^ — Great  distress  in  the 
stomach  and  all  the  small  intestines,  with  great  desire  for  stool  that  could 
not  be  retained  one  moment ;  ran  a  stream  from  my  bowels,  very  fetid, 
with  large  quantities  of  mucus  in  it,  followed  by  severe  pain  in  the  hypo- 
gastric region,  at  8  A.M. ;  the  great  distress  in  the  stomach  and  small  intes- 
tines continues,  with  frequent  pains  in  the  umbilicus  that  make  me  feel 
very  faint  and  weak  ;  great  rumbling  in  the  bowels  ;  stool  that  could  not 
be  retained,  consisting  of  water  and  large  quantities  of  mucus  and  a  little 
yellow  matter,  followed  by  very  hard  pains  in  the  umbilicus,  at  10  A.M. 
(after  the  dose)  ;  constant,  dull,  burning,  aching  distress  in  the  whole  of 
the  bowels,  with  frequent  pain  and  rumbling,  and  great  desire  for  stool ; 
stool  of  water  and  mucus,  followed  by  very  hard  pain  in  the  hypogastric 
and  umbilical  regions ;  another  very  profuse,  thin  stool,  with  large  quanti- 
ties of  mucus,  two  hours  later ;  after  sleeping  two  hours  awoke  at  5  p.m. 
with  great  distress  in  the  whole  of  the  bowels,  and  great  desire  for  stool ; 
profuse  watery  stool,  mixed  with  mucus,  that  could  not  be  retained ;  an- 
other stool  of  water  and  mucus,  with  part  natural  fseces,  very  fetid  ;  another 
stool,  with  large  quantities  of  mucus  in  it,  followed  by  sharp,  cutting  pains 
and  great  distress  in  the  umbilical  region,  feeling  very  weak  and  faint;  an 
hour  later,  at  6  p.m.,  another  profuse  stool  that  could  not  be  retained,  fol- 
lowed by  severe  pains  in  the  bowels,  three  hours  later  (third  day),l — Stool, 
which  ran  a  stream  from  my  bowels,  followed  by  very  severe  cutting  pains 
in  the*intestines,  at  3  a.m.  (second  night),'.— *Very  profuse,  black,  fetid 
stool,  that  ran  a  stream  from  my  bowels  (during  abdominal  pains  ;  eight 
hours  after  second  dose,  fourth  day),\- — *  Very  profuse,  black  stool,  about 
the  consistence  of  cream,  with  undigested  potatoes  in  it  (during  pain  in 
bowels ;  eight  hours  after  second  dose,  fourth  day)/. — Soft,  yellow,  papes- 
cent stool,  preceded  by  pain  in  the  umbilical  region  (sixth  day),'. — Soft, 
mushy  stool  (six  hours  after  second  dose,  first  day),l — [80.]  Stool  soft  and 
mushy,  followed  by  a  very  weak  feeling  in  the  bowels  and  rectum  (after 
second  dose,  third  day),'. — Stool  soft,  very  fetid,  and  mushy  (after  fourth 
dose,  second  day),^ — Stool,  first  part  natural,  second  part  soft  and  mushy 
(seventh  day),'. — *Stool,  first  hard,  hlack,  and  lumpy,  afterwards  soft  and 
mushy  (after  first  dose,  third  day),'. — No  stool  (second  and  fifth  days),' ; 
(fourth  and  fifth  days),^ 

JJrinary  Organs. — Urine  acid  (before  the  provings);  slightly  acid 
(second  day)  ;  rather  scanty  and  does  not  affect  blue  litmus-paper  (third 
day)  ;  very  red,  does  not  affect  blue  litmus-paper  (fourth  day) ;  neutral 
(fifth  day),'. 

Back. — Very  constant  distress,  with  very  sharp  pains  by  spells  in  the 
lumbar  region  (three  hours  after  second  dose,  fourth  day),'. — Dull  aching 
in  the  lumbar  region  (after  third  dose,  third  day),'. 

Superior  Extremities.— '&oih.  wrists  are  very  lame  and  ache 
quite  severely  in  the  morning ;  the  left  one  aches  the  most ;  the  pain  last- 
ing till  noon  (fifth  day),'. 

General  Symptmns. — Feeling  very  languid  (third  day,  fourth  and 
fifth  mornings),'.— [90.]  Quite  weary  and  languid,  can  hardly  walk  (third 
day),^ — Feeling  very  tired,'. 
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Skin, — A  severe  attack  oi  jaundice,  accompanied  with  diarrhoea  of 
clay-colored  evacuations,  headache,  and  the  symptoms  usually  seen  in  such 
cases,'.

Had  a  restless  night  after 
midnight  (third  night),'. — Lost  my  sleep  last  night,  and  am  feeling  very

LILIUM  TIGRINUM. 

Lilium  tigrinum,  H.  K. 

Natural  order,  Liliacese. 

Common  name.  Tiger  Lily. 

Preparation,  Tincture  of  the  flowers  only  (provings  Nos.  2  and  3),  or 
tinct.  of  stalks,  leaves,  and  flowers,  gathered  in  August  (subsequent  prov- 
ings). 

Authorities.  1,  Dr.  R.  T.  Warren,  a  little  girl  put  an  anther  of  a  lily 
into  her  right  nostril,  after  four  hours  paregoric  and  brandy  were  ad- 
ministered, death  after  fifty-nine  hours;  Bost.  Med.  and  Surg.  Journ.,  1862, 
vol.  67,  p.  279  ;  2,  Dr.  S.  P.  Graves  took  at  two  different  times  5  drops  of 
3d  dec.  dil.  (from  Dr.  Williajn  E.  Payne's  collection  of  provings.  Trans. 
Am.  Inst,  of  Horn.,  1867,  and  1870,  p.  94);  3,  Dr.  J.  W.  Savage '(iVote  ; 
subject  to  nervous  headaches  but  otherwise  healthy)  took  30  drops  of  tinct. 
at  3.30,  7.30,  and  9.30  p.m.  (first  day),  at  11.30  and  11.45  a.m.  (second 
day),  at  7.30  p.m.  (fourth  da.y),  from  Dr.  Payne;  4,  F.  G.  Barker,  aged  30, 
took  6  drops  of  tinct.  at  8  p.m.  (fourth  day),  8  drops  twice  p.m.  (second 
day),  same 'at  5.40  a.m.  (fourth  day),  12  drops  at  6.30  a.m.  (fifth  day),

— Worse  on  going  to  bed  ;  can't  gO' 
to  sleep;  wild  feeling  in  the  head  as  though  I  should  go  crazy  and  no  one 
would  take  care  of  me;  thoughts  of  suicide;  how  much  Opium  would  put 
me  to  sleep  forever,  and  who  would  find  my  body,  and  who  would  care;  a 
new  train  of  thought  for  her  (eighth  night),'. — A  good  deal  of  mental- 
anxiety  throughout  the  proving;  despondent;  gloomy;  difficulty  in  ex- 
pressing her  thoughts;  of  recollecting  ;  of  selecting  words;  and  expressed  to 
her  sister  great  fear  of  insanity ,^ — Constantly  troubled  in  mind  (thirty-first 
night),". — Apprehension  of  some  calamity  or  serious  disease  very  much  in- 
creased,"— [20.]  Awoke  in  the  morning,  irritable  (fourteenth  day),''. — 
Irritable,  in  the  evning  (first  day),". — Irritable,  depressed  in  body  and  mind, 
and  unfit  to  work,  in  the  evening  (seventh  day),".

[30.]  *  Constant  hurried  feeling  as  of  impera- 
tive duties  and  utter  inability  to  perform  them;  during  the  sexual  excite- 
ment,'".— -Stupid  feeling  (fourth  day),^ — -Perceptive  and  reflective  faculties 
seem  benumbed,  whereas  at  first  she  was  overactive  and  seemed  to  be  two 
individuals  (twenty-fifth  day),'. — Wits  and  intuitions  dull  and  languid 
(thirty-second  day),'. — Obtuseness;  cannot  find  the  right  word;  forget  what 
I  want  to  say ;  in  the  afternoon  (fifth  day),".- — Disinclination  to  work 
(seventh  day), 'I — Disposition  to  muse  and  dream;  is  awake,  yet  seems 
asleep  and  afar  off;  not  disposed  to  mental  or  bodily  work  (twenty-fifth 
day),'. — Inability  to  apply  the  mind,  depression,  disposition  to  weep  (third 
day),". — Inability  to  apply  the  mind  to  any  subject  steadily ;  could  not 
think  clearly,  could  not  readily  recall  facts  perfectly  familiar  (one  hour 
after  second  dose,  second  day),". — Want  to  be  let  alone ;  don't  want  the 
trouble  to  answer  questions  (second  day),". — [40.]  Feel  like  sitting  quietly 
in  chair,  without  speaking  or  being  spoken  to,  or  compelled  to  think  ;  I  can 
see  around  me  any  number  of  things  I  rmist  do,  but  cannot  force  myself  to 
ido  anything,". — Great  difficulty  in  keeping  my  mind  fixed  upon  the  sub- 
ject of  my  lecture ;  could  not  think  of  the  right  words  to  express  my  ideas

Sen- 
sation in  the  bowels  as  though  diarrhoea  was  about  to  occur,  which,  never- 
theless, did  not  (first  night),'. — Slight  pain  in  the  bowels  all  night,  with 
rumbling,  more  on  the  right  side  (first  night),'. — Burning  across  the  abdo- 
men and  in  both  ovaries,  in  the  morning  (sixty-second  day),'. — Bowels  feel 
full  and  distended  most  of  the  time,  with  great  weakness  and  trembling,". — 
A  little  fulness  and  soreness  around  the  abdomen  (twenty-eighth  day),'.— 
Bowels  feel  as  if  swollen  (distended?),  (forty -third  day),\— Feeling  of 
great  distension  of  the  bowels  after  the  morning  discharge  and  after  eating 
(twenty-fifth  day),".— Feels  bloated,  but  is  not  so  (twenty-second  day),'.— 
Griping  pain  in  bowels  at  3  p.m.  (after  seven  hours),  which  gradually  in- 
creased till  evening,  when  a  free,  bilious,  fecal  discharge  occurred,  followed 
by  an  acrid  feeling  and  irritation  at  the  anus  and  up  the  rectum  (first  day). 
Symptoms  passed  off  with  a  free  evacuation  of  the  bowels,  which  was  fol- 
lowed by  an  acrid  smarting  at  the  anus,  and  at  8  A.M.  griping  pain  in 
bowels  returned,  with  heat  and  pain  in  and  across  the  forehead  about  5  p.m. 
(second  day),  gradually  increasing  during  the  evening  and  night  as  before, 
though  less  severe,  abating  as  before  in  the  morning  at  about  8  a.m.,  with 
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a  free  and  loose  discharge  from  the  bowels,  followed  by  the  same  acrid, 
smarting  sensation  at  the  anus  and  up  the  rectum  (third  day),  recurring 
daily  till  the  eighth  day,  gradually  diminishing  in  severity.  Every  morn- 
ing after  rising  for  five  days  up  to  the  eighth  day,  there  was  diarrhoeic 
discharge  from  the  bowels,  followed  by  the  same  acrid,  irritating  seusation 
at  the  anus  and  up  the  rectum  as  at  first ;  this  irritation  seemed  as  if  pro- 
duced by  a  hot,  irritating  spray  projected  upon  the  parts,  and  usually 
continued  for  about  two  hours,  gradually  subsiding,^ — Griping  pains  after 
each  diarrhoeic  discharge  (twenty-third  day),". — [230,]  Grumbling  belly- 
ache (Iris  versicolor),  with  little  inclination  to  stool  (usual  bowel  pains  are 
relieved  by  stool),  (second  day),'\ — Dragging-down  sensation  of  the  whole 
abdominal  contents,  extending  to  the  organs  of  the  chest,  feeling  greatly 
the  need  of  support  (thirtieth  day),^ — Had  to  leave  company  on  account 
of  cutting  pain  in  the  bowels,  so  severe  that  she  took  Nux,  which  relieved, 
at  8  P.M.  (after  12  drops),'". — Sharp,  cutting  pain  in  right  side,  between 
short  ribs  and  hip,  running  to  centre  of  bowels," — Sharp,  lancinating  pain, 
extending  from  the  left  hypochondriac  region  to  the  crest  of  the  ilium 
(fifty-third  and  fifty-fourth  days),*. — Abdomen  tender  to  pressure  in  the 
morning  (second  day),'. — Abdominal  muscles  sore  just  before  a  stool,  but 
not  much  during  stool ;  an  unbearable  soreness;  she  would  like  to  scream 
(forty-fourth  day),'. — Left  side  of  the  abdomen  still  sore  to  pressure  (twenty- 
ninth  day),^ — Trembling  seusation  in  abdomen,  with  chilliness  (forty-third 
day),°. — Ilijpogastrium  and  Iliac  Hef/ions.  Rumbling  in  the 
lower  part  of  the  bowels,  more  on  right  side  (after  third  dose,  first  day),^ 
— [240.]  Heat  and  pressure  in  the  hypogastriura  (soon  after  first  dose, 
second  day),". — Constant  burning  pain  across  the  hypogastrium  from  groin 
to  groin  (forty-second  day),'. — Griping  pains  in  the  lower  part  of  the  bow- 
els, as  if  diarrhoea  were  about  to  ensue,  with  restless,  weary  feeling,  followed 
by  four  loose  discharges  (sixth  day),  and  continuing  the  three  subsequent 
days,  with  great  languor,'*. — Feeling  as  though  diarrhoea  would  come  on, 
but  passes  off  by  urinating  ;  every  day,  and  sometimes  several  times  a  day,'*. 
— Felt  as  if  the  menses  were  coming  on,  two  weeks  too  soon  (sixty-first 
day),'. — *A  sensation  in  the  pelvis  as  though  everything  was  coming  into  the 
imrld  through  the  vagina,  very  distressing,  and  not  relieved  by  change  of 
position ;  the  dragging  downwards  towards  the  pelvis  is  felt  as  high  as  the 
stomach,  and  even  the  shoulders  ;  not  relieved  by  lying  down,  though  worse 
when  standing ;  a  disposition  to  place  the  hand  upon  the  hypogastrium  and 
press  upwards,  in  order  to  relieve  the  dragging  sensation  (twentieth  day)  ; 
steadily  increasing  while  riding  (twenty-first  day)  ;  when  walking,  a  sensa- 
tion as  if  everything  were  pressing  down  in  the  pelvis,  so  that  she  inhales 
forcibly,  in  order  to  draw  up  the  thorax  and  relieve  the  pelvis  of  weight 
(twenty-second  day),'. — *In  the  pelvis,  a  feeling  like  a  dragging  out,  as  if 
the  whole  contents  were  pushing  down  into  a  funnel,  the' outlet  of  which 
coincided  with  the  vagina  (twenty-third  day),'. — Pressure  downwards,  in 
the  lower  portion  of  the  bowels,  almost  constant,'*. — *  Wlien  at  stool,  severe 
downward  pressure  at  the  bowels  and  at  the  anus,  with  a  feeling  as  if  diar- 
rhoea would  ensue,  but  without  fecal  evacuation  (observed  by  two  provers)  ; 
with  every  effort,  only  a  small  quantity  of  urine  would  be  discharged  (after 
forty-three  days),l — Pressing  down  and  burning  all  around  the  pubes  and 
genitals,  worse  from  3  to  5  p.m.,  and  going  off  before  8  p.m.,  accompanied 
by  pressure  on  the  bladder,  the  water  being  high-colored  and  scanty ;  she 
could  pass  water  every  quarter  of  an  hour  (sixty-fifth  day),'. — [250.] 
^Bearing  down  in  lower  part  of  abdomen  continues,  now  the  twentieth  day 
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since  it  commenced,  with  severe  pressure  in  the  rectum  and  at  the  anus, 
and  a  constant  desire  to  go  to  stool;  butivifh  every  effort  to  emicunte  the 

bowek,  urine  only  was  discharged ;  sensation  as  if  a  hard  body  were  pressing 
backwards  and  downwards  agaiiid  the  rectum  and  anus;  standing  on  the  feet 
aggravated  and  increased  the  desire  to  go  to  stool;  these  symptoms  were  some- 
what relieved  by  walking  iu  the  open  air  and  riding  (forty-third  day),^ — 
*Bearing-down  pains,  particularly  in  ivalking ;  pressure  and  weight  low  down 
in  the  vagina,  for  two  days ;  (she  has  once  or  twice  before  had  such  feel- 
ings, and  then  from  excessive  fatigue  from  walking  or  working),  (after 
more  than  three  months),*. — *Bearing-doivn  sensation  in  the  pelvis;  every- 
thing seemed  to  he  pressing  out  of  the  vagina  (thirty-eighth  day)  ;  continued 
like  light  labor  pains ;  worse  afternoon  and  evening  till  midnight  (thirty- 
ninth  day),'. — ^Bearing-down  pain,  as  though  menstruation  would  come  on,^*. 
— ^She  could  not  sleep  for  the  continued  pelvic  pain,  which  resembled  that 
of  imminent  miscarriage  (fortieth  day),'. — The  feeling  of  weight  and  pres- 
sure in  the  hypogastric  and  left  ovarian  region  continued  to  recur  at  inter- 
vals till  within  a  few  days  (after  two  months),". — Great  weight  and  bearing 
down  in  the  lower  part  of  the  bowels  (after  2  p.m.,  twenty-fourth  day),". — 
Increased  depressing  weight  over  the  pubes  (after  supper),  (tenth  day),'. — 
Intermittent,  sharp  pain  across  the  lower  part  of  bowels,  seemingly  near 
the  bladder  (after  nine  hours  and  three-quarters,  first  night),*. — Some  tear- 
ing pain  in  the  lower  part  of  the  abdomen  from  the  region  of  the  ovaries 
down  both  sides  (seventh  day),'. — [260.]  Left  side  of  the  lower  part  of  the 
abdomen  (ovarian  region)  feels  sore  to  the  touch  ;  darting  pains  at  times 
in  this  region,  extending  to  the  groin  and  to  the  pubes  in  front  (sixteenth 
day),". — Pain  in  the  right  iliac  region,  better  during  motion  (tenth  day),'. — 
Drawing  in  the  right  inguinal  region  (after  2  p.m.,  twenty-fourth  day),". — 
Painful  drawing  about  the  left  inguinal  region,  extending  to  the  pubis 
(thirty-third  day),^ — From  the  anterior  superior  spinous  process  of  the 
ilium  (both  sides),  a  pulling  downwards  and  backwards  (twenty-fifth  day),'. 
— Stinging  feeling  in  the  left  inguinal  or  ovarian  region  most  of  the  time 
lately,  with  feeling  of  fulness  and  voluptuous  itching  in  the  vagina  (twenty- 
sixth  day),*. 

Hectum  and  Amis. — Anns  stiff  and  painful,  with  a  tight  painful 
drawing  through  the  forehead  and  eyes  (twenty-sixth  day),". — ^Pressing  in 
rectum  and  a.nus  (twelfth  day),^^ — *Pressure  on  rectum  and  bladder  (forty- 
second  day),'.— •*Pressure  in  the  rectum,  with  almost  constant  desire  to 
go  to  stoolj". — [270.]  *  Constant  pressure  on  the  rectum  (sixty-ninth  day),'. — 
Urgent  desire  to  go  to  stool,  cannot  wait  (forty-third  day),^ 

Stool. — Diarrhoea.  Diarrhoea;  has  had  four  stools,  at  11  A.m.,  the 
first  at  7  A.M.,  hurrying  her ;  she  cannot  wait  a  minute  ;  stool  loose,  but  not 
watery,  and  dark  brown  ;  this  attack  is  like  the  two  previous  ones  (sixty- 
second  day),'. — *The  first  effect  was  diarrhoea,  appearing  the  third  day, 
and  continuing  daily  throughout  the  proving;  it  occurred  directly  after 
dinner,  was  sudden  and  peremptory;  discharges  copious  and  hiVious,  with 
burning  of  the  rectum  and  anus,  and  severe  tenesmus,  and  followed  by  ex- 
treme exhaustion,'". — ^Morning  diarrhcea,  with  increased  smarting  and  irri- 
tation of  the  passage ;  with  griping  in  the  boivels,  and  rasping  sensation  at  the 
anus  and  in  the  rectum  after  the  passages ;  the  diarrhcea  returned  every  morn- 
ing on  rising,  followed  by  an  acrid  smarting  semation  aboid  the  passage,  tor 
about  two  months,". — Some  diarrhoeic  discharge  with  acrid  smarting  of  the 
whole  alimentary  canal,  in  the  morning  on  rising  (thirty -second  day),". — 
The  usual  diarrhoeic  passage  from  the  bowels  iu  the  morning,  followed  by

the  same  acrid,  smarting  sensation,  with  great  weakness  and  trembling 
(sixteenth  day),". — Several  dejections,  dark-colored,  very  offensive  (third 
morning)  ;  large,  dark-colored,  very  offensive  discharge,  and  imtnediately 
began  to  sink  (after  fifty-six  hours)  ;  death  (after  fifty-nine  hours),\ — 
Bowels  naturally  regular  ;  now  she  has  alternately  a  solid  and  a  loose  stool, 
several  during  the  day,  and  a  constant  feeling  as  though  she  must  have  a 
stool  ;  this  feeling  resulted  from  a  sensation  as  if  something  were  pushing 
against  the  anterior  wall  of  the  rectum  at  the  anus,  and  about  two  to  three 
inches  above  it  (twenty-second  day)  ;  for  the  last  thirty-six  hours  constant 
desire  for  stool  from  pressure  on  the  rectum  ;  a  stool  every  half  hour, 
lumpy,  small,  diarrhoeic,  with  wind  ;  constant  tenesmus  ;  she  could  sit  at 
stool  forever,  and  burning  in  the  urethra ;  continuing  several  days ;  took 
Helonias™",  and  was  greatly  relieved  (twenty-third  day),'. — Evacuation  of 
the  bowels,  at  first  of  natural  appearance,  then  followed  discharges  colored 
yellow,  the  same  as  the  vomiting  and  the  discharge  from  the  nose,  and  at 
last  bloody  discharges  ;  dejection  checked  (after  nine  hours),'. — [280.]  A 
powerful  discharge  from  the  bowels  this  morning  on  rising,  of  a  dark  color, 
and  very  offensive,  leaving  the  same  acrid,  sore  sensation  at  the  anus,  ex- 
tending upwards  into  the  middle  of  the  bowels,  continuing  for  several 
hours  (twelfth  day),". — Evacuation  from  the  bowels,  dark  and  hard,  fol- 
lowed by  a  great  deal  of  heat  in  the  rectum  and  anus,  with  slight  pains  in 
the  abdomen  (very  soon  after  first  dose,  second  day),'. — Constipation. 
*Boivek  aonsiipated  (third  day)  ;  still  constipated  (fifth  day),'°. 

Urinary  Organs. — Bladder.  Pressure  on  bladder  and  rectum 
(forty-second[  day),'. — *  Pressure  on  the  bladder,  the  water  being  Mgh-eolored 
and  scanty ;  she  could  pass  water  every  q[uarter  of  an  hour,  in  the  after- 
noon (sixty-fifth  day),'. — *For  the  last  three  days  more  continual  pressure 
on  the  bladder,  wants  to  urinate  all  the  time,  passing  hut  little,  followed  hy 
smarting  and  tenesmus  (twenty-fifth  day),'. — Irritation  in  the  bladder  con- 
tinues, but  she  can  control  it  by  determining  not  to  urinate  (twenty-seventh 
day),'. —  Urethra.  Burning  in  the  urethra  (twenty-third  day),'. — "^Burn- 
ing and  acrid  feeling  in  the  nrinary  passage  after  every  discharge  of  urine 
(fifteenth  day),''. — *  Acrid,  smarting  sensation  follows  every  urinary  discharge 
(twentieth  day),". — Micturition.  [290.]  *Frequent  inclination  to  pass 
urine,  each  discharge  small  in  quantity,  and  followed  hy  smarting  hurning  of 
the  urethra,  during  the  latter  part  of  the  night  and  early  morning  ;  urine 
milky  in  appearance,  depositing  a  thick  reddish  sediment  on  cooling  (ninth 
to  eleventh  nights),". — *  Frequent  desire  to  urinate  through  the  day,  with 
scanty  discharge  and  a  feeling  of  irritation  and  smarting  in  the  urethra 
after  every  discharge  (second  to  twenty-sixth  Aeiys),^.-\—* Frequent  and 
urgent  desire  to  pass  urine,  slight  in  quantity,  milky  in  appearance  when 
passed,  but  depositing  a  red  sediment  on  standing,  with  smarting  and  irri- 
tation after  every  passage  (twenty-sixth  day),". — *  Constant  desire  to  urinate; 
for  several  nights  had  to  rise  twenty  times  to  urinate  (sixty-ninth  day),'. 
— Frequent  urination  (fifteenth  day),". — Frequent  but  scanty  urinating," ; 
(after  forty-third  day),^ ;  with  acrid  smarting  of  the  urethra  (thirty-second 
day),". — *Frequent  urination  during  the  day,  with  smarting  in  the  ure- 
thra when  passing  it,''.— Frequent  urination  at  night,  followed  by  acrid 
smarting  sensation  about  the  passage,  for  two  months,". — Urine  more  free 
and  frequent,  clear,  odor  strong,  much  irritation  of  the  urethra  after  every 
passjige  (twenty-second  day),". — Must  rise  twenty  times  a  night  to  urinate 

f  An  entirely  new  symptom  to  the  prover. 
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(sixty-ninth  day),'.— [300.]  Bladder  evacuated  four  times  in  about  ten 
hours,  which  is  very  unusual  with  him  during  the  night  (first  night) ; 
several  evacuations  of  bladder  during  the  day  (second  day),'. — No  urine 
during  last  twenty-four  hours  (second  day)  ;  no  urine  had  been  passed 
(third  morning),^ — Vrhiei.  Increased  secretion  of  urine  during  the  days 
in  which  1  took  the  medicine,". — Urine  increased  and  dark-colored  (after 
two  or  three  weeks),'.— Urine  copious,  red  sediment;  smarting  irritation 
after  every  passage  (twenty -fourth  day),^— Clear,  but  scanty  urine,  and 
acrid  smarting  after  every  passage,'. — Urine  remarkably  clear  and  white 
at  every  evacuation  (second  day),*. — Urine  high-colored,  with  copious  flow 
(second  day),^ — Urine  milky  in  appearance,  in  the  morning  (twelfth  day),'. 
— Urine  thick,  milky,  and  soiled  in  appearance,  small  in  quantity,  frequent 
desire  to  pass  it ;  soreness  and  burning  heat  through  the  whole  passage 
after  urinating,  which  gradually  subsided,  in  the  morning  (thirteenth 
day),". — [310.]  Burning  hot  urine,  seeming  more  like  boiling  oil  than  water 
(seventh  day),*^. 

Seoeual  Organs^ — Wale.  Seminal  emission  toward  morning  (ex- 
tremely rare),  (sixteenth  day),". — Female.  The  most  marked  effect  was 
exhibited  by  the  reproductive  and  mental  organs,'". — *0n  examination  the 
uterus  was  found  low  down,  the  fundus  tilted  forwards,  and  the  os  uteri  press- 
ing backwards  upon  the  rectum,  allowing  hut  a  difficult  passage  of  the  index 
finger  betiveen  the  os  and  the  rectum  (forty-eighth  day),l — *0n  introducing 
the  finger  into  the  vagina,  she  finds  the  os,  which  is  ustially  so  high  as  to 
be  almost  out  of  reach,  now  so  low  as  to  be  only  a  half-finger  high,  the  os  much 
tilted  back  and  pressing  against  the  rectum,  the  fundus  pressing  on  the  bladder 
(sixty-ninth  day),'. — *JExtreme  pain  and  bearing  down  in  the  uterine  regio7i, 
constant  distress  as  from  approaching  menstruation,^'^. — Aching  in  the  pelvis 
between  the  promontory  of  the  sacrum  and  the  pubes;  it  feels  to  her  as  if 
the  aching  were  not  in  the  uterus  but  around  it ;  she  feels  constantly  the 
two  spots  corresponding  in  position  to  the  ovaries,  which  ache  and  feel  like 
little  coals  of  fire  (twenty-third  day)  ;  the  pain  in  the  right  ovary  increased, 
until  at  last  it  seemed  as  if  a  knife  were  inserted  into  the  ovary  and  ripped 
down  the  groin  and  the  anterior  part  of  the  thigh  ;  the  pain  extended  over 
the  lumbo-sacral  region,  and  she  must  cry  herself  to  sleep  ;  the  pain  extended 
up  to  the  right  hypochondrium  ;  somewhat  relieved  by  pressure  on  the 
ovary  (twenty-sixth  day),'. — *Bearing  down,  with  sensation  of  heavy- 
weight and  pressure  in  the  region  of  the  womb,  as  if  the  whole  contents 
would  press  out  through  the  vagina  (eighteenth  day),". — *Great  bearing 
down  in  the  uterine  region,  and  a  feeling  when  on  the  feet  as  if  the  whole 
pelvic  contents  would  issue  through  the  vagina,  if  not  prevented  by  pres- 
sure upward  with  the  hand,  at  the  vulva,  or  by  sitting  down  (twenty- 
ninth  day),". — Severe  neuralgic  pain  (I  think)  in  my  uterus,  so  severe  that 
I  could  not  bear  to  be  touched  or  moved,  and  even  the  jar  of  any  one 
against  the  bed  was  torture  to  me ;  I  could  not  bear  the  weight  of  my 
clothes  upon  the  pelvic  region ;  this  never  lasted  more  than  an  hour  and  a 
half  at  a  time,  and  passed  oif  without  leaving  any  lameness ;  upon  the 
recurrence  of  the  symptoms  I  found  by  examination  that  the  womb  was 
anteverted ;  this  is  something  that  never  took  place  before  in  my  experi- 
euce,'^ — [320,]  While  attending  a  lecture  much  irritation  in  the  womb, 
and  desire  to  hit  the  lecturer;  and  in  the  evening,  desirous  of  swearing 
and  damning  the  fire  and  things  generally,  and  to  think  and  speak  of  ob- 
scene things  ;  disposed  to  strike  and  hit  persons  ;  as  these  feelings  came  the 
uterine  pains  passed  away  (forty-third  day),'. — While  sitting  at  a  lecture 
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felt  much  irritation  in  the  womb  (forty-second  day)  ;  feeling  of  irritation 
inside  the  uterus  (forty-third  day),'. — Ovaries.  When  walking,  pain  in 
both  ovaries,  worse  in  the  left,  extending  down  the  anterior  and  inner  aspect 
of  the  left  thigh,  as  if  it  would  be  impossible  to  take  another  step;  as  soon 
as  she  extended  the  limb  she  must  immediately  flex  it  again,  and  then, 
because  of  a  restless  feeling,  must  again  extend  it ;  at  length  she  went  to 
sleep  on  the  back  with  knees  and  thighs  flexed  (twenty-first  day)  ;  she 
cannot  tell  which  pelvic  region  is  the  worse,  that  in  the  back  or  that  in  the 
pubic  region ;  the  whole  contents  of  the  pelvis  seem  to  drag  downwards 
and  forwards  and  quite  from  the  stomach  (twenty-second  day),'. — Pain  in 
right  ovary  and  some  backache  (twenty-eighth  day),'.^ — Grasping  pain  in 
the  left  ovarian  and  inguinal  regions,  with  pain  in  the  right  hip,  extending 
down  the  thigh,  continuing  throughout  the  day  (twentieth  day),^ — Dull, 
drawing  pain  in  the  left  ovarian  region,  relieved  by  gentle  pressure  on  the 
part  with  the  hand,  disappeared  about  10  o'clock  a.m.  (thirteenth  day),^ — 
Pains  in  the  right  ovarian  region,  a  gnawing,  dragging  sensation,  worse  on 
walking,  a  feeling  as  if  something  were  shaking  loose  in  that  region  when- 
ever the  right  foot  was  planted  firmly  (fourth  and  fifth  day),". — *Sharp  pain 
in  the  ovarian  region  (after  six  hours,  fifteenth  day),". — Shooting  pains  in 
the  left  ovarian  region,  bearing  down  when  standing,  mitigated  b}'  sitting 
down  (twenty-seventh  day),°.^ — Sharp  cutting  pains  in  the  left  ovarian 
region,  extending  across  the  lower  part  of  the  abdomen,  relieved  somewhat 
by  gentle  rubbing  with  the  warm  hand,  in  the  evening  and  at  night  (nine- 
teenth day),". — [330.]  Stinging,  darting  pains  in  the  ovarian  region  through- 
out the  day  (eighteenth  day),". — The  left  ovarian  region  becomes  sore  to 
pressure,  the  pain  grasping,  and  extending  across  the  lower  part  of  .the 
abdomen  ;  the  pain  was  mitigated  by  rubbing  and  moderate  pressure  ;  the 
bearing  df)vvn  was  so  great  that  the  parts  had  to  be  sustained  by  pressing 
upwards  with  the  hand  at  the  vulva  (twenty-seventh  day),". — Somewhat 
tender  on  pressure  in  the  region  of  the  ovaries,  especially  the  right  (twenty- 
second  day),'. — Constant  feeling  of  irritation  in  the  ovaries  (seventy-fifth 
day),'. —  Vflffiim.  *Leucorrhcea  (a  thin,  acrid  discharge,  leaving  a  brown 
stain;  she  thought  it  was  the  menses,  which  had  ceased  the  week  before) ; 
she  never  had  any  such  trouble  before  ;  worse  in  the  afternoon  and  even- 
ing till  midnight  (thirty-ninth  day)  ;  the  next  day  it  had  ceased  and  she 
felt  better  in  the  morning;  but  in  the  afternoon  it  returned  and  continued 
all  night,  and  was  more  excoriating  than  before,  producing  a  rash  and  a 
little  swelling  (fortieth  day)  ;  acrid  as  before  (forty-second  day),'. — Dis- 
charge of  bright-red  blood  from  the  .vagina  (for  the  first  time  in  two  years), 
with  dull  heavy  pain,  and  great  weakness  in  the  small  of  the  back  and 
loins,  continued  four  following  days  (after  twenty-four  days),\ — A  feeling 
as  if  the  internal  sexual  organs  were  swollen  ;  smarting  and  irritation  of 
the  labia,  with  heat  as  though  the  parts  were  inflamed ;  great  tenderness 
about  the  whole  sexual  organs;  very  uncomfortable  pressure  downward, 
and  an  irresistible  desire  to  sustain  the  parts  by  pressing  upward  with  the 
hand  (thirty-third  day),". — Severe  pressing  or  bearing-down  sensation  in 
the  sexual  organs,  with  the  feeling  as  if  the  whole  internal  parts  were  being 
pulled  outward  or  downward  from  the  breasts  and  umbilical  region,  through 
the  vagina,  with  an  irresistible  desire  to  press  the  hands  against  the  vulva 
to  prevent  the  part  from  escaping  (thirty-first  day),". — A  sensation  of  pres- 
sure in  the  vagina  and  a  pain  at  the  top  of  the  sacrum  extending  to  the 
hips  (seventh  day),'. — Bearing  down  in  the  vagina,  or  rather  a  dread  of  it 
(twenty-fifth  day),'. — [340,]  Itching  and  smarting  of  the  labia,  with  great 
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uneasiness  of  the  parts ;  sharp  pain  extending  up  the  vagina  (after  six 
hours,  fifteenth  day),'. — JMEenses.  Menses  came  at  the  regular  time,  more 
free  than  usual ;  relieving  headache ;  after  flowing  twenty-four  hours, 
ceased  twelve,  and  then  recurred,'. — A  change  in  menstruation  ;  the  flow 
not  one-fourth  as  much  as  usual,  but  followed  by  profuse  bright-yellow 
leucorrhoea,  so  acrid  as  to  excoriate  the  whole  perineum,  a  new  symptom 
for  me," — Menses  recurred,  after  an  interval  of  only  two  weeks;  a  slight, 
dark,  thick  discharge,  smelling  like  lochia  (forty-fifth  day),'. — The  first 
month  after  taking  the  Lilium,  menses  anticipated  five  days ;  the  second 
mouth  delayed  one  day ;  the  third  month  anticipated  one  day,*. — Menses 
appeared  more  than  a  month  too  late;  scanty  and  of  short  duration  (sec- 
ond day  after  12  drops),'". — Menses  occurred  as  usual,  and  regularly,  and 
continued  normal  as  long  as  she  kept  moving,  but  as  soon  as  she  ceased 
moving,  the  flowing  ceased  (twenty-seventh  day) ;  none  this  morning 
(twenty-eighth  day),'. — Increased  sexual  instinct  (first  four  days),'. — Sex- 
ual instincts  strong  now,  whereas  formerly  she  was  very  free  from  such 
feelings;  she  says  the  conjugal  instinct  is  strongly  developed  (thirty-second 
day),'. — [350.]  Rousing  of  sexual  desire,  which  had  been  dormant  for 
years  (curative?),  (tenth  day),". — *The  sexual  desire,  dormant  hitherto, 
was  so  strongly  aroused  that  the  prover  said,  "  I  am  afraid  of  myself,  I 
seem  possessed  of  a  demon  ;"  this  excitement  continued  almost  three  weeks, 
increasing  in  intensity,  until  an  orgasm  beyond  the  control  of  the  prover 
would  suddenly  terminate  it ;  during  these  attacks  there  was  a  constant 
urging  to  unusual  physical  exertion,  walking,  etc.,  in  hope  of  relief,  the 
mitigation  afforded  by  this,  however,  ceasing  with  the  effort ;  there  was  in 
this  state  a  constant  hurried  feeling,  as  of  imperative  duties  and  utter  in- 
ability to  perform  them  ;  for  about  ten  days  following  this  excitement, 
there  was  a  profound  mental  depression ;  to  the  prover,  "  the  heavens 
seemed  brass,  and  the  earth  iron  ;"  although  convinced  that  the  sexual 
desire  resulted  from  drug  action  and  beyond  her  control,  an  apprehension 
of  moral  obliquity  weighed  grievously  upon  her;  with  the  sudden  passing 
off  of  this  condition  would  as  suddenly  recur  the  excitement,  and  this  alter- 
nation continued  for  more  than  four  months  after  the  proving,"*. — In  the 
first  stage  of  its  action,  or  stage  of  excitement,  a  condition  of  amorous  ex- 
citement comes  on  suddenly  and  anywhere ;  a  disposition  to  use  obscene 
language,  a  kind  of  nymphomania ;  this  stage  gives  place  to  sluggishness 
and  despondency,  and  this  to  a  hurried  feeling  of  being  impelled  to  work 
without  herself  desiring  to  work  ;  it  is  not  herself,  but  her  excited  nervous 
system,  which  drives  her  to  exertion,'. — Passionate  excitement,  aching  and 
burning  pain  in  the  ovaries  (worse  in  the  right),  which  organs  are  dis- 
tinctly defined  to  her  sensation  (sixty-fifth  day),'. — The  passional  excite- 
ment, which  has  abated,  returns ;  this  was  so  great  that  I  gave  Platina 
200,  every  three  hours  until  relieved  (sixty-ninth  day),'. 

jkespiratory  Organs. — Voice  much  affected  when  attempting  to 
sing,  could  not- control  it  (third  day),'°.— A  single,  dry  cough  (thirty-second 
day),'. — Dry,  hacking  coiigh  in  the  evening,  better  in  the  open  air  (sixth 
day),'^ — Desire  to  take  a  long  breath,  with  frequent  sighing,  which  seemed 
to  come  from  the  lower  part  of  the  bowels  (thirty-first  day),''.— Frequent 
inclination  to  sigh,  and  short  breathing,  in  the  evening  and  night  (nine- 
teenth day),".— Hard  breathing;  frequent  desire  to  take  a  long  breath; 
sighing  (fourteenth  night),".— [360.]  Short  breathing,*.- Short  breathing, 
oppression  (after  2  p.m.,  twenty -fourth  day),". 

C^es«,— Sensation  of  great  fulness  of  the  chest  and  abdomen  (thirty- 
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third  day)/. — Tight  feeling  of  the  chest  (twenty-seventh  day),^ — Hot  con- 
gested sensation  in  the  chest  (first  day),". — If  the  desire  to  urinate  is  not 
attended  to,  there  is  a  congested  feeling  in  the  chest  (tenth  day),". — Con- 
gested and  constricted  feeling  of  the  chest,  as  if  too  narrow,  and  might  be 
relieved  by  letting  out  some  of  the  blood ;  with  the  chills  (fourteenth  day)," 
— Severe  congestion  of  the  chest,  in  the  afternoon,  continuing  two  hours, 
and  gradually  subsiding  (twenty-fourth  day),". — Contracted  feeling  of  the 
chest  (twenty-ninth  day),". — Constricted  feeling  in  lower  third  of  chest,  with 
oppressed  breathing,  worse  towards  morning  (ninth  and  eleventh  night),". — 
[370.]  Compressive  sensation  in  the  chest,  with  a  choked  feeling,  as  if  he 
would  suffocate,  but  would  be  relieved  if  the  blood  could  be  discharged, 
which  seems  shut  up  in  the  heart;  slight  relief  by  deep  sighing  (eighth 
day),". — Oppression  and  heat  of  chest,  a  kind  of  ebullition  ;  must  go  into 
the  fresh  air  for  relief;  at  8  a.m.  (seventh  day),". — Oppressive  and  conges- 
tive feeling  in  the  chest,  increased  in  the  evening  (seventh  day),". — Oppres- 
sion of  the  chest  relieved  by  sighing  (twenty-third  day),". — Oppressed  feel- 
ing in  the  lower  third  of  the  chest,  with  oppressed  breathing  toward  morn- 
ing (eighth  night),". — Front.  Feeling  of  lump  under  breast-bone,  moving 
up  and  down  by  swallowing,'*. — Dull,  pressive  pain  under  the  sternum,  to- 
wards the  middle  lobe  of  the  right  lung,  relieved  by  sighing,  and  pressure 
with  the  hands  (fifteenth  day),". — Sides.  Tightness  of  the  left  side  of  the 
chest,  in  the  evening  (thirtieth  day),". — Constriction  in  the  left  side  of  the 
chest,  at  6  p.m.,  increasing  after  lying  down  (twentieth  day),". — Constricted 
feeling  in  the  left  side  of  the  chest,  under  the  floating  ribs,  extending 
thence  up  to  the  neck,  and  left  shoulder-blade  (after  eight  hours,  twenty- 
first  day),". — [380.]  A  feeling  of  constriction  in  the  left  side  of  the  chest 
about  the  breadth  of  the  hand  below  the  left  mamma  (thirty-third  day),". — 
At  two  o'clock  in  the  morning  a  feeling  of  stricture  in  the  left  side  of  the 
chest,  extending  across  to  the  other  side,  and  sharp  pains  running  up  to  the 
throat,  clavicle,  and  to  the  left  armpit,  ameliorated  by  change  of  position, 
but  continued  till  after  rising  in  the  morning  (sixteenth  day),". — Dull  pain 
in  the  left  side  of  the  chest  and  at  the  shoulder  (after  six  hours,  fifteenth 
day),". — *Dull  pressive  pain  in  the  left  side,  apparently  about  the  heart 
(after  one  hour  and  a  half  ),^ — *  Constant  feeling  of  load  or  weight  in  left 
cAesi,'*. — Fine  pains,  sometimes  gnawing,  in  the  right  side  of  the  chest,  with 
a  feeling  of  lameness  and  soreness  of  the  muscles,  and  a  desire  to  stretch 
the  parts  ;  the  lameness  extended  through  to  the  shoulder-blade  of  that  side 
(second  day)  ;  the  gnawing  sensation  in  the  right  side  of  the  chest,  together 
with  the  fine  pains  increased,  and  extended  over  to  the  side  (third  day)  ; 
the  lameness  and  fine  pains  continued  (fourth  day) ;  but  had  disappeared, 
in  the  morning  (fifth  day)  ;  the  same  pains  returned  in  the  right  side  of  the 
chest,  with  pressure,  and  a  sensation  as  if  a  weight  pressed  heavily  upon  the 
chest  (after  fifteen  minutes,  sixth  day),". — *Sharp  and  quick  pain  in  left 
side  of  chest,  with  fluttering  of  the  heart  (one  hour  after  second  dose, 
third  day),'*'. — *  Quick,  sharp  pain  in  left  chest  very  frequently,'"'.— Shsn-p 
twinges,  followed  by  a  dull,  drawing  sensation  in  the  left  side  of  the  chest, 
extending  upwards  to  the  collar-bone,  in  the  morning  (thirteenth  day),".— 
Mainmoi.  Pain  in  leftma??i»ia,  in  the  morning  (thirteenth  day),". — [390,] 
Left  mamma  painful,  with  drawing  sensation  in  the  left  armpit  and  shoulder 
(thirty-first  day),". — Severe  pain  and  feeling  of  heaviness  of  the  left  mamma, 
a  sensation  of  grasping  of  the  part,  extending  backwards  to  the  left  shoulder- 
blade  and  down  that  side  to  the  lumbar  region,  at  10  p.m.,  after  lying  on 
the  left  side  for  awhile  (eleventh  day),". — Pain  in  left  mammary  gland. 
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passing  around  under  the  shoulder-blade  to  the  spine,^ — Dull  pain  and 
constricted  feeling  in  the  left  mamma  and  side,  with  oppressed  breathing, 
worse  upon  lying  down  (seventeenth  day),".— Crampy  pain  in  left  mamma 
and  shoulder  (twenty-fifth  day),". — Dull  aching  in  left  mammary  gland, 
and  under  the  left  shoulder-blade,  continues  in  the  evening  and  night 
(nineteenth  day),". — Sharp,  cutting  pains  in  both  mammary  glands,  ex- 
tending from  the  left  mamma  to  the  left  shoulder-blade,  and  to  the  spine, 
ameliorated  by  changing  position  (fourteenth  night),". — Severe  cutting  pain 
in  the  left  mamma,  extending  through  to  the  left  shoulder-blade,  increased 
by  lying  on  that  side  (eighth  and  ninth  night),".^Frequent  stitching  pains 
in  left  mamma,  and  a  drawing  sensation,  extending  to  the  shoulder  and 
neck;  the  pain  became  more  severe  at  2  p.m.,  extending  to  the  neck 
(twenty-fourth  day) ;  the  pains  in  the  left  mamma  and  side  and  about  the 
left  shoulder-blade  have  been  most  troublesome,  and  have  continued  longest, 
indeed  have  not  yet  wholly  disappeared  (after  two  months),". 

Heart  and  Pulse. — Proicordlum.  Constant  heavy  feeling  in 
left  side,  in  region  of  the  heart,  all  the  afternoon  (second  day),l — [400.] 
Suddenly  aroused  from  sleep  by  pain  in  the  left  side,  as  if  the  heart  were 
violently  grasped,  and  the  grasp  gradually  relaxed,  inten-upting  the  pulsa- 
tions of  the  heart,  and  the  breathing,  relieved  by  rubbing  and  pressure,*. — 
Heart  symptoms  really  troubled  her  about  walking ;  short  of  breath,  espe- 
cially on  going  upstairs,  and  was  obliged  to  stop  and  repose  (thirty-second 
day),'. — Heaviness  and  pressure  about  the  heart  after  eating  ;  this  symptom 
has  increased  very  much  and  is  sometimes  almost  unendurable,'*. — Heart 
feels  heavy  (eighth  day),". — Pain  in  the  region  of  the  heart  all  the  time, 
but  increased  by  stooping,  leaning  forward,  or  lying  down,". — Dull,  heavy, 
or  pr,essive  pain  in  region  of  the  heart,^. — Heaviness  in  region  of  heart,  and 
palpitation  when  lying  on  the  left  side,  worse  in  bed,  at  night  (fourth 
night)  ;  the  heart  symptoms  became  so  troublesome  that  I  was  obliged  to 
discontinue  further  use  of  the  drug  (fifth  day),'. — The  dull  pressive  pain  in 
the  left  side,  coldness  of  the  outer  side  of  the  left  leg,  and  pressure  in  the 
right  side  of  the  head,  gradually  increased  for  about  six  hours,  then  gradu- 
ally abated,  when  I  fell  into  a  sleep  which  continued  for  about  four  hours, 
from  which  I  was  suddenly  aroused  by  pain  in  the  left  side,  as  if  the  heart 
were  violently  grasped, ^ — Pain  in  the  region  of  the  heart,  worse  when 
stooping,  leaning  forward  or  bowing,  in  the  afternoon,  and  more  particularly 
ivhen  lying  doivn  at  night;  better  in  the  morning  and  forenoon  ;  the  pain  in 
the  heart  continued  for  more  than  two  weeks,  gradually  abating,  and,  at 
last,  could  be  felt  only  when  leaning  forward,  stooping  or  bowing ;  the  pain 
was  so  persistent  and  annoying  that  I  abandoned  further  trial, I — Awakened 
by  distressing  pain  and  pressure,  with  fluttering  of  the  heart ;  the  pain  was 
not  acute,  but  a  pressure  (first  night),'*. — [410.]  Twice  a  sharp  pain  in  the 
apex  of  the  heart  (thirtieth  day),'. — An  occasional  quick  pain  about  the 
heart  was  felt,  with  labored  breathing  when  walking  rapidly  or  ascending 
a  flight  of  stairs,'". — Slight  momentary  spasmodic  twitchings  around  the 
heart  in  the  forenoon  (fifth  day),'l — Noticed  some  heart  symptoms,  not 
very  definite  (twenty-ninth  day) ;  a  sudden  fluttering  sensation  in  the 
heart,  after  walking;  this  like  other  symptoms  is  less  felt  if  she  can  busy 
herself  much  (thirtieth  day),'. — Very  violent  feeling  of  fluttering  in  the 
heart ;  frequently  waking  up  in  the  night  with  it ;  not  relieved  by  changing 
position,'*. — A  hurried,  forcing  feeling  about  the  heart,  with  faintness  and 
fluttering  as  though  she  could  do  nothing,  but  must  put  by  her  work  and 
sit  still;  relieved   by  repose;  feels  hurried  as  though  she  must  breathe 
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quickly,  yet  does  not  (thirtieth  day)/.  —  Heart's  Action.  Violent 
beating  of  the  heart,  and  throbbing  of  the  carotids,  preventing  sleep,  when 
lying  on  either  side  of  the  body ;  after  the  creeping  chills  down  the  back  ; 
lasting  a  month  (after  two  weeks),'*. — Palpitation  of  heart,  and  beating  of 
the  arteries,  felt  only  when  lying  in  bed,  or  during  a  siesta  (sixteenth 
day),". — Frequent  attacks  of  palpitation  of  the  heart  (fifth  day),^\ — Vio- 
lent palpitations  very  frequent,". — [420.]  Fluttering  of  the  heart,  with 
sharp  and  quick  pain  in  left  side  of  chest  (one  hour  after  second  dose,  third 
day),™. — Weak  beating  of  the  heart,  continuing  two  hours  and  gradually 
subsiding,  in  the  afternoon  (twenty-fourth  day),'l — The  heart's  action  was 
intermittent ;  every  intermission  was  followed  by  a  violent  throb,  causing  an 
involuntary  catching  of  the  breath,  at  the  same  time  the  blood  rushed  up 
through  the  carotids,  to  the  head,  producing  great  heat,  and  a  crowded 
feeling  of  the  head  and  face  ;  these  symptoms  followed  me  for  more  than  a 
month,  indeed,  so  constant  were  they  that  I  became  alarmed,  fearing  I 
might  have  misjudged  the  case,  and,  instead  of  medicinal  symptoms,  I  was 
really  suffering  from  an  organic  disease  of  the  heart ;  but  a  physical  ex- 
amination of  the  heart's  action  put  my  mind  at  rest ;  at  the  present  time  I 
have  no  trouble  (after  fifty  days),'. — False.  Pulse  small  and  weak,  as  if 
the  blood  did  not  reach  the  radial  artery  in  the  usual  quantity  (eighth 
day),'^ — Pulse  76  (before  taking)  ;  88  (four  hours  after  first  dose,  and  two 
hours  after  second  dose,  first  day) ;  72  (fifteen  minutes  alter  first  dose,  sec- 
ond day),''. 

Neck  and  HacJi. — Neck,  Dull  pain  in  back  of  the  neck,  with  feel- 
ing of  constriction  (twenty-fifth  day),''. — Soreness  of  the  cervical  and  occipital 
muscles,  always  worse  when  she  has  "  thirsty  spells,"  during  the  whole  prov- 
ing,'.— Hack.  Pain  in  the  back  and  nausea  (tenth  day),^'.— Pain  in  back 
all  the  evening,  till  after  midnight,  when  it  abated  somewhat  (thirteenth 
day),°^ — Severe  pain  in  back  (third  day),". — [430.]  Constant  burning  in 
the  back  (sixty-ninth  day),'. — Some  backache  and  pain  in  right  ovary 
(twenty-eighth  day),'. — l)ovsal.  Some  pain  between  shoulders  (second 
day),*. — Dull  pain  under  right  scapula,  being  weary  from  attending  lectures ; 
have  felt  it  before  when  tired,". — Pain  in  lower  dorsal  vertebrse,  as  if  the 
back  would  break,  for  two  days  (after  nearly  three  months),^ — Lanibav. 
Steady,  though  not  severe  pain  in  lumbar  region  (after  nine  hours  and  a 
quarter,  first  night);  continuing  though  sensibly  growing  lighter;  occasional 
transfer  of  pain  to  between  shoulders  (second  morning),*. — Pain  in  lumbar 
region  increasing  in  severity  (after  dose,  secoud  day)  ;  much  distressed  with 
pain  in  lumbar  region,  on  rising  in  the  morning,  lasting  through  the  day 
and  not  disappearing  till  evening  (third  day),*. — Sharp  pain  in  the  lumbar 
region,  extending  thence  over  the  right  hip  to  the  umbilical  region,  relieved 
temporarily  by  rubbing  (eighth,  ninth,  and  tenth  nights),". — Gnawing  pain 
in  the  back,  in  the  lumbar  region,  lasting  all  night,  worse  in  bed  (fourth 
and  fifth'night),". — Ou  changing  position  in  bed,  drawing  pain  in  the  right 
side  of  the  loins,  near  the  hip,  increased  after  rising  up  (fifteenth  day),'*. — ■ 
[440.]  Pain  in  the  lower  part  of  the  back  (sixth  day),'°. — Constant  dull 
pain  low  down  in  the  backbone  between  the  hips,". — Dull  and  constant 
pain  in  the  back,  between  the  hips,  with  pressing  downwards  at  the  anus ; 
continuing  to  tenth  day,  not  much  relieved  by  lying  down  (sixth  day),''". — • 
Pain  in  small  of  the  back,". — Dull,  heavy  pain  and  great  weakness  in  the 
small  of  the  back  and  loins,  continuing  four  following  days  (after  twenty- 
four  days),". — Steady  pain  in  the  small  of  the  back,  in  the  spine,  spreading 
both  ways  to  the  kidneys,  continuing  the  whole  day  (seventh  day),"*. — Dull 
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pain  in  small  of  back  and  sacrum,  all  the  afternoon  and  evening  (twelfth 
day),**. — Dull  and  occasional  shooting  pains  across  the  small  of  the  back, 
lasting  a  short  time  (after  second  dose,  first  day),'. — -Sficval,  *Pain  in 
saarum  all  day  (eleventh  day),*^ — Pain  in  the  lower  part  of  the  sacrum 
(fifth  day),''. — [450.]  *Pain  in  the  sacrum,  with  a  sensation  of  weight  and 
downward  pressurein  lower  part  of  abdomen  (hypogastrium),  which  continued 
with  a  good  deal  of  severity  for  six  days,  worse  when  standing  (after 
eighteen  days),\— Dull  pain  low  down  in  the  back,  in  the  sacrum  (fifth 
day),*'. — Drawing  pains  in  the  sacrum  aggravated  by  moving;  in  the  morn- 
ing (thirteenth  day),". — Aching  and  pressure  across  tlielumbo-sacral  region, 
and  some  pressure  upon  the  rectum  (twentieth  day),'. — From  the  very  tip 
of  the  OS  coccygis  a  pulling  upwards  and  forwards  (twenty-fifth  day),'. 

Extremities  in  General. — Severe  pain  in  the  second  joints  of 
fingers  and  in  the  ankle-joint,  so  that  when  driving  the  horse  must  be 
stopped,  the  jolting  was  so  painful  (seventeen  days  after  12  drops),'". — In 
early  part  of  night,  an  outpressing  sensation  in  hands,  arms,  feet,  and  legs 
(first  to  eighth  day),^ — Quick  pain  in  the  ring  fingers  of  both  hands  and 
corresponding  toes  of  both  feet,  at  the  same  time,  passing  off"  in  a  few  sec- 
onds (after  third  dose,  first  day),'. 

Superior  Extremities. — Shoulder.  Crampy  pain  in  left  shoul- 
der and  mamma,".— ^ry/j-.  Tearing  pains  in  the  left  upper  arm,  which 
seemed  to  be  confined  to  the  muscles  (ninth  day),". — Forearm.  [460.] 
Pressing  pains  in  the  right  arm  and  wrist  (twenty -fifth  day),". —  Wrist, 
Pain  (a  hard  ache)  in  the  right  wrist,  and  great  weakness  of  the  part  in 
the  morning  (twelfth  day),". — Hand.  Tremor  of  the  hands  (third  day),'". 
— Hands  and  arms  stiflT  and  hot  as  if  parched  (thirty-first  day),". — Right 
hand  and  arm  stiff"  and  painful,  abating  after  8  a.m.  (sixteenth  day),". — 
Pricking,  painful  .sensation  in  the  hands  and  fingers,  in  the  morning 
(twelfth  day),". — Fiilf/evs.  Paralysis  or  stiff"ness  of  the  fingers,  so  that 
she  can  hardly  hold  a  pencil  firmly  enough  to  write  (fourth  day),'". — Fin- 
gers of  right  hand  feel  stiff",  with  cramp  in  the  middle  finger  and  up  the 
arm,  at  5  p.m.  (thirtieth  day),". — Cramps  in  the  fingers  (twenty-fifth  day),". 
— Pain  in  the  index  finger,  beginning  at  the  point,  like  that  produced  by 
an  electric  current,  with  throbbing  of  the  pulse  (after  eight  hours,  twenty- 
first  day),". — [470.]  A  sensation  as  of  an  electric  current,  beginning  at  the 
end  of  the  left  index  finger,  extended  to  the  other  fingers  of  the  same  hand

— Sneezing,  dulness  above 
the  eyes,  and  a  sick  feeling  in  all  the  limbs,  followed  by  tliin  mucus  from 
the  left  nostril,  and  less  confusion  in  the  head  ;  headache  and  heaviness  of 
the  limbs,  in  the  evening  (first  day)  ;  next  morning  the  coryza  was  still  in 
full  blast,^ — Forcible  sneezing  (after  one  hour),^ — Constant  trickling  from 
the  nose  (second  day),'"". — Running  from  the  nose  renewed  after  a  glass  of 
cold  water  ;  a  feeling  of  heat  in  the  face  and  over  the  whole  body,  as  in 
fever ;  after  awhile  prickling  as  in  perspiration,  with  only  moist  skin  (sec- 
ond day),*.

3Iouttl. — Teeth.  Jerking  in  the  last  upper  back  teeth,'. — ^Grumbling 
in  the  teeth  continues  the  fourth  day,'"". — Frequent  gnawing  pain  in  the 
last  upper  back  teeth,  now  in  the  right,  now  in  the  left  side  (second  day),^i>. 
— General  Mouth,  Mouth  slimy,  with  small,  pasty,  insufficient  stools, 
in  the  morning  (second  day),^^ — Taste.  Metallic  taste  of  the  drug,  and 
a  general  sensation  as  if  he  had  taken  medicine,". — Sweetish  taste  in  the 
mouth,  coming  from  both  sides,  as  if  from  the  teeth  (after  one  hour),'. — 
Earthy  taste  extending  back  into  the  palate  (while  triturating),'. 

Throat. — Much  hawking,'. 

Stomach.— [50. '[  Pain  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach,". — Pressure  in  the 
pit  of  the  stomach,  and  decided  heat  of  the  face  (after  forty  minutes),'. — 
Eructations  of  water  tasting  like  bad  eggs,'. — Decided  nausea,  with  gen- 
eral perspiration,'. — Deathlike  nausea  and  a  kind  of  cholera,'. — Deathly 
nausea  (after  fifteen  minutes);  he  became  as  white  and  cold  as  marble  ; 
constant  vomiting  and  diarrhoea  ;  the  lines  of  the  face  as  in  a  dying  per- 
son,'. 

Abdomen. — Frequent-emission  of  much  odorless  flatus,  in  the  even- 
ing (second  day),^". — Profuse  emission  of  loud,  very  ofl^ensive  flatus  (after 
one  hour),*. — Pain  here  and  there  in  all  places  in  the  abdomen,'. — Diar- 
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rhcea-like  sensation  in  the  abdomen  (immediately),'''. — [SO-l  Warmth  and 
a  painful  sensation  in  the  abdomen  (after  fifty  minutes)/. — Feeling  of  heat 
in  the  abdomen,^ — Heat,  burning,  and  constriction  in  the  abdomen  (second 
day),*. — Cramplike  pain  in  the  abdomen  (second  day),  not  so  marked 
(third  day),". — Aching  in  the  abdomen,  during  and  after  a  thin  stool  (first 
day),''\ — Aching  deep  in  the  abdomen,  followed  by  weariness  in  the  limbs, 
sneezing  and  fluent  coryza  of  the  left  side  (immediately),^.

— Haemorrhoids  on  the  left  side  of  the  anus,  fol- 
lowing a  hard,  nodular,  lumpy  stool,  evacuated  with  pressure,  aggravated 
by  riding  in  a  carriage,  very  painful  at  night  on  going  out  (eighth  day),*. 
— SubJectitW.  Burning  and  constriction  in  the  anus  (second  day),^ — A 
cooling-burning  pain  in  small  spots  in  the  anus  (after  one  hour  and  a  half),'. 
— Frequent  painful  constriction  in  the  sphincter  ani,*. — ^A  sore  pain  in  vari- 
ous spots  in  the  anus,  with  a  pasty  stool  (second  day),*. — Urging  to  stool, 
from  6  to  7  p.m.,  only  wind  passed  (fifth  day),"'. 

Stool. — Diarrhcea.  Two  diarrhoea-like  stools,  greenish-gray,  with-

He  feels  the  stool  in  the  bowels  long  before  the  evacuation,  as  if 
he  were  unable  to  evacuate  it  (second  day),*. — Stool  omitted  in  the  morn- 
ing (second  day),*^ 

Sexual  Organs. — Burning  on  the  left  side  of  the  scrotum,'. — In- 
crease of  sexual  desire  and  power ;  but  more  difficult  emission  of  semen 
(fifth  day),*. — Emission  wanting  during  coition  in  the  evening  (first  day),'; 
(third  day),*. 

Mesirtratory  Organs.— Voice.  Voice  husky,  was  frequently 
obliged  to  hawk,  in  the  evening  (first  day),': — Voice  husky;  must  con- 
stantly hawk,  though  the  voice  remains  weak  and  hoarse,  with  difficult 
respiration,  in  the  evening  (second  day),"'.— Coitgrfe.  Cough  during  the 
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afternoon  sleep  repeatedly  waking  him  (first  day)/. — [100.]  Sudden  vio- 
lent cough  (after  seven  hours  and  a  half),''*. — Mespiration.  Respira- 
tory troubles  after  drinking  water,  in  the  afternoon  and  repeatedly  after- 
wards (fifth  day),*. — Difficulty  of  breathing  after  drinking  water  (fifth 
day),*. — Difficult  breathing,  with  headache  in  the  forehead  (first  day),l— 
Constant  difficult  breathing  in  the  evening  (second  day),^''. — A  peculiar 
difficulty  of  breathing  in  the  lower  part  of  the  chest,  as  if  there  were  an  im- 
pediment below  the  diaphragm,  so  that  he  cannot  take  a  deep  breath,  even 
when  outstretched,  as  if  there  it  were  too  full,  in  the  afternoon  ;  better  in 
the  evening  (fourth  day),*. 

Chest, — A  pain,  frequently  repeated,  deep  in  the  left  chest,  an  inch  to 
the  side  of  the  nipple  and  about  an  inch  deep;  lasting  from  ten  to  twelve 
hours  (after  two  to  three  hours),' ;  again  (after  one  hour  and  a  half,  and  in 
the  evening),''^ — Oppression  of  the  chest,  weakness,  and  yawning,**".— Suf- 
focative swelling  up  in  the  middle  of  the  chest,  behind  the  sternum,  taking 
away  the  breath,  and  when  violent  becoming  painful,  as  from  the  beating 
of  waves  in  the  aorta  (after  forty-five  minutes),'. — Violent  pain  below  the 
sternum  (which  he  had  never  had,  nor  anything  like  it),  seeming  like  a 
transient  cutting  from  above  downward,  and  from  right  to  left ;  especially 
on  stretching  out  the  right  arm;  in  the  forenoon,  then  at  noon,  then  at  2 
o'clock  (sixth  day),*''- 

Bftck, — [110.]  Pain  in  the  back  (second  day),^ — Pains  in  the  small  of 
the  back  and  loins ;  a  bruised  feeling  on  bending  backwards  (from  taking 
cold?),  (third  day),*. 

ISxtrcinities  in  General. — Weariness  in  the  lirabs,l — Sick  feel- 
ing in  all  the  limbs,  with  coryza ;  feels  relieved  when  it  becomes  fluent,". — 
Craraplike  sensation  in  the  limbs  (second  day),^ 

Superior  Mactremities. — Violent  pain  in  the  metacarpal  bone  of 
the  left  hand  ;  then  a  kind  of  shivering  and  coldness,  with  headache  above 
the  eyes,' ;  again  in  the  hands,'"'. 

Inferior  Moctremlties, — Painful  sensation  of  fulness  in  the  lower 
limbs,l — Pain  in  the  right  hip-joint,  posteriorly,  as  if  dislocated  ;  especially 
sensitive  on  certain  motions  and  positions,  even  while  sitting,  at  6  p.m. 
(second  day)  ;  on  the  fourth  day  it  was  very  deeply  seated,  and  farther 
backward,  as  if  behind  the  joint ;  sometimes  worse  when  stooping,  very 
troublesome  on  getting  into  a  coach,'^'. — Violent  bruised  pain  in  both  hip- 
joints,  worse  in  the  left  (third  day),*. — Great  weariness  in  the  knees  and 
above  them  (after  four  hours),^— [120.]  Violent  sticking,  cramplike  pain 
in  the  middle  of  the  leg  beneath  the  right  groin,  in  the  evening  (second 
day),l — The  soles  of  the  feet  and  heels  ache  from  standing  and  walking 
(first  day) ;  especially  the  right  heel  feels  benumbed  on  stamping  upon  it 
(second  day),'"". — Remarkably  sore  pain  in  both  heels,  when  walking  and 
stepping  (third  day),*. — Pain"  in  the  joint  of  the  left  great  toe  (after  five  to

General  Symptoms. — Objective.  Relaxation  of  mind  and  body,'.

— Small  burning-itching  spots 
in  the  face,'. — Small  brownish  spots  on  the  backs  of  both  hands;  examined 
through  the  magnifying  glass  they  looked  like  small  rugose  spots,  as  if 
warts  would  form  ;  some  spots  are  somewhat  more  elevated  than  others 
(third  day),*. — A  white  spot  with  a  darker  areola,  like  the  beginning  of 
lepra,  on  the  back  of  the  fourth  finger  between  the  second  and  third 
knuckles  (third  day),*. — A  red,  very  fine  eruption,  itching  but  little,  in  the 
bend  of  the  elbow  (fifth  day),*. — Itching  and  eruption  like  small  weals  on 
the  left  shoulder  and  in  the  hollow  of  both  knees,  lasting  for  more  than  a 
week,  especially  on  the  right  side,"". — Numerous  red  pimples  in  the  skin  of 
the  right  side  of  the  face,  as  if  an  acne  would  form  (third  day),*. — Small 
reddish  vesicles  between  the  knuckles  of  the  right  third  and  fourth  fingers, 
and  afterwards  in  the  left  hand  on  the  radial  side  of  the  fourth  finger,  pre- 
ceded by  violent  itching  and  scratching  (second  day),'. — Eruption  on  the 
hands,  small  itching  vesicles,  especially  on  the  backs  of  the  fingers,  most 
on  both  fourth  fingers  (third  to  fifth  and  following  days),*. — Subjective. 
Prickling  as  in  perspiration,  with  only  a  moist  skin  (second  day),"". — [150,] 
Violent  itching  in  the  hollow  of  the  left  knee  (first  and  second  days),'"" ;

Sleep. — Inclination  to  yawn  and  stretch,'. — Much  yawning,  with  weak- 
ness, in  the  evening,'''. — Frequent  very  deep  yawning,  with  inclination  to 
stretch,  followed  by  a  cooling  weary  sensation  and  confusion  of  the  head,'. 
— Sleep  and  sleepiness,  all  day  (third  day),*. — Sleep  at  night  bad,*. 

Fevey. — Chilliness,  Chilliness  with  constant  trickling  from  the 
nose  (second  day),"". — Chilliness  with  fluent  coryza,'^ — A  kind  of  coldness 
and  shiveriug,*. — Cold  and  white  like  marble,  in  cholera,". — Heut.  [160.] 
Feeling  of  heat  in  the  face  and  over  the  whole  body  (second  day),'''. — ■ 
Feeling  of  heat  in  the  face,  in  the  afternoon  (fourth  day),"". — Reflection 
causes  heat  of  the  face,  in  the  evening  (first  day),'. — Heat  in  the  face, 
alternating  with  confusion  of  the  head,  in  the  evening  (first  day),'. — Heat 
of  the  face,  with  palpitation,'. — The  general  confusion  of  the  whole  body 
increased  to  heat  and  burning  in  the  abdomen,'. — Constant  heat  in  the 
face,  especially  after  motion  and  thought,  in  the  afternoon  and  evening 
(first  day),'. — Burning  in  the  palms  of  the  hands  (second  day),^ — Sweat. 
General  perspiration  with  nausea,*.

Common  names.  Butter  and  eggs,  Toad-flax ;  (G.),  Frauenflachs,  Lein- 
kraut. 

Preparation,  Tincture  of  the  plant.

Mind.— Emotional.  Peevish  mood,''.— Indifference  (first  day),^— 
Intellectual.  General  dulness  (first  day),l— Stupid,  feeling  of  indiffer- 
ence, ill-humor,  with  dull  pain  in  the  forehead,  with  heat  after  the  sleep, 
lasting  till  night,^ 

jffea^Z.— Confusion  of  the  head  (after  10  drops),*. — Confusion  of  the 
head,  with  irresistible  sleepiness  (first  day),l — Head  very  much  confused 
all  day  (after  20  drops),*. — Pressure  in  the  frontal  region  (after  20  drops),*. 

Mouth. — Dryness  of  the  tongue,  in  the  morning  on  waking,  associated 
with  some  thirst,  so  that  I  desired  to  drink  water  before  rising,  which  was 
very  unusual;  water,  however,  did  not  have  a  good  taste,  it  seemed  to  have 
something  rough  in  it,  and  I  noticed  that  it  glided  unpleasantly  over  the 
tongue,  and  in  fact,  an  examination  showed  that  the  taste-papillse  were 
somewhat  elevated,^ — [10.]

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watery  stools,  with  very  little  bile-pigment  (after  20  drops),*. — Flatulence

two  or  three  stools,  always  with  blood  (twenty-third  day) ;  after  which  there 
was  a  daily  stool  with  discharge  of  blood,  for  more  than  a  week,'. — Stool 
with  some  blood,  followed  by  frothy  saliva  like  mucus  (thirty-fourth  day) ; 
urgiug  to  stool  with  much  pressure;  discharge  of  a  consistent  stool  without 
blood,  with  only  mucus ;  five  hours  later,  again  desire  for  stool,  with  dis- 
charge of  watery  blood,  and  some  tenacious  black  clots,  difiicult  to  expel 
from  the  anus ;  in  the  afternoon,  three  hours  after  dinner,  again  desire  f(3r 
stool,  and  a  scanty  stool  consisting  of  watery  blood  (thirty-fifth  day);  in 
the  morning,  a  scanty  stool  with  some  white  mucus  and  a  few  drops  of  blood ; 
in  the  afternoon  a  desire  for  stool  which  was  repressed  (thirty-sixth  day) ;  in 
the  morning  a  stool  with  mucus  (thirty-seventh  day) ;  in  the  morning  a  stool 
with  mucus  (thirty-eighth  day),'.— Stools  continued  to  be  followed  by  mucus 
and  often  blood,  sometimes  thin,  sometimes  clotted,  for  a  long  time  (after

— Oppression  of  the  chest,^ — Op- 
pression of  the  chest,  with  frequent  inclination  or  need  for  taking  a  deep 
breath,'. — Stitches  in  the  chest,  beneath  the  third  and  fourth  ribs,'. — • 
Front,  Fulness  of  the  chest  beneath  the  sternum,  as  if  the  chest  would 
burst,  especially  after  smoking  or  walking  a  few  steps,  so  that  he  was 
obliged  to  stop  and  take  a  deep  breath,  also  ascending  steps  was  very  diffi- 
cult ;  lasting  for  a  long  time  after  the  proving,'. — Pressure  on  the  sternum 
(forty-fifth  day),'. — Pressing  at  stool  causes  pressure  and  a  feeling  of  ful- 
ness beneath  the  sternum,  which  is  also  caused  by  rapid  walking  or  other 
physical  exertion  (after  thirty-third  day),'. — Pressure  and  fulness  beneath 
the  sternum,  as  if  the  chest  would  burst,  especially  on  walking,  or  other 
physical  exertion  ;  if  he  wished  to  walk  rapidly  he  was  obliged  to  remain 
standing  awhile  to  rest,  to  take  breath  a  few  times  before  he  continued  to 
walk  (twenty-sixth  day),'. — Frequent  sticking  pain  through  the  chest, 
starting  from  the  sternum  and  extending  to  the  spine  (after  twenty-one 
days),'.

Stitches  in  the  left  side  of 
the  chest  preventing  deep  inspiration,  especially  while  sitting,  between  the 
seventh  and  eighth  ribs,  relieved  by  motion,  like  incarcerated  flatulence; 
ceasing  after  the  discharge  of  blood  from  the  anus  (seventeenth  day),'. — 
Fine,  suddenly  piercing,  transient  stitches  in  both  sides  of  the  chest,  about 
a  hand's  breadth  externally  and  above  the  nipples,'. — Mamnice.  Stitches 
in  the  mamma  (forty-third  day),'. 
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Heart  and  Pulse. — Violent  palpitation  every  evening  (in  a  healthy 
womjin),  becoming  so  violent  that  she  was  obliged  to  stop  drinking  the 
water ;  she  had  never  suffered  from  it  before,'. — Pulse  increased  from  88 
to  94  (in  six  minutes  while  in  the  bath)  ;  pulse  74  (twenty-eight  minutes 
after  the  bath),'. — Increased  rapidity  of  the  pulse  while  in  the  bath,  once 
increased  from  72  to  78,  at  another  time  from  74  to  88,  at  another  from  72 
to  86,'. — Pulse  65  (before  the  bath)  ;  73  and  intermitting  three  times  in 
73  beats  (after  three  minutes  in  the  bath),  (in  a  man),'. — Pulse  94,  with 
palpitation  (before  the  bath) ;  80,  without  palpitation  (after  twenty  min- 
utes in  the  bath),  (in  a  woman),'.

Pain  in  the  lumbar  region,  with  pressure  and  tension,  waking  him 
several  times  at  night,  especially  when  lying  on  the  left  side  (twenty-third 
day),'. — A  drawing  tensive  pain  iu  the  right  lumbar  region,  while  lying  on 
the  right  side,  with  the  right  leg  outstretched  and  the  left  leg  flexed,  so  that 
he  was  obliged  to  change  his  position  ;  the  pain  disappeared  on  bending  the 
right  leg  at  the  knee  (thirty-second  day),'. — Pain  in  the  small  of  the  back, 
associated  with  griping  in  the  abdomen,^

Superior  Extremities, — Paralytic  pain  in  the  whole  right  arm

arm  (forty-first  day),'. — Drawing  tearing  in  the  left  arm  towards  evening 
(sixteenth  day),^ — Drawing  tearing  in  the  right  arm  extending  down  from 
the  shoulder,  with  a  paralytic  sensation,  worse  iu  the  wrist  (thirty-seventh 
day),'. — Sand.  Great  distension  of  the  veins  on  the  backs  of  the  hands, 
after  inhaling  the  gas  (sixth  day),'^ — Trembling  of  the  hands  while  sit- 
ting, especially  of  the  right  hand,  with  anxious  palpitation  and  orgasm  of 
blood  in  the  chest  (thirteenth  day),'. — Fingers.  The  two  last  fingers  of 
the  right  hand  fell  asleep  in  the  evening  (fiftieth  day),'. — Falling  asleep  of 
the  three  last  fingers  of  the  right  hand,  while  knitting,  with  formication  ;

Jerk- 
ing and  uneasiness  in  the  leg,  in  the  evening  while  sitting  (thirty-sixth  day),'. 
— Great  jerking  in  the  lower  extremities,  while  sitting  and  standing,  almost 
like  chorea  (forty-fourth  day),'. — Great  weariness  and  prostration  in  the 
lower  extremities  (twelfth  day),'. — Suddenly,  a  transient  pain  shooting  from 
the  knee  to  the  ankle,l — An  acute  paralytic-like  pain  in  the  anterior  part 
of  the  upper  extremity  of  the  tibia,  when  walking,  noticed  on  putting  the 
foot  forward,'. — Cramp  in  the  left  leg,  gradually  relieved  by  rubbing,  with 
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great  uneasiness  of  the  limbs,  so  that  he  was  constantly  obliged  to  move 
them,  in  the  evening,  preventing  sleep  (thirty -fourth  day),'.

and  sleepy ;  was  obliged  to  sleep  an  hour  after  breakfast  (ninth  day),'. — 
Weak  and  sleepy,  disinclined  to  do  anything  (third  day),'. — Weak  and 
sleepy  all  day ;  yawning ;  after  eating  he  slept  three  hours  and  was  still 
sleepy ;  went  to  bed  early  and  slept  all  night  (fifth  day),'. — So  weak  and 
weary  that  he  was  obliged  to  lie  in  bed  all  day,  had  no  appetite,  ate  nothing 
but  soup  (thirty-second  day),'. — Great  uneasiness,  in  the  evening  while 
sitting,  must  change  his  position  (fiftieth  day),'.

Skin. — Jaundice,^ — Fine  red  or  pale  red  discrete  eruption  as  large  as 
flaxseed,  not  elevated  above  the  surface  of  the  skin,  over  the  whole  body, 
itching  violently,  while  in  the  bath  and  for  some  hours  afterwards,  and  in 
the  evening  in  bed ;  on  continuing  to  bathe  in  and  drink  the  waters  there 
developed  larger  pemphigus-like  vesicles  containing  water,'. — Eruption  on 
arms,  hands,  and  face,  like  bee  stings,  with  swellings  an  inch  and  a  half  in 
diameter,  induration,  and  in  the  middle  a  whitish  elevation  like  nettle- 
rash,  itching  so  violently  that  she  could  scarcely  sleep  at  night ;  after 
scratching' she  was  almost  beside  herself  (after  sixty  days),^ — Frequent 
drawings  in  the  calves,  on  which  appeared  an  eruption  the  next  day ,  which 
was  palish  red  and  papular,^ — Pimples  on  the  chest  and  abdomen,  with 
red  areolae,  with  great  itching,  so  that  he  was  constantly  obliged  to  scratch 
them,  as  though  he  had  been  bitten  by  fleas  (thirty-seventh  day),'. — Small, 
itching,  hard  pimples  on  the  back  of  the  right  hand  (after  fourteen  days),'. 
— Prickling  sticking  in  the  skin  of  the  whole  body  (thirty-second  day),'.^ 
Prickling  sticking  in  the  skin  makes  him  impatient  and  restless ;  is  con- 
stantly obliged  to  change  his  position  (twenty-eighth  day),'. 

'Sleep  and  Dream,s. — Sleepiness.  [230.]  Much  yawning  while 
inhaling  the  gas  (fifteenth  day),'  ^. — Sleepiness  ;  falls  asleep  at  a  very  un- 
usual time,'. — Sleepiness  after  dinner ;  he  lay  down  but  could  not  sleep 
(thirty-seventh  day),'. — Sleepy  and  weary  the  whole  forenoon  ;  was  obliged 
to  take  a  nap  (seventh  day),'. — Sleepy  early  in  the  evening;  obliged  to  go 
to  bed  at  8.30,  and  soon  fell  asleep  (twelfth  day),'. — Sleeplessness. 
Much  less  sleepy  and  weary  after  inhaling  the  gas  (sixth  day),'. — Cannot 
sleep  in  the  evening,  and  it  is  diflSeult  to  rise  in  the  morning  (forty-first 
and  forty-second  days),'. — Sleep  restless,  with  many  unremembered  dreams 
(ninth  day),^ — Frequent  waking  at  night  (sixteenth  day),^— Woke  at  2 
o'clock  from  dreams  of  anger ;  could  not  sleep  again  till  morning  (seven- 
teenth night),*. — Dreams,  [240.]  Unremembered  anxious  dreams,  with 
frequent  waking  (fifteenth  day),', — Heavy  unremembered  dreams  the  whole 
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night,  with  frequent  disagreeable  waking,  but  soon  falling  asleep  again  ;  on 
rising  in  the  morning,  he  was  still  sleepy  and  anxious  (thirteenth  day),'. — 
Very  vivid  dreams  all  night  of  journeyings  by  land  and  water,  so  that 
when  he  awoke  he  did  not  know  whether  it  was  really  a  dream  or  not

Many  dreams  of  dead  people  and  coflins  (seventh  day),'. 

Fever. — Chilliness.  Chilliness,'. — [250.]  Shivering  with  thirst,'. — 
Heat.  Anxious  heat,'. — Flushes  of  heat  and  anxiety  like  faintness,'. — 
Flushes  of  heat,  with  flickering  before  the  eyes,  immediately  after  drinking 
four  glasses,'. — Orgasm  of  blood  ;  flushes  of  heat  with  anxiety;  was  obliged 
to  loosen  everything  about  the  throat  and  wrists  (twelfth  day),*. — Heat 
and  orgasm  of  blood  in  the  head  (fifteenth  day),*. — Glowing  heat  of  the  face, 
as  after  intoxicating  drinks  (twelfth  day),*.- — Glowing  red  cheeks,  and 
somewhat  accelerated  pulse  (eighth  day),*. — Stveat.  Perspires  easily,'. — 
Increased  perspiration,'. — [260.]  Frequent  waking  at  night  in  perspira- 
tion ;  obliged  to  change  his  shirt ;  with  remarkable  dreams  (sixteenth 
day),'. — While  reading,  he  began  to  perspire,  in  the  afternoon  (fourteenth 
day),'. — Profuse  perspiration  at  night ;  he  woke  at  3.30,  and  was  unable  to 
sleep  until  5,  after  which  he  slept  till  7  (seventeenth  night),'. — Profuse 
perspiration  in  the  morning,  so  that  he  was  obliged  to  change  his  shirt 
(twelfth  day),'. — Perspiration  at  night,  drenching  two  shirts  (seventeenth 
day),'. — Profuse  perspiration  at  night,  soaking  three  shirts  (twentieth  day),'. 

— Aggravation. — {Morning),  Bitter  taste. — {Afternoon), 
Towards  evening,  feeling  of  intoxication  in  |iead. — {Evening),  Sneezing ;

diarrhcea;  perspiration. — {Coition),  Heaviness,  etc.,  in  chest. — {Cold  water). 
Toothache. — {Reading),  In  recumbent  position,  flickering  before  eyes. —

Lithium  Carbonate,  LiC03. 

Preparation,  Triturations. 

Authorities.  (Hering's  provings.  Am.  Horn.  Rev.,  3,  p.  485) ;  1,  C.  L.  R., 
eifects  of  triturating  (to  the  third  ?)  ;  2,  C.  Hering,  took  half  a  grain  of  3d 
trit ;  3,  same,  took  5  drops  of  a  solution  1  to  100  of  Lithium  Causticum 
which  had  stood  three  years;  prover  had  for  several  weeks  experienced  a 
pain  in  the  external  lower  part  of  the  right  scapula,  which  this  morning 
showed  itself  on  the  left  side  also ;  4,  a  young  lady,  aged  20,  took  L.  carb.  30, 
for  violent  pains  in  the  region  of  the  heart  before  and  during  menstruation  ; 
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5,  a  young  man  with  irritability  of  bladder  took  the  30th  (case  detailed  as 
a  whole) ;  6,  A.  G.,  a  young  lady,  took  1st  cent.  trit. ;  7,  a  man,  aged  70, 
took  3d  trit. ;  8,  Dr.  Neidhard,  took  half  a  small  vial  of  1st  cent,  dil.,  in 
evening,  half  next  morning;  8a,  same,  took  3d  in  evening;  9,  Dr.  Geist, 
took  5th,  1  drop  first  morning,  same  second  morning,  same  third  morning; 
after  several  weeks,  a  dose  of  2  drops  ;  10,  Mrs.  P.,  took  globules  of  6th  dil., 
on  two  successive  days ;  10  a,  same,  took  6th  dil.,  twice  daily  for  three 
days  ;  10  b,  same  repeated,  three  doses  ;  10  c,  same,  another  dose. 

JUitlfl. — Memory  for  names  less  retentive  than  usual  (second  day),'. — 
Head — Confusion.  Confusion  of  the  head,  with  pain  in  sacrum 
when  standing  (third  day),^ — Confusion  of  the  head  in  both  temples  ;  a 
dull  pressure  from  without  inwards,  with  moderate  pain  in  left  abdominal 
ring,  like  a  pressing  from  within  outwards  (soon),  (second  day),'. — Head 
painfully  confused  on  both  sides  (after  ten  minutes),^ — General  Head. 
A  young  lady  of  twenty  years  took  Lithium  carb.  30th  evening  and  morn- 
ing, on  account  of  violent  pains  in  the  region  of  the  heart,  before  and  during 
menstruation ;  menstruation  ceased  too  soon  and  suddenly,  and  at  the  same 
time  the  pains  in  the  heart  ceased  also.  Violent  headache  in  the  vertex 
and  temples,  on  awaking  in  the  morning  (second  day) ;  headache  still  con- 
tinues (third  day) ;  less  (fourth  and  fifth  days)  ;  very  severe  again  in  the  left 
eye,  in  the  temple,  and  in  a  small  spot  in  the  occiput  (sixth  day) ;  very 
severe  in  the  temple  and  vertex,  and  inasmuch  as  she  thought  vomiting 
might  relieve  her,  she  drank  some  warm  water,  but  to  no  purpose  ;  it  is  like 
a  heavy  weight  upon  the  vertex  and  pressing  in  the  temple  ;  the  whole  head 
seems  too  large,  and  as  if  it  were  seized ;  the  most  violent  pain  is  in  small  spots, 
and  this  in  particular  increased  the  nausea ;  could  hardly  keep  the  eyes  open ; 
they  pained  as  if  sore  from  morning  till  noon  ;  when  looking  at  anything 
the  head  became  worse  ;  she  cannot  remain  lying  down  ;  it  pains  everywhere ; 
when  sitting  somewhat  bet|er ;  relieved  by  going  out  (seventh  day),*. — 
Forehead.  Heaviness  in  the  sinciput,  especially  in  the  frontal  eminences, 
the  whole  day  (second  day),*'. — Heaviness  of  the  whole  forehead  (after  one 
hour  and  a  half),*. — Gentle  pressing  pain  in  the  left  forehead,  and  subse- 
quently over  the  eyes ;  the  pain  in  the  forehead  becomes  gradually  worse 
and  extends  to  the  left  side,  with  nausea  (after  one  hour  and  a  quarter),*. — 
Temples.  Once,  a  transient  pain  in  the  left  temple  (third  day),™. — [10.] 
Pain  in  the  left  temple  extending  into  the  orbit,  accompanied  by  gnawing 
in  the  stomach,  began  about  an  hour  before  dinner;  the  pain  in  the  orbit 
passed  away  while  eating,  but  came  back  about  fifteen  minutes  after  the 
meal,  and  at  the  same  time  was  felt  in  the  right  temple  ;  a  fulness  remained 
in  the  temples  the  whole  afternoon  (third  day),'"'.

heaviness  in  the  forehead,  towards  evening,'"". — Pressure  in  both  temples 
from  without  inwards,  with  a  pressing  pain  in  the  middle  of  the  chest  out- 
wards, towards  both  sides,  in  the  region  of  the  fourth  rib,  immediately,'. — 
Pressure  from  without  inwards,  in  both  temples,  immediately  (first  day),'. 
—  Vet'tex.  Headache  in  left  vertex,  a  kind  of  stitch  (second  morn- 
ing),''.— Headache,  like  a  stitch,  superiorly  in  the  vertex,  on  the  right  side, 
sensitive  when  touched  (after  two  hours),l — JParietals.  Pain  in  the  left 
parietal  bone  (after  three  hours  and  a  half  ),^ — [20.J  Pain  in  the  left  side 
of  the  head,  a  sticking-burning  sensation,  going  from  below  upwards  (after 
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six  minutes),'. — Headache  superiorly,  on  the  right  side,  in  the  evening 
(first  day),'. — Headache  on  the  right  side  superiorly,  later  on  the  left  side 
(after  two  hours),'. 

Eye— Heat  in  the  eyes,'*^— In  the  right  inner  cauthus  a  cooling  sen- 
sation, as  if  from  salt  (after  five  minutes),^ — Eyes  pained  during  and  after 
reading,  as  if  dry,  and  the  lids  especially  were  sore,"'". — Pains  in  the  eyes  as 
if  little  grains  of  sand  were  in  them  ;  decidedly  greater  in  the  left  eye ;  later, 
stitches  in  the  right  eye  (when  making  the  trituration),'. — JSroiv  and 
Orbit.  Pain  now  and  then  in  the  right  brow  (three  days  after  ceasing  to 
take  the  medicine),'"''. — Pain  at  the  outer  end  of  the  right  brow,  gradu- 
ally extending  to  the  temples  and  about  the  ear  (after  ten  or  twelve 
hours),'"''.— Pain  inwardly  above  the  globe  of  the  eye ;  above  the  external 
canthus  (after  six  minutes),^ — [30.]  Twitching,  drawing  pain  around  the 
right  eye,  above  on  the  external  side  especially,  and  deep  in  the  orbit  (after 
half  an  hour),^ — Pain,  a  burning-sticking  sensation  over  the  right  eye  out- 
wardly (after  twenty  minutes),l — Lids.  Sore  pain  in  the  margin  "of  the 
superior  right  eyelid,  a  feeling  of  dryness  (second  daj),'.— Vision.  *The 
sunlight  blinds  him  upon  the  streets,  on  a  dull  day  (after  half  an  hour),\ — 
*0d  the  second  day  of  the  menses,  while  reading,  she  was  obliged  to  get  up 
and  go  out  of  doors  for  a  short  time;  when  she  came  back  she  noticed  an 
uncertainty  of  vision,  and  an  entire  vanishing  of  the  right  half  of  whatever 
she  looked  at ;  or  if  two  short  words  occurred  in  succession,  that  on  the 
right  hand  was  invisible  ;  she  tried  each  eye  alone ;  it  was  the  same  with 
both  ;  during  the  uncertainty  of  vision,  pain  over  the  eyes  and  tension,  as 
if  bound,  in  the  temples ;  this  ceased  while  she  was  eating,  but  soon  after 
it  came  as  an  unpleasant  sensation  in  the  temples,  and  remained,  as  a 
pressure,  until  in  the  night,  and  seemed  to  go  away  during  sleep  (after 
the  proving),'"". 

Mnt'. — Pain  behind  the  left  ear  in  the  bone,  extending  somewhat  to- 
wards the  neck  and  further  (after  two  hours  and  a  half  ),l — Some  pain  in 
the  right  ear,  with  fulness  in  the  temples  (fifth  day),'"". — Pain  went  from 
the  throat  into  the  left  ear,  and  caused  earache  (second  day),'"*. 

Wose. — -Dropping  from  the  nose  in  open  air  (after  half  an  hour)  ;  also, 
later,  in  the  room,^ — Coryza  (dropping),  (after  half  an  hour),l — [40.] 
Must  blow  the  nose  a  great  deal ;  more  mucus  hangs  behind  (in  the  nares), 
in  the  evening  (first  day),^ 

Face. — Pain  in  the  right  side  of  the  face  from  the  root  of  a  tooth  (which 
had  been  sawn  off)  up  towards  the  temple ;  not  severe,  but  continuing  a 
long  time,  in  the  afternoon  (first  day)  ;  the  same  pain  in  left  side  of  the 
face ;  after  breakfast  (second  day),'"'. — Pain  in  the  right  malar  bone,  a 
sticking-burning  sensation,  going  from  below  upwards  (after  six  minutes),^ 

Houth. — Pain  in  the  right  molar  teeth,  a  sticking-lDurning,  going  from 
below  upwards  (after  twenty  rainutes),l — Now  and  then,  toothache  on  the 
right  side  and  posteriorly  (after  three  hours),^ — Toothache  in  a  left  lower 
molar  tooth,  late  in  the  evening  (first  day),^ 

Throat. — Sensation  in  the  throat  as  though  it  would  become  sore  (after 
half  an  hour),^ — Sore  throat  posteriorly,  on  the  right  side,  as  if  sore  when 
swallowing,  for  an  hour  (after  eight  hours  and  a  half  ),^ 

Stomach. — Aj^petite.  For  several  days  past,  a  striking  decrease  of 
appetite ;  neither  desire  for  breakfast  in  the  morning,  nor  during  the  day 
any  desire  to  eat  anything ;  on  beginning  to  eat  the  appetite  is  immediately 
satisfied;  no  desire  for  wine,  beer,  coffee  or  sugar;  for  several  days,  when 
eating  and  drinking,  all  further  desire  ceases,  yet  without  any  aversion 
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(fourth  day), \— Eructation.  Slow  belching  eructations  before  dinner ; 
then  pain  in  the  left  parietal  bone  (after  three  hours  and  a  half )/. — 
Nausea.  [50.]  Easily  nauseated,  before  meals,  when  driving  (fifth 
day),'"'.  —  Nausea,  with  the  pain  in  the  forehead  (after  one  hour  and  a 
quarter),*.— .SfOWtrtC/i.  Restlessness  in  the  stomach,  and  pain  and  heavi- 
ness over  the  brow,  unaltered  by  the  evening  meal,  and  by  walking  out ; 
towards  evening,  lasting  until  she  fell  asleep  (second  day),""'. — Pain  in  the 
epigastrium,  a  sticking-burning  sensation,  going  from  below  upwards  (after 
ten  minutes),^ — A  fulness  in  the  pit  of  the  stomach  ;  she  could  not  endure 
the  pressure  of  her  clothes  upon  the  parts  ;  pressure  upon  it  with  the  hand 
would  have  made  her  vomit ;  she  had  never  before  felt  so  ;  before  breakfast 
(second  morning),^ — Painless,  but  unpleasant  tensive  pressure  on  a  small 
spot  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  stomach,  towards  the  right  of  and  below 
and  behind  the  epigastrium  (after  three  hours  and  a  half),'. — A  sensation 
as  if  a  heavy,  hard  body  were  in  the  stomach,  only  for  a  short  time,  soon 
after  supper  (third  day),'"*. — Gnawing  sensation  in  the  stomach,  which  in- 
creased almost  to  vomiturition,  in  the  forenoon ;  it  increased  about  dinner- 
time, yet  she  ate  without  repugnance  (first  day),'°^ — Gnawing  sensation  in 
the  stomach,  before  mealtimes,  especially  before  dinner  (second  day) ;  it 
began  an  hour  before  dinner,  accompanied  by  pain  in  the  left  temple,  which 
extend-ed  into  the  orbit ;  the  appetite  was  good,  and  the  gnawing  sensation 
passed  away  while  she  was  eating  (third  day),"^ 

Abdomen. — Sypochoiidria,  Violent  pain  in  the  region  of  the 
liver,  between  the  crest  of  the  ilium  and  the  ribs  (upon  the  extreme  right), 
such  as  she  had  sometimes  had  previously  ;  and  in  the  left  iliac  bone  a  pain 
such  as  she  had  often  had  before ;  on  going  out  in  the  afternoon  (second 
day),". — General  Abdomen.  [60.]  Pressure  in  the  region  of  the  liver, 
(after  one  hour  and  a  quarter),^ — Very  offensive  flatus  (second  evening),^ 
— Very  many  small,  penetrating,  putrid  smelling  evacuations  of  flatus  (first, 
second,  and  third  days),l — Pain  in  the  abdomen,  in  the  forenoon  (first 
day),'°»  —  Hifpogastr iiim  and  Iliac  Megions.  Violent  pain 
horizontally  in  the  hypogastrium,  in  the  upper  region  of  the  bladder  (after 
half  an  hour),^. — Moderate  pain  in  the  left  abdominal  ring,  like  a  pressing 
from  within  outward,  with  confusion  of  the  head  in  both  temples ;  a  dull 
pressure  from  without  inwards  (soon),  (second  day),'. 

Anus. — Itching  in  the  anus,  very  sharp,  sudden,  and  short  (after  ten 
hours  and  a  quarter),^ — A  violently  painful,  dull  stitch  in  front  of  the 
anus  in  the  perineal  region,  from  within  outwards  and  from  above  down- 
wards, when  walking  (after  eight  hours  and  a  half  ),^. 

Stool. — Diarrhoea.  Wakened  early  by  a  pain  in  the  abdomen,  fol- 
lowed by  diarrhoea,  which  was  repeated  now  and  then  the  next  day ;  had 
five  or  six  more  stools,  without  much  pain  ;  gentle  pains  on  the  two  ensuing 
days,'". — Very  offensive  diarrhcBa  (second  night),*. — [70.]  Diarrhceic  stools, 
in  the  morning,  immediately  after  chocolate  (fourth  day),^.  —  The  stool, 
which  usually  passed  only  by  considerable  straining,  because  of  its  solidity, 
was  soft  and  easily  discharged  (second  morning),*. — Two  hours  after  dinner, 
a  hard  stool,  the  first  since  day  before  yesterday  (second  day),^ — Stool  first 
hard,  then  soft  and  bright-yellow  (yesterday  evening,  he  ate  eggs  in  bread 
soup),  (second  day),'. — Constipation.  No  stool  (firat  day),'. 

tfrinary  Organs. — Bladder.  Pain  on  the  right  side  in  the 
ureter,  and  through  the  spermatic  cord  into  the  testicle,  which,  however,  did 
not  become  sensitive  to  the  touch,'. — Tenesmus  of  the  bladder  for  awhile, 
and  then  a  discharge  of  clear  frothy  urine  in  great  quantity,  thirteen  ounces; 
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more  than  he  could  retain  so  long  when  in  health ;  in  the  morning  (second 
day)/. — Tenesmus  of  the  bladder,  and  micturition  in  the  street  (between 
nine  hours  and  a  half  and  ten  hours  and  a  half  after  taking) ;  before 
and  for  a  short  time  after  it,  Lithium-pains  in  the  region  of  the  neck  of 
the  bladder  and  other  parts  of  the  urinary  organs ;  the  same  pain  in  the 
region  of  the  neck  of  the  bladder  on  the  right  side/. — Sudden  violent 
tenesmus  of  the  bladder;  the  dark  yellowish  urine  is  in  much  smaller 
quantity  than  usually  follows  such  tenesmus,  with  him  ;  seven  ounces,  in- 
stead of  nine,  ten,  or  eleven  ounces  (after  two  hours)  ;  (the  next  morning, 
the  urine  was  turbid,  without  deposit  or  cloud,  such  as  had  always  accom- 
panied this  phenomenon  before)  ;  five  minutes  later,  sensitiveness  and  pain 
in  the  middle  of  the  urethra,  a  kind  of  pressure  ;  yet  without  any  tenesmus, ^ 
— Sensation  as  if  the  Madder  were  affected  (after  twenty  minutes), I — [SO.J 
Sensitive  pain  in  the  region  of  the  bladder ;  a  sharp  pressure,  more  on  the 
right  side,  like  a  flatulent  colic  (after  two  hours  and  ten  minutes),^ — Fugi- 
tive, sensitive  pains  in  the  lower  region  of  the  bladder,  somewhat  towards 
the  right,  before  urinating;  pains  extending  into  tbe  spermatic  cords,  more 
on  the  left  side,  after  urinating  (second  day),l — Urethra,  (A  customary 
burning  of  the  urethra  was  diminished),  (second  morning),*. — Jtlicturi- 
tion.  Passes  less  urine,  although  he  drinks  as  much  as  usual  (first  day),'. 
—  Urine.  Urine  redder  (second  day);  more  scanty  (third  day),'^ — The 
urine  of  the  forenoon,  two  to  three  ounces,  is  peculiarly  turbid,  and  forms 
a  scanty  flocculent  deposit  (second  day),^ — After  pain  on  the  ureter  and 
through  the  spermatic  cord  into  the  testicle,  turbid  urine  with  more  mucous 
deposit;  after  which,  the  urine  became  and  continued  clearer  than  for  a  long 
time,'. — A  dark  reddish-brown  urinary  deposit,  after  the  diarrhceic  stools, 
in  the  morning  (fourth  day),^ 

Sexual  Organs. — Male.  Lithium-pain  on  the  right  side  of  the 
penis  and  at  the  root  of  the  penis,  throbbing  stitches  when  sitting,  at  8  p.m. 
(second  day),^ — Gentle  twitching  to  and  fro  in  the  seminal  cords  and 
vesical  region  (after  two  hours  and  a  half  ),l — Female.  [90.]  Menses  a 
few  days  later,  and  also  less  in  quantity,'"''. — Menses  occurred  three  or  four 
days  later,  and  were  diminished  (after  five  days),"". 

Mespiratory  Organs. — When  lying  down,  has  a  violent  cough, 
without  expectoration,  which  compels  him  to  sit  up ;  th'e  irritation  which 
provokes  the  cough  is  in  a  small  spot  posteriorly  and  low  in  the  throat ;  it 
consists  of  quick  shocks,  which  do  not  seem  to  come  out  of  the  chest,  not 
from  low  down,  but  they  seem  to  be  produced  in  the  throat,  only  in  short 
paroxysms,  but  very  violent  and  exhausting;  ceases  gradually  (after  four 
days),^ 

Chest. — Pressing  pain  in  the  middle  of  the  chest  outwards  towards 
both  sides,  in  the  region  of  the  fourth  rib,  with  pressure  in  both  temples, 
from  without  inwards,  immediately,'. 

Heart.  Pain  in  the  heart,'''. — She  bent  forwards  over  the  bed,  and  felt 
instantly  a  very  violent  pain  in  the  region  of  the  heart ;  in  the  morning, 
after  rising  (fifth  day),'"'.— On  rising  to  pass  water  in  the  morning,  pressure 
about  the  heart,  which  ceases  only  after  urinating  (second  day),'.— Pain  in 
the  region  of  the  heart,  twitching,  like  a  dull  stitch,  lasting  from  five  to 
ten  minutes  (after  two  hours),'.— Sometimes,  a  sudden  jerk  or  shock  in  the 
heart  (second  day),''. 

Bade.— A  pain,  or  rather  a  feeling  of  soreness,  on  the  right  side,  near 
the  spine,  below  the  loins,  in  a  spot  not  larger  than  the  end  of  the  finger; 
sensitive  to  the  touch,  in  the  morning  on  rising ;  continuing  all  day  until 
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bedtime  (fourth  day)/"'. — [100.]  A  pain,  or  rather  a  feeling  of  soreness,  on 
the  right  side,  near  the  spine,  which  seemed  to  change  to  a  dull  pain  in  the 
sacrum,  and  which  did  not  pass  away  until  she  got  up  (fifth  nighty^ — 
Pain  in  the  sacral  region  (after  one  hour  and  a.half  ),^ — Weakness  in  the 
sacrum,  when  writing,  standing  at  a  high  desk,  in  the  afternoon  (second 
day),'. — Pain  in  the  sacrum  when  standing,  with  confusion  of  the  head 
(third  day),'. — A  violently  painful,  dull  stitch  from  within  outwards,  and 
from  above  downwards,  in  the  sacrum  (after  ten  hours  and  a  half). 
Pressure  as  with  a  dull  point  here  and  there  internally,  as  if  near  the  bone ; 
in  the  evening,  most  on  the  left  side  (first  day),^ 

Superior  Extremities.  —  Pain  on  the  anterior  side  of  the 
right  shoulder-joint,  near  the  insertion  of  the  pectoralis  major,  at  the  mar- 
gin of  the  muscle  (after  half  an  hour),^ — Pain  in  the  metacarpal  bone  of 
the  little  finger  of  the  left  hand,  in  the  evening  (first  day),^ — The  middle 
finger  of  the  left  hand,  which  was  chafed  about  two  hours  ago,  is  painful ; 
a  pain  which  goes  from  other  parts  towards  the  spot,  precisely  of  the  same 
character  as  the  other  Lithium-pains  (after  half  an  hour) ;  the  spot  very 
painful  (after  three  hours),^ — Pain  along  the  middle  finger  towards  the  ex- 
tremity, then  in  the  left  metacarpus,  in  an  outward  direction,  with  burning 
stitches  as  if  it  would  itch,  especially  iu  the  ball  of  the  thumb ;  the  burn- 
ing-sticking pain,  in  jerks  from  within  outwards,  and  ending  in  itching, 
seems  to  the  prover  to  be  characteristic  (after  three  hours),^ — Burning 
stitch  in  the  ball  of  the  left  thumb  (after  three  hours),^ — [HO.]  Twitching 
pain  in  all  the  fingers,  especially  in  the  second  and  third  fingers  of  the  left 
hand,  as  if  in  or  upon  the  bones,  internally  from  the  hand  towards  the  ex- 
tremities, throbbing,  twitching ;  very  sensitive  during  repose,  but  ceasing 
on  pressure,  on  being  grasped,  and  on  motion  ;  first  on  the  rigid  side,  then  on 
the  left  (after  five  hours),^ — For  several  weeks,  on  the  borders  of  the  nails, 
soreness,  redness,  and  pain,  only  prevented  from  extending  by  constantly 
loosening  the  fold  of  skin  from  the  root  of  the  nail ;  it  is  more  at  the 
external  angle,  first  of  the  left  thumb,  then  of  the  right  fourth  finger,  then 
of  several  fingers  of  the  left  hand,  then  of  the  middle  finger  of  the  right 
hand ;  the  skin  adheres  more  firmly  to  the  growing  nail ;  which  had  also 
been  observed  before  and  since  (after  four  days),'. 

Inferior  Extremities.  —  Hip.  Pain  in  the  left  hip,  in  the 
night,"''^. — Itiching-burning  pain  in  a  small  spot,  externally  on  the  right 
hip,  then  on  the  thigh,  then  on  the  outside  of  the  little  toe  (after  half  an 
bour),l — Thigh.  Pain  in  right  thigh  (three  days  after  ceasing  to  take 
the  medicine),""". — Pain  in  the  right  thigh  in  front  and  towards  the  outside, 
in  a  small  spot,  as  it  were  the  seat  of  insertion  of  a  muscle  (third  day),'""". — 
Itching,  sticking  pain  internally  on  the  left  thigh  (after  half  an  hour),l — 
Kiiee.  Great  weakness  of  the  knees  on  going  upstairs  this  morning,  but 
not  at  noon,  nor  in  the  afternoon  and  evening  (first  day),''. — The  knees 
pain  on  going  upstairs  ;  but  more  the  parts  above  the  knees  (after  half  an 
hour),^ — Pain  internally  on  the  left  knee,  a  sticking-burning  sensation, 
going  from  below  upwards  (after  fifteen  minutes),^ — [120.]  Pain,  a  burn- 
ing-sticking sensation  above  the  right  knee,  and  inwardly  towards  the  pa- 
tella (after  twenty  rainutes),^ — Leg.  Now  and  then,  rheumatic  sensations 
in  the  legs  (after  the  proviug),"'\ — Pains  externally,  first  in  the  left  shin, 
then  iu  the  left  hand  (after  two  hours  and  a  quarter),'. — Pain  superiorly 
in  the  right  calf,  which  goes  downward  (after  half  an  hour),''. — A.n7\le. 
*The  ankle-joints  pain  when  walking,  first  the  right  the  more,  and  then 
the  left ;  frequent  urgent  pains,  of  moderate  severity,  of  a  sticking  character, 
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jrom,  within  outwards,  ending  in  a  burning  itching,  in  a  small  spot,  more  on 
the  left  side,  in  the  evening  (first  day),^ — Foot.  Pain  and  weakness  ot 
the  feet,  in  the  afternoon  (second  day),". — Pain  through  the  hollow  of  the 
left  foot,  extending  horizontally  to  the  outside  of  the  foot,  and  thence 
along  the  leg  to  a  little  below  the  knee ;  this  pain  was  the  most  violent 
and  most  persistent;  when  walking  (more  than  twenty-four  hours  after  last 
dose),"''. — Pain  in  the  left  foot,  similar  to  that  in  the  foregoing  proving, 
but  not  so  extended,  when  walking,'"". — Rheumatic  pain  in  the  right  foot, 
on  awaking  in  the  night,  passing  away  on  rising  (first  night),'"'". — Twitch- 
ing pain  through  the  right  foot,  beginning  at  the  heel,  and  extending  towards 
the  middle  foot  (after  half  an  hour),^ — ToeS.  [130.]  Great  soreness  of 
the  corns,  which  had  not  troubled  her  so  for  a  long  time  before,  after  a 
long  walk  on  a  very  warm  day  (after  the  proving), "'\ 

General  Symptoms. — Paralytic  stiffness  in  all  the  limbs  and  whole 
body  (before  three  hours),l — Lax  feeling  of  the  whole  body,  especially  in 
the  knee-joints  and  in  the  sacral  region  (second  day),^'. — Pain  and  heavi- 
ness over  the  brows,  and  restlessness  in  the  stomach,  unaltered  by  the  even- 
ing meal  and  by  walking  out  towards  evening,  lasting  until  she  fell  asleep 
(second  day),'"''. — Slight  pains  here  and  there,  sometimes  becoming  more 
violent,  most  perceptible  in  a  small  spot  in  the  right  temple  (for  several  days 
together),  (after  three  hours),''. — -It  seems  to  her  as  if  the  symptoms  occur- 
red earlier  when  the  remedy  is  taken  after  breakfast,'"'^. — The  pains  on  the 
left  side  were  more  violent,  and  lasted  longer  than  the  pains  of  the  day  be- 
fore, on  the  right  side  (second  day),'°^ — Before  the  menses,  the  symptoms 
were  most  violent  on  the  left  side;  after  the  menses  on  the  right,^"". — A 
young  man,  E.,  who  has  been  for  several  years  tormented  with  a  peculiar 
irritability  of  the  bladder,  a  frequent  burdensome  tenesmus,  which  rendered 
all  business,  society,  or  travelling  irksome  to  him,  took  for  experiment 
Lithium  carb."",  from  20  to  100  globules  ;  the  first  day,  the  first  dose  was 
taken  after  a  regular  stool,  after  breakfast ;  an  hour  afterwards,  a  second 
stool,  which  was  quite  uncommon  ;  in  the  evening,  the  second  dose  ;  at 
night  lustful  dreams ;  on  awaking,  micturition,  and  after  it  a  violent  erec- 
tion and  lustful  feeling,  such  as  he  had  never  before  had,  for  an  hour  ; 
then  he  slept  again  ;  this  night  he  waked  two  or  three  times  again  with 
erection,  tenesmus  vesicae,  and  lascivious  titillation  in  the  urethra;  and, 
on-  account  of  the  erection,  he  could  not  pass  water ;  when,  however,  he 
succeeded  in  doing  so,  the  erection  ceased  entirely  ;  therewith,  pain  in  the 
bladder,  and  scanty  urine,  about  three  wine-glassfuls.  The  second  day  in 
the  morning,  he  took  nothing  ;  urinated  more  frequently  and  more  copi- 
ously, and  had  after  it  the  lustful  titillation  in  the  urethra;  his  customary 
bladder  symptoms,  however,  did  not  appear ;  at  noon  he  took  the  third 
dose;  at  2  p.m.  a  disposition  to  weep  over  his  lonesome  condition,  so  that 
he  sobbed,  the  nose  being  full  of  water;  the  whole  afternoon,  very  frequent 
urination;  in  the  evening,  9  o'clock,  the  fourth  dose;  this  night,  again, 
lustful  dreams  ;  on  awaking  tenesmus  vesicas  and  erection,  which  ceased 
after  urinating.  The  third  day,  in  the  morning,  the  fifth  dose ;  urination  ; 
noon,  the  sixth  dose ;  afternoon,  better ;  evening,  the  seventh  dose.  The 
first  three  days,  he  had  expectoration  of  mucus  from  the  choanse  and  fauces, 
in  thick  masses,  especially  morning  and  forenoon  ;  at  noon,  the  whole  ab- 
domen felt  as  if  swollen,  distended  with  wind  ;  from  3  p.m.  till  10  in  the 
evening  frequent  discharge  of  very  oflfensive  flatus.  The  third  day,  in  the 
morning,  the  urine  was  scanty,  dark,  and  very  acrid  ;  pain  on  passing  it, 
as  when  lye  passes  over  an  irritable  surface;  the  evacuation  of  it  is  thereby 
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rendered  difBeult.  The  fourth  day  the  same ;  and  the  whole  day  pain  in 
the  bladder;  in  the  evening,  sweat  on  the  backs  of  the  hands,  while  the 
palms  are  dry  ;  itching  on  the  sole  of  the  left  foot,  on  the  inner  margin,  com- 
pelling to  vigorous  scratching;  the  offensive  flatus  still  continues.  The 
fifth  day,  on  going  out  after  breakfast,  a  constriction  of  the  chest,  then  by 
hawking,  an  expectoration  of  mucus  in  great  quantity,  appearing  to  come 
from  the  middle  of  the  sternum  ;  the  whole  day,  a  restlessness  in  the  renal 
region  ;  afternoon,  again  a  pressure  in  the  middle  of  the  chest,  pain  in  the 
bladder,  frequent  urination,  yet  all  these  less  than  formerly,  and  all  ceas- 
ing gradually;  after  drinking  water,  unusual  gulping  up  of  water,  and  for 
a  whole  week  diarrhoea  after  fruit,  which  was  also  unusual,  and  for 
which  he  took  Nux  and  Puis. ;  this  increased  the  quantity  of  urine  and 
the  sudden  tenesmus  vesicae ;  he  took  Rhus,  whereupon  the  quantity 
diminished,  but  the  irritation  continued  ;  he  therefore  again  took  Lithium 
carb.™,  100  globules,  whereupon  it  ceased.  The  following  day  he  took,  in 
the  evening,  the  second  trituration  in  water.  The  next  morning  and  whole 
forenoon  the  nose  was  obstructed,  above  in  the  nose  and  forehead  ;  the  blad- 
der less  irritable  until  3  p.m.  ;  the  acidity  of  the  stomach  ceased.  The 
next  day  he  alternated  globules  of  the  30th  and  solution  of  the  2d  tritu- 
ration, and  continued  them  for  several  days,  without  noticing  anything, 
except  a  very  copious  sweat ;  he  took  on  this  account  Lithium  mur. ;  he 
had  to  go  on  a  journey,  and  while  on  the  road  was  seized  with  cholera,  and 
subsequently  with  a  cough,  which  indeed  he  did  not  connect  with  these 
circumstances,  but  which  had  already  previously  befallen  him  after  many 
remedies  taken  at  random.  The  same  has  had  for  several  years  a  sore 
nose ;  the  nose  felt  very  much  swollen,  and  was  really  somewhat  so,  with  a 
moderate  redness,  inwardly  sore,  and  sometimes  forming  thin  crusts  or 
scabs ;  everything  was  worse  on  the  right  side ;  the  nose  dry  and  as  if  in- 
flamed ;  at  the  same  time  his  former  bladder  symptoms ;  frequent  urinat- 
ing, especially  at  night ;  after  Lithium  carb."*,  the  nose  became  immedi- 
ately moist,  and  every  sign  of  inflammation,  redness,  and  swelling  entirely 
disappeared ;  the  frequent  urination  ceased,  he  slept  undisturbed  at  night ; 
the  painful  tenesmus  of  the  bladder  had  been  also  relieved  by  Argentura 
nitr.,  which,  however,  does  not  act  upon  the  nose;  if  he  had  both  troubles 
together,  he  must  take  Lithium.  As  an  entirely  new  symptom,  he  per- 
ceived, after  taking  Lithium,  fine  twitching  stitches  through  the  pubis, 
passing  from  behind  forwards  and  across,  as  fine  as  the  smallest  line,  pass- 
ing suddenly  and  like  lightning  hither  and  thither,  and  repeated  every 
time  after  taking  it  anew ;  it  leaves  an  enduring  pain  after  it ;  after  re- 
peated doses  he  feels,  over  and  over  as  if  beaten,  stiff  and  sore  in  all  bones, 
joints,  and  muscles;  he  took  for  this  in  alternation  Bryonia,  which  did  not 
hinder  the  good  action  of  the  Lithium  upon  the  other  symptoms,  until  the 
general  symptoms  vanished,^ 

Skill. — Intense  itching,  compelling  to  scratch  until  the  part  becomes 
raw,  on  the  whole  inner  side  of  the  right  thigh,  and  also  on  small  spots  in 
the  adjacent  parts,  late  in  the  evening  (first  day),'. — [140.]  Itching  of  the 
left  middle  finger,  near  the  nail  and  around  on  the  left  side  of  the  finger, 
in  the  evening  (first  day),'. 

Sleep  and  Dreams. — Very  sleepy ;  can  hardly  open  the  eyes,  in 
the  morning  (third  day),". — Very  sleepy  in  the  evening  (second  day),'. — 
But  little  sleep,  without  restlessness  (fifth  night),"*. — Restless  dreams  (sec- 
ond night),". 

Fever. — A  shudder  runs  over  the  anterior  surface  of  the  body,  starting 
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from  the  thorax,  like  a  drawing  together  (after  half  an  hour) ;  (other  shud- 
derings,  subsequently,  starting  from  other  regions),^ — General  feeling  of 
heat  in  the  body  (second  day),*". 

Conditions. — Aggravation — {Night),  Pain  in  foot.  —  {Slow  driv- 
ing), Pain  in  temple,  etc. — {Lying  down).  Headache  ;  cough'. — {Reading), 
Pain  in  eyes. — {Rest),  Pain  in  fingers. — (Standing),  Pain  in  sacrum. — 
(  Walking),  Stitch  in  perineal  region ;  pain  through  hollow  of  foot. 

Amelioration. — {Going  oat).  Headache. 


LOBELIA  CARDINALIS. 

Lobelia  cardinalis,  Linn. 

Natural  order,  Lobeliacese. 

Common  name,  Cardinal  flower. 

Preparation,  Tincture  of  the  plant. 

Authority.  1,  Dr.  S.  R.  Dubs,  took  10  drops  of  tinct,  one  dose.  Trans. 
Am.  Inst,  of  Hom.,  vol.  1,  p.  200. 

Wind. — Disposition  to  sing,  which  I  was  continually  doing  whilst  walk- 
ing up  and  down  the  parlor  (after  thirteen  hours  and  a  half). 

Head. — Head  feels  light,  with  dull  pain  in  the  forehead  and  occiput, 
at  6  A.M.  (second  day). — Headache,  dull  and  distressing,  with  fulness  in 
the  forehead  and  base  of  the  occiput ;  the  latter  part  was  peculiarly  painful, 
the  pain  increased  by  motion  or  shaking  the  head  (after  five  hours) ;  in- 
creased afterwards;  very  little  pain  in  the  forehead,  but  the  pain  is  still 
throbbing,  and  almost  insupportable  in  the  occiput  and  nape  of  the  neck 
(after  eleven  hours). — Slight  shooting  pain  in  the  forehead,  with  an  erup- 
tion of  small  vesicular  pimples  in  the  centre  and  upper  part  of  this  locality ; 
they  feel  sore  on  passing  the  hand  over  them  ;  the  pain  iiji  the  occiput  is 
very  slight  (after  thirteen  hours  and  a  half).  . 

Eye. — Eyes  burning  and  watery,  with  dread  of  light,  and  feel  sore  on 
closing  them,  at  8  a.m.  (second  day). — Soreness  in  the  eyes,  with  smarting 
and  slight  watering ;  great  repugnance  to  the  light  of  a  lamp  (after  eleven 
hours). 

Nose. — Dryness  of  the  nose,  with  fulness,  followed  by  sneezing  (after 
one  hour  and  a  half). 

Face. — Dull  pains  in  the  upper  maxillary  bone  of  each  side,  with  ach- 
ing in  the  molar  teeth  (after  seven  hours). 

Mouth. — [10,]  Burning  sensation,  with  stinging  in  the  tongue  and 
fauces,  which  lasted  nearly  fourteen  hours  (after  several  minutes). — Tongue 
raw  and  sore,  very  red,  especially  at  its  tip,  and  a  painful  blister  on  that 
part  (after  five  hours). — Half  a  pint  of  cold  water  very  much  relieved  the 
pain  and  burning  in  the  tongue  and  fauces ;  the  pain  and  oppression  at  the 
chest  were  also  alleviated  (after  fourteen  hours). — Mouth  and  fauces  dry, 
with  a  raw  and  distressed  feeling  extending  down  to  the  epigastrium,  at  8 
A.M.  (second  day). — Unpleasant  taste  in  the  mouth,  in  the  morning  and 
through  the  day  (third  day). 

Throat. — Dryness  and  rawness,  from  the  mouth  to  the  epigastrium 
(third  day). — Throat  sore  and  dry,  with  disposition  to  swallow,  as  also  to 
hawk  up  phlegm  (after  five  hours). — The  soreness  of  the  fauces  is  dimin- 
ished, but  the  burning  and  pricking  sensation  remains  the  same;  the  sore- 
ness has  extended  lower  down  to  the  pharynx,  and  upper  part-  of  the 
oesophagus  (after  nine  hours).

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Stomach. — Appetite  very  indifferent  (third  day). — No  appetite  for 
breakfast  (second  day). — [20.]  Thirst  for  cold  water,  of  which  I  drank 
half  a  pint  (after  fourteen  hours). — Some  nausea,  at  8  a.m.  (second  day). 
■ — Much  distress  at  the  epigastrium,  at  8  a.m.  (second  day). — Dull  distress- 
ing pain  about  three  inches  below,  and  a  little  to  the  left  of  the  epigas- 
trium (after  twelve  hours). — Dull  heavy  pain  in  the  epigastrium,  with  sen- 
sation of  a  weight  or  load  (after  twelve  hours). — Sticking  pains,  with  sen- 
sation of  a  load  at  the  epigastrium  (third  day). — Unpleasant  sticking  pain 
in  the  epigastrium,  which  lasted  five  minutes  (after  nine  hours  and  a  half). 

Abdomen. — Sticking  pain  in  the  left  hypochondrium,  which  came  on 
suddenly  and  so  violently  as  to  induce  me  to  cry  out ;  I  placed  the  ends  of 
my  fingers  over  the  spot,  and  the  pain  was  at  once  moderated;  lasted  about 
five  minutes  (after  two  hours  and  a  quarter). 

Stool. — Stool  at  first  thin,  and  then  more  consistent  (after  two  hours 
and  a  quarter). 

Respiratory  Organs. — Oppression  of  breathing  through  the  day, 
with  sticking  pains  on  taking  a  deep  breath  (third  day). — [30.]  Oppression 
of  the  breathing,  with  dull  and  distressing  pain  in  the  lower  part  of  the 
sternum,  with  the  same  feeling  on  each  side  forming  a  kind  of  circle;  re- 
lieved by  beating  lightly  upon  the  part  with  the  hand  (after  twelve  hours). 

Chest, — Pricking  pain  in  the  left  lung,  coming  on  several  times  during 
the  day,  and  lasting  several  minutes  each  time  (third  day). — Severe  stitch 
in  the  left  side  of  the  chest,  which  compelled  me  to  press  with  the  hand  to 
moderate  it,  as  it  nearly  took  away  my  breath ;  it  continued  about  ten 
minutes  (after  two  hours). 

Neck. — Stiffness  of  the  nape  of  the  neck  (after  seven  hours). 

Inferior  ^Extremities. — Great  weakness  of  the  lower  extremities 
(third  day). — Throbbing  and  weakness  in  the  lower  extremities,  so  much 
so,  with  the  increased  headache,  as  to  cause  me  to  lie  down  (after  seven 
hours). — Sticking,  like  the  pricking  of  needles,  in  the  inner  part  of  the 
right  thigh,  just  above  the  knee  (after  thirty  minutes). — Prickings,  as  from 
needles,  in  the  calf  of  the  left  leg  aud  the  heel,  worse  in  the  latter  part 
(third  day). — Severe  pricking  pain  with  itching  in  the  left  heel,  so  great 
as  scarcely  to  be  borne  (after  seven  hours). — Sticking,  like  the  pricking  of 
needles  in  the  sole  of  the  left  foot,  shooting  inwards,  passing  away  in  a  few 
minutes  (after  twenty  minutes). 

General  Syinptoms. — [40.]  Debility  and  languor  of  the  whole 
system,  with  weakness,  as  from  a  sprain  across  the  kidneys  (after  twelve 
hours). — Throughout  the  day,  great  debility  of  the  whole  frame,  but  more 
especially  of  the  lower  extremities ;  they  are  so  much  fatigued'  by  any 
exertion,  that  it  is  with  difficulty  that  I  can  drag  them  along ;  my  knees 
bend  under  me  in  walliiug  (second  day). — Most  of  the  symptoms  continued, 
though  with  less  intensity  for  two  weeks,  and  it  was  at  least  three  weeks 
before  my  stomach  recovered  its  usual  tone,  and  my  usual  good  appetite 
returned  (third  day). 

Sleep  and  Dreams. — Whilst  lying  down,  great  sleepiness,  with 
difficulty  of  falling  asleep  (after  seven  hours). — Starting  in  sleep,  with 
jerkings  of  the  hands  (after  more  than  seven  hours). — Constant  dreaming, 
with  extreme  lightness  of  the  head  (after  more  than  seven  hours). 

Fever. — Hot  sweat  on  the  forehead,  with  throbbing  in  that  part,  and 
at  the  base  of  the  occiput  (after  seven  hours).

Common  name,  Indian  Tobacco. 

Preparation,  Tincture  of  the  plant.

Pressing  pain  in  the  eyeballs, 
most  in  the  upper  parts,™. — Pupil,  Pupils  dilated,'* '";  (after  two  hours),'^ 
—Pupils  slightly  dilated  (after  two  hours),""'. —  Vision.  Dimness  of 
vision,'" ;  (after  two  hours),'^- 

JSar.—Achmg  in  the  left  ear,". — Shooting  pain,  extending  into  left  ear 
from  a  painful  spot  in  the  throat,  situated  about  an  inch  to  the  left  of  the 
larynx,  and  on  a  line  with  its  lowest  cartilage,". 

Nose. — Sneezing,  accompanying  gaping  aud  flatulent  eructation,™. — 
Bleeding  at  the  nose,'^*. 

Face. — There  was  no  more  color  in  him  than  a  corpse,'. — A  peculiar 
drawing  feeling  extending  from  the  right  side  of  the  mouth  to  the  right 
eye,™. — [50.]  Slight  drawing  feelings,  at  one  time  in  the  left,  at  another  in 
the  right  side  of  the  lower  jaw,™. 

Mouth.— Teeth.  Dull  pressing  pain  in  the  left  molar  teeth  and 
temple,™.— 6?e»ier«Z  Mouth.  Dryness  of  the  mouth,'l— Pricking  sen- 
sation in  back  of  mouth,  for  a  few  "minutes  (immediately),™.— ,Sa?wa. 
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In  certain  cases  larger  doses  have  produced  only  a  flow  of  saliva  A —Sial- 
agogue,'.— Copious  flow  from  glands  of  mouth",*.—*  Copious  discharge  of 
saliva,^. — Flow  of  clammy  saliva,". — Increased  secretion  of  tenacious  saliva 
(fifteen  minutes  after  100  drops),".— [60,]  Frequent  accumulation  of  much 
sweetish  saliva,  which  soon  filled  the  whole  mouth  (fourth  day),". — Accu- 
mulation of  water  in  the  mouth,  and  nausea  and  eructations  tasting  of  the 
drug  (after  five  minutes,  third  day),". — Spitting  at  intervals  (fourth  day),'". 
— Taste.  Taste  in  mouth  at  first  insipid,  but  soon  became  pungent,'. —

— Dryness  in  the  throat,  and  warmth  in  the  stomach,  imme- 
diately after  a  dose  (second  day),'l — Great  dryness  and  scraping  in  the 
throat  after  a  meal,  not  relieved  by  drinking,  lasting  more  than  an  hour 
(first  day),"'. — Burning  in  the  throat,'^ — Burning  in  the  throat,  which 
soon  changed  to  a  sensation  of  dryness,  and  lasted  the  whole  forenoon,'^ —

— Fauces,  Pharynoc,  and 
CEsophagus.  Dryness  of  the  fauces  (fourth  day),'". — The  small  doses 
seemed  to  have  greater  effect  on  the  pharynx,  large  ones  more  upon  the 
stomach,". — Excessive  scraping  in  pharynx  (after  half  an  hour,  ninth 
day),". — [90.]  A  sensation  of  consecutive  constrictions  in  the  oesophagus 
from  below  upwards  (first  day),'^''.— Pressure  in  the  oesophagus  and  pit  of

the  pit  of  the  stomach  reaching  to  the  spine  ;  at  times  this  pressive  pain 
seemed  to  disappear  entirely  but  it  was  soon  renewed,  always  having  a 
twisting  character  ;  the  oesophagus  remained  quite  free  from  troubles,  but 
from  the  pit  of  the  stomach  and  the  place  internally  near  the  spine  the 
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sensation  seemed  to  extend  to  the  right  and  left  through  the  prsecordium  ; 
deep  inspiration  gave  a  certain  relief,  since  it  seemed  to  overpower  the  pres- 
sive  pain ;  about  5  p.m.,  there  was  nothing  left  of  this  except  a  slight  sen- 
sation in  the  back,  hypochondria,  and  pit  of  the  stomach,  on  turning  the 
body,  that  gave  rise  to  an  anatomical  impression  that  the  tendinous  expan- 
sion of  the  diaphragm  was  somewhat  too  tense,".
